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INTRODUCTION. 


TThE  following  Work,  the  refult  of  many  years  ex-» 
pcrience,  owes  not  its  prefent  publication  to  lucra-r 
tive  views,  or  the  vanity  of  becoming  an  author.  The 
only  motive  which  induced  the  editor  to  this  undertak-^ 
ing,  was  his  fincere  defire  of  making  himfelf  ufeful  to 
the  young  pradlitioner.  On  this  occafion,  the  learned 
phyficians,  and  authors  of  the  prefent  age,  have  been 
confulted,  and  the  lateft  improvements,  in  the  art  of 
healing,  introduced. 

Health  is  fo  great  a blelHng,  that  every  attempt  di- 
redled  towards  its  prefervation,  muft,  at  leaft,  deferve 
fome  fmall  fhare  of  public  approbation,  The  air  we 
breathe  has.  a gre.at  effe£l:  upon  opr  bodies ; it  is  well 
known  that  we  can  exift  much  longer  without  food  \ 
than  without  air;  and  the  falubrious  quality  of  this  A 
element  redounds  greatly  to  the  well-being  of  the  humain 
frame  j it  is  therefore  of  the  utmoft  confequence,  in  all 
our  inveftigations  of  difeafes,  to  inquire  very  minutely 
into  the  Hate  of  the  atmofphere  ; fince  we  may  probably 
h|we  more  occafion  to  recommend  a change  of  that,  thai> 
of  diet ; the  latter  of  \yhich  we  fometimes  confider  as 
the  immediate  caufe  of  .indifpofitjions,  when,  in  reality, 
it  may  be  from  a fault  in  the  air, 

The  feafons,  in  our  climate,  vary  fo  much  and  fo 
fuddenly,  that  it  requires  the  greateft  attentiori  tq. 
guard  againft  their  effedls,  in  the  care  of  our  cloathing, 
and  in  a proper  regard  to  the  non-naturals.  North  and 
north-eaft  winds  are  efteemed  bracing  and  healthy  ; yet, 

/.o  the  valetudinarian,  fouth  and  fouth-weft  winds  are 
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much  more  comfortable.  Dry  feafons  are  more  healthy 
t than  wet : in  winter  we  eat  with  keener  appetites,  and 
digeft  better,  than  in  fummer.  The  temperaments  of 
the  air  have  a great  influence  over  the  tempers  and 
difpofitions  of  the  human  body ; and  I have  known  per- 
fons  of  a gay,  chearful,  and  eafy  turn,  who,  in  confe- 
quence  of  long-continued  eafterly  winds,  have  become 
irafcible,  peevilh,  and  morofe. 

We  Ihould  be  particularly  careful  in  the  choice  of  our 
food : perhaps  many  of  the  complaints,  fo  frequent  in 
this  city,  arife  from  our  inattention  to  this  article.  The 
luxury  of  the  age,  and  the  fafliionable  mode  of  high 
and  expeofive  eating,  are  not  only  a difgrace  to  our 
reafon,  - but  are  deJftruftive  alfo  of  our  fortunes  and 
conftitutions. 

A variety  of  dilhes  introduces  a variety  of  difeafes. 
Thofe  are  the  wifeft  men  who  live  the  moft  (imply,  and 
eat  moderately.  Rich,  fauces,  fpicy  ragouts,  and  entre^ 
mets  heightened  with  the  fragrant  aromatics  of  both 
the  Indies,  however  favoury  and  pleafing  to  the  tafte, 
are  moft  afluredly  the  deftroyers  of  the  very  beft  con- 
ftitutions. The  beauties  of  a defert  may  be  admired 
by  the  eye ; but  beware  how  you  indulge  your  palate 
with  too  many  confections,  and  fweet-meats  : nothing 
palls  the  appetite  fo  much,  nor  is  fo  hard  of  digeftion. 

Full  and  hearty  fuppers,,  even  though  we  may  have 
had  little  or  no  dinner,  are  of  dangerous  tendency : they 
cannot  well  be  too  light  and  fparing. 

Bread  well  baked,  made  of -pure  flour,  and  one  day 
old,  is  the  beft.  The  flefh  of  animals,  in  the  vigour  of 
age,  is  the  moft  proper ; mutton  is  preferable  to  any 
other  batcher’s  meat,  but  more  efpecially  if  the  animal 
be  about  fix  years  old* 
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Galen  has  obferved,  That  pork  Is  the  moft  nou- 
rifhing  food  for  ftrong  and  robuft  men,  who  are  much 
ufed  to  ftrong  and  violent  exercifes.'*  The  Athletse, 
who  were  trained  up  for  the  Olympic  games ; fed  upon 
it;  and  whenever  they  altered  their  method  of  living, 
became  lefs  vigorous,  and  lefs  fit  to  enter  the  lifts.  Not- 
withftanding  this,  it  is  remarkable  that  pork,  fed  in  Lon- 
don, is  far  from  being  wholefome  diet. 

Filh  taken  out  of  ftagnantor  ftanding  waters,  and  fuch 
as  are  of  a fat  or  flimy  nature,  are  not  eafily  digefted:- 
fca-fifh,  on  the  contrary,  are  light  and  nutritious.  They 
are  beft  and  eafieft  of  digeftion,  when  boiled ; fried  and 
roafted,  they  are  not  quite  fofaltitary  and  nutritious;  and 
if  cooked  foon  after  they  have  been  caught,  they  are  bet- 
ter than  when  kept  for  fome  days. 

Water,  which  conftitutes  fo  great  a part  of  our  drink, 
and  which  is,  the  moft  natural,  as  well  as  the  moft 
wholefome  beverage,  ihould  be  limpid,  and  pure ; light, 
with  refpe(ft  to  its  fpecific  gravity,  and  without  tafte  or 
flavour.  Our  common  water  in  London  fnould  be 
ftrained  through  a filtering  ftone,  or  remain  for  fome 
confiderable  time  in  earthen  jars  or  veflels,  fo  that  it  may 
be  purged  of  its  impurities,  which  will,  by  this  means, 
fubfide  to  the  bottom.  In  general,  if  water  mixeth  uni- 
formly with  foap ; or  if  peas  are  foon  boiled  to  foftnefs 
in  it,  no  inconveniences  need  be  feared. 

Gur  fleep  as  well  as  our  exercife,  fhould  be  moderate. 

Eafe  and  luxury  are  the  banes  of  health  ; many  evils 
have  arifen  from  an  jnadlive  life,  and  an  indulged  appe- 
tite. 

Hippocrates  informs  us,  “ That  the  palflons  of 
the  mind’ have  a very  great  influence  on  our  bodies,  and 
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are  of  infinite  confequence  in  the  regulation  of  out 
health.”  . 

Every  excefs  is  an  enemy  to  Nature:  too  great  a ple- 
nitude, as  well  as  too  violent  an  evacuation  is  dangerous. 
— Habits  fhould  not  be  too  fuddenly  changed  ; the  great 
fccret  of  pieferving  health,  lies  in  a juft  knowledge  of 
proportioning  our  way  of  living  to  our  exercife  ; for  as 
moderate  aliment  nourifties,  fo  does  violent  exercife  debi- 
litate : we  muft  therefore  keep  up  the  due  equilibrium. 

More  dangerous  and  more  acute  difeafes  happen  in 
confequence  of  repletion,  than  from  a contrary  ftate. 
The  fymptoms  of  a plethoric  habit,  a heavy,  and  inter- 
rupted refpiration ; a fenfe  of  weight  and  fullnefs  in  the 
day,  arid  reftleflhefs  at  night  i uneafy  frightful  dreams  ; » 
pain,  laflitude,  flatulency,  attended  in  fome  habits  with  a 
diarrhoea,  and  in  others  with  troublefome  dyfenteries,  a 
florid  complexion  inclining  to  red,  ‘a  heavy  pain  of  the 
head,  an  inclination  to  fleep  during  the  day,  are  likewife  . 
fymptoms  of  this  habit.  Temperanc.’,  *cxercife,  and 
gentle  evacuations,  are,  in  general,  the  beft  cure. 

Immoderate  exercife  is  generally  followed  by  lofs  of 
appetite  and  loathing  of  food.  This  will  fometimes  be 
attended  with  a pain  and  heat  in  the  bowels,  coftivenefs, 
rigors,  or  ftiiverings,  weaknefs,  lalTitude,  and  even  with 
a fyncope  or  fainting.  In  thi?  laft  cafe  we  may  have 
recourfe  to  a glafs  of  wine,  but  with  moderation;  warm 
bathing,  quiet  and  comfortable  fleep,  and  a moift  nou- 
rifhing  diet,  will  have  very  happy  and  defirable  effedls. 

There  remains  a greater  evil,  and  yet  not  attended  to, 
which  is  more  alarming  as  it  affedls  the  fair  fex;  and 
which,*  I am  perfuaded,  is  very  diftrefting  to  them ; I 
mean  the  little  regal’d  they  have  to  keeping  their  legs 
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and  feet  Warm. — This  falutary  meafare  is  unhappily 
neglected  by  them^  when,  at  the  fame  time,  their 
heads  are  frequently  loaded  with  wool,  and  artificial 
and  unnatural  curk,  to  the  difgrace  of  nature  and  of 
their  own  charmsj  as  well  as  to  the  ruin  of  their  h^lth 
and  conftitutions. 

We  niay  eafily  account  for  the  puny -rate  fo  frequent- 
ly feen  in  the  families,  of  our  nobility  and  rich  citizenSj 
when  we  confider  that  diffipating  and  pernicious  cuf« 
tom  of  tea-drinking  j nay,  what  is  of  ftill  more  dread- 
ful confequence,  the  too  great  indulgence  in  wine  and 
fpirits,  card-playing,  and  late  hours ; than  which 
nothing  can  be  more  prejudicial.  Hence  chiefly  arifes 
that  long  and  ■ difmal  catalogue  of  complaints  which 
accompanies' chronical  difeafes.  It  is  a pity  that  coffee 
is  not  fubftituted  for  tea,  fince  it  is  a much  more  whole- 
fome,  efpecially  when  it"- is  boiled  over-night,  with  an 
equal  proportion  of  milk.  This  not  only  renders  it  a 
palatable,  but  a very  defirable  breakfaft.  Coffee  ftrength- 
ens  the  ftomach ; tea,  on  the  contrary,  relaxes  it. 

They  who  indulge  themfelves  much  in  hearty  meals 
of  high  feafoned  meats,  fliould  drink  largely  of  cold 
water,  either  during  dinner  or  afterwards ; this  might 
fave  many  the  trouble  and  expence  of  going  to  Bath, 
Buxton,  Tunbridge,  or  other  places  where  that  ele-i 
ment  is  found  to  reftore  the  health  and  appetite  loft  by 
intemperate  living.' — Old  men  fhould  eat  lefs,  and 
drink  more  than  young  men.  Too  free  an  ufe  of  the 
bottle  is  deftruftive,  efpecially  to  young  people.  Bac- 
chus and  Venus  are  deities  to  whom  they  fhould  by 
no  means  too  ardently  devote  themfelves  : they  ener- 
vate both  the  body  and  mind. — Sobriety,  Temperance, 
and  Virtue^  infure  Vigour  to  the  conftitution,  and  keep 
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the  underftanding  free  and  undifturbed. — This  happy 
ft^te  cannot  but  be  the  wilh  of  all  men,  for,  as  Juve-* 
Nal  rightly  ejcprelTes  it.

In  an  age  like  this,  where  Science  and  Arts 
are  making  large  Itrides  towards  perfection, 
the  Profetfors  of  Medicine  have  a jult  claim 
to  no  fmall  hiare  of  public  approbation : their 
afsiduity  in  expunging  former  errors,'  clear- 
ing away  doubts,  and  making  improvements 
in  every  department,  merit  the  highed:

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It  cannot  on  this  account  be  expected  that 
the  diffiifc  reafoning,  and  tlie  various  argu- 
ments, however  well  founded  and  flrongly 
fupported,  on  diiferent  fubjects,  ihould  have 
place  in  a work  where  fimple  recitals  of  facts^ 
and  concifenefs,  form  its  excellence  : thofe 
things  therefore  can  only  be  confidered 
which  conflitute  the  bafis  of  a found  and  ra- 
tional practice. 

Hence  has  particular  attention  been  paid

medicines  which  from  the  bed  authorities 
have  been  confidered  as  the  mod  efdca- 
cious ; — and  fpecifying  the  times  through

the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  when  they  will 
be  mod  properly  applied  ; and  under  what 
accidental  circumdances  the  gcneraf  plan 
ought  to  be  altered,  fupplying  the  reafons  for 
the  alteration  ; — in  fine,  every  dep  has  been 
taken  in  order  to  render  the  work  as  compleat 
as  the  nature  of  fuch  publication  will  permit 
by  the  perufal,  the  young  pradtitioner  will 
find  his  end  anfwered  ; as  he  will  have  a 
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‘concifc  hlflory  of  each  difeafe,  with  appro- 
priate remedies  of  efficacy,  fiipplied  to  him 
in  a ffiort  compafs ; — the  older  pradtitioners 
it  will  ferve  as  a memento  to  refre/h  their 
memories,  and  atford  them  an  extenfive 
Copia  Medicaminum — which  points  it  is 
hoped  will  ftamp  confiderable  value  on  the 
prefent  performance.

S E C T.  1. 

CONTINUED  FEVERS. 

As  fevers  are  the  moft  frequent  of  all 
clifeafes,  in  a work  of  this  kind  they  claim 
our  firft  attention  : and  before  we  enter  into 
fpecific  accounts  of  different  fevers,  it  may  be 
ufeful  to  give  a general  idea  how  they  may 
be  difeovered  at  their  approach  : for  in  this 
ffate  of  the  difeafe,  great  good  may  be  done 
by  the  gentleft  means,  and  the  alarming 
mifehiefs  which  are  too  apt  to  fucceed  a 
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care- 
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carelefs  inattention  be  at  this  period  pre- 
vented.— Fevers  fometimes  invade'  gradually, 
fometimes  fuddenly. 

When  they  come  on  in  the  firft  mode  ; a 
languor,  debility,  with  forenefs  of  the  flefh, 
fuch  as  people  feel  after  fevere  exercife  or 
labotir,  attend  : pain  alfo,  and  heavinefs  of 
the  head  ; lofs  of  appetite,  or  naufea,  with  a 
clamminefs  of  the  mouth  : thefe  are  fuc- 
ceeded  by  cxcefsive  heat,  violent  thirfl,  and 
inability  to  fleep,  perhaps  without  any  pre- 
vious fenfation  of  excefsive  cold,  or  with  only 
flight  and  tranfient  Ihiverings. 

When  in  the  fecojid,  they  -always  make 
their  attack  with  an  uneafy  fenfation  of  ex- 
cefsive cold,  attended  with  weaknefs  and  lofs 
of  appetite  : the  cold  is  frequently  accom- 
panied with  rigor,  or  Ihivcrlng, ' opprefsion 
about  the  pra^cord-ia,  and  with  naufea  or 
vomiting.  Hence  we  may  define  a fever  a 
combination  of  cxcefsive  heat,  thlrff,  lofs  of 
appetite,  weaknefs,  and  inability  to  deep. 

We  fhali  now  fperfk  of  thofe  of  the  con- 
tinued form,  which  are  of  five  kinds  ; the 

Jiniple, — injlanimatoryy 7icrvous, putrid, — 

and  mixed:  and  fiiil,  of  the  fimplc,  and  in- 
flammatory fever.—- The continued  ma- 
- ' nifcfb 
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iiifcfts  itfelf  by  no  diflingiiifhing  figns  of  in- 
flammation, no  very  diftrcfsing  nervous  fymp- 
tom,  nor  any  evident  corruption  of  the  fluids; 
and  where  the  heat  cannot  be  faid  to  be  either 
of  the  truly  inflammatory  or  of  the  putrefac- 
tive kind,  the  opprefsion,  naufea,  and  weak- 
nefs,  are  not  extreme  ; and  the  head,  though 
ufually  much  pained,  remains  tolerably  clear; 
the  pulfe,  though  frequent,  is  uniform,  and 
without  any  remarkable  hardnefs. 

But  where  there  is  great  vafcular  flrength, 
and  firmnefs  in  the  conftitution,  the  blood 
denfe  and  copious,  replete  with  the  red  cruor, 
fhould  the  continued  fever  here  make  the  at- 
tack, the  heat  and  drynefs  will  be  raifed  to 
the  highefl:  degrees ; and  the  grofs  particles 
being  forced  into  veffels  which  only  fuffer 
the  finer  and  more  fubtile  fluids  to  pafs  in  a 
ftate  of  health,  by  the  force  of 'the  flimulus 
applied  to  the  heart  and  arteries,  will  diflend 
the  veflels,  and,  diftradling  the  fenflble  fibres, 
produce  rednefs,  and  flufliing  of  the  face  and 
eyes,  accompanied  with  violent  pain  in  the 
head  and  other  parts  of  the  body.  This  fpe- 
cics  of  fever,  from  the  full,  ftrong,  hard,  and 
rapid  })ulfc,  and  the  remarkable  excefs  of 
-heat  which  diftinguifhes  it,  is  termed  the  in- 
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Jlanimatory  fever.  By  thefe  defcriptions  w<; 
jluill  readily  judge  how  to  dihingulU  one 
of  thefe  from  the  other,  though  they  botli 
{belong  to  one  clafs. 


C H A P./  I. 

OF  THE  SIMPLE  CONTINUED,  AND  INFLAM* 
MATORY  FEVER. 

It  was  neceflary  to  make  the  diflinction 
above,  as  feme  flight  difterence  may  be  ob- 
ferved  in  the  treatment ; but  fome  authors 
concifely  fet'  down  the  fymptoms  of.  both 
unitedly,  making  them  only  form  one  fever  ; 
as  follows : 

The  figns  are,  firft,  a fhivering;  whieh,  if 
great,  is  fucceeded  by  a proportionable  degree 
of  heat,  and  a quick  pulfe ; fometimes  the 
pulfe  is  fluggiih,  fometimes  full  and  llrong ; 
the  heat  foon  becomes  univerfal,  aud  varies 
according  to  the  degree  of  fever ; there  is 
great  unealinefs  and  anxiety;  pain  in  the  back 
and  head  ; a drynefs  of  the  tongue,  mouth, 
and  fauces ; and  unufual  thirft.

AND  INFLAMMATORY  FEVER.  s 
THE  CURE  IN  GENERAL. 

AVhcre  the  fymptoms  are  in  llie  milder 
degrees,  in  the  fiinple  continued  fever,  the- 
atfair  may  often  be  trufted  to  nature ; enjoin- 
ing abftinence  in  the  patient,  free  dilution^ 
and  keeping  in  bed  to  encourage  perfpiration : 
but  if  there  is  a good  deal ' of  opprefsion  and 
lieat,  the  pulfe  full,  and  rather  hard,  feme’ 
few  ounces  of  blood  muft  be  taken  away. 

Dr.  Mead  lays  it  down  as  a rule,  that  all 
fevers  require  bleeding  in  the  beginning;. but 
inftances  daily  occur  where  great  mifehief 
arifes  from  this  pradliee.  Bleeding  may  be 
necelTary  at  the  beginning,  in  young  perfons 
particularly;  and  the  more  fo  if  the  pulfe  be* 
full  and  ftrong ; tliough  this  requires  caution, 
more  efpecially  in  London,  where  inflam- 
matory difeafes  foon  aflume  a different  ap- 
pearance, and  require  management  varying 
from  what  they  do  in  the  country.  The' 
pulfe  will  befl;  diredl  us  how  much  blood  may 
be  taken  away,  and  when  and  how  frequently 
it  may  be  repeated.  It  is  to  be  remarked, 
however^  that  perfons  lately  come  from  the 
country  require  larger  and  mom  frequent 
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bleeding  than  thofe  who  have  been  refident 
in  London  for  any  time.  Care  however  is 
necelTary,  in  all  cafes,  not  to  reduce  the  pa- 
tient too  much,  left  he  Ihould  want  ftrength 
to  carry  him  through  the  difeafe.  After 
this,  if  the  body  is  coftive,  a folution  offome 
of  the  neutral  purgative  falls  'with  manna,  in 
weak  white  wine  whey,  ihould  be  taken 
once  ip  three  'or  four  hours,  till  it  procures 
‘ three,  or  four  alvine  evacuations,  and  at  bed- 
time a gentle  anodyne ; fuch  as  the  follow- 
ing :

For  this  will  not  only  tend  to  compofe  and 
quiet  any  little  difturbance  that  the  conftitu- 
tion  might  have  experienced,  but  afsilt  in 
taking  off  the  fpafmodic  conftridtion,  which 
we  conclude  exifts  in  fevers. 

If  in  the  fucceeding  day  the  febrile  fymp- 
toms  ftill  continue,  fuch  as  the  heat  and  op- 
prefsion  ; the  fkin  remains  dry,  the  tongue 
foul,  and  the  night  has  been  reftlefs ; let  the 
fubfequent  cooling  mixture  or  powder  be 
had  recourfe  to  :

Thcfe  may  be  fo  divided,  that  a fixth,  a 
fourth,  a third,  or  half  a grain,  may  be  given, 
according  to  the -age  and  conilitution  of  the 
patient,  once  in  tln*ee  or  four  liours. 

Small  diluting  liquors  are-  to  be  ufed 
freely;  and  where  there  appears  'a  putrid 
tendency,  they  may  very  properly  be  acidu- 
lated. Barley-water,  baum  and  fage-tea, 
vs  hey,  &c.  are  very  proper  drinks.  For  food, 
panada,  barley-gruel,  or  flight  puddings; 
but  all  kinds  of  animal  food  fhould  be  abfo- 
lutely  forbidden ; even  light  broth,  though 
made  of  the  lean  part  of  frefh  meat. 

An  emetic  will  be  very  proper,  efpccially 
where  a naufea,.  or  the  fufpicion  of  a foul 
ftomach,  indicates  it;  bleeding  being,  if  ne- 
fary,  hrft  premifed,  efpccially  in  full  ple- 
thoric habits. 

Indeed  in  all  cafes,  where  vomits  are  re- 
quifite,  in  full  habits,  bleeding  Ihoiild  be 
had  rccourfe  to  previous  to  the  admini- 
ftration  of  them  ; and  to  omit  it  in  ple- 
thoric conhitutions,  is  generally  attended 
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with  great  inconveniences  during  the  pro- 
grel’s  of  the  fever,  and  fometlmes  witli  im- 
mediate danger  ; and  where  there  apjjears 
. no  fullnefs  to  require  the  ufc  of  the  lancet, 
it  will  be  right  to  adminifter  fome  aperient 
medicine,  particularly  in  coftivc  habits,  be- 
fore recourfe  Ihould  be  had  to  emetics,-  it 
always  is  a fafe  and  prud^ent  practice.

This  laft  frequently  vomits,  procures  a 
ftool,  produces  a diaphorefis,  and  terminates 
the  difeafe.  After  the  operation  is  over, 
and  three  or  four  hours  allowed  for  the 
ftomach  to  fettle j let  the  antimonial  julep 
or  powder  be  again  returned  to,  and  con- 
tinued in  the  fame  manner,  allowing  the  pa- 
tient to  drink  freely  of  diluting  liquids. 

3ome  recommend  the  fubfequent  powder, 
to  be  repeated  every  two,  four,  or  fix  hours :

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If  this  coiirfe  is  applied  in  time,  wc  fliall 
generally  fuccccd  ; but  ihould  th(;  fymptoms 
increafe,  the  head-ach  grow  more  diftrefsing, 
and  no  deep  be  procured,  more  blood  muft 
be  taken  away,  unlefs  the  patient  be  re- 
markably weak,  and  the  pulfe  finks ; ''  the 
antimonial  continued  in  fmall  dofes,  and  if 
the  body  is  not  kept  open  by  this  remedy, 
a glyfter  ihould  always  be  thrown  up  in  the 
evening. 

But  notwithflanding  thefe  efforts,  fhould 
the  fever  run  on  beyond  the  fourth  or  fifth 
day,  the  fymptoms  encreafing  in  violence, 
we  may  look  upon  it  as  eflablifhed,  and  will 
continue  for  fome  days  longer  : however  the 
fimple-continued  fever  feldom  exceeds  the 
fourteenth  day  ; during  which  time  the  pa- 
tient mufi;  be  fupported  by  fheathing  fub- 
acid  drinks ; and  Inch  thin  diet  as  the 
llomach  can  rcliih,  and  bear  with  cafe. 
As  to  medicine  the  following  julep  is  re- 
commended :

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This,  where  there  is  any  foulnefs  of  the 
iTomach,  w;ill,  on  taking  the  hrft  or  fecond 
generally  produce  vomiting,  keep  the  bowels 
free,  and  difpofe  the  cutaneous  pores  for  giv- 
ing way  to  the»  fweats  when  the  time  comes 
for  their  being  thrown  off.  If  the  head  be- 
comes much  affedled,  and  the  pain  there  very 
diffrefsing,  bliftering  between  the  Ihouklers, 
and  bathing  or  fomenting  the  feet,  will  bid 
fair  to  procure  eafe,  and  difpofe  the  patient  to 
reff.  In  cafe  of  acidifies  in  the  ftomach 
and  bowels,  magnefia  alba  may  be  given  with 
the  julep  above  ; and  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
fever,  if  the  pulfe  begins  to  flag,  and  there 
appears  a necefsity  for  rouzing  nature,  give 
wine- whey,  wine  and  water,  or  fometimes 
pure  wine,  and  preferibe  the  following  julep  ;

-If  the  urine  lets  fall  a copious  fediment, 
the  pulfe  becomes  full,  equable,  foft,  and 
lefs*  frequent,  whilfi:  the  pores  of  the  fkin 
give  way  to  a plentiful  and  general  fweat, 
and,  at  ..the- fame  time,  the  patient’s  fenfes 
return)  after  having  flept,  we  may  expedl  a 

favour- 
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favourable  termination,  which  is  generally 
completed  from  the  eleventh  to  the  four- 
tcentli  day,  the  force  of  the  difeafe  being  firft 
broken  on  the  former,  gradually  fuhfides  to 
the  latter,  the  pulfe  falling  four  or  five 
ftrokes  in  a day,  till  it  gets  even  below  its 
natural  rate.  And  here  it  may  be  neceflary 
to  ohferve,  in  order  to  guard  the  young 
pradfitioner  againfl  giving  too  favourable  a 
prognoftic  upon  the  apparent  melioration  of 
fome  of  the  fymptoms  above  enumerated  ; 
for  in  thofe  cafes  he  will  often  be  deceived, 
and  the  difeafe  return  with  exaggerated  vio- 
lence. The  fymptoms  Ihould  all  tend  to 
the  fame  point,  and  continue  for  two  or  three 
days  before  we  can  depend  upon  the  dif- 
eafe being  conquered.  If  the  urine  lets 
fail  a copious  fediment,  a fweat  be  kept 
up,  and  the  patient  feels  hira'felf  much 
alleviated.  Hill  ihould  the  pulfe  continue 
its  quicknefs  and  frequency,  the  caufe  is 
not  fubdued,  and  the  train  of  unqafy  fymp- 
toms may  again  return. 

The,  inflammaloi'y  fever  differs  little  from 
this,  except  in  the  violence  of  the  fymptoms, 
and  the  peculiar  diathefis  or  difpofition  of  the 
conllitution,  which  is  of  an  inflammatory  na- 
ture. 
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ture.  Hence,  the  heat  in  this  cafe  is  much 
encreafecl,  the  pulfe  frequent,  llrong,  and 
hard,  the  urine  high-coloured,  and  tlie  func- 
tions of  the  fenforium  a little  difturbed. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  fever  we  mufl 
bleed,  and  ellimate  the  quantity  of  blood  to 
be  taken  away,  from  the  degrees  of  ftrength 
and  violence  of  the  fymptoms  ; and  if  the 
pulfe,  in  fix  or  eight  hours,  be  little  or  not 
at  all  foftened,  and  the  febrile  fymptoms 
do  not  abate,  it  mufl  be  repeated  a fecond 
time,  though  not  in  the  fame  quantity ; 
and,  indeed,  a third,  if  the  fymptoms  con- 
tinue to  be  urgent.  But  when  the  fever  is 
advanced  beyond  the  fourth  or  fifth  day, 
bleeding  is  deemed  improper,  left  nature 
fhould  be  difturbed  in  tier  operations  in 
forming  a crifis.  How'ever,  there  are  cafes 
which  will  require  a repetition  in  the  more 
advanced  ftages  of  .this  difeafe,  and  thofe  in 
full  and  ftrong.  habits,  where  the  lungs  arc 
threatened  with  inflammation,,  which  we 
may  infer  from  the  opprefsion,  and  great 
difficulty  of  breathing;  or  where  the  brain 
is  in.  danger  of  being  furcharged  with  a 
load  of  blofKl,  which  will  manifeft  itfelf 
from  the  fevere  pain  in  the  head,  with  high 

delirium. 
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clcHrium,  fiicccedcd  by  a coma.  In  thefe 
cafes,  bleeding  at  any  time  of  the  difeafe 
will  'be  proper,  and  may  pofsibly  'relieve 
the  patient. 

But,  however,  if  the  pulfe  is  high,  and 
inflarnmatory  fymptoms  continue,  to  the 
pulvis  febrifugus  add  acids  and  gentle  laxa- 
tives. 

In  cafe  of  naufea  and  fichnefi^  give  antimo- 
nials  to  create  \pmiting;  and  procure  alvine 
evacuations,  fo  that  the  primae  vias  may  be 
cleared  from  any  acrid  faburra,  or  bile,  or  in- 
digeltible  food  ; then  perfift  in  fmall  dofes,  as 
before  diredted  ; and  fhould  thefe  fymptoairs 
continue,  give

Every  thing  which  is  drank  Ihould  be  cool, 

thtf 
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tlie  bed-cloaths  not  wciglit)r,  nor  the  air  of 
the  room  warm  or  clofe. 

If  a delirium  Ihoiild  come  on  with  watch- 
ing,  the  pulfe  will  then  be  the  bell  guide  to 
diredl  us  in  our  future  meafures  ; if  it  proceed 
from  inflammation,  give  a clyller,  cooling 
and  nitrous  ni^edicines,  and  bleed.  Leeches 
applied  to  the  temples  often  do  more  fer\'icc 
than  general  evacuations.  But  if  it  be  attend- 
ed with  fpafms,  with  a Jubfultiis  iendimuRy 
and  with  a low',  depreflfed  pulfe,  blifter  the 
neck  and  arms,  and  apply  the  following 
plafters  to  the  feet,  after  bathing  the  legs  and 
feet  very  well  in  warm  w^ater  for  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes

Should  a diaphoreflsfucceed  upon  this,  and 
the  urine  depofit  a turbid,  Avell -charged  fc- 
diment,  fuch  as  is  obferved  in  intermittent 
fevers,  the  bark  wdll  properly  come  in  to  fi- 
nilh  the  cure,  efpecially  if  any  remifsion  ap- 
pears ;

The  common  bark  is  through  this 
work  in  general  prefcribed — ^but  the  red,  or 
yellow  bark,  may  often  with  advantage  be 
fubltituted  in  its  place,'  as  both  of  them  are 
more  powerful  in  their  adtion,  and  may  be- 
given  in  much  fmaller  quantities,  to  pro- 
duce hmilar  effedfs.

Wlicn  the  tkin  continues  dry,  and  the 
lever  has  got  to  a dangerous  ftage,  the  warm 
bath  may  be  ufeful ; as  there  have  been  in- 
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fiances  where  this  has  brought  on  a favour- 
able crilis ; but  a vapour-bath  is  better,  as  it 
may  be  applied  when  the  patient  lies  in  bed. 
— Hence  all  the  inconveniences  of  the  former 
will  be  avoided,  and  every  good  purpofe  an- 
fwered.  See  a pamphlet  of  Dr.  Denhman’s 
on  this  fubjedl. 

Many  of  thefe  fevers  run  to  a conlider- 
able  length,  without  any  remarkable  or  un- 
common fymptoms.  Our  bulinefs,  in  this 
cafe,  is  to  watch  and  afsifi;  nature  in  her 
motions  and  intentions ; to  check  the  im- 
petus of  the  blood  ; and  to  moderate-.it  fo  as 
to  keep  it,  as  much  as  pofsible,  within  its 
due  bounds. 


CHAP.  II. 

OF  THE  NERVOUS,  OR  SLOW  FEVER. 

/ 

As  the  inflammatory  fever  confifts  in  an 
affedlion  of  the  vafcular  fyflem,  in  which 
there  is  an  intenfenefs  of  motion  ; this  is 
founded  on  the  nervous,  which  experiences 
thofe  morbid  affections'  conllituting  fever. 
Hence,  in  conftitutions  where  the  blood  is 
poor  and  thin,  and  the  nervous  fyflem  re- 
4»  markably 
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markably  fufceptible  of  imprefsions,  when  a 
fever  feizes,  the  heat  is  feldom  high,  the 
piilfe  neither  full  nor  ftrong,  though  quick 
and  irregular,  and  the  thirfl  feldom  fo  violent 
as  to  create  any  great  degree  of  uneafmefs : 
but  as  the  folids  are  in  general  in  a ftate  of 
morbid  relaxation,  the  pores  of  the  Ikin,  for 
the  moft  part,  allow  the  fubcutaneous  fluids 
to  ouze "forth  -in  clammy  fweats,  while  the 
.w'eaknefs  is  flill  more  remarkable  than  in  the 
inflammatory  fever ; and  there  is  a mudli 
greater  tendency  to  fpafm,  and  to  the  other 
fymptoms,  w^hich  depend  on  diforders  of  the 
nervous  fyftem.  Hence  this  fever  is  not  fo 
rapid  in  its  progrefs,  nor 'of  fo  fliort  dura- 
tion as  the  inflammatory  fpecies ; therefore 
called  Jlotv  or  nervous.  This  fever  is  brought 
on  by  excefles  of  any  kind,  bad  food,  too 
thin  cloathing,  a moift  air,  grief,  &c. ; and 
is  frequently  epidemic,  after  warm  and  moift  ■ 
weather ; and  prevails  moft  in  low  and  damp 
fituations.  People  who  drink  freely  of  wine 
are  obferved  to  be  the  lea  ft  fubjedl  to  this 
complaint. 

It  may  be  diftinguilhed  by  the  following 
fymptoms Dread  of  dying,  which  is  fonie- 
t lines  fo  great  that  the  patient  fears  to  Ihut 
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his  eyes  ; a pale  and  defpondent  look,  light 
chills  and  fhivemngs,  great  lafsitude  and 
wearinefs  all  ovel*  the  body,  a iigbing,  amaz- 
ing anxiety,  and  dejedtion  of  fpirits,  pain, 
load  or  giddinefs  in  the  head,  loathing  of 
food,  a white  tongue,  with  a brownifli  or 
yellow  mucous  lift  running  along  the  middle 
' of  it,  fometimes  covered  over  with  a thin 
v/hite  mucus ; and  after  the  fever  is  formed, 
and  has  continued  fome  days,  grows  dry, 
red,  and  chapped,  but  little  or  no  third; ; the 
lips  are  dry ; there  is  a naufea,  fometimes 
''encreafed  fo  far  as  to  occafion  retching, 
which  brings  up  nothing  but  infipid  phlegm, 
difficulty  of,  or  opprefsive  breathing;  a weak, 
quick,  and  unequal  pulfe ; the  pulfe,  heats, 
and  chills,  are  very  fludfuating  and  unequal ; 
fometimes  a fudden  glow  and  florid  colour  in 
the  cheeks,  while  the  tip  of  the  nofe  and 
ears  lhall  bo  cold,  and  the  forehead  pcrha}:)6 
in  a dewy  fweat ; pale,  limpid  urine,  with 
a dull  fenfe  of  pain  and  eoldnefs  in  the  haek 
part  of  the  head,  and  drowfinefs,  but  without 
deep  ; at  the  firfl,  better  when  in  the  air. 
All  the  complaints  generally, enereafe  towards 
night.  About  the  time  the  patients  have  been 
confined  in  bed  feven  or  eight  days,  the  pain 
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and  heavinefs  in  t^e  head  becomes  much 
more  diftrefsing  and  I'evere,  and  they  are  toir 
mented  with  a noife  and  buzzing  of  the  ears, 
which  are  the  prelude  to  a delirium,  which 
is  feldom  violent,  but  rather  a continual  mut- 
tering and  faultering  in  their  fpeech,  which 
as  the  fever  advances,  encreafes,  and,  in  fome 
cafes,  the  power  of  pronouncing  is  loft  alto- 
gether. Sometimes  miliary  eruptions,  and 
profufe  fweats  ftrike  out  in  this  fever,  but 
feldom  give  any  relief.  When  the  ears,  face, 
and  head  are  cold,  the  face  feems  flulhed. 
The  extremities  are  cold,  while  the  blood. is 
determined  to  the  head.  And  there  is  great 
Icnfibility  to  light  and  noife. 

The  nervous  fever  hath  no  regular  critical 
days,  nor  is  there  often  any  thing  completely 
critical  happens.  On  the  feventh  day  fymp- 
toms  increafe.  If  the  patient  dies,  it  is  ufu- 
ally  on  or  before  the  fourteenth  day  ; if  they 
can  be  fupported  to  the  twentieth,  or  there-- 
abouts,  they  commonly  efcape.  A con- 
tinuance of  this  fever  fometimes  occafions 
idiotifm,  which  goes  off  as  the  ftrength  re- 
turns. 

An  eredl  pofturc  caufing  fainting,  is,  with 
cold,  clammy  fweats,  a lign  of  great  debility. 

(.:  3 In 
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In  the  advanced  ftages  of  this  fever,  if  the 
tongue  and  hands  tremble  when  moved,  weak- 
nefs  is  extreme ; if  aphthce  appear  numerous 
and  crop  after  crop,  or  if  they  are  confluent 
or  large,  or  brown  ; if  fivallowing  becomes 
difficult ; if  profufe  fweats  break  forth  all  at 
once,  without  bringing  any  relief,  but,  on 

t 

the  contrary,  ftill  weakening  more  and  more ; 
and  loofe  xvatery  /tools ; or  if  an  hiccupping 
comes  on',  if  finks  conflderably  ; or 

if  miliary  eruptions  appear,  there  is  great 
danger  : if  the  extremities  grow  cold  ; the  nails 
become  pale  or  livid ; and  the  pulfe  fo  quicky 
that  it  may  be  faid  to  tremble  and  flutter 
rather  than  to  beat ; if  from  being  exceedingly 
fufceptible  of  imprefsions,  fearful  and  ftarting 
at  the  leafl  noife,  the  patients  become  quite 
infenfible  and  ftupid,  fo  as  fcarcely  to  be 
rouzed  by  the  loudeft  noife,  or  affedted  with 
the  ftrongefl  light,  we  may  expedt  a fatal 
termination,  for  the  delirium  now  ends  in  a 
conftant  doling,  the  flools,  urine,  and  tears 
fleal  off  involuntarily,  general  convulfion 
enfues,  and  foon  clofes  the  feene.  On  the 
contrary,  an  early  moiflure  on  the  Jkin,  a. 
falivation  without  aphtfue,  or  a confantly  moifl 
tongue^  deofnefsy  fujelling  of  the  parotid  glands 

angry 
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angiy  eruptions  about  the  nofe  and  a 

inoderate  dian'heea,  &c.  are  favourable  fymp- 
toms. 

As  in  the  inflammatory,  fo  in  this  kind  of 
fever,  the  fate  of  the  patient  ufually  depends 
on  the  management  during  the  firfl  few 
days.  The  cure  is  effedled  by  a gradual 
change  in  the  moving  power,  not  by  dif- 
charge  of  blood,  &c.  as  in  inflammatory 
fevers ; or  by  flool,  as  in  putrid  ones. 

A more  generous  diet  than  is  allowed  -in 
inflammatory  fevers,  diould  take  place  here ; 
thin  chicken  broth,  beef  tea,  or  panada,  and 
light  jellies,  fhould  be  allowed.  The  drink 
may  be  light  cordial  liquors,  increafing 
gradually  from  the  weaker  to  the  flronger ; 
muflard  whey  is  ufeful ; and  toward  the 
height  of  the  difeafe,  wine  and  water,  cool 
wine-whey,  or  even  pure  wine,  may  be 
plentifully  allowed  ; when  we  find  the  pulfe 
foft,  and  full  upon  its  ufe,  it  may  be  in- 
dulged in  confiderable  quantity,  for  it  has 
been  known  to  allay  delirium  and  procure 
deep  in  thefe  fevers,  and  has  been  taken 
w'Hii  fuccefs  to  the  quantity  of  fome  quarts 
in  the  courfe  of  twenty-four  hours : the  in- 
dications for  giving  it  with  fuch  freedom, 

c 4*  ' 
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arCj^hen  we  find  ifie  pulfe  foft  and  /ow,  and 
the  patients  in  a comatofe  delirium.  If  the 
patients  long  exceedingly.^ ' as  is  fometimes  the 
cafe,  for  cold  water,  they  may  be  indulged  ; 
for  it  is  only  in  cafe’s  of  topical  inflamma- 
tions that  cold  drinks  may  be  hurtful.  Avoid 
every  kind  of  fatiguing  exercife.  In  the 
beginning,  a gentle  vomit  of  ipecacuanha, 
or  . a lenient  elyfler, - may  be  very  ufeful. 
Avoid  cofHvenefs  by  fmall  dofes  of  P.  rhab, 
.-^tindl.  Rhoei ; — kali  tartarifatum  man- 
.nai,  &c.  ’ 

. • Remedies  of  the  mild,  I diaphoretic,  and 
cordial  kind,  feem  to  promife  the  beft.  fuc- 
cefs,  and  fliould  be  given  throughout ; but 
liot  ftimulants,  mufl:  be  avoided.

It  is  of  great  confeqiience  in  this  difeafe 
to  confine  the  .patient  in  bed,-  to  keep  him 
calm,  hi  the  dark,  and  never,  if  poflible,  to 
. • let

let  fleep  be  wanted  in  the  night.  Order  him 
to  drink  freely,  yet  not  fo  as  to  promote  a 
profufe  fweat ; pedilaves  three  or  four  times 
a day  , are  ufeful ; much  fweating  in  thefe 
fevers  is  not  only  very  improper,  but  exr 
tremely  hurtful,  and  might  often  prove  of 
fatal  Gonfequence.  If  the  fkin  is  dry,  give 
the  aqua  ammonia  acetata,  8(  mijiura  cam-- 
phorata. 

But  we  are  to  expedl  the  greateft  relief 
from  blifters;  and  their  early  application^  if 
they  are  applied  before  the  patient  keeps  his 
bed,  fo  rriuch  the  more  proper  j for,  if  we 
waijt  till  there  is  great  difturbance  in  the 
qervous  fyftem,  the  fenfe  of  hearing,  feeling, 
and  feeing,  grow  more  aciite  than  natural ; 
the  ftimulus  of  blifters  may  increafe  the  dif- 
trefs  ; if  not  therefore  applied  in  the  beginnings 
they  mujt  be  poftponed  till  there  appears  fonie 
degree  of  infenjibiliiy.  They  dipuld  firfl:  be 
applied  to  the  legs;  fuffered  to  la^"  on  till 
they  have  produced  their  effedis ; then  taken 
off  ; the  blifters  fnipped,  but  not  dreffed  'witli 
any  acrid  plajlei's-,  for  it  is  the  • finmvlus . 
here  wanted,  not  the  feroiis  eva^uatioh. 
If  the  -head.  Jhould  be  affected  wilhflupqr  and 
droiiffmefs,  and  the.  ufe' of  blifters  - become- 

; f.  rcquilitCj 
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requifite,  they  fhoiild  be  applied  to  the 
head ; fome  think,  if  laid  on  the  back, 
they  anfwer  every  purpofe. 

Light  antifeptic  drinks  to  fupport  nature, 
are  of  the  utrnofi:  confequence  throughout, 
efpecially  in  fummer.  Wine  is  the  moll 
powerful  cordial  and  fpecific  ; old  hock  or 
Rhenilh  are  the  bell.  It  Ihould  always  be 
moderately  diluted  with  water.  During  the 
life  of  wine,  attend  to  the  pulfe,  • and  diredt 
it  more  or  lefs  freely,  as  it  renders  the  pulfe 
flower,  firmer,  and  more  diftindt ; — made 
into  negus  is  perhaps  the  bell  mode  of  giving 
wine  in  thefe  cafes.  If  pains  come  on  like 
the  colic,  bleeding  and  evacuations  are  inju-

rious ; for,  in  general,  fuch  pains  are  fpaL 
modic,  and  yield  belt  to  cordials  and  fmall 
dofes  of  anodynes.

The  fiibfultus  tendinum  is  beft  relieved  by 
tindl.  opii,  gutt.  x.  This  may  be  repeated  , 
every  four  hours,  until  the  patient  deeps.  It 
may  be  given  in  the  miftura  e Mofch. 

If  a remifsion  Ihould  appear  after  the  fever 
has  continued  a week  or  longer,  the  bark  will 
be  found  eflentially  ferviceable,  infufed  in  cla- 
ret, either  alone  or  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
water. 

It  is  ufefiil  in  preventing  mortification, 
which  in  the  latter  end  of  fevers  are  forae- 
times  apt  to  occur  in  the  place  where  blif- 
ters  have  been  applied,  or  where'  there  has 
been  much  prefTure  from  lying  fo  long.  It 
alfo  flops  colliquative  fweats.

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If  vifcicl  phlegm  Ihoiild  diftiirb  the  fwal- 
lowing  or  breathing,  gentle  emetics  of  ipeca- 
cuanha, or  oxymel  fcillie,  are  advifeable^ 
though  the  ftage  be  a late  one. 

If  thefe  do  not  operate  fiifficiently,  we 
fliould  have  recourfe  to  fmall  doles  of  tarta- 
rifed  antimony. 

At  the  decline  of  the  fever^  the  bark  and 
fnake-root  fliould  be  joined  to  the  cordial  me- 
dicines, interpofing  now  and  then  a little 
rhubarb,  to  carry  off  the  putrid  matters  in 
the  firft  paffages. 

Blifters,  fome  advife  and  affirm,  may  be 
applied  at  any  time  of  the  difeafe,  with 
fafety  and  advantage.  Their  ffimulus  is 
wanted,  not  their  difcharge.  Apply  them 
firft  on  the  lower  extremities,  then  on  the 
upper  ; heal  the  firft  immediately,  and  ap- 
ply others : thus  a proper  ftimulus  will  be 
continued.  When  this  fever  is  negledtcd, 
to  raife  it  to  a proper  type,  let  the  common 
drink  be  rum  and  water,  wine  and  watei:, 
and  good  wine  - whey  ; give  nouriffiing 
fpoon-meats,  and  apply  blifters  to  each  arm 
and  each  foot.  ^Thus  a kindly  perfpiration 
comes  on,  the  patient  feels  lighter  tb  him- 
felf,  and  the  difordcr  begins  to  vanifii. 

lu 
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In  order  to  reftore  the  patient,  a light  nu- 
tritious diet,  (fuch  as  chocolate,  jellies,  fago, 
and  falop ; which  lafi:  fhould  be  always  boil- 
' ed  fome  minutes  before  it  be  taken,  as  it  is  of 
a crude  heavy  nature  without  boiling ; broth 
of  lean  mutton  and  beef,  whitings,  flounders, 
foals,  &c.)  fhould  beadvifed,  and  taken  judi- 
cioufly,  often  in  fmall  quantities  at  a time. 
The  patient  fhould  get  into  the  country, 
where  he  can  enjoy  a healthful  air,  moderate 
exercife  on  horfeback,  and  drink  affes’s  milk 
in  its  greatefl  perfedtion. 


CHAP.  III. 

f 

OF  THE  PUTRID  MALIGNANT  FEVER. 

Those  fevers  on  which  we  have  before 
difcourfed  feem  not  to  have  had  much  in- 
jury done  to  the  crafis  of  the  blood,  at  leaf! 
previous  to,  or  at  the  commencement  of  the 
difeafe  : but  we  frequently  meet  with  ap- 
pearances and  fymptoms  that  manifefl:  high 
degrees  of  corruption  and  acrimony,  and 

Ihew  the  crafis  of  the  blood  to  be  much  dif- 

* 

folved  or  broken  as  the  fever  advances,  par- 
ticularly 
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ticularly  thofe  which  begin  with  high  degrees 
of  inflammatory  heat : for  from  thefe  caufes  the 
blood  often  tranfudes  through  the  pores  of  the 
fubcutaheous  arteries,  or  perhaps  corrodes 
them,  and  efcapes  into  the  cellular  parts  of 
the  Ikin,  raifing  up  thecuticle,  and  forming 
fpots  of  various  hues.  But  there  is  another  fpe- 
cies  of  continued  fever,  which,  from  the  very 
onfet,  appears  to  have  the  fluids  in  a corrupt 
or  depraved  ftate:  hence  the  name  of  this  fever 
which  we  are  treating  of,  called  putrid,  from 
the  evident  tendency  to  putrefadtion.  The 
morbific  matter  which  gives  rife  to  putrid  fe- 
vers appears  in  fome  cafes  to  he  generated 
gradually  in  the  body,  and  is  deemed  the 
confequence  of  feeding  on  ill-cured  animal 
food,  without  a fufficient  quantity  of  found 
vegetables  to  corredt  the  putrefcent  tendency. 
At  other  times  putrid  fevers  are  caught  by  in- 
fedlion,  and  are  caufed  by  thofe  fubtile  mat- 
ters called  miafmata,  which  take  their  rife  in 
different  ways,  and  are  capable  of  being  con- 
veyed to  diftant  places.  The  moji  dijiinguijft~ 
ing  fymptoms  of  this  fever  are, — more  remark- 
able degrees  of  weaknefs,  opprefsion,  and  nau- 
fea,  either  from  the  firfl:  attack,  or  very  foon 
enfuing,  than  what  are  met  with  in  any  othcjr 

fpecies 
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fpeclcs ; and  this  extreme  and  fiidden  proftra-* 
tion  of  flrength  is,  for  the  mofi:  part,  accom- 
panied with  as  remarkable  a defpondency,  or 
deje6Hon  of  mind  ; or,  what  is  ftill  more 
alarming,  with  an  uncommon  degree  of  in- 
fenfibility,  and  want  of  apprehenfion. 

Putrid  malignant  fevers  are  preceded  by  a 
vertigo,  or  giddinefs,  and  confufion  in  the 
head  : the  head  is  fooner  attacked  in  this  than 
in  nervous  fevers,  and  often  is  affedted  with 
a pain  in  its  fore^part,  which  fhoots  into  the 
eye-brows,  one  or  both,  and  the  bottom  of 
the  fockets  ; the  eyes  at  the  fame  time  ap- 
pearing full,  heavy,  and  as  it  were  inflamed  ; 
at  other  times  they  have  a yellowifli  cafl; : 
both  proofs  of  the  diflblution  of  the  blood. 
The  patient  from  the  firfl:  attack  feels  an  ex- 
cefsive  burning  inward  heat,  which  far  ex- 
ceeds the  degree  of  cold  that  alternates 
with  it,  attended  with  naufea  and  vomiting; 
great  and  fudden  proftration  of  ftrength  ; he 
is  heavy,  very  much  dejedled  and  watchful ; - 
and  in  cafe  of  any  fleep,  is  not  at  all  re- 
frefhed  by  it : the  pulfe  is  fometimcs  at  the 
firfl:  hard,  tenfe,  and  quick,  but  foon  be- 
comes languid,  flow,  fmall,  and  unequal  : 
the  pulfation  of  the  carotid  and  temporal  ar- 
teries 
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teries  inconfiderable : there  is  great  oppref- 
fion  at  the  pr^corciiA,  tinnitus  aUrhim,  fiib^ 
fultus  tehdimlm,  deliriilm^  coma : the  tongue 
in  foilie  is  clean  throughout  the  difeafe  ; hitt, 
in  general,  thoiiglV' only  whitifli  and  moill 
in  the  heginningj  grows  daily  more  dark- 
coloured  and  dry^  until  at  length  it  he«^ 
comes  alilioil  hlack  ; and  this  hlackilh  tinge 
does  not  difappear  for  fome  days,  even 
when  the  fever  terminates  in  a favourable 
crifisi  The  urine  is  equally  various  with 
the  pulfe,  both  depending' on- diverlity  of 
conltitution,  efpecially  in  cafes  where  the 
fever  originates  from  infedlion,  and' where  the 
putrefeent  diathefis  is  very  preyalent,  the 
urine  is  thin,  crude,  and  often  vefy  offenfive' 
in  its  fmcll,  the  naufea  and?  opprefsive  fick- 
nefs  never  abate,  and  it  is  ufiial  for  the  pa- 
tients to  fetch  deep,  heavy  fighs'often,  and 
feeni,  as  it  were,  to  pant  for  breath : there 
is  alfo  an  averhon  to  animal  food-fooner  and 
greater  than  in  any  other  fever.  The  thirfl 
at  firft  is  but  moderate,  but  increafes  every 
day  as  the  fever  adviinces : no  kind  of  drink 
pleafes,  but  all  feem  cither  bitter  or  mawkilh. 
But  when  the  cafe  grows  very  bad,  the  pa- 
tient lofes  the  fenfe  of  thirll ; notwithftand- 

n ing 
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ing  the  tongue,  together  with  the  lipa  and 
teeth,  are, at  this  tinie  parched  up,  and  co^ 
vered  with  dark-coloured  fordes.  On  the 
fourth,  fifth,  and  feventli  day,  petechm  often 
appear  without  relief,  whigh  are  therefore  ra- 
ther fymptomatical  than  critical.  The  nearer 
they  approach  to  a livid  or  blackilh  colour, 
, the  Hiore  alarming  their  appearance  ; though, 
if  they  continue  of  a brighter  red,  the  more 
favourable  the  prognollic.  - 

The  pain,  .dieavinefs,;  and  confufion  of  the 
head,  which  are  among  the  firftfymptoms,  are 
foon  followed  by  delirium,  different  in  degree 
in  different  fubjedls,  in  fome  accompanied 
with  tofsing  and  reftlefinefe,  in  others  witJi  a 
doling  and,  lethargic  difpofition ; and  it  is  ob- 
fervable,’  that  in  thefe  cafes,  where  the  «pa- 
lient  fe  irt;  this  comatofe  date,  the  pulfc  Is 
fometimes  not  quicker,  weaker,  or  more  ir- 
regular^ than  .in  the  time  of  perfect  hgalth. 
Fevers  of  this  kind  arc  mofily  accompanied 
with  remifsions  in  the  beginning,  which 
become  lefa  perceptible  in  tlieir  increafe  r 
they  are  ever  attended  with  coiifiderable 
danger,  even  when  the  fymptoins  feem 
molt  favourable.' 

Some  epidemic  fevers  arc  ori^inallp  putrid ; 

^ others, 
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Dthei*s,  thonrgli  arilin^  from  common  caufes, 
degenerate,  by  continuing  beyond  a .certain 
time,  into  a putrid  ftate,>  efpecially  where 
bilious  humours  prevail.  ’ .jThougli-  contagion 
is  faid  to  be  a general  oaufe  of  putrid  and 
malignant  fevers^  yet  thc'  bad  management 
of-  inflammatory  and-  nervouis  fevers ’is  a Very 
frequent  one.  -‘t,,  ’ . 

■ At  the  onfet  of  putrid  fevers,  from  the 
fulnefs  and  llrength  of  the  pulfe,  fometimes 
they  put  on  the  appearance  of  thofe  of  j the 
inflammatory  type!;. -but  the^ pulfe  foot  flags, 
efpecially  after  bleeding,  and  fometimes  links 
fo  low,  that  it  can  never  be  raifed*  ; Hence, 
where  gi'cat  debility  is  obfervable  at  the  firfi  at- 
tack, and  the  patient  feems  fcarce  able  to  fuppoi’t 
himfelf,  blood  fliould  be  taken  away, ' if  ne- ' 
xvith  very  great  caution  \ for  this  ex*^ 
treme  weaknefs  is  afure.lign  of  .a  putrefeent 
diathefis.  • . . 

A griping  in,  7\x\di  ftvelling  of  the  belly,  gre 
fometimes  early  fymptoms  : whenever  they 
occur,  if  they  abate  not  in  proportion  to  the 
Itools,  a mortification  takes  place  in  the 
bowels,  and  thc  event  is  fatal.  Numerous 
and  dark-coloured  aphtkee,  hickiip,  cold  fiveats, 

D 2 fa'tid 
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,f(£tid  urine  and  ’are  ' amongft  the 

threatening  fymptoms. 

Sometimes  an  itching  angry  rajh^  or  fcahhy 
-appears  about  the  nofe,  lips,  and 
corners  of  the  mouth  ; thefe  are  favourable 
fymptoms.  A^depofition  from  the  urine^  if  not 
high-coloured,  is  good  : and  deafnefs  coming 
on  in  the  decline  is  alfo  favourable. 

Thefe  fevers  are  different 'in  point  of  their 
duration,  fome  terminating  in  death  in  the 
c6ui*fe  of  feven  or  fourteen  days  ; but  when 
they  furpafs  twenty-one,  recovery  is  the  com- 
mon confequence  ; yet  there  are  inftances  of 
putrid  feters  running  on  to  fix  weeks ; but 
thefe  could  .not  be.  attended  from  the  firll 
with  a putrefcent  date  of  fluids. 

The  favourable  figns  are — ^>ivhen  the  pulfe 
grows  ftronger,  and  more  equable  ; thefenfes 
begin  to  clear  up  ;t  warm  fweats  break  out  in 
moderate  quantity,  and  the  patient  lies  under 
them  without  tofsing  or  raving,  the  urine  at 
the  fame  time  fliewing  marks  of  concodlion, 
by  depofiting  a whitifh  fediment. 

The  unfavourable  or  fatal  figns  arc,  when  the 
pulfe  finks,  grows  more  quick,  and  intermits  ; 
the  tendons  ftart ; the  tongue  taultcrs ; the 

fca- 
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features  change  ; the  Tick  perfon  lies  on  his 
back  In  a comatofe  flate,  hides  down  in  the 
bed,  and  is  conllantly  fumbling  with  his 
fingers,  and  picking  the  bed-clothes.  When 
cold  clammy  fweats  break  out,  the  'urine 
and  fiEces  come  away  involuntarily  ; the  hy- 
pochondria being  tenfe,  and  the  extremities 
cold.  - ' 

With  regard  to  the  Cure,  all  food  mull 
be  avoided  that  has  not  a tendency  to 
acidity.;  plentiful  dilution  with  fmall  red 
wine,  old  hock,  and  orange -juice, mixed  with 
water,  whey,  barley-water,  fmall  beer,  &e. 
with  a very  free  ufe  of  acids,  will  be  proper. 
Bleeding  in  general  is  hurtful  in  this  fever, 
unlefs  particularly  indicated  by  the  pulfe  and  . 
conllitution,  Ihewing  a tendency  to  inflam- 
mation. 

Some  eminent  pradlitioners  think  that 
tliere  is  one  period,  at  the  beginning,  for 
taking  away  blood  ; but  the  pulfe  in  thefe 
cafes  will  always  be'  the  bell  guide.  Na  time 
is  to  be  lojl  in  thefe  kinds  of  fever  ; for  xvhatcva' 
is  to  be  done^  Jkould  be  done  immediately^  and  in 
the  beginning.  After  the  operation  of  bleed- 
ing, ij  that  be  found  neccjfary,  on  account  of 
the  hard  pulfe  and  head-ache,  -we  lliould 

D 3 he- 
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begin  the  cure  by  giving  fmall  dofes  of 
emetic  tartar,  with  neutral  falls,  or  fenna, 
and  repeating  them  ^every  (third  or  fourth 
hour,  till  they  either  vomit,  purge,  or  throw 
the  patient  into  a plentiful  fweat : but  as 
the  patient  is  to  be  fupportcd  throughout,  if 
at  the  hrfl  attack  the  debility  fhould  be  fo 
great  as  to  forbid  bleeding,  all  other  profufe 
difeharges  are  alfo  to  be  avoided.-  Vomits 
and  purges  are  moft  directly  proper  to  eva- 
cuate ;the  putrid  matter,  which  feems  firft 
and  principally  to  be  in  the  firft  paliages. 
Befides  laxatives  by  the  mouth,  during  the 
firft  ftage,  give  a glyfter  every  twenty-four 
liours,  of  the  common  decoction,  or,  in  want 
of  it,  warm  water.  After  thefe,  give  as 
follow;  ^

After  the  ncceffary  evacuations  from  the 
primas  vias  this  effedually  fupports  the  ciiti- 
cular  difcharge  ; but  ftill,  if  neceffary,  a ftool 
mult  be  daily  procured  by  a few  grains  of  rhu- 
barb or  other  gentle  laxative. 

.BUftcrs  in  the  beginning'of  this  fever  are  of 
no  ufe  ; but  when  patients  begin  to  grow  co- 
matofe  and  infenfible,  theti  they  are  often 
fucceeded  by  happy  effedts.

■ London  porter  has  been  lately  recom- 
mended in  this  fever  for  drink,  and  appa- 
rently with  good  fuecefs : the  patient  may 
drink  it  at  pleafure,  and  particularly  before 
being  expofed  to  a cooler  air.  ‘ Some  phyfi- 
cians  advife  their  patients  to  be  carried  into 
the  open  air  (during  the  height  of  the  fever) 
or  otherways  expofed  to  it,  as  is  pradlifed 
in  the  fmall-pox,  and  that  particularly 
when  a profufc  colliquative*'  fwcating  is 
brought  on  by  bad  management ; and  liave 
tlyereby  occalioned  a favourable  change 
fooncr  tlian  could  otherwife  have  been  ex- 
pedted  ; with  which,  a free  ufe  of  the  bark

jind  cordial  liquors,  they  have  rarely  failed 
to  effed:  a cure.  Due  evacuations  being 
made  by  vomit  and  ftool,  the  bark  is  to  be 
given  freely,  without  waiting  for  either  in- 
termifsion  or  remifsion,  It  adls  in  a double 
fenfe,  both  as  a tonic  to  brace  up  the  debili- 
tated fibres,  and  as  an  antifeptic,  to  correel 
the  putrefcent  ftate  of  the  fluids ; and  mufi; 
be  given  as  foon  as  the  difiolution  of  the 
blood  is  perceived,  either  from  numerous 
petechias,  or  hasmorrhagest  In  the  latter 
of  ’which  it  is  ufual  to  give  the  vitriolic 
acid  along  with  the  bark;  if  this  does  not 
checkv  the  bleeding,  give  the  following :

If  the  ftomach  cannot  bear  the  bark  in 
fubftance,  a very  firong  decoction,  in  which 
fomp  of  the  finer  part  of  the  ppwdev  is  re- 
tained, Ihould  be  given ; but  if  tlie  patient 

can 
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can  take  it,  lefs  than  two  ounces  of  the  pow- 
der^ ill  twenty -four  hours,  cannot  be  depended" 
on.  Some,  who  cannot  keep  either  • the 
powder  or  the  decodtion,  will  drink  three 
or  four  pints  of  the  cold  infiifion  in  a day 
and  night,  with  fenfible  advantage.  During 
this  free  ufe  of  the  bark,  a ftool  Ihould  be 
procured  every  day. 

In  Jiupors,  attending  this  fever,  bliflers 
jnay  be  applied  advantageoufly  to  the  head.  / 
Tliough  bliflers  are  not  thought  to  be  fo  ufe- 
ful  in  thefe  as  in  nervous  fevers,  yet  the  vio- 
lent head-ache  which  attacks  in  the  begin- 
ning is  relieved  by  a blifler  on  the  back.  The 
following  preparation  of  the  bark  deferves 
attention ;

This  Is  confidercd  as  corrcdling  the  colhi- 
vies.iu  the  ftomach,  and  flexure  of  the  duo- 
denum ; and  thus  may  be  of  ufc  in  remove 
ing  part  of  the  fource  of  the  fever,  and  fliort- 
ening  the  dilcafe. 

Inluhoa  of  common  mint,  called  mint 

tea, 
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• 

tea;  Is  in  this  cafe  very  ufeful  ; a tea-cup 
of  which  may  be  taken  now  and  then ; — and 
has  commonly  produced  very  good  efFe6ts. 

If  a profufe  diarrhm  Ihould  fupervenc^.and 
threaten  to  link  the  patient’s  hrehgth,  it 
mull  not  be  rellrained  fuddenly  ; \vc  ihould 
therefore  try  only  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacuanha 
every  third  or  fourth  hour,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote a diaphorcfis,  and  by  that  means  relieve 

• I 

the  bowels ; for  fometimes  this  diarrhoea 
j)roves  critical.  Mild  opiates  are  recom- 
mended ; and  a few  drops  of  tindlura  opii, 
properly  repeated,  will  check  a fymptomatic 
colliquative  diarrhoea.  Wine,  and  panada, 
with  orange  juice,  and  a free  generous  regi- 
men, mull  be  ordered,  and  clofely  adhered 
to,  according  to  the  exigences  of  the  cafe. 

After  thefe  fevers,  people  fometimes  become 
dropfical,  or  hqve  (edematous  legs : tonics  and 
drengtlieners,  not  purgatives^  as  in  other 
droplics,  are  the  remedies  in  this  cafe. 

Towards  the  decline  of  ail  fevers,  as  to 
what  kind  of  food  is  molt  proper,  the  tallc 
of  the  patient  is  generally  the  bell  guide. 

In  eruptive  fevea’s  it  is  commonly  allowed 
that  tlic  patient  Ihould  be  kept  in  bed,  for 

fear 
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fear  of  checking  the  eruption.  Biit  this  docs 
not  always  prove  true,  for  fometimes  the  con- 
trary will  happen  ; and  fitting  up  out  of  bed 
has  even  been  found  favourable  thereto.  • 

The  air  of  the  patient’s  room  fliould  be 
kept  as  pure  and  well  ventilated  as  pofsible, 
and  the  floor  be  frequently  fprinkled  with 
vinegar.  And  after  the  difeafe  is  conquered, 
the  pli.ee  of  confinement  may  be  bell:  cleared 
from  infedfion  by  fumigating  it  with  brim- 
ftone,  or  gunpowder.  ' 

To  prevent  a relapfe,  it  may  be  proper  flrll: 
to  give  a lenient  purge,  or  two,  by  wiiich 
an  accumulation  of  any^  oflenfive  matter  in 
the  primag  vise  will  be  avoided,  and  then  we 
muft  attempt  to  recover  the  tone  of  the 
vifeera,  and  to  flrengtheA  the  habit-  in  ge- 
neral, by  means 'of  light  and  eafily-digcflible 
food,  moderately  taken  ; by  exhibiting  aro- 
matic bitter  infufions  of  orange  peel,  cala- 
mus aromaticus,  camomile  flow'crs,  or  lignum 
quafsia,  together  with  the  ufc  of  chalybeate 
v/atrrs,  and  gentle  excrcife.

SECT.  II. 

I F a pradlitioner  Is  capable  of  conducHng 
his  patient  judicioufly  through  the  four  fore- 
going fevers,  he  will  be  properly  qualified 
for  being  confulted  ;n  every  fpecies  of  fever, 
be  the  denomination  what  it  may. — For  all 
fevers,  whatever  name  they  take,  either  are 
of  the  fimple  continued — inflammatory — 
nervous— or  putrid  kind  ; participate  of 
fymptoms  belonging  to  more  than  one,— or 
afliime  in  their  progrefs  different  types — ^and 
mu  ft  be  managed  according  as  their  nature 
verges  more  to  one  than  the  other — Hence 
authors  have  given  a genus  of  fevers  under 
the  term  of 

MIXED  FEVERS ; 

For  in  pradlice  we  very  often  find,  that 
violent  continued  fevers  are  fo  indiftimftly 
marked,  and  accompanied  with  the  fymp- 
toms both  of  the  inflammatory  and  nervous, 
or  putrid  kind,  fo  equally  blended,  or  run- 
ning into  one  another  by  fuch  imperceptible 
gradation,  that  there  is  no  particular  fpecies 
they  can  be  referred  fo.  ^ Tims  extreme 

naufea. 
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naiifea,  and  total  lofs  of  ftrength,  which  arc 
diftingnifliing  hgns  of  the  putvid  fever,  arc 
oft<^n  found  along  with  great  heat,  and  a 
quick,  hard,  and  flrong  pulfe,  which^  are 
pathognomic  figns  of  the  inflammatory  fever. 
Thefe  fymptoms  appearing  at  the  fame  time, 
are  obvious  proofs  of  both  the  nervous  and 
vafcular  fyftem  being  morbidly  affected; 
and  hence  fuch  ‘fevers  are  properly  ftiled 
mixed  fevers ; hence,  however,  the  fymp- 
toms are  combined. 

We  mufl;  take  the  indications  of  cure  from 
thofe  fymptoms  which  are  moff  prefsing^  and 
appear  to  demand  moff  the  antiphlogilfic, 
the  cordial,  . and  antifpafmpdic,  or  the 
itrengthening,  and  ahtifeptic  courfe : ac- 
cording as  we  happen  to  find  the  figns  of  in- 
flammation, nervous  difturbance,  or  putr6- 
fadtivc  diathefis  to  be  chiefly  prevalent. 


CHAP  L 


OF  THE  MILK  FEVER* 

T HIS  fever  generally  arifes  about  the 
feoond,  though  oftener  on  the  third  or 
fourth  day  aftei;  delivery ; at  which  time 
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the  patlcntls  Deep  becomes  more . diilurbed, 
att(?ndcd  with  iinpleafant  dreams ; and  fome-» 
times  does  not  llecp  the, .whole  night  tlirotigh; 
an  inquietude  comes  on,  and  fometimes  pain 
in  the  head,  the  pulle  rifes  and  becomes 
quicker,  a chillnefs  is  alfo  felt  through  the 
courfe  of  the  fpine  of  the  back,  between  the 
tlmulders,  and  often  through  the  whole. ma- 
chine, wliich  is  fuccccdcd  by  an  encreafed 
heat.  The 'breads  begin  .to  be  painful,  dif- 

I 

tciKied,  and  tumified,  ihoeting  frequently  to 
the  axillae,  r Refpiration / becomes  in  fome 
degree  more  laborious,  thp  lochia  decreafe, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,,  on  account  of  the 
tendon  of  the •neighb.ou ring  parts,  the  arms 
are  moved,  not  without  ‘fome  inconve- 
uience.  ■ • i 

If  the  patient  is  permitted  to  reft  quietly, 
let  her  take  freely  of  thin  diluting  liquids, 
and  thin  diet ; in  four  and  twenty  hours 
thefe  incojiveiiiences  fublide  by  a general 
fweat,  fufficientiy  copious,  particularly  abowt 
the  cheft,  and, the  breads  fill  with  milk;  or 
it  continues  a day  or  two,  and  ends  fponta- 
neoufty  on  tl\e  inllammiition  ccaling  in  tixe 
breads,  and  the  milk  flowing  freely,  at  which 
time  tiiere  are  often  profufe  fwcats,  or  large 

quail- 
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quantities  of  pale  urine.  Or,  if  the  milk  is 
fuddenly  repelled,  the  patient  is  fometimes 
relieved  by  a diarrhoea* 

In  fome  women,  indeed,  of  good  coiiflitu- 
tions^  this  fever  is  found  fo  flight,  that  ex- 
cept pafsing  rather  a rettlefs  night  there  is 
nothing  of  any  moment  occurs,  efpecially 
if  the  infant  is  put  to  the  breafl* 

If  :it  Ihould  prove  violent,  efpeciaUy  in 
young  women  of  a plethoric  conflitution,  we 
iliould  abate  the  intlammaj:ion  by  bleeding : 
however,  this  is'-farely  necefTaryi ' But,  in 
every  conftitution,  'the  body  muft  be  kept 
open  by  gentle  cooling  Gathartics,  or  clytlers* 
The  breads  may  ,‘be  drawn  by  the  child,  in 
preference  to  any  other  perfon,  or  contriv- 
ance ; but  if  the  mother  does  not  dehgfi  to 
give  fuck,  by  fome  proper  perfon, -‘by  whom 
no  pain  •vtill  be  given  by  fucking,  and  only 
fo  as  to  leffen  (not  empty)  the  fulnefs  of 
the  breads.  But  this  is  rarely  required. — 
If  the  breads  are  hard,  very  turgid,  or  in- 
flamed, emollient  fomentations  and  cata- 
plafms  may  be  applied  to  them.  The  com- 
mon poultice  of  bread  and  milk,  with  the 
addition  of  a little  oil,  may  be  irfed  on  this 
occafion;  and  w^arm  mijk,  oradccocdion  of 

eider- 
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elder-flowers,  for  a fomentation,  dr  fucli  as 
are  made  partly  of  emollients,  partly  of  dif- 
CLitient  aromatics,  in  which  a proper  pro- 
portion of  Venice  foap  has  been  diffolved  ; 
ail  thefe  fhould  be  boiled  in  milk,  by  which 
they  lofe  much  of  the  volatile  dlmulus  of 
the  aromata,  and  are  particularly  ufeful, 
when  there  is  an  infardtion  of  the  breads, 
along  with  an  inflammation,  not  very  violent. 
But  where  there  is  great  heat,  rednefs,  and 
pain,  then  the  moll:  emollient  remedies  are 
to  be  preferred.  The  patient  fliould  ufe  a 
thin,  flender  diet,  confiding  only  of  panada, 
or  fome  other  farinaceous  fubdances.  Her 
drink. may  be  barley-water,  milk  and  water, 
weak  tea,  or  the  like.  See  Inflammation  of 
the  Breafls. 

This  fever  is  feldom  of  any  great  confe- 
quence,  if  the  patient  is  judicioufly  managed 
— but  fometimes  a fever  of  a very  dangerous 
nature  attends  lying-in  women,  and  very 
often  terminates  fatally,  for  want  of  being 
properly  treated  at  the  onfet — which  feveif 
is  by  young  pradtitioners  coiifidered  as  the 
milk  fever  at  its  commencement ; — it  will 
be  necedary  for  every  pradfitioner  to  be  ex- 
tremely careful  of  avoiding  this  fatal  error — 

for 
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for  if  that  fever  termed  the  puerperal  fever 
ihoiild  be  neglefed  within  the  firft  twenty^ 
four  or  forty-eight  hours,  little  can  be  done 
by  the  art  of  phylic  to  avert  the  fatal  cata- 
llrophc  : — The  truth  of  which  will  be  dif- 
covered  in  the  account  of 

C H A P.  II. 

THE  PUERPERAL,  OR  CHILD-BED  FEVER. 

T HE  puerperal  fever  is  a difcafe  peculiar 
to  lying-in  women  ; and  though  it  happens 
fo  frequently,  yet  it  hath,  till  of  late,  been 
hrangely  overlooked  by  authors,  even  thofe 
who  have  written  profelfedly  on  fevers. 

It  commonly  begins  with  a rigor  or  chil- 
linefs,  on  the  firfl,  fecond,  or  third  day  after 
delivery,  followed  by  a violent  pain  and  fore- 
nefs  over  the  whole  hypogaftric  region. 
There-  is  much  thirfl: ; pain  in  the  head, 
chiefly  in  the  forehead  and  parts  about  the 
eye-brows  ; a flufliing  in  the  face  ; anxiety; 
a hot  dry  Ikin  ; quick  and  weak  pulfe, 
though  fometimes  it  will  reflft  the  finger 
pretty  flrongly;  a fliortnefs  in  breathing; 
high-coloured  urine,  and  a fupprefsion  of 
the  lochia.  Sometimes  vomiting  and  purg- 
ing 
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Ing  attend  from  the  firft;  but  in  general, 
in  the  beginning,  tile  belly  is  collive  : how- 
ever, when  the  difeafe  proves  fatal,  a diar- 
rhoea generally  fapeiwenes,  and  the  flools  at 
lalf  become  involuntary. 

There  have  been  feveral  treatifes  written 
lately  upon  this  difordcr  ; but  as  the  authors 
are  not  agreed  as  to  the  caufe  of  the  com- 
plaint, nor  the  proper  mode  of  treating  it,  I 
fhall  not  pretend  to  give  any  precife  method 

I 

of  cure.  In  general,  the  good  fenfe  of  the 
phyfician  will  teach  him  that,  when  the 
pulfe  is  ftrong,  and  the  pain,  heat,  and  thirfi, 
are  great,  bleeding,  laxatives,  and  the  anti- 
phlogiftic  regimen  will  be  requifite  : on  the 
contrary,  when  there  is  great  debility,  the 
patient  mull  be  fupported,  and  all  evacua- 
tions carefully  avoided. 

This  fever  has  been  confidered  in  diiferent 
flages  to  partake  of  the  inflammatory  and  * 
putrid  type,  or  may  even  commence  with 
the  latter,  practitioners  have  been  cautioned 
therefore  to  be  careful  in  the  method  they 
adopt ; and  have  been  advifed  to  regulate 
tlieir  plan  according  to  the  type  the  fever 
alilimes,  whether  tending  to  the  inflamma- 
tory or  putrid  type  ; from.the^laft^  of  which 
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patients  feldom  or  ever  recover  when  It 
takes  place. 

This  fever  at  different  periods  has  been 
'epidemic  ; and  generally  commences  about 
the  fecond  or  third  day  after  delivery,  with 
a violent  rigor  or  fhivering  fit,  fucceeded 
by  a great  degree  of  heat,  rapid  pulfe,  and 
fevere  pain  in  the  abdomen,  very  tender 
to  the  touch,  occafioning  on  preffure  great 
nneafinefs,  without  any  hardnefs  being  felt, 
and  frequently  without  even  any  fulnefs. 
There  are  alfo  a number  of  deceitful  remif- 
iions,  the  firfl  of  which  takes  place  in  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  attack,  and  thefe  remif- 
fions  often  ufher  in  an  aggravation  of  fymp- 
toms ; hence  Aiould  we  always  be  very  cauti- 
ous in  our  prognoftications. — Though  iir 
general  fatal,  fome'inftancCs  of  recovery  take 
place,  and  that  by  crifis  on  the  eleventh  day, 
by  a fweat,  diarrhoea,  and  more  rarely  by 
external  abfceflbs  of  the  abdomen. 

On  the  firfl  attack,  within  the  firfl  tv^lvc,  or 

twenty-four  hours,  fuccefs  has  attended  by  very 

copious  bleeding,  to  the  amount  of  twenty, 

or  twenty-four  ounces — afterwards  a diar- 

\ 

rhoea  was  brought  on  by  the  adminiflration 
of  fome  purgative  medicines,  and  continued 
2 through 
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through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe--- 
The'purging  was  induced,  and  continued  iu 
the  following  manner — Immediately  after 
bleeding,  the  purgative  bolus  was  given,

So  as  to  produce  five  or  fix  motions  every 
day,  without  •intermifsioii,  for  the  hrll;  three 
days ; after  which  the  medicine  was  conr 
tinned  in  diminiihed  dofes,  till  the  difeafc 
entirely  ceafed — and  at  night  an  opiat?e  was 
adminiftered. — This  method,  though  appa- 
rently feverc,  has  been  attended  with  the 
happielt  fuccefs. — See  Dr.  Gordon’s 
on  the  Epidemic  Puerperal  Fever  of  Aberdeen, 
Ipecacuanha  alfo  by  fome  has,  in  this  fever  ^ 
been  cftccmed  fpccific,  given  in  dofes  of 
feven  grains  and  a half,  exhibited  twice,  at  the 
di fiance  of  an  hour  and  a half  between  each 
dofc — tills  occahons  both  vomiting  and  purg- 

E :I  ing. — ■ 
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incr. — In  the  fame  manner  it  is  repeated  the 
following  day ; if  there  is  no  remifsion  of  the 
fymptoms,  is  even  continued  to  the  third  or 
fourth  day,  A favourable  remifsion  being 
procured,  wine  is  then  to  be  thrown  in,  and 
the  fymptoms  of  irritation  obviated  by  opium 
— Afterwards  we  mufi:  proceed  as  in  cure  of 
putrid  fever, 


SECT.  III. 

T FI  E fevers  already  treated  on,  derive 
their  names,  except  the  firfl,  from  the 
fpecific  nature  of  the  malady,  the  parts  of 
the  conftitution  immediately  affedted  ; — or 
the  time  at  which  they  occur. 

Thofe  which  immediately  follow  with  the 
fimple  continued  fever,  are  denominated 
frprn  fome  particular  appearances  they  aE 
fume  during  their  progrefs,  and  always  be- 
long to  one  or  more  of  the  foregoing  rlaffes, 
whether  remittent — intermittait — eruptive — ar 
hectic — But 
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Als  O have  other  names  annexed,  and 
ol  them  great  variety — -arifing  either  from 

fome 
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feme  attendant  fymptoms — the  caufe  from 
whence  they  are  fuppofed  to  originate — the 
feafon  of  the  year  in  which  they  appear — - 
or  the  places  wherein  they  have  been  ob- 
ferved  to  rage  with  fome  degree  of  violence 
— as  bilious  fever — yelloiv  fever — marjli  fever 
— autumnal  remittent — Weji-Indian — Bengal 
— and  camp  fever. 

Fevers  of  the  remittent  clafs  are  fuch  as 
never  totally  lofe  their  febrile  appearances, 
but  have  their  violence  for  a time  abated, 
which  returns  at  determinate  periods ; in- 
deed, many  of  them,  with  chillinefs,  or 
yawning,  coldnefs,  or  fome  fimilar  fpaf- 
modic  eifort,  with  a fiibfeqiient*  encreafe  of 
heat  and  other  fymptoms,  without  any  evi- 
dent caufe,  or  procatartic  principle.  But 
fometimes  in  their  courfe  they  often  fo 
nearly  refemble  continued  fevers  that  they 
are  not  to  be  diftinguilhed  .but  by  the  moH: 
attentiv^e  and  accurate  .obfervation.  They  arc 
indeed  of  a middle  nature,  between  the  con- 
tinued and  intermittent,  partaking  perhaps 
more  of  the  nature  of  the  ]afi:  than  lirlt,  from 
their  yielding  to  nothing  with  fo  much  cer- 
tainty as  the  bark, — from  their  arifing  from 
the  fame  caufe,  marfh  miaf'ma ; in  the  fame 

E 4 place's, 
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places, — at  the  fame  feafon  of  years,  each  of 
them  being  epidemic  together ; and  very  often 
in  the  fame  man,  the  fame  difeafe  which 
appears,  fometimes  exhibits  an  intermittent 
type,  fometimes  that  of  a remittent. 

Thefe  feveis  generally  proceed  in  the  folr 
lowing  manner  ; — They  begin  with  yawming 
and  firetching  ; naiifea,  or  bilious  vomiting, 
and  a fenfation  of  cold  ; then  fucceed  ex- 
treme heat,  thiril,  pain  of  the  head,  back, 
and  flomach ; reftlefFnefs ; difficulty  of  breath- 
ing, and  generally  delirium.  The  pulfe  is 
now  hard,  though  feldom  very  full  ; the 
tongue  white  and  molfl ; with  a yellpwnefs 
very  perceivable  in  the  wdiites  of  the  eyes, 
and  fometimes  over  the  whole  body.  Thefe 
fymptoms  continue  for  two  or  three  days  ; 
fometimes  for  five  or  fix  ; atdength,  a fwcat 
breaking  put  preferves  the  patient,  and  renders 
him  tolerably  eafy  for  a few  hours ; but  the 
fever  again  rekindles,  fometimes  with,  fome^ 
times  without  the  cold  fit.  After  the  con- 
tinuance of  a certain  number  of  hours,  diffe- 
rent in  different  fubjedfs,  this  fecond  fit  fpends 
its  force,  and  again  remits  ; to  which  a third 
accefsion  of  the  ufual  fymptoms  fucceeds; 
and  in  this  manner  the  difeafe  proceeds,  tiij 

dCL*Jl, 
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iieath,  or  perfect  recovery.  This  will  fornilh 
a general  idea  of  remittents,  which  pradlical 
utility  divides  but  into  two  fpecies,  inflamma- 
tory and  putrid.  In  the  firji  the  fymptoms 
of  excefsive  heat,  thirft,  and  pain,  all  run 
remarkably  high,  attended  with  a dry  fkin, 
and  a ftrong,  full,  and  hard  pulfe.-— th(^ 
laj}^  the  fymptoms  of  naufea,  vomiting,  op- 
prefsion,  extreme  weaknefs,  and  dejedtion ; 
with  difcolouring  of  the  ikin,  and  weak 
pulfe,  fliew  plainly  the  putrehictive  diathelis, 
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OF  THE  SIMPLE  REMITTENT  FEVER, 

This  Fever  generally  comes  on  fuddenly, 
and  begins  with  a fenfe  of  debility,  and  a 
very  great  low'nefs  of  fpirits.  Thefe  fymp- 
toms are  attended  with  a greater  or  lefs  de- 
gree of  chillinefs,  a giddinefs,  naufea,  pains 
in  the  head  and  loins,  and  trembling  of  the 
liands ; the  countenance  is  pale,  or  has  a 
yellow  caft,  the  fkin  is  commonly  dry,  tl:e 
eyes'  dull,  and  fomctimcs  yellow,  the  pulfe 
quick  and  fmall,  and  the  breathing  general- 
ly dilhcult : as  the  paroxyfm  increafes,  the 

naufea 
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nau{ea  becomes  more  violent,  or  there  is  a 
vomiting  of  bile.  Sometimes  bile  is  alfo 
voided  by  ftool.  The  tongue  becomes  foul, 
a ,delirium  follows  ; a flight  moifture  appears 
on  the  face,  and  from  thence  fpreads  to  the 
other  parts,  and  a remifsion  enfues.  On  the 
fever’s  remitting,  the  pulfe  returns  almofl  to 
its  natural  hate. 

This  is  the  mildeji  degree  of  this  fever  ; but 
when  the  disorder  gains  flrength,  or  is  very 
violent,  the  remilTion  is  fcarcely  obvious, 
and  is  immediately  followed  by  another  pa- 
roxyfm,  wherein  all  the  fymptoms  are  in- 
created.  The  mouth,  teeth,  and  infide  of 
the  lips,  are  not  only  covered  with  a black 
crufl,  but  the  tongue  becomes  fo  dry  and  fliff, 
tliat  the  patient’s  voice  can  fcarcely  be  heard.

And  when  the  difeafe  proves  fataf  the  matter 
of  the  diiferent  excretions  becomes  almofl  ca- 
daverous ; the  flools  are  involuntary,  the 
pulfe  quick,  fmall,  and  irregular ; a cold 
fweat  is  diffufed  over  the  whole  body ; the 
face  becomes  convulfed  ; the  patient  is  em- 
ployed in  feeling  and  picking  the  bed- 
clothes; then  comes  or\7i  fubfultiis  tendhunny 
and  convulfions,  with  which  the  fcene  clofcs. 
The  more  favourable  fymptoms  are,  inflamma- 
tory 
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lory  fpots  in  the  lafl  flage  of  the  difeafe, 
particularly  on  the  breafts,  arms,  or  belly : 
the  greater  the  number  of  petechias,  the 
more  hope  of  an  happy  iffue.  A copious 
and  univerfal  perfpiration  ; ^nd  the  repeat- 
edly voiding  great  quantities  of  urine,  are 
very  beneficial.  To  thefe,  as  favourable 
prognoftics,  the  abfence  of  the  dangerous 
ligns  may  be  added. 

Men  of  ftrong  rigid  fibres,  and  valetudi- 
narians, are  very  liable,  in  the  hot  dry 
months,  to  fevere  bilious  fevers.  In  both  the 
danger  is  great,  but  greateft  and  rnofl  fpeed- 
ily  fo  in  the  robufi:.  Women,  children,  and 
thofe  of  a tender  habit  are  more  rarely  af- 
fedted ; nor  are  the  fymptoms  in  thefe  pa- 
tients fo  alarm! ns:.  " 

It  the  pulfe  be  full  and  hard^  and  the  heat 

\ 

intenff,  bleeding  may  be  performed  ; but  this 
is  to  be  ordered  zvith  fome  caution.  Though 
the  ftrongtenfe  pulfe,  with  laborious  breath- 
ing, may  indicate  bleeding,  and  the  patient 
feels  himfelf  more  light  and  eafy,  his  pulfe 
mV)re  foft  and  open,  yet  in  a few  hours,  the 
fymptoms  will  be  more  or  equally  violent, 
and  the  patient  low,  feeble,  and  very  dejcdl- 
cd,  with  rigors  and  an  infupportablc  load  in 

the 
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the  precorclia,  &c.  This  fhould  be  pecu- 
liarly attended  to  in  hotter  climates.  But 
when  there  is  a Baring  wildnefs  of  the  eyes, 
with  rednefs  in  them,  inattention  to  the  at- 
tendants, a profufe  bleeding  at  the  nofe,  a 
pronenefsto  adtion,  the  pulfe  low  and  feeble, 
pain  in  the  hypogaflric  region,  &c.  a few 
ounces  of  blood  may  fafely  be  taken  away. 

After  this  operation,  if  required,  or  if  not, 
give  the

After  the  evacuations,  which  Ihould  be 
'hrfl  upward,  then  downward,  the  faline 
draughts  may  be  given,  in  order  to  bring  the 
fever  fooner  to  a crifis,  or  to  regular  inter- 
mifsions.'  Every  mitigated  period  fliould  be 
watched,  and  not  a moment  negledted,  in 
which  proper  medicines  may  be  given,  to  fe- 
cure  complete,  though  Ihort,  remifsions.  To 
promote  perfpiration,  give  the  tartarifed  anti- 
mony^  in  final  I dofes  with  nitre^  in  any  con- 
venient vehicle  ; if  this  fails,  after  giving  a 
few  dofes,  add  do  each,  ^.  fmall  quantity  qf 
, comjdior  ; or  join  the  mild  antirnonials  with  ipe- 
, ' cacuhaiifA 
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cacuanha  and  camphor  ^ and,  if  needful, 
immerfe  the  patient  in  a tepid  bath  of  water 
and  vinegar*  As  foon  as  a remifsion  is  per- 
ceived, the  bark  is  to  be  thrown  in,  repeated 
very  frequently,  and  in  a fufficient  large 
• quantity,  during  each  remifsion,  in  fuch  a 
manner  and  form  that  a dram,  or  two  fcruples^ 
may  be  given,  and  repeated  every  fecond  or  third 
hour,  fo  that  five  or  fix  drams  may  he  taken 
in  the  coiirfe  of  ten  or  twelve  hours,  left  the 
^ opportunity  fhould  be  loft  of  giving  a fuftici- 
ent  quantity  of  the  medicine ; as  the  fits 
about  this  period,  that  the  bark  is  admifsible, ' 
are  apt  to  become  double,  and  the  fever  to 
nm  into  a continued  form.

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If  the  bark  fliould  vomit,  or  purge,  a few 
drops  of  tin6t.  opii  may  be  added  to  each 
. dofe.  One  ounce  and  an  half  of  the  hark  is 
generally  fufficient  to  put  a flop  to  the  fever; 
but  it  is  to  be  continued  daily^  though  in 
fniall  dofes,  till  the  patient  has  recovered  his 
Jirength. 

The  bark,  though  it  does  not  always  imme- 
diately put  a flop  to  the  progrefs  of  the  fever, 
yet  it  invigorates  the  fyflem,  prevents  the 
more  dangerous  fymptoms,  and  brings  on  the 
crifis  much  fooner,  and  with  lefs  diftrefs  than 
where  things  are  left  to  themfelves. 

It  is  a miflaken  notion  which  has  prevailed 
relative  to  the  bark  exerting  too  much  of  a re- 
ftringent  power,  and  thus  fupprefsing  natural 
difcharges ; for  its  exhibition  has  been  fuc- 
ceeded  evidently  by  a laudable  reparation  in 
the  urine,  with  warm,  profufe,  univerAil 
fweats,  and  plentiful  bilious  flools ; though  it 
effectually  reflrains  all  thofe  premature  and 
colliquative  fweatings,  which  are  common 
in  thefe  and  intermitting  fevers. 

The  patient’s  drink  may  be  pure  water, 
toaft  and  water,  or  barley-water,  acidulated 
with  lemon-juice,  cream  of  tartar,  or  fpirit 
of  vitriol.  'The  air  in  the  patient’s  room 
^ fliould 
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fliould  be  kept  as  pure  and  cool  as  pofsible, 
and  he  fliould  be  as  much  expofed  to  it,  as  he 
can  well  bear. 

A frequent  repetition  of  fome  proper  laxa- 
tive is  neceifary,  to  clear  the  alimentary  canal 
from  indurated,  &c.  colluvies,  which  are 
always  generating  during  the  progrefs  of  this 
difeafe.  If  the  milder  laxatives  fail,  give  five 
grains  of  calomel  with  half  a drachm  of  rhu^ 
barb  for  one  dofe,  which,  if  neceffary  may  be 
afsifted  with  oily  gly tiers.  Coflivcnefs  mull 
be  oppofed  with  refolution. 

Before  we  quit  this  fubjedl,  it  is  neceffary 
to  obferve,  that  in  cold  climates,  a too  early 
life  of  the  bark  in  this  fever  is  hurtful ; but 
that  in  hot  climates,  fuch  as  the  Eafl:  or 
Weft  Indies,  unlefs  recourfe  be  had  to  the 
bark  on  the  very  firft  remifsion,  though  imper- 
fc6l,  the  fever  is  apt  to  affume  a continued 
and  dangerous  form. 

In  the  remittents  of  an  inflammatory  type, 
too  early  an  exhibition  of  the  bark  may  be 
dangerous.  Their  cure  Ihoiild  be  begun  with 
bleeding,  cooling  purges,  and  fmall  dofes  of 
antimonials,  to  break  the  force  of  the  fever, 
and  procure,  a rgmifsion  ; then  the  bark  may 
be  given  with  advantage ; but  in  thofe  of  a 

' putrid 
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putrid  form,  after  proper  evacuations  have 
been  made  with  mild  purgatives,  fuch  as 
manna fal  polychreji,  tariarifed  kali,  &c. 
and  the  naufeaand  vomiting  liave  been  reliev- 
ed by  repeated  dofes  of  anti-emetic  mixtures, 
the  bark  maybe  freely  exhibited,  which  ge- 
nerally completes  the  cure. 

If  this  fever  attacks  a female  patient,  on  or 
near  the  time  of  the  menftrual  evacuation 
(which  is  mofi;  frequently  the  cafe)  and 
either  fuppreffes  or  prolongs  that  difeharge, 
" the  .event  is  generally  fatal,  unlefs  relieved 
by  free  bleeding,  or  fuch  medicines  . as  pro- 
mote or  reflrain  the  difeharge,  (as  one  or  the 
other  is  required.)  Bleeding  therefore  is 
more  neceffary  intbefirfl;  part  of  the  difeafe, 
in  fuch  cafes,  than  ever  is  obferved  with  ref- 
pecl  tq  men,  and  the  more  vigorous  of  either 
fex,  who  labour  under  this  diforder. 

Cleanlinefs  is  a great  promoter  of  health, 
and  a flrict  obfeiwance  of  it  in  all  infiances  is 
peculiarly  refrefliing  to  the  Tick,  in  this  and  all 
other  diforders  of  the  putrid  and  the  bilious 
kind. 


CHAP. 
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A 

OF  THE  ANGINA  MALIGNA,  OR  PUTRID 

SORE  THROAT. 

Xhis  fever  is  a putrid  remittent  of  the 
eruptive  fpecies,  accompanied  with  an  ul- 
cerated fore  throat.  It  is  epidemic  at  times 
in  the  different  countries  in  Europe,  very  fa- 
tal among  children,  and,  for  the  moft  part, 
has  for  its  affociate  a fcariet  efflorefcence  on 
the  Ikin.  The  inflammation  is  here  more  of 
the  eryfipelatous  than  of  the  phlegmonic 
kind.  It  comes  on  with  a giddinefs  of  the 
head,  chiilinefs,  or  fhivering, , followed  by 
great  heat ; and  thefe  interchangeably  fuc- 
cTed  each  other  during  fome  hours,  till,  at 
length,  the  heat  becomes  conflant  and  in- 
tenfe.  There  is  at  the  fame  time  a languor, 
ficknefs,  and  vafb  oppreffion  ; the  pulfe  is 
fmall  and  depreffed,  but  extremely  quick,; 
the  breathing  frequent,  and  laborious ; the 
Ikin  excefsively  hot  but  not  perfcdlly  dry  ; 
the  tongue  moift,  efpecially  toward  tlie  root, 
covered  with  a whitifli,  foft  mqcus,  like 
cream,  m etimes  a naufea,  a vomiting,  or 
purging,  or  both,  attend  ; there  is  a pain  in 
the  head,  forenefs  of  the  throat ; the  eyes  are 

p inflamed 
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inflamed  and  watery,  as  in  the  mealies ; there 
is  a faintnefs  and  anxiety,  together  with  a 
florid  colour  on  the  infide  of  the  throat  and 
tonfils.  Inftead  of  this  rednefs,  a broad  ir- 
regular fpot,  of  a pale  white  colour,  is  fome- 
times  to  be  feen  furrounded  with  a florid  red ; 
and  on  the  fecond  or  third  day  of  the  difeafe, 
the  face,  neck',  bread:,  and  hands,  to  the  fin- 
ger ends,  become  of  a deep  eryfipelatous - 
colour,  with  a fenfible  tumefaction  ; a great 
number  of  fmall  pimples,  alfo,  of  a more  in- 
tenfe  colour  than  that  which  furrounds  them, 
appear  on  the  arms,  and  other  parts ; though 
the  effiorefcence  on  the  fkin  does  not  always 
accompany  this  difeafe ; when  it  does  it  ge- 
nerally appears  on  the  third  day,  but  brings 
no  relief ; on  the  contrary,  the  opprefsion, 
difficulty  of  breathing,  and  naufea,  increafe 
oftentimes  with  purging ; and  the  patient, 
who  by  this  time  begins  to  grow  delirious,  is 
either  conftantly  tofsing  in  bed,  or  lies  in  a 
comatofc  fiate  ; the  ftrength  which  hitherto 
has  kept  up  more  than  might  be  expe6led, 
now  entirely  fails ; the  breathing  becomes 
more  laborious,  and  fwallowing  difficult; 
and,  before  the  fixth  day,  life  ends  by  fufib- 
cation. 

The 
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The  forenefs  of  the  throat  is  attended  with 
houghs,  which  ulcerates,  different  from  what 
happens  in  the  aphthofe  fever ; tlie  parotid  ' 
glands  commonly  fwell,  and  are  extremely 
painful ; a delirium  frequently  comes  on, 
with  heat  and  reftlelfnefs,  efpecially  towards 
night;  and  a gentle  and  agreeable  fweat 
breaks  out  towards  the  morning,  and  a re- 
mifsion  enfues,-  which  fometimes  gives  this 
difeafe  the  appearance  of  an  intermittent : 
a faintnefs,  neverthelefs,  hill  attends  ; the 
pulfe  is  quick  and  fmall ; in  fome  foft  and 
full,  but  feldom  hard.  An  offenfive  bad 
tahe  in  the  mouth  is  perceived  in  this  dif- 
eafe, and  (in  the  otherwife  weak  and  in- 
firm, who  are  chiefly  the  fubjedts  of  it)  an 
acute  pain  affedfs  the  head. — The  breath  is 
infedlLourS,  and  fhould  therefore  be  guarded 
agaiiifl. 

This  fever  moft  frequently  occurs  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  autumn  : and  attacks  chil- 
dren and  people  with  lax  habits. 

We  fhould  allow  ftrong  whey  made  with 
mountain,  or  any  other  rich  wine,  very  free- 
ly ; fage  tea-;  and,  in  cafe  of  great  ficknefs 
.at  the  flomach,  mint  tea,  negus,  or  other 
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acidulated  drinks,  will  be  ufeful,  if  they  do 

I 

not  run  off  by  flool. 

The  patient  Ihould  be  kept  in  bed  mode* 
rately  warm. 

Bleeding  fliould  be  attempted  with  the 
greateji  caution^  and  nothing  Jhould  induce  us 
to  prefcribe  it,  ivithout  the,  injiammatory  Symp- 
toms run  at  the  beghining  extremely  high  ; for 
it  difpofes  the  blood  to  run  too  rapidly  into 
a putrefcent  diathefis,  and  hurries  on  the  fa- 
tal fymptoms  dependent  on  that  caufe.  In- 

I 

deed  all  evacuations,  except  gentle  fweats, 
are  generally  injurious  in  this  diforder  ; and 
therefore,  if  a loofenefs  and  vomiting  fhould 
come  on,  and  prove  violent,  notwithftanding 
the  complaints  in  the  throat,  and  other 
fymptoms,  may  feem  to  indicate  their  utility, 
they  fhould  be  checked  by  flimulants  and 
opiates.-  Though  on  the  firfi;  attack  of  the 
difeafe,  a vomit  is  highly  falutary,  not  only 
in  cleanfing  the  ftomach  and  inteftines  of 
any  fordes  which  may  be  lodged  there,  and 
afsifl  in  aggravating  the  complaint,  but  by 
very  often  putting  a total  flop  to  the  difeafe. 
An  emetic,  therefore  fliould  be  exhibited, 
and  chamomile  tea  drank  plentifully,  by 

\ which 
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which  means  you  may,  in  a great  meafure, 
flop  the  ficknefs,  and  prevent  a fupervening 
loofenefs,  which  very  frequently  attends  in 
this  diforder ; and  then  order  thus :

SECT.  IV. 

INTERMITTENT  FEVERS,  OR  AGUES. 

This  fever  takes  its  name  from  there 
being  a total  celfatlon  of  all  febrile  alTcclion 
between  the  paroxvfms : as  in  remittent 
fevers,  there  is  only  an  abatement  or  miti- 
gation 
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gatlon  of  the  fymptoms;  fo  in  this,  there  is 
a total  freedom,  and  the  patient  feels,  dur- 
ing ^that  interval,  as  if  not  oppreffed  with 

the  difeafe.  Intermittents  have  been  divi- 

* 

ved  into  vernal  and  autumnal — enclemical  and 
epidemical — alfo  into  quotidian  where  from 
the  termination  of  one  fit  to  the  beginning 
of  another  the  fpace  of  twenty-four  hours 
is  confumed  ; — tertian^  where  that  of  forty- 
eight — quartan  where  of  feventy-two  ; — and 
when  longer  erratic. — They  have  alfo  been 
farther  divided,  hut  there- divifions  feem  to 
be  of  no  pradlical  ufe; — as  the  modes  of 
cure  in  all  are  very  fimilar. — And  here  we 
mud  obferve,  that  a quartan  is  more  diffi- 
cult to  cure  than  a tertian.,  or  quotidian, 
which  laft  is  often  conquered  by  half  an 
ounce  of  good  bark. — ^luartans  frequently 
extend  from  autumn  to  fprlng. — An  autum-^ 
nal  ague  is  more  difficult  to  cure  than  a ver- 
nal.— ^luotidians  and  double  tertians,  (that  is 
where  a tertian  returns  every  day  the  pa- 
roxyfms  being  unequal,  but  fimilar  every 
other  day)  efpecially  when  they  anticipate 
the  hour  of  their  return,  are  apt  fo  change 
into  continued  fevers,  and  arc  then  attended 
with  greater  danger.  -

INTERMITTENT  FEVERS, 
CHAP.  I.

Intermittent  Fevers  have  three  regu- 


lar Rages,  viz.  the  cold  fit,  the  hot  fit,  and 
the  fweating. 

The  firft  begins  with  yawning,  Rretching, 
pain  in  the  back,  and  at  the  ends  of  the  fin- 
gers ; to  thefe  fucceed  great  coldnefs  and 
ihivering,  which  lafl  is  fometimes  very  vio- 
lent. There  is  alfo  a difficulty  of  breathing, 
with  great  opprefsion,  naufea,  and  frequent 
vomiting;  the  lips  and  cheeks  are  pale  ; tlic 
nails  livid,  and  the  whole  fkin  fhri\’elled  up, 
and  contradfed  ; the  pulfe  is  weak  but  quick ; 
and  the  urine,  if  any  is  made  during  this 
Rage,  is  thin,  crude,  and  diaphanous. 

This  cold  fit  will  fometimes  continue  four 
or  five  hours,  in  other  cafes  not  laR  longer 
than  half  an  hour,  but  in  general  it  remains 
between  one  and  two  hours ; afterwards  tJui 
hot  fit  commences,  in  which  the  ficknefs, 
anxiety,  and  difficulty  of  bveathing  remain, 
but  go  off  by  degrees  as  the  pulfe  gets  fuller 
and  Rronger ; along  with  the  heat  there  is 
excefsive  thirR,  violent  head-ach,  and  fre- 
quently delirium  ; fometimes,  in  very  dan- 
gerous cafes,  a degree  of  Rupidity,  or  coma.

The  breathing  is  quick,  but  free  ; the  pulfe 
ftrong,  full,  and  rapid ; the  urine  high  co- 
loured. 

How  long  this  fit  will  continue  is  not  ccr- 
tain,  it  has  no  determinate  period,  but  as  a 

I 

fzveat  comes  on,  which  generally  does,  all 
the  febrile  fymptoms  vanilh,  and  appear  to  be 
carried  off  by  this  cuticular  evacuation.  Then 
fucceeds  the  interval  of  eafe,  which  is  diffe- 
rent according  to  the  fpecies  of  the  intermit- 
tent. 

Profufc  fweats  muff  never  be  promoted  in 

the  courfe  of  intermitting  fevers;  for  by  fuch 

methods  you  weaken  your  patient  to  fuch  a 

degree  as  to  render  the  diffemper  dangerous, 

. and  the  cure  difficult.

At  the  beginning  of  fevers,  it  is  very 

often,  nay  almoff  always,  impofsible  to  tell 
whether  they  will  turn  out  continued,  re- 
mittent, or  intermittent ; and,  therefore,  if 
any  thing  is  ncccffary  to  be  done,  the  ffate 
of  the  conffitution  will  point  out  of  what 
nature  it  muff  be.  If  the  pulfe  is  full,  and 

s 

the  habit  plethoric,  bleeding  will  be  requi- 
red ; if  the  ffomach  appears  loaded,  or  foul, 
an  emetic  fhould  be  exhibited  ; and  ffiould 
it  fail  to  clear  the  inteffines,  fome  proper 

purgative 
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purgative  fhould  be  given  ; or  an  emollient 
glyfiei'  thrown  up.  Indeed  a vomit  Jhould 
Jcarce  ever  be  omitted,  when  the  fever  has  put 
on,  and  manifefted  its  intermittent  type. 
Four  fpoonfuls  of  the  following  may  l^e  giv- 
en, and  continued  at  proper ‘intervals,  till' 
it  has  produced  its  effedts.

By  thefe  means,  very  often  the  diforder 
will  be  conquered  ; but  fhoiild  they  fail, 
and  the  febrile  affections  llill  keep  their 
ground,  antimonials,  as  in  cafes  of  continued 
fevers,  may  be  had  recourfe  to.  I^et  the 
fever  be  of  what  nature  it  will,  the  method 
here  laid  down  will  be  proper ; but,  if  in 
fome  time  it  clearly  thews  it  to  be  a fpecies 
of  intermittent,  if  the  paroxyfm  appears  re- 
gular, pafsing  through  the  cold,  hot,  and 
fweating  flages,  and  the  intermifsion  is  at- 
tended with  an  even,  ftcady,  foft  pulfe, 
and  a well-charged  urine,  we  may  boldly 
venture  to  throw  in  the  bark  ; but  other- 
wife  it  is  of  great  confequence  to  be  wary 
in  the  exhibition  of  it ; as  it,  if  not  well 
timed,  might  be  produdlive  of  very  danger- 
ous obflrucfions.

It  is  neceflary  to  obferve,  and  fhould  be 
confidered  as  a pradlical  rule,  that  patients 
Jhould^  during  the  intermifsion^  take  as  much 
bark  as  is  fufficient  for  the  prevention  of  the 
return  of  the  paroxyfm.  Adults  generally 
require  from  fix  to  eight  drams ; and  the 
continuance  of  the  apyrexy  will  point  out 
the  times  in  which  it  ought  to  be  taken.  In 
a quotidian^  the  bark  ought  to  be  given 
evejy  fecond  hour ; i?i  a tertian,  every  third  or 
fourth  ; in  a quartan,  the  firft  day  free  from 

febrile 
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febrile  affe6lIon,  the  medicine  may  be  omit- 
ted ; but  the  fecond  and  third  fliould  be  taken 
ever]/  fecond  or  third  hour,  ’ 

This  medicine,  properly  adminiflcred,  fel- 
dom  fails  to  flop  the  return  of  the  fever  in 
a Ihort  time ; then,  in  order  to  prevent  a 
relapfe,  after  this  has  happened,  the  medi- 
cine Ihould  ftill  be  continued  every  fifth  or 
fixth  hour  for  two  or  three  days  ; then  twice 
a day  for  one  week  ; and  once  a day  for 
another  ; the  patient  avoiding  night  air,  and 
refraining  from  any  fort  of  food  that  is  cold, 
flatulent,  and  watery. 

Some  flomachs  will  not.  bear  the  bark 
either  in  fubftance  or  decoction  ; in  which, 
cafe  it  may  be  agreeably  taken  in  the  fol-

Much  depends  on  the  goodncfs  of  that 
excellent  drug  the  bark,  with  which  fuch 
mighty  things  arc  done  in  medicine  : its 
talte  and  colour  are  the  chief  figns  by  which 

to 
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to  diftingulfh  its  goodnefs  ; its  infide  fhould 
be  of  a yellowlfli,  reddifh,  or  rufly  iron  co- 
lour ; its  outfide  of  a light  alh  colour,  and 
its  rolls  Ihould  not  be  much  larger  than  goofe 
quills ; it  thould  break  clofe  and  fmooth, 
and  prove  friable  between  the  teeth ; its 
tafte  Ihould  be  very  bitter,  aftringent,  and 
in  fome  degree  aromatic. 

When  bark  fails  of  curing,  it  has  been 
faid  to  be  owing  either  to  its  not  being  taken 
a fufficient  length  of  time,  given  in  too  fmail 
dofes,  or  in  an  improper  form.  Six  drams  of 
powdered  bark  in  a julep,  warmed  with  fome 
fpirituous  water,  is  the  mod  effectual  mode; 
but  if  this  cannot  be  fiibmitted  to,  and  a 
quantity  requifite  cannot  be  taken,  bark 
glyfters  may  be  given.

After  an  ague  is  cured  by  the  bark,  no 
purgative,  or  even  laxative,  mud  be  given 
for  a great  length  of  time. 

Fijrviont  water,,  and  riding  on  horfeback, 
will  afsid;  much  in  fecuring  the  body  from 
farther  attacks;  and  where  the  vifeera  are  ' 
perfedfly  found,,  cold  bathing  may  be  of  great 
ufe  in  preventing  a return  of  thefe  fevers;  and 
the  bark  fliould  be  taken  at  the  end  of  every 
two  or  three  weeks,  and  repeated  at  proper

The  opium  relieves  the  head-acli  and  fe- 
ver, and  promotes  a profiife  fweat. — Dr.  Lind, 
(who  introduced  this  pradtice)  gives  the 
opiate  in  about  two  ounces  of  the  tindf.  fa- 
cra,  when  the  patient  is  cohivc,  ordering 
the  bark  immediately  after  the  fit.  Thus 
the  fit  is  Ihortened,  and  the  intefiines  cleanf- 
ed  before  giving  the  bark. 

For  children  labouring  under  this  difeafe, 
a ivaijlcoat  with,  powdered  bark  quilted  he- 
itveen  the  folds  of  it  lias  been  of  ferVtce  : alfo 
bathing  in  a femicupium^  made  of  a decodlion 
of  the  cortex;  or  rubbing,  the. fpine,  at  the 
approach  of  the  fit,  with  a mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  tinctura  ppii  and  linhnentxim  faponis. 
If  thefe  Ihould  not  produce  the  defired  ef- 
fedl,  two  or  three  tea-fpoonfuls  of  \\\q  fyrup, 
papav,  alb,  may  be  given  in  the  hot  fit.  And 
for  the  entire  removal  of  the  difeafe,  after 
purging  with  the  magnefia  alba,  one  drachm 
of  .the  extract,  cor t,  Peru,  with  a few  drops 
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6f  the  tin5l.  opii,  may  be  given  in  a clyfter, 
and  repeated  every  three  hours,  for  a child 
of  about  a year  old. 

Pills  made  of  cobwebs  have  been  known 
to  Cure  the  ague.  • Indeed  there  are  few 
diforders  that  have  fuch  a multiplicity  of 
empirical  remedies  recommended  for  the 
•ure;  Dr.  Lind  has  colledled  no  lefs  than 
forty,  in  his  Efi'ay  on  Difeafes  incidental  to 
Europeans  in  Hot  Climates,  p.  297. 


tiye  or  exanthematous,  as  are  conftantly  at- 
.tended  with  fome  erruptions  chiefly  on  the 
fldn — owing  to  fome  fpecific  infedtious  or 
contagious  matter  received  by  fome  means 
into  the  conftitution,  that  is  prcdifpofed  to 
favour  the  progrefs  of  fuch  matter,  and 
produce  febrile  effedls  in  the  habit ; for 
there  mufl;  be  fuch  a predifpofition  preva- 
lent before  the  effedls  peculiar  to  each  can 
be  produced — for  if  fuch  a predifpofition 
be  wanting  in  confliUition.s  at  the  time  any 
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of  thcfe  fev<^rs  are  epidemical,  the  elle6ls 
peculiar  to  contagious  or  infedlious  matter 
cannot  be  produced — ^thence  it  happens  that 
many  people  efcape  from  thcfe  difeafes, 
though  living  in  the  fame  places,  and  in 
the  fame  mode  with  thofe  who  labour  un«- 
cler  any  of  thefe  maladies;  whilft  others, 
who  have  once  had  feme  of  thcfe  com- 
plaints, live  the  remainder  of  their  lives  free 
from  the  attack,  and  probably  for  the  fame 
reafon — becaufe  that  predifpofition  can  never 
again  take  place  in  a conftitution  which 
has  been  previoufly  affected — and  thefe  fe- 
vers receive  different  names,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  eruption — viz. — fmall- 
pox — chicken  or  fwine-pox — mealies — fear- 
let  fever — erylipelatous  fever— miliary  fe- 
ver— aphthous  fever  or  thrulh— and  thefe  we 
lhall  proceed  to  treat  of  in  the  order  here 
fet  down. 


CHAP  I. 


OF  THE  SMALL-POX. 

X HE  fmall-pox  are  commonly  divided 
into  two  forts ; the  diffindt  and  confluent. 


The 
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The  firft  fymptoms  of  the  diftm6l  fort  are 
like  thofe  of  moft  other  fevers,  a fenfation 
of  cold,  fliivering,'  great  opprefsion,  naufea, 
and  vomiting,  with  pain  in  the  head  and 
back,  excefsive  heat  and  thirfl,  ftraight- 
nefs  about  the  pnecordia,  drowfinefs,  fome- 
times  a degree  of  delirium,  and,  in  young 
children,  ConvuHions,  xvhich  in  them  are 
confidered  as  a favourable  fymptom.  In  ftrong 
plethoric  patients  the  pulfeis  frequent,  full, 
and  hard ; the  eyes’  red  and  fparkling,  the 
fkin  moifi:  and  foft. 

About  the  fecond',  third,  or  fourth  day 
from  the  firfl  feizure,  little  red  fpots  are 
feen,  like  flea-bites,  xvhich  feel  hard  in  the 
Jkbiy  when  prefl'ed  with  the  finger;  xvhich 
kardnfs  dijiinguijhes  them  from  other  erup- 
tionsy  particularly  the  meafles,  which  at  their 
firfl:  appearance  can  feldom  be  felt  in  this 
manner,  being  rather  efllorefcences,  not  . 
elevating  the  cuticle ; and  thefe  fpots  ap- 

t 

pear  on  the  face,  hands,  and  fore  part  of 
the  arm,  neck,  and  upper  part  of  the 
breafl,  fuccefsively,  attended  with  refllefi- 
nefl. 

The  pain,  ficknefs,  opprefsion,  and  fe- 
brile affections,  decreafe  as  the  eruption  ap- 
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pears,  and,  except  the  ildn  continuing  hot 
and  moift,  go  off  in  a day  or  two.  About 
the  fixth  day  from  the  attack,  the  puftules 
begin  to  fwell,  grow  hot,  and  painful,  and 
round  their  bahs  the  colour  of  the  fkin  ap^ 
pears  of  a florid  red  ; the  whole  face,  and 
particularly  the  eye-lids,  are  foon  after  fo 
puffed  up  that  the  eyes  are  often  clofed ; 
and  the  whole  countenance  fo  changed  and 
inflated,  as  to  have  fcarcely  any  refcm- 
blance  of  the  natural  features.  Now  the 
febrile  fymptoms  begin  to  be  rekindled,  and 
encreafe  until  the  ninth,  tenth,  or  eleventh 
day,  according  to  the  particular  circum- 
fiances  refpeciing  the  quantity  of  eruption, 
and  feverity  of  the  difeafe.  The  puflules 
on  the  ninth  day.  are  at  their  fiate ; and 
^ now  the  face  and  eye-lids  fwell ; and,  if 
numerous,  the  eyes  clofe  up  ; the  hands  alfo 
begin  to  tumefy ; the  puftules  having  many 
of  them  acquired  the  fize  of  peas,  and  be- 
ing arrived  at  complete  maturation,  and 
filled  with  yellowiili  pus,  begin  to  turn  of  a 
dark  colour,  to  dry,  and  become  rough  ; on 
tlic  tenth  day,  on  the  face  ; on  the  eleventh 
the  fwelling  fubfides,  and,  as  that  happens, 
the  hands  and  feet  puff  up,  apd  the  pufhiies 
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do  not  fall  till  the  fourteenth  or  fifteenth, 
when  the  puftiiles  begin  to  fcale  olf. 

In  the  confluent  kind  all  the  above  figns 
are  greatly  aggravated ; the  fpots  are  more 
red,  thick,  and  clofe,  and  the  fpaces  be- 
tween them  much  more  inflamed  ; livid  fpots 
alfo  frequently  attend,  This  kind  of  pock 
firft  appears  about  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  and 
comes  to  its  date  about  the  fifteenth.  The 
fever  does  not  give  way  on  the  eruption, 
as  in  the  diftindl.  A /pitting^  in  ad2ilts,  is 
a regular  fpmptoni  in  the  confluent  fmall-pox, 
from  the  fixth  day  till  after  the  crijis,  the 
fudden  floppage  of  which  is  attended  with 
dangerous  circumftances,  unlefs  it  be  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a remarkable  fwelling  of  the 
hands.  A diarrhoea,  in  children,  often  pre* 
cedes  this  kind  of  fmall-pox. 

In  cafes  where  the  furfacc  of  the  body 
is,  in  a manner,  entirely  covered  over  with 
the  eruption,  and  this  hardening  into  a con- 
tinued crufl:,  what  wdth  the  abforption  of 
the  purulent  matter,  what  with  the  offer- 
five  fordes  from  the  inteflinal  caqal,  and 
what  with  the  obflrudlion  of  the  cutaneous 
difeharges,  tlic  blood  again  appears  to  be 
afl’c6tcd  w'ith  a morbific  acrimony,  which 
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j-aifes  a new  fever,  that  frequently  defiroys 
the  patient,  in  fpite  of  every  effort  to  avert 
the  fatal  cataflrophe. 

This  fecondary  fever,  fo  called,  ought, 
perhaps,  rather  to  be  attributed  to  the  in- 
complete reparation  and  expulfion  of  the 
variolous  matter;  and  from  hence,  alfo,  pro- 
ceed naufea,  and  want  of  appetite,  hedlic 
heat,  inflammations  of  the  eyes,  oedema- 
tous  fwellings  of  the  hands  and  feet,  ab- 
fceflfes,  and  untoward  ulcers,  efpeclally  in 
fcrophulous  habits,  and  fooliflinefs,  a degree 
of  delirium,  without  fever,  a cough,  and 
' other  phthiflcal  fymptoms.  - The  furefl  re- 
medy for  every  one  of  thefe  complaints  is 
the  cortex,  as  a tonic,  an  antifeptic,  and 
corredlor  of  acrimony,  and  grand  rcltorative, 
joined  to  a proper  cOurfe  of  diet,  change  of 
air,  and  the  prudent  interpofltion  of  cathar- 
tics. 

The  danger  of  this  difeafe  is  generally 
eflimated  by  the  number  and  nature  of  the 
piifhiles,  and  chiefly  by  thafe  on  the  face\ 
alfo,  by  the  manner  qf  their  coming  out ; the 
more  flow  and  regular  their  appearance,  the 
more  univerfal  will  be  the  feparation  of  the 
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variolous  matter.  The  fewer  there  are  in 
the  face,  and  about  the  throat,  or  on  the 
breall,  or  the  neck,  ,the  better. 

Where  it  is  fatal,  the  patient  generally 
dies  on  the  eighth  or  ninth  day,  in  the  dif- 
tindl  kind  ; and  on  the  eleventh  in  the  con^ 
fluent. 

The  regimen  fliould  be  determined  by 
the  fymptoms  and  feafons  of  the  year,:  the 
patient  for  inftance,  mull:  be  kept  warmer 
in  winter  than  in  fummer : a hot  regimen, 
(It  all  times^  is  now  jujily  and  univerfaliy 
exploded. 

The  diet  fhould  be  light,  and  not  heat- 
ing ; the  apartment  Ihould  be  kept  cool, 
and  the  patient  fit  up  fome  hours  every 
day,  if  the  flrength  will  permit. 

The  drink  Ihould  be  cok}  water,  or  bar- 
ley-water, milk  and  water,  milk -porridge, 
barley  gruel : fmall  white-wine  whey,  in 
fome  cafes  may  be  allowed.  Attenuating 
drinks  cannot  be  too  much  inculcated  in  ei- 
ther the  diftindt  or  confluent  pock ; but, 
above  all,  the  free  admifsion  of  pure  air. 

It  appears  obvious,  that  the  fmall-pox  is 
to  be  treated  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
fever  which  accompanies  it ; if  the  difeafe 
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fhould  feixe  people  whofe  conjiitution  labours 
tinder  an  injiammatory  diathefis,  and  have  the 
fymptoms  of  an  inflammatory  fcver^  copious 
bleeding,  and  that  repeated  if  the  fymptoms 
do  not  abate  on  the  hrfl  evacuation,  is  ne- 
ceiiary;  anlimonials  in  fmall  dofes,  with 
nitre,  and  cooling  fub-acid  drinks ; and  glyf- 
ters  to  empty  the  bowels.  If,  on  the  con- 
trary^ thofe  of  an  oppojite  temperament,  who 
have  been  exhaufted  by  previous  diforders,  or 
who  have  weak  and  relaxed  fibres,  with  a poor 
and  thin  fate  of  fluids,  and  fhould  fteal  on  in 
a gradual  way,  like  a nervous  fever,  we  mull 
endeavour  to  rouze  the  languid  animal  mo- 
• tions,  by  giving  warm  wine,  or  llrong  fack^ 
w’hey,  with  fome  drops  of  compound  fpirit 
of  ammonia  in  each  dofe ; and,  on  no  ac- 
count, to  attempt  to  leflen  the  quantity  of 
blood,  or  give  any  thing  that  may  bring 
on  a number  of  loofe  ftools : a gentle  eme- 
tic will  be  beneficial,  as  its  action  may  not 
only  tend  to  promote  the  eruption,  but, 

' alfoi  by  unloading  the  ftomach,  may  re- 
move the  heavy  ficknefs,  and  relieve  the 
anxiety.

In  cafe  of  a loofenefs,  -deco6l,  cornu  cervi 
eum  cortic.  cinnaniom.  will  be  a proper 
drink;  but  we  Ihould  be  very  circumfpe6t 
how  we  clieck  the  diarrhoea,  unlefs  it  be., 
too  violent,

If  the  fymptoms  go  on  properly,  and  a 
coftivenefs  attends,  many  choofe  to  procure 
a {tool  by  an  emollient  clyfler  every  fecond 
or  third  day ; others  omit  it  tijl  the  ninth 
day ; but  this  lafl:  cannot  furely  be  main- 
tained as  a reafonable  practice ; fince  ex- 
perience evinces  the  propriety  of  keeping 
the  bowels  gently  and  regularly  open. 

After  the  eruption  is  complete,  fyr.  pa- 
pav^.  albi  3i.  With  aq.  diftillat.  II.  for  a clxild 
ol  four  years  old,  and  fo  in  proportion, 
every  night,  is  flrongly  nocommended  by. 
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many  pracHtioners ; provided  the  body  be  not 
colHve  ; a circumflance,  as  jufl  now  remark- 
ed, which  Jhould  be  carefully  guarded  againji. 

If  a vomit  hath  been  omitted  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  difeafe,  a naufea,  and  fick- 
nefs  at  the  ftomach,  will  frequently  be  the 
confequence ; in  this  cafe,  let  the  patient 
drink  plentifully  of  warjai  water  to  empty 
the  ftomach,  or  give  a gentle  emetic  ; or  a 
little  white-wine  whey,  under  fuch  a cir* 
cumflance,  will  afford  relief;  or,

In  fome  cafes  of  the  confluent  pox,  ano- 
dynes are  by  no  means  indicated  in  a diar-. 
rhoea,  as  it  may  be  a critical  difcharge  of 
part  of  the  variolous  matter  by  the  bowels. 
If  the  fuppuration  does  not  go  on  kindly, 
and  petechidC  appear,  the  - bark  Ihould  be. 
given. 

In 
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In  cafe  a delirium  and  lethargic  fymptonis 
come  on  toivards  the  crifis^  xvith.rejllejfnefs^  and 
difficulty  of  breathing,  blifters  muft  be  imme- 
diately applied  to  the  legs  and  arms ; but, 
above  all,  there  fliould  be  a full  admifsion 
of  pure  air,  with  as  much  cold  water  for 
drink  as  the  thirft  requires,  and  the  bowels- 

fliould  be  conftantly  kept  open.

Gentle  cardiacs,  in  almoft  all  cafes  of  this 
kind,  fhould  not  be  omitted.

This  fymptom  (viz.  bloody  urine)  fome- 
times  attends  the  beginning  of  the  fmall-pox, 
and  is  joined  with  great  pain  in  the  back  ; in 
fuch  the  eruption  never  rifes.  All  whom  I 
have  feen  under  thefe  circumftances  have 
died. — Bleeding  in  this  cafe  is  efteemed  in- 
jurious, though  the  pain  may  fecm  to  indi- 
cate it. 
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Some  phyficians  have  lately  recommended 
mercurials  in  the  confluent  ^fmall-pox,  lo  as 
to  raife  a gentle  ptialifm ; this  pradlicc  has 
in  fcvcral  inflances  been  attended  with  fuc- 
cefs,  though  mercury  has  not  been  giren  to 
the  extent  of  producing  falivation — and  un- 
doubtedly merits  farther  conflderation. 

Gentle  purgatives  are  recommended  to- 
wards the  decline  of  this  dillemper ; fuch  as 
infuf.  fen.  tincfiir.  fen.  fal.  Rupellenf.  vcl 
kali  tartar,  afterwards  ftronger  carthartics, 
fuch  as  the  extradl.  colocynth.  cum  aloe 
gr.  XV.  vel,  ai.  pro  dofl,  & repetend.  ad 
quatuor  vel  fex  vices. 

Some  greatly  difapprove  of  fevere  purges 
after  thefmall-pox,  fuppofing  that  they  bring 
on  various  difeafes:  fuch  as  fcrophulous  tu- 
mours, &c.  It  is  mofl:  certain  we  often  find, 
where  they  have  been  neglected  at  proper  in- 
tervals, that  many  troublefome  diforders  en- 
fue  ; fuch  as  llrumous  ophthalmies,  fwel- 
lings,  &c.  which,  when  they  do  happen, 
are  bed  removed  by  alteratives  and  mild 
evacuations.— But  if  fuch  complaints  fliould 
arife,  in  tender  habits,  from  too  fevere 
purging,  or  fhould  not  fubmit  to  the  former 
method^  'we  mufl:  have  recourfe  to  the  cor- 
tex,

tcx,  and  to  alies  milk  : perpetual  blifler?, 
and,  in  grofs,  fcrophulous  fubje6ls,  ilTues, 
at  the  decline  of  this  diforder,  will  be  of 
infinite  fervice. 

Small  dofes  of  calomel  are  very  fiiccefsfully 
ufed  after  the  fmall-pox,  and  injure  the  ten- 
der conftitution  lefs  than  profufe  purging. 


OF  INOCULATION. 

Inoculation  is  the  happiefl  method 
of  communicating  the  fmall-pox  : yet,  not- 
withffanding  the  great  fuccefs  that  gene- 
rally attends  it,  it  requires  preparation,  with 
refpedl  to  the  fubjedl  of  inoculation,  and 
diferetion,  with  refpedl  to  the  operator. 
The  patients  fhould  be  found  and  healthy, 
or  at  leaft  free  from  acrimonious  humours. 

Whiift  children  are  at  the  breaft  before 
the  time  of  getting  their  teeth,  is  confider- 
cd  as  the  beft  period  for  inoculation. — 
Should  that  time  be  paft  over,  the  next  ap- 
pears to  be  from  two  years,  and  upwards; 
nay  feme  pradlitioners  give  it  the  prefer- 
ence, as  the  proportion  of  children  dying 
before  that  period  fhews  how  much  they  are 
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liable  to  difeafes  of  other  kinds.  Indeed  very 
young  children  are  fubjedl  to  have  a great 
number  of  puflules,  which  always  indicate 
danger. 

As  to  the  feafons  for  inoculation,  there  is 
no  reafonable  objedtion  to  be  made  to  any, 
iinlefs  fome  epidemic  ftate  of  the  air  prevails. 

With  regard  to  the  preparation^  the  great 
point  is  thought  to  lie  in  reducing  the  pa- 
tient if  in  high  health,  and  in  flrengthening 
him  if  weak ; alfo  to  clear  the  bowels  from 
all  crudities.  In  order  to  effedl  this,  it  is 
proper  to  abflain  from  all  animal  food, 
broths,  butter,  cheefe,  eggs,  fpices,  and 
fermented  liquors;  and  enter  upon  a diet 
.of  puddings,  gruel,  fago,  milk,  rice,  fruit, 
greens,  potatoes  and  vegetables ; with  the 
ufc  of  tea,  coffee,  and  chocolate.  ’This 
courfe  is  to  be  purfued  for  a week  or  ten 
days  ; during  which  time  he  is  to  take  three 
preparative  pills;  or  the  medicine  may  be 
given  in  the  form  of  a powder,  and  taken 
in  currant-jelly  or  fyrup,  going  to  reft  ; and 
the  next  morning  purged  off  with  a dofe  of 
Glanber’s  fait  diffolved  in  barley-water  or 
water-gruel. 

I'he  firft  dofe  fliould  be  given  at  the  en- 
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trance  of  this  coiirfe ; the  feconci,  three  ot 
' four  days  after  ; and  the  third,  on  the  eighth 
or  ninth  day  ; and  the  inoculation  fhould  be 
performed  the  day  after  the  lafi;  dofe  has 
been  taken.  Some  cafes  may  occur,  of 
weakly  patients,  where  the  above  plan, 
both  as  to  diet  and  medicine,  may  be  dif- 
]>enfed  with  ; and  boiled  chicken  or  any 
light  food  may  very  judicioufly  be  adminif- 
tered  : and  where  a few  alteratives,  fuch  as 
iethiops,  for  fome  days,  with  a gentle  purge 
or  two,  may  be  fufficient. 

The  preparative  medicine  is  to  be  compofed 
of  prepared  calomel^  and  crabs'  claws,  of  each 
eight  grains,  and  one  eighth  part  of  a grain  of 
tartarifed  antimony.  Thefe  fliould  be  intb^ 
mately  mixed  in  a glafs  mortar.  This  quan- 
tity i^  a full  dofe  f6r  a healthy  man  or  wo- 
man ; and  it  niuft  be  regulated  in  propor- 
tion to  the  age  and  conftitution. 

For  girls  of  ten  or  twelve  years  I have 
commonly  given  three  grains  of  calomel,  and 
three  of  crabs’  claws,  and  one  fixtcenth 
part  of  a grain  of  tartarifed  antimony. 

Notwithlfanding  what  has  been  faid  oh 
preparation,  previous  to  inoculation,  it  muft 
be  acknowledged  that  many  eminent  prac- 
titioners 
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Kitioners  noiv  doubt  its  efficacy,  and  boldly 
iaociilate  all  pcrfons  in  health  without  any 
previous  preparation.  Perhaps  this  method 
is  not  lets  fuccefsful,  but  it  will  fcarcely 
ever  be  fo  acceptable  to  the  patients  or  their 
friends,  fimplicity  and  want  of  myflery  be- 
ing always  diffiked  by  the  majority  of  man- 
kind; 

As  to  the  manner  of  communicatinor  the 

o 

infedf  ion  ; a little  of  the  matter  is  to  be  taken 
from  the  place  of  infertion,  if  the  patient  is 
under  inoculation,  or  from  a puftule,  if  in 
the  natural  way,  on  the  point  of  a lanceL 
This  is  to  be  introduced  in  that  part  of  the 
arm  where  iffues  are  cut,  deep  enough  to  pafs 
through  the  fcarf-ffiin,  and  juft  to  touch  the 
hvin  itfelL  It  is  in  general  proper  to  make 
two  of  thefe  pundlures,  clofe  to  each  other^ 
in  order  to  render  the  infedlion  more  certain. 
Neither  bandage,  plafter,  or  covering  is  to 
be  applied. 

Many  recommend  the  taking  the  matter  in 
a crude  ftatc  or  during  the  eruptive  fever  ; 
and  it  feems  indifterent  whether  it  be  from  a 
patient  who  has  the  fmall-pox  in  the  natu- 
ral way,  or  by  inoculation. 

The  fooner  the  operation  is  performed 
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afitef  taking  of  the  matter  the  better — it  ap- 
pears to  be  more  certain  in  producing  its 
eife(5ts,  and  fliews  much  more  early  figns  of 
its  having  taken  place. 

About  the  third  day  after  the  operation, 
the  fmall  pundtures  appear  inflamed.  At 
that  period  it  will  be  proper  to  give  three 
grains  of  prepared  calomel,  and  as  much  crabs* 
clatvs^  ivith  one-tenth  part  of  a grain  of  tarta- 
rifed  antimony,  very  intimately  mixed,  go- 
ing to  reft,  in  the  form  of  a powder  or  pill ; 
purging  the  patient  next  day  brifldy  with 
jalap  or  vitriolated  natron.  This  Ihould  be 
repeated  about  the  ftxtb  or  feventh  day, 

. and  by  many  is  agai!n  pradlifed  during  the 
eruption.  About  the  ftxth  or  feventh  day, 
pains  come  on  in  the  arms,  which  indicate 
the  eruption  ; then  follow  pains  in  the  head, 
back,  loins,  &c.  with  a foetid  breath,  and 
bad  tafte  in  the  mouth.  And  now,  the 
eruption  being  completed,  little  remains  to 
be  done,  but  to  give  a gentle  laxative 
draught  of  infiifion  of  fena  and  manna  with 
Zu  or  Zij.  of  iartarifed  kali,  provided  the  fc- 
, verifh  fymptoms  run  high. 

Should  the  fmall  wounds  not  appear  in- 
flamed, but  remain  pale  and  flat  about  the 

edges 
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edges,  ^vlth  other  unfavourable  appearances, 
then  the  powder  or  pill  firft  ordered  mufl- 
be  given  over-night,  and  purged  ofif  nex^ 
day. 

At  this  period  it  is  indifpCnfably  necefTary 
to  keep  the  patient  out  of  bed,  and  to  let  him 
have  as  much  free  air  as  pofsible,  either  by 
walking  out,  or  (if  the  weather  forbids  that) 
by  having  the  windows  up,  and  that  he  be 
kept  in  gentle  motion.  Frequent  cafes  have 
occurred  of  very  tender,  delicate  girls,  who 
chufe  rather  to  fit  by  the  fire  than  mOv© 
about;  yet,  upon  their  having  a window 
thrown  up,  and  a glafs  of  cold  water  given 
them,  even  when  the  fever  ran  high,  pleaf- 
ing  fenfations  of  relief  were  the  immediate 
confequence. 

The  fuccefs  of  inoculation  depends  greatly 
upon  this  method  of  keeping  the  patient  out 
of  bed,  and  expofing  him  to  the  cpol  ait 
during  the  eruptive  fever. 

I have  inoculated  with  matter  taken  dur- 
ing  the  eruptive  fever,  and  with  matter  in 
the  mature  ftate ; but  am  not  able  to  deter- 
mine which  is  preferable,  both  having  an- 
fwered  equally  well. 

I have  never  had  a boil  or  fwelling  of  any 
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kind  complained  of  in  this  new  method  of 
inoculation ; yet  have  had  frequent  experi- 
ence of  very  troublefome  fwellings  in  the 
old  way. 

Three  dofes  of  phyfic,  after  the  eruption  is 
gone,  feem  neceffary  to  be  given  at  proper, 
periods. 

After  the  completion  of- the  eruption,  the 
mercurial  antimonial  medicine  is  recom- 
mended to  be  taken  at  proper  intervals,  till 
the  puftules  aje  brought  to  their  height ; 
and  any  light  purging  apozeni  may  be  ufed 
to  procure  a ftool  or  two  every  day. 

The  patient,  during  this  ftage,  if  he  be  fo 
unfortunate  as  to  have  many  puftules,  a thing 
which  happens  but  rarely  with  ikilful  opera- 
tors, fhould  not  be  ralhly  carried  into  the  open 
air,  bccaufe  nature  may  Hand  in  need,  and 
often  does,  of  reft  and  nourifliraent ; there- 
fore,  lying  on  the  bed,  and  being  at  eafe, 
mu  ft  be  the  biiftnefs  of  this  ftate.  A plea- 
fant  drink  is  oi'dered,  at  this  period  of  the 
difeafe,  by  fome  experienced  inoculators,  to 
be  made  with  one  part  of  diluted  vitriolic 
acAd,  and  ixvo  parts  of  fp.  cethcris  vitrioL 
Half  an  ounce  of  this  is  to  be  added  to  three 
phUs  of  barlcy-ivater^  or  as  much  pectoral 
' decoction^ 
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dtcoction^  aixl  is  ufed  to  much  advantage  as 
common  drink. 

To  conclude ; the  preparation  in  full  ha- 
bits of  body  fecms  moftly  necellary  ;*  but  in 
others  it  may  be  omitted  : and  inoculation 
has  been  as  fuccefsful,  where  it  has  been  per- 
formed after  one  calomel  pill  and  a dofe  of 
phyfic,  as  after  the  long  courfe.  The  laxa- 
tive hate  of  the  body,  with  pure  and  cool 
air,  during  the  eruptive  period,  appear  al- 
ways necellary  : and  thefe,  contrary  to  for- 
mer pradHce,  are  intended  to  abate  any  fe- 
vcrilh  fymptoms,  which  are  now  looked 
upon  as  the  greatefl;  enemy,  inhead  of  na-r 
ture’s  friendly  agent  as  heretofore. 


CHAP.  II, 

OF  THE  SWINE  AND  CHICKEN  POX. 

The  Swine  and  chicken-pox  differ  but  in 
name,  and  are  of  a milder  nature  than  the 
hnall-pox, 

Thefe  pocks  break  out  in  many  without 
any  illncfs,'  or  previous  lign  ; in  others  they 
are  preceded  by  a little  degree  of  chillinefs, 
lahitude,  cough,  broken  lleep,  wandering 
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pains,  lofs  of  appetite,  and  feveridinefs  for 
three  days.  Moil  of  the  eruptions  are  the 
common  fize  of  the  fmall-pox,  but  fome  are 
lefs ; they  are  not  confluent  or  numerous. 
On  the  firfi:  day  they  are  reddiih  ; on  the 
fecond,  on  the  top  of  mofl:  of  them,  there 
is  a very  /mail  bladder  about  the  fixe  of  a miU 
let-feed:  this  is  fometimes  full  of  a watery, 
colourlefs,  fometimes  of  a yellowifh  liquor, 
contained  between  the  cuticle  and  tkin. 
On  the  fecond,  or  at  the  farthefl  on  the 
third  day  from  the  beginning  of  the  erup- 
tion, as  many  of  thefe  pocks  as  are  not  bro- 
ken, feem  arrived  at  their  full  maturity ; 
and  thofe  w'hich  are  fullefl;  of  that  yellow 
liquor  very  much  refemblc  what  the  genu- 
ine fmall-pox  are  about  the  fifth  or  fixth 
day,  efpecialiy  where  there  happens  to  be  a 
larger  fpace  than  ordinary  occupied  by  the 
extravafated  ferum.  When  the  little  blad- 
der is  biirft  by  accident  or  rubbing,  as  hap- 
pens fometimes  on  the  firfi  day,  there  forms 
a thin  fcab,  and  the  fwelling  of  the  other 
part  abates  without  its  ever  being  turned  in- 
to pus,  as  it  is  in  the  fmall-pox,  The  few 
which  efcape  being  burft,  have  the  little 
drop  of  liquor  contained  in  the  veficle  at 
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the  top  of  them  turn  yellow  and  thick,  and 
dries  into  a fcab.  On  the  fifth  day  of  the 
eruption,  they  are  aim  oft  dried,  and  covered, 
with  a flight  cruft.  The  patients  fcarce  futfer 
any  thing  through  the  whole  progrefs  of  the 
ilinefs,  except  fome  languidnefs  of  ftrength, 
fpirits,  and  appetite.  A proper  regimen, 
with  plenty  of  dilution,  feems  to  be  the  chief 
intention  neceflary  for  the  cure,  wdth  a few 
mild  purges.  The  principal  marks  bp  which 
the  chicken-pox  may  he  dijiingui/hed  from 
the  fmall-pox  are,  the  appearance  on  the  fe^ 
cond  or  third  day  from  the  eruption  of  the 
veficle  full  of  ferum  upon  the  top  of  the  • 
pock,  and  the  cruft  which  covers  the  pocks 
on  the  fifth  day;  at  which  time  thofe  of 
the  fmall-pox  are  not  at  the  heighth  of  their 
fuppuration.  Thofe  who  have  once  had  the 
chicken-pox  are  not  capable  of  having  it 
again.  It  Ls  proper  to  remark  here,  that 
they  fometimes  are  fo  large,  and  come  to 
fuch  maturity,  as  to  be  miftaken  for  the 
fmall-pox.  Thefe  inftances  have  given  rife 
to  the  fuppofition  of  fome  perfons  having 
had  Ihe  true  fmall-pox  a fecond  time ; and 
where  inoculators  have  been  fo  unwary  as 
to  take  infedtion  from  them,  have,  befides 
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injuring  the  reputation  of  the  practice,  oc- 
cafioned  fome  falling  facrifices  to  a fatal  fe- 
curity.  The  predominant  epidemic,  and  the 
way  in  which  the  infection  had  been  received, 
ihould  ever  be  enquired  into  before  infec- 
tious matter  is  taken  from  a natural  fmall- 
pock,  attended  with  a very  few  eruptions. 

There  is  a cutaneous  difeafe  believed  to  be 
a more  malignant  kind  of  chicken-pox,  and 
thus  defcribed  : the  diforder  is  . preceded  for 
three  or  four  days  by  all  the  fymptoms  which 
•forerun  the  chicken-pox,  but  in  a much 
higher  degree;  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day  the 
eruption  appears  with  very  little  abatement  of 
the  fever ; the  pains  likewife  of  the  limbs  and 
back  ftill  continue,  to  which  are  joined  pains 
of  the  gums.  The  pocks  are  redder  than  the 
chicken-pocks,  and  fpread  wider  and  hardly 
rife  fohigh ; at  lead  not  in  proportion  to  their 
fize.  Injiead  of  one  little  head  or  veficle  of  a 
fcf'ous  mattei'^  thefe  have  from  four  to  ten  or 
twelve.  They  go  off  juft  like  the  chicken- 
pox,  and  are  diftinguifliable  by  the  fame 
marks ; befidcs  which,  the  continuance  of 
the  pains  and  fever  after  the  eruption,  and 
the  degree  of  both  thefe,  though  there  be 
not  above  twenty  pocks,  are  what  never 
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iiappen  hi  the  fmall-pox.  The  mode  of 
cure  is  fimilar  to  Vvhat  has  been  delivered 
above. 


CHAP.  III. 

OF  THE  MEASLES. 

The  Meafles  are  known  by  the  appear- 
ance of  fmall  eruptions,  refembling  flea- 
bit^,  over  the  face  and  body  ; but  particu- 
larly about  the  neck  and  breaft,  not  tending 
to  fuppucation.  Many  of  thefe  fpots  fooii 
join,  and  form  red  ftreaks,  or  fuffufions, 
larger  or  fmaller,  which  inflame  the  Ikin, 
and  produce  a very  perceptible  f welling  of 
the  face ; each  fmall  fpot  is  raifed  a little 
above  the  furface,  efpecially  in  the  face, 
where  they  are  manifefl  to  tlie  touch ; in 
the  limbs  and  trunk  they  form  only  a rough- 
nefs. 

The  figns  are  a general  uneaflnefs,  chii- 
linefs,  and  fhivering,  pain  in  the  head,  in 
grown  perfons ; but,  in  children,  a heavl- 
nef?,  and  forenefs  in  the  throat,  fever,  flck- 
nefs,  and  vomiting,  as  happen  'in  molt  fe- 
yeis;  but  the  chitf  characta'iftic  fi/rnptoiiis 
3 are, 
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are,  a hcapinefs  about  the  eyes^  xvith  fwellingy 
inflammation^  and  a dejiuxion  of  Jharp  tearsy 
^and  great  acutenefs  of  fenfation^  fo  that  they 
cannot  bear  the  light  without  pain,  together 
^ xvith  a dif charge  of  ferous  Jiuniour  from  the 
noftrihy  xvhich  produces  fneezing.  The  heat, 
and  other  febrile  fymptoms,  encreafe  very 
rapidly ; to  which  fucceeds  a frequent  and 
dry  coughy  a Jiuffingy  great  opprefsiony  and 
oftentimes  retching  to  vomity  xvith  violent 
pains  in  the  loinsy  and  fometimes  a loofenefs, 
at  other  times  there  is  great  fweating,  the 
tongue  foul,  and  white ; the  thiril;  very 
great,  and  in  general  the  fever  runs  much 
higher  than  in  the  milder  fort  of  the  regular 
fmall-pox.  The  eruptions  appear  about  the 
fourth  or  fifth  day,  and  fometimes  about  the 
end  of  the  third.  On  the  third,  or  fourth 
day,  from  their  firfi;  appearance,  the  rednefs 
diminifhes,  the  fpots,  or  very  fmall  puftules, 
dry  up,  the  cuticle  peels  olf,  and  is  replaced 
by  a new  one.  The  fymptoms  do  not  go  oft 
on  the  eruption,  as  in  the  fmall-pox,  except 
the  vomiting ; the  cough  and  head-ach  con- 
tinue, with  the  weaknefs  and  defluxion  on 
the  eyes,  and  a confiderable  degree  of  fever. 

On  the  ninth,  or  eleventh  day,  no  trace  of 

redncfc 
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rednefs  is  to  be  found,  but  the  Ikin  affunafe 

4-' 

its  wonted  appearance  ; yet  xvithout  there 
have  been  fame  conjiderable  evacuations^  either 
by  the  fkin,  kidneys,  oi\by  voniiting,*  the 
patient  will  not  recover  llrength  but  the 
cough  will  continue,  the  fever  return  with 
new  violence,  and  bring  on  great  diftrefs  and 
danger.  A fimilar  method  nearly  as  in  the 
fmall-pox  is  here  reqiiifite;  only  in  this  cafe 
the  patient  fhoiild  be  in  a moderately  warm 
air,  keep  in  bed,  ufe  great  quantities  of  weak 
tepid  drink,  dilution  being  very  requifite,  as 
the  difeafe  is  attended  with  inflammation^ 
efpecially  of  the  lungs. 

Bleeding  is  abfolutely  neceflary,  if  the  fe- 
ver be  high,  the  pulfe  hard,  the  load  and 
opprefsion  heavy,  and  all  the  fymptoms 
violent,  and,  if  pofsible,  before  the  appear- 
ance of  the  eruption:  however,  if  it  has  not 
been  done  before,  it  muft  neverthelefs  bv  no 
means  be  neglected,  or  mufl  be  largely  re- 
peated, according  to  the  urgency  of  the 
cafe ; for  as  the  lungs  are  chiefly  concerned 
in  this  diftemper,  great  regard  mufl  be  had 
to  (hem  ; and  if  the  head  and  chelt  are 
ihuch  affedted,  blood  ought  to  be  drawn  from 
the  feet  in  preference  to  the  arm. 
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Vomits  are  to  be  ufed  with  great  caiitioh 
here,  as  the  blood  is  much  agitated,  and  the 
pulmonary  veffels  much  weakened  by  cough- 
ing. Though  fmall  dofes  of  antimonials 
fhould  be  given  every  fix  or  eight  hours,  and 
thin  acidulated  liquids  be  drank  freely,  and  if 
cohive,  a glitter  given  every  day ; and,  indeed  j 
the  mealies,  in  their  dangerous  hate,  ought 
in  general,  to  be  confidered  merely  as  a pe- 
lipneumony. 

The  pediluvium  is  fometimes  of  ufe  to 
relieve  the  head  and  chett ; and  tleams  of 
hot  water  received  into  the  lungs,  are  often 
of  fervice  in  relieving  the  cough  and  fore*- 
nefs  of  the  throat.

At  the  turn  of  this  difeafe,  when  peripneu- 
monic  fyinptoms  come  on,  gentle  purging  is 
neceffary : if  the  cough  be  conliderable,  and 
the  fever  attended  with  a difficulty  of  breath- 
^ng,  bleeding  Ihould  be  again  repeated,  ef- 
pecially  if  the  fymptoms  be  urgent. 

The  belly  fliould  be  kept  foluble,  and  a 
blilter  applied  between  the  ffiouklers,  and 

made 
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madn  pei"petual,  if  the  cough  continues  ob- 
Hinate.  IfTucs  between  the  hioulders,  or  a 
feton,  are  alfo  of  infinite  fervice ; and  tlae 
antimonial  powder  fliould  be  often  repeated, 
as  prefcribed  in  the  hooping-cough.  Re- 
peated fmali  bleedings  are  here  alfo  necef- 
fary. 

An  anodyne  draught  fliould  be  given  every 
night,  of  fyr.  papaveris  albi  pro  ratione  asta- 
tis. — If  all  thefe  methods  prove  ineffectual, 
order  the  following  decoction :

Should  livid  eruptions  appear,  efpecially 
in  adults,  and  after  the  pernicious  ufe  of  a 
hot  regimen,  bleed,  and  give  the  bark  with 
the  dilute  "vitriolic  acid. — Whei'e  the  blood  is 
in  a iveak  dijfolved  ftate^  abftain  from  bleeding', 
and  give  afl'es  milk,  provided  the  hedtic  heat 
be  not  too  great;  alfo  prefcribe  the  bark, 
country  air,  butter-milk,  goats  whey,  and 
order  fmall  dofes  of  the  tiiictur.  opii  every 
night  going  to  reft. 

A loofenefs  fucceeding  the  meaflcs  will 

often 
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T)ften  give  way  to  bleeding.  It  is  by  fome 
ingenious  pbylicians  reckoned  a great  error 
to  purge  immediately  after  the  mealies,  as 
this  difeafe  is  fuppofed  by  them  to  be  oc- 
* cahoned  by  a light  adlive  poifon  thrown  on 
the  ikin;  and  which,  after  the  difappear-* 
ance,  ought  rather  to  be  carried  oft'  by  a 
natural  perfpiration,  or  gentle  diaphorefis* . 
Cooling  lenitive  medicines  are  always  necef- 
fary  after  tliis  malady,  to  carry  off  the  re- 
maining inflammatory  flate  of  the  humours;' 
and  perhaps  no  difeafe  requires  a longer 
Continuance  of  laxative  or  gently  purging 
medicines.  Others  depend  < much  on  an 
early  ufe  of  blifters,  and  generally  obferve 
that,  by  the  following  treatment,  the  ufual 
bad  confequences  are  entirely  prevented  : 
apply  a bliller,  and  continue  its  difcharge 
from  the  firfl  appearance  of  the  difeafe ; 
keep  the  bowels  lax,  alfo  from  the  begin- 
ning and  throughout ; and  for  common 
drink  give  a fmall  proportion  of  brandy  with 
water.  The  blifter  is  faid  to  prevent  the  eyes 
from  being  affedted,  to  moderate  the  cough, 
and  prevents  the  difeafe  from  fettling  on  the 
lungs. 

Indeed  througliout  the  whole  courfc  of 
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the  dlfeafe,  the  lungs  are  chiefly  to  be  at- 
tended to  -for  it  is  from  the  effedt  on  them 
that  the  great  danger  of  the  malady  depends ; 
and  relieving  them,  and  curing  their  alfcc- 
tions,  affords  the  compleat  cure  of  the  difeafe 
itfelf. 


C H A P IV. 

OF  THE  SCARLET  FEVER, 

This  fever  takes  its  name  from  the  fear- 
let  efflorefcence  which  appears  on  the  fkin 
of  the  whole  body,  not  riflng  above  the  fur- 
face,  attended  with  heat,  drynefs,  and  itch- 
ing. It  Gommences  with  a chillinefs  and 
ffiivering  like  other  fevers,  but  without  great 
-licknefs ; and  thefe  are  fucceeded  by  heat, 
third:  and  head-ach ; fometimes  in  a very 
. iT]t.oflerate  degree,  at  others  more  violent, — 
The  Jkin  is  covered  with  red  J pots,  more  mane- 
' rolls,  much  broader,  of  a fuller  red,  but  Icfs 
uniform  than  thofe  of  the  meajles.  The  erup- 
tion appears  more  like  a red  coloured  effu- 
fion,  than  diftindl  fpots,  and  by  this  may 
the  fcarlet  fever  be  diffinguiflied  from  the 

meafles. 
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meafles. — After  two,  three,  or  four  days, 
the  efflorefcence  difappears,  the  cuticle  peels 
off,  and  there  remains  a kind  of  branny 
fcales,  difperfed  over  the  body^  which  fome- 
times  re-appears  two  or  three  times. 

It  generally  appears  towards  the  end  of 
fummer,  and  particularly  attacks  children. 

Where  the  difeafe^  appears  in  this  fimple 
date,  there  is  little  required  from  art,  but 
the  kindly  warnlth  of  the  bed,  confining  the 
patient  to  diluent  drinks,  abffaining  from  all 
llefh,  and  giving  a gentle  cathartic  or  two  at 
the  clofe  of  the  diftemper,  when  the  flvin  is 
entirely  peeled  off  and  the  fymptoms  va- 
n idled. 

But  Sydenham  obferves,  “ that  at  the 
“ beginning  of  the  eruption  epileptic  convuL- 
fioiu^  oxcoma^  fonietimes  happen  to  young 
“ perfons  and  children ; then  it  is  highly 
proper  to  apply  a large  and  Jlrong  blifter  to  ' 
“ the  neck^  and  immediately  exhibit  a paregoric 
‘‘  '^ahite  poppies,  which  is  to  be 

repeated  every  evening  during  the  illnefs, 

“ and  milk  boiled  with  three  times  the  quan- 
“ tity  of  water  muff  be  given  for  ordinary 
“ drink,  and,abffinence  from  animal  food 
“ enjoined.”  Sometimes  alfo  the  red  crup-

tion  is  intermixed  with  itching  blotches  like 
the  flinging  of  nettles.  The  fever  hcix:  is  not 
tifually  more  fevere  nor  cllhrelsing  than 
where  thefe  do  not  make  their  appearance, 
and  requires  no  Interpofition,  except  the  fe- 
ver runs  high;  then  bleeding  and  the  anti- 
phlogiftic  method  may  be  had  recourfe  to." 

But  the  fcarlet  fever  fometimes  puts  on  a 
very  malignant  appearance.  It  then  attacks 
with  a chillinefs,  languor,  heknefs,  and  op- 
prefsipn  ; thefe  are  fucceeded  by  great  lieat, 
naufea,  and  vomiting,  with  a forenefs  in  the 
throat,  a fmall  quick  pulfe,  and  a frequent 
and  laborious  breathing.  The  tonfils  appear 
inflamed  and  ulcerated,  thougli  not  much 
fwelled ; and  on  the  third  day  the  efllorcf- 

cence  appears,  but  without  any  relief.  When 

« 

it  proves  fatal,  it  generally  terminates,  by  a 
fuflbeation,  before  the  flxth  day. 

This  dangerous  kind  of  the  fcarlet  feve? 
requires  great  caution  and  judgment  in  the 
method  of  cure.  Bleeding,  can  hardly  be  or- 
dered with  fafety^  but  if  inflammatoi'y  fymp- 
toms  fliould  prevail  fo  as  to  indicate  that  eva- 
cuation, it  muff  be  made  by  fcarifying,  and 
afterwards  applying  cupping-glaflcs  betwixt 
the  Ihouldcrs,  and  repeating  the  operation  as 

occafioii 
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occafion  requires.  .The  fame  precaution  is 
alfo  necefl'ary  in  promoting  ftools  ; for  anti- 
monials,  which  arc  frequently  fo  fuccefsful 
in  other  fevers, , in  this  frequently  bring  on  « 
violent  and  dangerous  purging:  however^ 
the  body  if  coftivc  mufi:  be  kept  open  by~ 
gentle  and  emollient  clyfters.  A blifter 
ihould  be  applied  between  the  Ihoulders,  and 
another  round  the  throat,  if  neceflity  requires 
it.  If  a putrefeent  diathefis  be  highly  prC' 
dominant,  tlie  chief  dependence  mufi:  be  on 
the  cortex,  joined  with  fnake  root  and  cor- 
dials, If  the  bark  iliould  run  off  by  flool, 
three,  four,  or  five  drops  of  tind.  opii  may 
be  added  to  each  dofe.  See  Angina  Ma- 
ligna. 
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OF  THE  ERYSIPELATOSE  FEVER.  ' 

1 I IE  eryfipelatofe  fever  is  a fuperficial  in- 
dammation,  caufed  by  a fharp,  liot,  acrid 
iiumour  iiv  the  blood ; and  begins  with  a 
fliiveringandlofsof  ftrength,  and  may  arife 
from  a too  fudden  cooling  after  great  heat, 

'13  In 
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In  general  it  is  termed  evyfiptlas^  or  St.  An- 
thony’s hre ; and  is  called  by  fome  a blight. 
This  fever  is  generally  preceded  by  cold 
and  Ihivering,  and  fucceeded  by  heat,  third, 
•:Teftleirnefs,  and  other  febrile  fymptoms. 
The  face  if  that  Ihoiild  be  the  feat  of  the  com- 
plaint, fwells  fuddenly  with  great  pain,  and 
'a  gloffy,  Ihining  redpefs,  inclining  to  yellow; 
abundance  of  fcurf  or  fmall  pimples  appear, 
5 which  often  rife  into  little  bliders,  and  fpread 
conhderably  over  the  whole  head,  the  eye- 
lids in  the:  mean  time  being  clofed  up  by  thp 
fwelling,  which  is  puffy;  a difficulty  of 
''  l^reafhing  . fometimes  attends.  The  pain, 

' fwelling,  and  other  fymptonis,  conduce  to 
tlie  increafe  of  ‘the  fever,  till  both  are  taken 
off  by  judicious  management.  The  hot  ftage 
is  frequently  attended  with  a confufion  of 
the  head,  and  fpmc  degree  of  delirium  ; al- 
mod  always  with  drowfmefs,  and  perhaps  a 
coma.  The  furface  of  the  fkin  in  the  blider- 
cd  places  fometimes  become  livid  and  black- 
ifh.  The  inflammation  ufually  continues  for 
eight  or  ten  days,  with  the  fever  and  other 
fymplpms.  In  the  progrefs  of  the  complaint, 
the  delirium  and  coma  attending  fomctimCs 
go  on  incrcafing,  and  the  patient  dies  apo- 

plcbtic, 
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plcd:ic,  on  the  fcventh,  ninth,  or  eleventh 
day  of  the  dife^afe ; but  if  not,  the  inflamma- 
tion, after  having  affedted  a part,  commonly 
the  whole  of  the  face,  and  perhaps  the  other 
internal  parts  of  the  head,  ceafes,  as  does  alfo' 
the  fever ; and  without  any  evident  crifls  the 
patient  recovers. 

Great  care  and  attention  is  required  in  the 
cure  of  this  complaint ; not  to  fink  the  fever 
too  low  by  immoderate  evacuations,  nor  pre- 
vent the  difeharge  of  the  morbific  matter  by 
the  imprudent  application  of  cold  or  aftrin- 
gent  fubfiances,  as  there  is  evidently  an  acri-^ 
monious  humour  thrown  ofl:'  from  the  blood, 
and  depofited  in  the  inflamed  veffels  of  the 
tkin,  from  whence  it  ought  to  exude. 

Though  if  attended  with  much  fever, 
which  it  frequently  is,  bleeding  is  requifite  ; 
but  in  the  common  milder  fort,  gentle  leni^ 
cut  purging  will  be  fufficient,  but  mufl;  be 
repeated.  There  is  not,  perhaps,  an  acute 
diftemper,  which  allows  of  thefe  purges  more 
freely  than  this,  more  particularly  where 
the  fwelling  has  feized  tlie  head  and  fa^e

But  if,  on  the  contrary,  notwithftanding 
the  fubtidence  of  the  tumefadlion,  Ihould  the 
pulfe  and  feyer  continue  high,  we  muft  have 
recourfe  to  bleeding,  according* to  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  cafe  ; and  a purge  be  given, 
partieularly  if  it  affedls  the  brain  ; blillering 
the  lower  extremities,  and  applying  fina-. 
pifms  to  the  feet,  ihould  not  be  omitted. 

Once  a day,  or  every  fecond  day,  a (tool 
or  two  muit  be  procured. 


Beware. 
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BeAvare  of  topical  applications.  Camphor, 
perhaps,  would  be  no  contemptible  ^ledi- 
cine,  here,  prefcribed  to  be  ufed  both  inter- 
nally as  well  as  externally. 

Flannels  wrung  out  of  a flrong  decodlion 
of  elder-flowers,  with  the  addition  of  a little 
of  the  liniment,  faponac.  and  applied  warm, 
have  been  recommended  ftrongly,  but  at  pre- 
■fent  it  is  generally  allowed  that  it  may  be  the- 
fafefl;  and  'the  bell;  to  apply  a piece  of  fmooth 
linen  rag  only  over  the  part,  impregnated 
with  flour,  or  powdered  flafch,  particularly 
wlien  a thin  watery  humour  weeps  from  the 
little  vefleations  attending  eryflpelatofe  in- 
flammation ; and  all  greafy  and  reflnous  ap* 
plications  arc  to  be  carefully  avoided. 


CHAP.  VI, 

OF  THE  MILIARY  FEVER. 

The  miliary  fever  takes  its  name  from  the 
puflulesor  bladders,  refembling  inlhape  and 
lizc  the  feeds  of  millet.  There  arc  two  kinds 
of  miliary  eruption,  the  white  and  the  red, 
termed  by  medical  writers,  purpura  alba, 

purpura 
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purpura  rubra  : but  the  two  are  often  inter- 
inixecl  ; though  in  both  the  contained  fluid 
has  a fourifh  fmell,  and  is  faid  to  have  a very 
acrid  tafle.  This  fever  like  other  eruptive 
fevers,  may  be  of  different  kinds,  either  of 
the  /imply  continued,  the  inflammatory^  pu- 
trid,  or  nervoiis.  When  accompanied  by  the  flrfl^ 
it  is  generally  of  the  mildeff  fort,  for  in  this, 
before  the  eruption,  the  fymptoms  are  mode- 
rate, no  great  pain,  thirft  or  ficknefs ; the 
pulfe  rather  deprelTed  and  hard  ; tilhthe  third 
'or  fourth  day  thefe  increafe,  when  the  erup- 
tion makes  its  appear'anee,  chiefly  on  the 
neck,  back,  and  breaft,  preceded  by  a copi- 
ous fweat,  of  a fourifh  fmell,  a tingling  fen- 
fation  in  the  flvin,  particularly  in  the  fingers^ 
and  an  itching  in  thofe  places  where  the 
miliary  eruption  is  moff  plentiful.  The  erup- 
tion, replete  with  ferum,  having  an  inflam- 
matory appearance,  round  the  bottom  of  the 
fmall  veficles,  is  generally  completed  in 
thirty  hours.  The  ^ patient,  all  the  febrile 
fymptoms  now  fubfiding,  fweats  plentifully, 
makes  higher  coloured  urine,  the  pulfe  be- 
coming at  the  fame  time  gradually  full, 
, foft,  and  equal ; and  at  the  end  of  feven 

days 
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days  the  eruption  dies,  and  falls  off  in 
fcales. 

Biit'xvheii  the  fever  is  of  the  inflammatoj'y 
type,  the  inflammatory  fymptoms,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  eruption,  go  on  increaling,  the 
pulfe  continues  quick  and  hard  ; the  urine 
pale  and  watery  ; the  tongue  dry  and  white  ; 
the  face  puffed  up,  and  the  head  torniented 
with  fevere  internal  pain,  inceffant  tofsing, 
and  inability  to  fleep. 

When  of  the  flow  nervous,  the  pulfe  is  weak, 

. quick,  and  unequal  ; uriiie  fometimes  tur- 
bid, fometimes  clear ; the  voice  trembling, 
the  tendons  ftart,  the  head  is  confuted,  the 
fweats  are  clammy,  with  a difagreeable  fmell, 
the  eruption  never  coming  out,  but  appear- 
ing to  lurk  in  the  fkin,-  without  any  lign  of 
inflammation,  or  remarkable  degree  of  heat. 
This  fever  continues  at  lead  three  weeks,  and 
is  very  apt  to  return.

When  of  the  putrid,  it  is  often  attended 
ivith  pctechise,  and  always  with  fuch  fymp- 
toms, as  have  been  deferibed  in  cafes  of  pu- 
trid fever.  (Page.  31,  &c.) 

The  miliary  fever  frequently  attacks  deli- 
cate women  after  lying  in.  Some  tliink 
that  the  miliary  eruptions  arc  merely  acci- 

dentah 
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dental,  not  produced  by  any  fpeclfic  acri- 
mony, wliilit  others  maintain  the  contrary 
opinion,  and  confider  it  a diftinct  fpecics, 
and  not  to  be  confounded  with  the  petecliial 
or  fpotted  fevers,  which  are  only  varieties  of 
the  putrid,  Howeyer,  with  r efpedt  to  the 
cure,  we  miift  advert  to  the  nature  of  the 
fymptoms. 

If  th&  febrile  fymptoms  run  high,  bleeding 
in  the  beginning  before  the  eruption,  will 
fometimes  be  neceflary,  which  mufl  be  pro- 
portioned to  the  different  eireumflances  of 
the  patient’s  cafe ; and  then,

If,  on  the  contrary^  the  fever  JJiould  appear 
of  the  low  nervous  kind,  cordial  medicines 
are  indicated,,  fuch  as  mixtures  with  confec- 
tio  aromatica,  ammonia  pp.  camphora,  &:c, 
but  they  muff  be  given  with  great  caution 
and  moderation,  and  wine- whey  may  be  al- 
lowed for  drink : the  patient  muff  not  be  kept 
too  warm. 

When  a violent  pain  in  the  head,  coma,  or 

dcliriHin^ 
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delirium,  attends,  a blifter  lliould  be  imme- 
diately applied  betwixt  the  Ihoulders,  it  may 
be  repeated  as  in  the  cure  of  nervous  fevers, 
for  it  is  allowed  that  in  no  febrile  affection 
do  bliflers  anfwer  every  good  purpofe  more 
perfectly  than  in  this  fpecies  of  the  miliary  ; 
but  in  that  accompanied  with  putridity, 
they  cannot  be  expedled  to  be  of  any  material' 
fcrvice,  for  when  this  happens,  the  cortex 
and  wine  are  the  chief  remedies. 

There  is  one  fymptom  which  often  accom- 
panies this  fever, "and  requires  gTeat  fagacity 
in  properly  condudling  the  patient  under  it ; 
that  is  a purging ; for  though  its  continuance 
to  excefs  may  contribute  greatly  to  imbecili- 
tate  the  conftitution,  hill  if  it  is  improperly 
checked  by  aftringents,  all  the  febrile  fymp-  ‘ 
toms  will  certainly  be  aggravated.  In  this 
fituation  we  are  to  fupport  the  ftrength  by 
vinous  cordials,  and  divert  the  fluids  to  the 
furfacc  by  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacuanha,  united 
with  fome  abforbent. 
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c n A p.  vir. 

OF  THE  APHTHOSE  FEVER,  OR  THRUSH. 

T HIS  difeafe  makes  its  appearance  by 
little  ulcerations  in  the  mouth  and  fauces, 
of  a white  colour,  alfecting  much  the  ton- 
fils  and  uvula ; and  fometimes  they  have  a 
yellow  appearance.  They  are  very  frequent- 
ly met  with  in  young  children,  and  are  per- 
haps generally  owing,  in  thofe  tender  fub- 
jedls,  to  acidities/  in  the  primas  viie.  In  a-' 
dults  this  complaint  is  frequently  accom- 
panied with  miliary  eruptions ; and  may 
properly  be  faid  to  be  an  cifedt  of  this  fever  ; 
but  the  true  aphthous  fever  ^ may  be  thus 
deferibed.  There  is  a phlydfasnous  eruption 
feizing  the  internal  fuperficies  of  the  mouth, 
but  the  fpots  are  fmall  and  roundifh,  very 
painful  in  the  palate*,  in  the  tongue  of  the 
fame  colour,  the  apex  perforated,  wdiich  lit- 
tle ulcers,  the  cuticle  being  abraded,  creep^ 
and  are  very  painful ; thence  in  fwallowing, 
fucking,  and  imth  adults  in  chewing,  give 
great  uncafincfs.  There  is  very  often  no  fe- 
ver, or  a very  fmall  degree,  unlefs  the  ap- 
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thas  lliould  be  complicated  with  the  fmaii- 
pox,  See,  The  colour  of  thefe  is  various  ; 
conunonly  they  are  white  in  the  middle^  ixd  in 
the  circumference  ; in  the  tongue  of  the  fame  co- 
lour. But  in  the  malignant  apthae,  the  pa^^ 
pula:  are  hrotcni,  yellow.,  black,  livid. 

In  this  difordcr,  for  infants,  nothing  avails 
more  than  a little  magnefia  and  rhubarb, 
with  thin  chickeii- water.  And  the  ulcers 

may  be  touched  with  infuf.  rofas  to  prevent 
their  fpreading.

SECT  VI. 

HECTIC  FEVER* 

C FI  A P.  I* 

This  is  a kind  of  continued  fever,  which 
gradually,  after  the  manner  of  chronic  dif- 
eafes,  and  without  any  remarkable  proftra- 
tion  of  ftrength,  and  with  a flight  encreafe 
of  fre'quency  in  the  pulfe,  is  apt  to  run  on 
for  many  weeks,  nay  months,  with  the  pulfe 
becoming  quicker  after  eating.  This  fever 
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has  been  called  irregular  intermilt ent^ 
tomatic,  and  the  fever  of fiippurations  ; though 
it  does  put  on  fomething  like  the  appear- 
ance of  an  intermittent,  and  by  common 
obfervers  may  now  and  then  be  miltaken 
for  it,  yet  it  is  clearly  dilYerent;  for  even  in 
the  deareft  remifsion^  and  during  the  ftate  of 
the  greateft  quietude  between  the  fits,  there  is 
uiually  a feveridi  qiucknefs  perceptible  in 
the  pulfe,  which  feldom  fails  to  exceed  the 
iitmofl  limit  of  a healthy  one,  by  at  lead  ten 
ftrokes  in  a minute,  hence  the  difiinction  is 
dif cover  able,'  The  chillnefs  of  this  fever  is 
fometimes  fucceeded  by  heat,  and  fome* 
times  immediately  by  a fweat,  without  any 
intermediate  ftate  of  heat,  and  the  heat  will 
fometimes  come  on  without  any  remarkable 
chillnefs  previous  to  it ; and  the  chillnefs  has 
been  obferved  to  go  off  without  being  fol- 
lowed by  heat  or  fweat.  The  duration  of 
thefe  ftages  is  feldom  the  fame  for  three  fits 
to-gcther.— The  hectic  patient  is  little  or  not  . 
at  all  relieved  by  the  coming  on  of  the  fweat,. 
but  is  often  as  anxious  and  relllefs  in  the  fweat 
as  in  the  chillnefs  and  heat.  When  the  fweat 
is  over  the  fever  will  fometimes  continue,  and  in 
t!ie  middle  of  the  fever  the  chillnefs  icill  return^ 
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njhich  is  a moft  certain  mark  of  this  fever. 
This  liedlic  will  return  with  great  exa6lnefs, 
like  a quotidian,  tertian,  or  quartan,  for  two, 
perhaps  three  fits  together,  feldom  or  never 
for  four;  and  the  fit  will  now  and  then  keep 
off  for  ten  or  twelve  daysj  and  at  other 
times,  efpecially  when  the  patient  iswery  ilk 
it  will  return  fo  frequently  oil  the  fame  day, 
tliat  the  chillnefs  of  a new  fit  will  follow  im- 
mediately the  fweat  of  the  formen  Pains 
like  the  rheumatifm  will  often  afilidl  hectic 
patients,  even  fo  llrong  as  to  require  opium. 
Swellings  of  the  neck,  trunk,  and  limbs, 
will  rife  up  almofi;  inflantaneoufly,  but  they 
are  not  painful,  hard,  or  difcoloured,  and 
they  continue  for  feveral  hours. 

Sometimes  it  xvill  attack  thofe  in  apparent 
tolerable  health,  in  a violent  and  fudden  man* 
ner,  like  a common  inflammatory  fever ^ bring- 
ing the  patient  into  imminent  danger,  then 
abate,  and  little  fever  remain ; hut  that  has 
never  ceafed  but  tvith  life.  This  though  is 
rare.  It  commonly  creeps  on  fo  flowly, 
that  for  fome  months  people  fcarce  think 
thcmfclvcs  ill,  complaining  only  of  being 
fooncr  than  ufual  tired,  of  want  of  appetite, 
and  of  falling  away,  but  if  the  pulfe  beat 
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ninety,  perhaps  an  hundred  and  twenty  times 
in  a minute,  there  is  the  greateft  reafon  to  be 
apprchenfive  of  the  event. 

Though  there  perhaps  is  no  diforder,  where 
the  pulfe  is  of  more  ufe  to  diredt  our  judge- 
ment, without  great  caution,  once  in  twenty 
times  we  may  be  deceived,  if  we  truft  entire- 
ly to  it;  for  in  that  proportion,  apatientwith 
all  the  worft  figns  of  decay,  from  fome  incu- 
rable caufe,  which  irrefiftibly  goes  on  to  de- 
ftroy  his  life,  will  not  fhew  the  leaft  degree 
of  quicknefs,  nor  any  other  irregularity  of 
the  pulfe,  to  the'day  of  his  death.  The  cure 
of  fevers  of  this  clafs  depend  on  artificial  ma- 
nagement, as  fcarce  any  is  to  be  expected  from 
nature,  and  as  they  are  of  fuch  long  continu- 
ance, the  dietetic  regimen  is  thought  pre- 
ferable to  the  pharmaceutic.  Hence  courfes 
of  goat’s  whey,  affes’  milk  and  freih  butter- 
milk, with  the  Seltzer  and  Briltol  waters, 
are  recommended,  and  oftentimes  the  bark 
is  given  with  advantage,  as  it  is  found  to  mo- 
derate the  fweats  and  prevent  the  violent 
paroxyfms  of  the  fever ; but  country  air, 
cheerful  company,  and  riding,  or  failing, 
contribute  moft  fpeedily  to  a recovery. 
Indeed  there  is  little  doubt,  but  if,  before 

the 
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the  difeafe  is  gone  too  far,  patients  would 
take  a fea  voyage,  many  who  are  threat- 
ened with,  or  labour  under  a he6tic  fever, 
would  have  their  lives  prolonged. 

This  affords  a general  furvey  of  the  hectic 
fever,  and  the  mode  of  management ; but 
in  fome  cafes,  other  means  will  be  found 
neceffary,  which  we  fhall  confider  in  the 
two  following  chapters,  under  the  titles  of 
phthifis  pulmonalis,  and  tabes. 


CHAP.  II. 

OF  THE.  PHTHISIS  PULMONALIS,  OR  PUL- 
MONARY CONSUMPTION. 

A Pulmonary  confumption  is  attended 
with  a cough,  dyfpnoea,  a hectic  fever,  a 
total  wafting  of  all  parts  of  the  body,  and 
very  often  a fpitting  up  of  pus,  proceeding 
from  an  ulcer,  or  tubercles  in  the  lungs. 
An  effort  of  nature-  to  clear  the  lungs  from 
any  purulent  matter  irritating  them,  ap- 
pears to  be  the  caufe  of  all  the  fymptoms. 

The  caufes  inducing  this^  are  intemper- 
ance,— a very  tender  and  delicate  habit  of 
body, — hsemorrhages,— pleurify, — long  con- 
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tinned  coughs, — bad  digeftion, — fevere  flu-i 
dy, — gnef, — fchrophiila, — fometimes  from  a 
particular  formation  and  flraitnefs  of  the 
thora^,  or  an  hereditary  taint  in  the  habit. 

The  occafional  caiife  is  almofl:  always  a eold 
caught  from  expofure  to  cold,  damp,  or 
night  air,  or  from  wet  clothes. 

It  is  difcovered  by  the  fucceeding  fymp- 
toms.  In  the  beginning  there  is  a dry  obfti- 
iiate  cough,  with  a tone  of  voice  more  acute 
or  thrill  than  ufual ; a weight  and  oppref- 
fion  of  the  breaft,  with  difficult  refpiration 
in  walking,  flying  pains  and  ftitches,  with 
uneaflnefs  about  the  diaphragm,  a fever 
which  is  conflant,  encreafing  after  eating, 
with  a circumfcribed  rofy  redncfs  of  the 
ckeeks,  while  the  reft  of  the  face  looks  pale, 
and  as  it  were  dirty;  and  grows  thin.  The 
fever  is  attended  alfo  with  a fmall,  frequent 
pulfe,  in  the  evening  and  night  encreafing ; 
whence  watching,  much  heat,  and  early,  in 
the  morning  a fweat.  But  the  fever  fome- 
times makes  the  attack  like  a peripneu- 
mony,  with  greater  difficulty  of  breathing, 
fometimes  with  fpit  rather  bloody,  and  af- 
terwards with  a more  copious  expectoration, 
which  is  purulent;  hence  thirfl,  high-co- 
loured 
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loured  urine,  and  emaciation  encreafes.— 
Tlic  fpits  in  the  beginning  are  few,  difficult 
to  be  expectorated,  vifcid ; then  the  fever 
remitting,  they  become  more  copious,  of  aii 
alh-colour,  rather  fweet,  or  fait  and  acrid  to 
the  tafte,  foetid,  yellow  when  dry,  and  very 
vifcid  ; when  thrown  into  water  they  fall  to 
the  bottom,  unlefs . fupported  by  froth. 
Sometimes  the  fpits  are  in  the  form  of  little, 
white,  round  lumps.  When  thefe  fymp-^ 
toms  are  violent,  an  hsemoptoe  foon  attends, 
in  which  the  blood  thrown  up  appears  thin, 
florid,  and  frothy  ; and  afterwards  it  becomes 
paler,  and  then  the  difcharge  is  gradually 
changed  into  pus.  At  length  a colliquative 
diarrhoea  comes  on,  fupprefsing  expedfora- 
tion  ; the  nails  grow  curved,  the  ends  of  the 
fingers  bulbous;  the  hair  falls  off,  the.body 
becomes  extremely  thin;  and  death,  fcarce 
ever  forefeen  by  the  patient,  clofes  the 
feene.  ' ' 

The  fymptoms  may  be  concifely  def- 
cribed — Emaciation,  and  debility,  attended 
with  cough,  hedtic  fever,  purulent  expect* 
toration,  coughing  up  of  blood,  and  diar-» 
rhoea. 

The  phthifis  may  be  confidcred  of  three 
^ K kinds ; 
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liinds ; I ft,  where  the  cough  is  not  attended 
with  any  expe6loration,  but  of  a white 
frothy  phlegm,  in  fmaft  'quantities,  until 
near  the  clofe;  2d,  where  there  is  a remark-, 
able  expe6toration  of  uncoloured  vifcid  mu- 
cus at  firft,  but  in  the  progrefs  changes  to  a 
yellowifh,  foetid,  grey,  or  greenifti  matter ; 
3d,  where  large  and  frequent  haemorrhages 
happen  from  the  pulmonary  veffels. 

In  our  mode  of  cure,  the  diet  fhould  con- 
fift  of  mild,  light,  nourilhing  food ; jellies, 
viper-broth  with  eringo  roots,  thin  choco-. 
late,  and  milk ; and  above  all,  a milk  diet 
fhould  be  diredled,  with  country  air,  gentle 
riding  on  horfeback,  failing  in  a ftiip, 
agreeable  company,  and  Briftpl  waters  drank 
on  the  fpot, 

Small  repeated  bleedings  will  be  proper 
in  the  beginning,  and  even  during  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe,  efpecially  in 
young  fubjedts,  If  the  veft'els  are  not  ten- 
der, and  no  preceding  hasmorrhage  con-r 
traindicates,  frequent  ipecacuanha  vomits, 
about  taken  thrice  a week,,  with  an  an- 
odyne at  night,  of  pih  e ftyrac,  gi>  v.  ad 
vlij.  with  as  much  pil.  ex  aloe  cum  myrrha, 
ft  ncccft'ary,  and  a conftant  ufe  of  butter- 

2 milk, 
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milk,  or  goat’s  whey,  in  the  country,  may, 
perhaps,  fucceed  better  in  this  difeafe  than  , 
any  other  method  : and  a decodtion  of 

the  bark  given  at  noon  and  evening,^ will 
greatly  tend  towards  removing  the  fever, 
and  ftrengthening  the  habit  of  body.  1 
have  feen  its  happy  effedts  in  a variety  of 
inflances ; and  even  when  the  lungs  were 
ulcerated,  the  fymptoms  have  been  rellrain^ 
ed,  and  life  rendered,  in  fome  meafure, 
comfortable  by  it. 

In  a /pitting  of  blood,  treat  it  as  diredled 
under  that  article.

Several  have  found  benefit  from  Seltzer  wa- 
ter, and  the  fulphiireous  fprings ; and  if  with 
Ihefe  courfes  they  ufe  riding,  and  live  tem- 
perately, probably  the  mifchief  in  the  bron- 
chial glands  may  be  prevented  ; but  as  people 
in  this  complaint  are  apt  to  apply  too  late, 
fljll  thefe  remedies  we  are  obliged  to  have 
recourfe  to  as  palliatives  to  prolong  life. 

If  the  heat  he  conjiderahle,  we  miifl  have 
recourfe  to  butter-milk,  or  goats  whey.

CHAP.  III. 

OF  THE  TABES. 

The  Tabes  is  a general  wafting  of  the 
whole  body,  attended  with  debility  and  an 
hectic  fever,  but  without  arty  cough,  or 
fpitting ; which  laji  fymptoms  dijiingiiijli  * it 
from  the  phthijis.  It  is  generally  occafioned  . 
by  a collection  of  matter  in'fome  part  of  the’' 
body,  but  more  particularly  attends  upon  the 
inflammation  of  a feirrhous  gland. 

When  it  arifes  from  an  infarction,  or  fup- 
.puration  of  the  liver,  it  may  be  difeovered  by 

a yellow, 


TABES. 
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a yellow,  bilious,  or  brownifli  fediment  in 
the  urine  ; a fallow,  or  fomclimcs  a ycllow- 
ilh  complexion  ; with  a fulncfs,  pain  or  fenfe 
of  weight  in  the  right  hypochondrium. — 
Sometimes  alfo,  and  very  frequently,  a cough 
accompanies  thefe  fymptoms  ; hue  if  the  hclly 
is  tenfe^  and  there  JJuould  be  a frequent  diar- 
hcea,  with  the  common  hectic  fymptoms^  we 
may  be  pretty  certain  that  it  is  the  mefentcry 
which  is  limilarly  afFedted. 

When  it  arifes  from  excefsive  indulgence  in 
libidinous  pleafures,  it  difeovers  itfcif  by  fre- 
quent nocturnal  emifsions,  and  a conflant  dif- 
charge  of  mucus  and  feminal  fluids  from  the 
vircthra,  pain  in  the  fmall  of  the  back,  with 
a fenfation  of  crawling  down  the  fpine, 
coflivenefs,  and  difficulty  in  making  water, 
joined  to  the  other  fymptoms  of  tabes.  In 
order  to  form  a cure,  total  abltinencc  froin 
thofe  lafcivious  exceffes  which  firll  induced 
the  complaint  is  abfoliitely  rcquifite  ; and  be- 
fore the  fever  comes  on,  a courfe  of  alfes  milk, 
chalybeate  waters,  and  the  cold  bath,  inay 
be  fuccelsful ; but  after  the  hedtic  heats, 
and  colliquative  fweats  have  made  their 
appearance,  little  is  to  be  expedled. 

In  the  cure  ot  this  malady,  a wholefome 

air. 
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air,  gentle  cxcercife,  and  a proper  courfe  of 
mild  diet,  are  particularly  nece/Tary.  The 
body,  if  coftivc,  mull  be  kept  gently  open  by 
eccoprotic  medicines;  but  in  cafe  of  a 
colliquative  diarrhoea,  it  mufi:  be  moderated 
by  opiates,  and  the  teftaceous  powders. 

When  a feirrhus  in  the  livei\  or  mefenteric 
glands  gives  rife  to  it,  the  cure  mufI;  be  at- 
tempted by  the  deobflrubent  gums,  with 
foap  and  mild  chalybeate  medicines,  afsifled 
by  goats  whey,  alTes  milk,  and  the  like. 
The  myrrh  draughts,  as  recited  when  fpeaking 
of  phthifis,  feems  here  to  be  an  ufeful  medi- 
cine. Small  dofes  of  calomel  and  cicuta 
fhould  be  tried,  and  mineral  waters  which 
abound  with  fofsile  alkali,  fuch  as  Seltzer, 

Tilbury,  Clifton,  &c.  If  the fehrhous gland, 

. « 

or  ahfeefs,  be  fituated  externally,  the  caufe  is 
to  be  removed  by  opening  the  fiftulous 
hnufes  which  confine  the  purulent  matter, 
or  by  extirpating  the  part  which  lupplies 
the  foines  of  the  difeafe.  The  bark,  in 
fomq  of  thefe  hedlics,  is  often  of  great 
fervice,  to  which  may  be  joined  other 
dietetic  remedies  proper  in  thefe  cafes,  in 
order  to  attempt  to  corredl  the  acrid  and 
putrefactive  nature  of  the  offending  matter,

CHAP.  IV.  . ^ 

OF  WORMS,  AND  THE  WORM  FEVER. 

Worms  , which  infcfl;  the  human  body^ 

are  of  four  kinds ; the  rounds  like  the  com- 

\ 

mon  earth-worms;  the  flat  and  Jhort  white. 
U'Orm.,  like  a gourd-feed ; the  taniay  or  long 
iapc-ivorm  ; and  the  qfcarides.,  or  fmall  ivkite 
xvorms^  with  Jharp  pointed  heads.  They  are 
moft  frequently  found  in  children,  more 
efpecially  when  they  are  fucking,  and  are 
at  the  fame  time  indulged  with  meat ; for  • . 

L their 


they  never  fail  to  increafe. 
following  pills  have  been  found  ex^ 
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their  tender  Itomachs  cannot  digeft  folids. 
Such  food,  therefore,  will  corrupt,  and  pro- 
duce worms. — They  are  known  to  cxift  by  a 
naufea,  with  an  inclination  to  vomit,  loofe- 
nefs,  '\^'hiti^h  and  turbid  urine,  fluihing  of 
one  cheek  in  a circumferibed  fpot,  hectic 
fever,  faintings,  i'fitermitting  w<^ak  irregular 
pulfe,  itching  of  the  nofe  and  of  the  anus, 
and  convulfions  : they  alfo  may  produee 
hunger,  lofs  of  appetite,  fometimes  one, 
fometimes  the  other,  voracity,  coflirenefs, 
palenefs,  foetid  breath,  grinding  of  the  teeth, 
and  even  death  ; add  to  thefe,  the  flomach 
and  abdomen  are  fometimes  much  inflated, 
Befides  thefe  general  fymptoms,  it  has  been 
obferved,  that  fucldm  gripbigs  about  ike  navel 
denote  the  prefenee  of  the  round  worms ; — 
a weight  in  the  hellp,  as  if  a ball  were  railing- 
about  in  it^  is  held  as  a fign  of- the  tsenia  ; — - 
and  an  itching  about  the  anus,  with  a tenefmns, 
are  figns  of  the  afearides. 

The  diet  fhould  be  light  and  eafy  of  di- 
geftion,  with  a moderate  allow  ance  of  red 
port  wine  diluted.  A pint  of  water  in  which 
f]:  argent,  viv.  has  been  boiled,  is  an  ufetul 
drink.  The  lumbrici,  or  thole  like  earth- 
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W^rtns ; the  flat  ihort  white  Worm,  and  tlie 
tieiiia,  may  be  diflodged  by  fome  of  the  fol- 
lowing remedies  : ^thiops  and  rhubarb  is 
chiefly  proper  for  children,  efpecially  after, 
purging,  if  they  can  bear  that  operation*

Againll  the  afcaricles  in  particular,  a de-?

of  decoctions  of  wormwood  and  rue,  in  oil, 
or  milk,  with  a fmall  quantity  of  aloes  dif-

CHAP  I. 

OF  THE  PHLEGMON,  OR  SUPERFICIAL, 
INFLAMMATION. 

As  all  inflammations  have  for  their  iniT.. 
mediate  caiife  an  excels  or  increafe  of  ofcil- 
latoiy  motion,  and  a diminution  of  the  rcn 
fifting  power  of,  the  coats  of  particular  fets 
of  the  fmailer  blood  veffcls,  which  occafiona 
a diftenfion  of  thefe .veffels,  a tranfudation  of 
the  red  part  of  the  blood  through  pores  in 
their  coats,  and  its  progrefs  into  the  minuter 
branches,  which  in  health  appear  to  carry 
only  the  ferous  fluids ; we  fay  that  the 
phlegmon  is  occafioned  by  an  extravafation, 
of  the  blood,  or  by  its  ftagnating  in  the 
capillary  veffcls  of  the  fkin  and  parts  adja- 
cent, which  being  prefled  on,  at  the  fame 
time,  by  the  blood  from  behind,  accumu' 
lates  there.

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The  figns  are  a circumfciibed  fwelliiig 
and  hardnefs,  heat,  tenfion,  pain,  and  in- 
flammatory rednefs  in  the  part,  with  a fenfe 
of  throbbing,  attended  with  a quick,  full, 
and  hard  pulfe ; which  increafmg,  the_  in- 
flammation, if  not  ending  in  refolution,  ter- 
minates either  in  fuppuration,  a mortifica- 
tion, or  fcirrlms. 

It  arijh  often  from  external  caufes,  as^- 
wounds,  bruifes,  &c.  and  when  not  criti- 
cal, ihoiild  be,  if  pofsible,  refolved.  For 
which  purpofe  the  diet  fliould  be  (lender 
and  fparing,  with  refrigerating  and  dilutingj 
drinks,  accompanied  with  <refi. 

Bleeding,  in  general,  is  highly  neceffaryj 
and  Ihould  be  repeated  occafionaliy  ; and 
afterwards  (tools  mufl:  be  procured  by  cool- 
ing purges.

When’ 
the  abfeefs  is  formed,  it  fliould  be  opened 
at  the  proper  time  of  maturation,  and  the 
wound  drefTcd  with  dofsils  of  drv  lint,  laid 
on  gently,  and  covered  with  pledgets  of  the 
ointment  of  yellow  w^ax  ; or  ung.  Arcad 
may  be  ufed.  In  a few  days,  if  the  fore  ap- 
pears not  clean,  red  precipitate,  mixed  with 
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ointment  of  yellow  wax ; or  the  green  bafi- 
llcon,  may  be  applied,  to  clean  away  the 
llouofbs  that  often  fill  the  bottom  of  the 
fore,  which,  when  effcdted,  the  red  granu- 
lated flelh  will  fprout  up,  and  then  dry  lint 
and  proper  bandages  will  almpfl  always^  com- 
plete the  cure.  But  after  opening  the  abfcefs, 
fhould  there  be  found  a thin  acrid  difcharge, 
with  flight  hectic  fymptoms,  the  cortex 
muff  be  adminiftered,  to  bring  on  a kindly 
fuppuration,  and  facilitate  the  healing  of 
the  fore.  In  fome  cafes,  mercurial  alterants, 
and  dia3tetic  decodtions,  are  requifite  to  cor- 
rcdt  the  acrimonious  ftate  of  the  humours, 
and  meliorate  the  difcharge. 

Inflammations  arijing  from  cMnfwn  ‘are 
the  moft  fuccefsfully  treated  by  immediate 
and  large  bleedings,  applying  vinegar  to  the 
part  injured,  and  procuring  ftools  ; this  lafl 
caution  is  particularly  neceflary  to  be  at- 
tended to,  efpccially  in  blows  on  the  head, 
or  legs. 

But  no  external  application,  in  the  begin- 
ning exceeds  the  cataplafm  of  oatmeal,  oil, 
and  vinegar  ; or  the  following  mixture  :

OF  THE  FURUNCULUS,  BOIL,  OR  BILE. 

Th  E fiimnculus,  or  boll,  a tmall  cir- 
cumfcribcd  tumor,  or  pointed  tubercle,  at- 
tended with  rednefs,  pain,  and  hardnefs, 
arlfing  promifcuoufly  in  all  parts  of  the 
body  ; thefe  are  feldom  capable  of  being 
difcuded ; they  commonly  ripen  or  turn  to 
matter,  in  the  fpace  of  feven  or  eight  days, 

and  after  the  difcharge  of  their  contents, 

> • 

which  is  not  the  pus  of  a pommon  abfcefs, 
not  fo  fluid,'  but  confifls  chiefly  in  firm 
floughs,  that  form  what  is  called,  a core^ 
frequently  heal  without  much  trouble. 

The  common  bread  and  milk  poultice 
may  be  applied,  or,  in  fome  cafes,  gently 
adhclive  and  maturating  plaflers,  fuch  as 
the  emplaflrum  commune,  & commune 
cum  gummi ; and,  when  the  fuppuration  is 
complete,  if  the  pus  does  not  make  its  own 
way,  the  tumor  mufl;  be  opened.  In  this 
kind  of  inflammatory  tumor,  the  flough,  or 
core,  mull  be  cafl.  out  before  the  fore  will 
lieal.

This  is  a painful  tumor,  appearing  on  the 
finger  ends,  owing  to  an  inflammation  af- 
fecting the  periofteum,  and  tendons  adher^ 
ing  to  it,  from  an  acrid,  very  corrofive  hu- 
mour fiximjr  itfelf  there.  It  is  fometimes  at-

tended  with  a fever,  reftleffnefs,  great  throb- 
bing in  the  part,  and  a quick  pulfc  ; and  the 
whole  arm  is  frequently  affeCIed  by  it ; the  - 
inflammation  runs  on  to  maturation,  and 
fometimes  to  a gangrene.

— In  the  ftm- 
ple  whitlow  a fuppuration  is  readily  pro- 
cured, and  very  eafily  healed,  the  laudable 
pus  being  let  out.  But  there  is  another 
called  the  malignant  whitlow,  or  Feloii  ;

Chilblains  are  fmall  Ihining  tumours 
on  the  fingers,  toes,  and  heels,  which  form 
a whitifh  appearance  at  firft,  incline  to  a 
bluifh  caft,  they  itch  violently,  grow  pain- 
ful, and,  at  length,  go  off,  fome  times  with, 

fome- 
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foinetimes  without  ulceration.  When  they 
break  in  the  heels,  they  are  called  Kibes, 

Thefe  feldom  appear  but  in  the  winter 
time.  On  the  fingers  they  come  in  lumps, 
like  a fdver  penny,  (fometimes  lets)  and  are 
red,  though  they  turn  livid  or  blue  ; and 
when  they  break  in  the  hands  they  are 
termed  Chaps,

vinegar,  and  the  common  digeftive  oint- 
ment. It  will  be  proper,  now  and  then,  to 
give  fome  gentle  purgatives  ; and,  if  the 
complaint  is  very  violent,  an  alterative  coiiffe 
of  medicine  might  be  nfeful  before  the  ap- 
proach of  winter.  Keep  the  feet  and  legs 
warm,  avoid  getting  wet,  and  being  much 
Gxpofed  to  fevere  cold. 


CHAP.  V. 


6f  th£  inflammation  of  the  breasts^ 

AND  NIPPLES. 

VV  HEN  the  breafts  begin  to  be  uneafy 
and  tumefy,  a few  days  after  delivery,  from 
the  milk  itagnating,  a diivering  is  generally 
a preceding  fymptom  ; then  fuccceds  in- 
flammation, with  febrile  aifcclions,  fome* 
times  more,  fometimes  Icfs ; a quick  pulfe, 
third:,  head-ach,  and  difficult  refpiration. 
If  the  pidfe  is  full  and  hard,  and  the  other 

fvmp- 
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fymptoms  violent,  we  may  have  recourfe  to 
the  lancet,  and  mild  purgatives.  Gentle 
diaphoretics  may  be  prefcribed,  and  fpir. 
vin.  camph.  applied,  or  warm  cloths,  or  em- 
plaftr.  commim.  cum  camph,  or  rags  dipt  in 
brandy  and  put  to  the  axilla?.

fuppuration  cannot  be  prevented,  it  muft 
be  treated  accordingly*  But,  in  general,  it 
is  much  better  to  let  the  tumor  break  of 
itfelf,  than  to  open  it,  either  with  the  lan- 
cet, or  cauftics.  The  ulcer  is  afterward  to 
be  treated  according  to  the  common  rules 
enjoined  in  diford ers  of  that  kind. 

If  there  be  only  a hardnefs  in  the  breaft, 
from  coagulated  milk,  emollient  cataplafms 
and  fomentations  are  to  be  ufed,  as  like  wife 
ft’eih-drawn  linfeed  oil  by  way  of  liniment, 
t Chapped^  or  fore  nipples,  are  very  frequent 
with  thofe  who  give  fuck ; in  this  cafe  the 
ol.  cerag  is  a very  proper  application  ; or 
frefli  cream  fpread  upon  fine  linen  ; or  a 
folution  of  gum  arabic  in  water.  If  the  nip- 
ples be  lax  and  moift,  and  more  aftringcnt 
applications  be  neceflary,

C II  A P.  VI. 

OF  THE  HERNIA  HUMORALIS. 

The  Hernia  humoralis  is  an  inflammation 
firfi;  of  the  epididymis,  and  afterwards  of  the 
teflieles,  \\  ith  pain  and  hardnefs,  which  often 
continues  for  a confiderabie  length  of  time. 
It  may  be  produced  by  the  fame  caiifes  as 
other  inflammations,  but  commonly  arife^ 
from  venereal  infection. 

Bleed  plentifully,  repeat  it  as  occaflon 
may  require,  and  treat  the  patient  as  in 
other  cafes  of  topical  inflammation  ; fuf- 
pend  the  parts  in  a bag-trufs,  and  confine 
the  patient  to  bed  ; apply  Goulard’s  faturnine 
water,  cold,  or  a mixture'  of  vinegar  and 
brandy  ; or  fome  other  of  the  difeutjent 
lotions,  as  in  cafes  of  phlegmon  ; or

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And,  if  the  fwelling  and  inflammation  be 
great,  foment  with  tlie  fotus  communis, 
with  the  addition  of  a little  fpir.  vin.  camph. 
&c  All  ammoniac,  and  apply  the  bread  and 
milk  poultice  with  about  of  the  unguent, 
cnsrul.  mit. 

Jf  it  Jhould  arife  from  the  fudden  flopping  of 
a virulent  gonondim,  that  fhould  be  recalled 
again,  if  pofsible  ; for  wdiich  purpofe,  after 
bleeding,  if  neceffary,  and  a glyfter,  fhould 
the  patient  be  coftive,  he  mull  fit  in  a warm 
bath,  or  the  fleams  of  warm  water,  his  tef- 
ticles  being  properly  fufpended.  From 
thenee  he  fhould  go  to  bed  ; a dry  bag-trufs 
being  put  on  to  fupport  the  teffcs,  a warm 
bread  poultice  muft  then  be  applied  to  the 
penis,  to  folicit  the  difeharge,  and  a full 
dofe  of  opium  fliould  be  given  by  the  mouth, 
or  the  following  glyfler  :

The  patient  fhould  be  kept  low.  If  the

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parts  iliould  be  expofed  to  the  fleams  of  hot 
water. 

If  tlicfe  fall,  vomit  with  ipecacuanha,  and 
repeat  it  as  necefsity  may  require  : fome 
advife,  for  this  purpofe,  the  hydrargy1*us 
vitriolatus,  in  dofes  of  from  one  to  eighty 
grains ; but  on  account  of  the  roughnefs  of 
,its  operation,  it  is  not  often  ufed  : and,  in  all 
cafes,  give  now  and  then  a few  dofes  of 
fome  brifk  cathartic  ; or  the  body  may  be

But  if  matter  does  form,  in  fpite  of  all  ef- 
forts to  prevent  it,  it  muft  be  difeharged  by 
a fufficient  opening,  and  proceed  in  the 
cure  as  in  other  cafes  of  abfeefs ; obferving, 
that  in  thofe  which  arife  from  venereal 
virus,  the  mercurial  courfc  fhould  not  be 
omitted. 
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CHAP.  VII. 

OF  THE  PHIMOSIS,  AND  PARAPHIMOSIS. 

w HEN  the  praepiitium  cannot  be  re-* 
tradted  / beyond  the  glans,  the  diforder  is 
called  phimofiS  y and  when,  retracted,  and 
cannot  be  draw'p  over  the  glans  again,  it  is 
then  termed  paraphimofis. 

Thefe  will  generally  yield  to  emollient 
cataplafms^  unguent,  hydrargyri,  emetics, 
and  brifk  purgatives.  Sometimes  it  may  be 
proper,  in  the  phimofis,  to  throw  up  an 
emollient  or  faturnine  injedtion  betw^een  the 
glans  and  prepuce,  to  keep  the  parts  clean, 
prevent  the  matter  from  corroding,  and 
heal  the  ulcerations  which  are  fometimes 
the  caufe.

The  vitriolated  copper  muft  firti;  be  dif- 
folved,  and  afterwards  the  acetated  litharge 
added.  This  liquid  mull  be  injedled  with  a 
fyringe  between  the  prepuce  and  glans  penis, 
and  as  its  action  is  generally  pretty  con- 
fiderable,  the  repetition  mull  depend  upon 

circum- 
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circumftances,  and  ufed  more  or  lefs  fre- 
quently, according  to  the  exigency  of  the 
cafe. 

But  it  often  liappens  that  tliefe--  difeafes 
become  fo  obflinafe,  from  mifmanagement, 
as  not  to  yield  to  any  medicines  or  external 
applications.  In  thefe  cafes  the  hand  of 
the  furgeon  becomes  necelfary  to  Hit,  or 
even  amputate,  a part  of  the  prepuce. 


CHAP.  VIII. 

OF  THE  OPTHALMIA. 

An  Opthalmja  is  dilcovered  by  a pain 
and  rednefs  of  the  eye,  inability  to  bear  the 
light  with  eafe  ; and  elfufion  of  tears  ; of 
this  there  are  two  fpecies,  obferved  in 
practice  molt  commonly — when  tlie  inflam- 
mation fcizes  the  coats  of  the  eye,  moft 
commonly  the  tunica  conjunctiva,  it  is  then 
named  the  opthalmia  membranarum  ; when 
final  1 ulcers  occupy  the  febaceous  glands  of 
the  tarfus,  and  difcharge  a glutinous,  or 
puriform  matter — opthalmia  tarjL 

The  opthalmia  generally  proceeds  in  the 

0 

following  manner  ; an  inflammation  attacks 

the 
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Ihe  mcmbrnncs  wliich  invcft  the  eycp, 
eipccially  the  tunica  albuginea,  and  is  at- 
tended with  a pricking  pain,  lieat,  and  red- 
nefs.  This  is  only  when  llic  difordcr  is  in 
a llight  (late,  but  when  it  is  more  violent, 
it  is  attended  with  great  pain,  tcnfion,  tu- 
mors, heat,  and  rednefs ; fometimes  with  a 
pricking  fo  great  as  if  the  eyes  w'cre  ftimu- 
lated  by  a needle  or  thorn  fixed  therein  ; 
they  are  .filled  with  a hot  humour,  and  a 
pituitous  difeharg^y  fometimes  fmallcr,  fome- 
times very  copious  in  quantity,  fuccccds  ; 
and  alfo  a certain  kind  of  fordes  fill  up 
the  larger  angles ; and,  wdien  the  difeafe  is 
ftill  more  violent^'  the  parts,  even  to  the 
cheeks,  fwell,  the  arteries  all  around  beat 
violently,  the  fmall  veffels  become  turgid, 
and  are  confpicuous,  wTich  before  w'ere  im- 
perceptible in  health,  in  the  white  portion 
of  the  eye.  It  fometimes  extends  itfelf  to 
the  retina,  and  very  often  makes  the  fight 
intolerable.  It  is  moft  to  be  dreaded  when 
an  original  difeafe  ; when  the  temples  ach, 
the  forehead  itches,  and  the  body  fwcats  in 
the  night.  ' 

" It  may  be  occafioned  by  any  internal 
caufc  whatever,  capable  of  producing  an 

in  flam- 
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inflainniiUlon,  though  it  frequently  pro- 
ceeds from  accidents.  When  attended  with 
long  continued  head-achs,  it  is  bad,  and- 
portends  hlindnefs. 

All  hot  aromatic  food,  and  wine,  is  bad  : 
a low  diet,  reft,  and  keeping  the  part  covered- 
Irom  the  light,  with  plenty  pf  dilution,  will 
be  here  very  requifite.  When  llight  it  may 
often  be  cured  by  external  applications  alone, 
but  wiien  conftderabJe,  we  muft  bleed  plenti- 
1 Lilly  and  repeatedly,  more  or  lefs,  according 
to  the  degree  of  inflammation.  After  copioi!^ 
general  depletion,  it  the  inflammation  does 
not  yield,  apply  leeches  alto  to  the  temples, 
and  the  external  angle  of  the  eye,  and  cupping 
glalfes  between  tlie  flioulders;  or,  in  children, 
bleed  in  the  jugular ; purge  gently  with  infuf! 
fern  kali  tartarifat.  kc,  and  order  perpetual 
bhfters,  felons,  or  iffues.— If  great  heat,  dry- 
nets,  and  ieverc  pain,  thew  that  the  difeafe  is 
produced  and  fupported  by  tlie  increafed 
otcillatory  motion,  and  want  of  futheient  re- 
iiftance  in  the  coats  of  the  veflbJ.s,  emollients, 
and  iedatives  muft  be  had  recourfe  to.  ^liiere 
arc  a variety  of  collyria  ordered  by  dif- 
terent  aulliors,  many  of  tJicm  poii'efsing 
high  characters  for  their  cfticacy  in  par- 
ticular cafes;  but,  as  the  difeafe  proceeds 
nrjin  diflerent  caiifes,  and  is  fupported  by 

diflerent 
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different  ftates  of  the  veffels  of  the  eyes, 
much  will  depend  upon  the  fagacity  of  the 
prcfcriber  in  the  proper  felecfion. 

In  inflamed  eyes,  where  there  is  a great 
degree  of  irritation,  the  following  has  been 
confidered  a rnofl  iifefal.j|pplication :

Let  pieces  of  linen  rags  Angle  be  dipped 
in  the  collyrium,  and  laid  over  the  e}^e.s 
three  or  four  times;  and  when  dry,  the  fu^ 
perior  one  moiflened  a frefli ; and  it  may 
be  ufeful  for  a portion  of  the  eye  water,  to 
pafs  betw’een  the  eye-lids,  and  come  in  con-

To  this  eye  water  is  frequently  added  other 
ingredients  according  to  the  intent  wiflied 
to  be  produced  by  the  preferiber — as 
an  equal  quantity  of  camphorated  mixture. 
To  four  ounces  of  the  collyrium  ammonias 
acetatas  one  dram  of  the  compound  powder 
of  white  lead — or  forty  drops  of  the  tindture 
of  opium,  in  order  to  render  it  more  feda- 
tive.  If  the  moiflurc  of  the  eye,  flight 
degrees  of  heat  and  pain,  with  an  apparent 
flabby  flate  of  the  veflfels,  fliew  it  is  from 
relaxation,  aftringent  applications  are  our 
remedies.  From  thelc,  therefore,  according 
2 to 
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to  the  circiunftances  of  the  cafe,  we  mull 
apply

Ihiies  in  the  arms,  or  a feton  in  the  ireck, 
are  fometimes  necelTary  in  thefe  cafes.  Or 
perforations  through  the  lobes  of  the  ears, 
pafsing  a Ikein  of  filk  through  them,  and 
treating  them  like  fetons,  by  that  means 
keeping  up  a continued  difcharge,  which  is, 
thought  more  efficacious. 
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Small  tubercles  fometimes  appear  in  tlie 
corners  of  the  eyes  and  eye-lids,  refembling  a 
barley-corn,  or  a hall-ftone,  and  afifecl  them 
with  inflammation ; they  are  generally  of  long 
continuance,  and  very  flow  in  their  progrefs. 

The  befl  method  of  cure  will  be  to  difeufs 
them  with  the  unguent,  hydrargyri  fort,  and 
give  calomel,  gr.  i.  in  a pill  at  night  for  ten 
days,  and  repeat  or  defifi:  jufi;  as  you  find  it 
neceffary. 

An  ophthalmy  is  fometimes  occafioned  by 
the  eye-lafhes  turning  inwards  ; and  is  then 
eafily  removed  by  plueking  out  the  inverted 
hairs. 

If  there  be  ulcers  on  the  eye-lids,  the  foK 
lowing  liniment  is  recommend  by  Sir  John 
Pringle  : .

dition of  two  grains  of  the  zincum  vitriola- 
tum  purificatum  to  3^1-  of  the  former. 

Ifaiharpferum  attends,  corre6t  it  by  pro- 
per alteratives,  and  gentle  evacuations. 

Here  extract,  corticis  Peruvian,  in  fmall 
doles,  is  of  great  ufe. 

Slight  fpecks  will  fometlmes  be  left  upon 
the  cornea  after  inflammation,  andfometimes 
arife  from  other  caufes.  To  this  cafe, the  col- 
lyrium^  cupri  ammoniati,  though  ufeful  as 
a general  collyrium^  is  peculiarly  adapted.

C H A P.  IX. 

f 

OF  THE  ANGINA,  OR  QUINSEY. 

This  is  an  inflammation  of  the  throat, 
with  pain  and  rednefs  of  the  fauces;  de- 
glutition and  refpiration  performed  'with 
difhculty  ; and  for  the  mofl;  part  attended 
with  febrile  affedlions.  Frequently  the 
uvula  and  parts  adjacent  are  highly  re- 
laxed and  inflamed,  and  liquids  often  re- 
je6ted  by  the  nofe,  with  rednefs  in  the 
face. 

Of  this  difeafe  there  are  flve  fpecies,  four 
of  them  deriving  their  names  from  the  par- 
ticular parts  of  the  throat  affedted,  and  one 
from  the  fpecific  nature  of  the  malady  itfelf. 

1.  Tonfdlaris — which  is  above  defcribed. 
Here  thetonfils  are  chiefly  affedted. 

2.  Phmyngea — where  the  inflammation 
feizes  the  pharynx  and  oefophagus;  then 

no 
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no  great  degree  of  inflaiTimatlon  appears  in 
the  fauces,  nor  'any  remarkable  external 
fwelling,  which,  in  the  other  cafe,  fome* 
times  happens ; the  internal  heat  and  pain 
are  extremely  violent,  the  breathing  very 
painful  and  difficult,  and  the  voice  be- 
comes Ihrlll  and  rattling. 

3.  Parotidaa. — In  this  the  inflammation 
fpreads  from  the  parotid  and  maxillary  glands, 
affecting  alfo  the  ligaments  and  mufcles, 
which  raife  up  and  connedl  the  lower  with 
the  upper  jaw.  Hence,  though  there  is  fel- 
dom  any  remarkable  degree  of  fever,  the  ex- 
ternal fwelling  is  very  large,  and  very  often 
fevere  pain  in  opening  the  mouth  : here  the 
complaint  is  called  the  Mumps. 

4.  Trachealis, — When  the  inflammation  af- 
fects the  membrane  lining  the  upper  part  of 
the  trachea,  and  the  paflage  of  air  is  almoft 
filled  up  with  a thick  flough,  having  a fibrous 
or  membranous  appearance.  It  commonly 
makes  its  appearance  with  the  ordinary  fymp- 
toms  of  catarrh,  but  fometlmes  the  peculiar 
fymptoms  fhew  themfelves  at  the  onfet,  which 
are  a hoarfenefs,  with  a Ihrillnefs  and  ring- 
ing found  both  in  fpeaking  and  coughing,  as 
if  the  noife  came  from  a brazen  tube.  At 
llie  fame  time  there  is  a fenfe  of  pain  about 
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the  larynx;  fome  difficulty  of  refpimtion, 
with  a whizzing  found  in  infpiration,  as  if 
the  paffage  of  the  air  was  ftraightened.  The 
cough  is  generally  dry,  and  if  any  thing  is 
fpit  up,  it  is  a matter  of  a purulent  appear- 
ance, and  fometimes  films  refembling  portions 
of  a membrahe  ; there  is  alfo  a frequency  of 
pulfe,  a reftleffnefs,  and  uneafy  fenfe  of  heat. 
The  internal  fauces  are  fometimes  without 

t 

inflammation,  but  frequently  a rcdnefs, 
and  even  a fwelling  appears ; fometimes 
there  is  an  appearancp  of  matter  like  that 

rejedted  by  coughing  : this  difeafe  is  called

the  Croup» 

5.  Maligna— ^which.  has  been  before  def- 
cribed  under  the  title  Angina  Maligna,  or 
Putrid  Sore  Throat.  . 

’ The  third  of  thefe,  or  the  Parotidaea,  is 
eafily  removed  ; bleeding  once  or  twice,  a 
fmart  faline  purgative  or  two,  with  the  ap- 
plication of  fome  volatile  on  flannel,  applied 
to  the  throat,  is  commonly  fufiieient.  But, 
in  going  off, -if  a fw^elling  of  the  teflicles  in 
men,  or  in  the  breads  in  women,  fhould 
come  pn,  as  is  fometimes  the  cafe  ; and,  on  , 
their  receding,  febrile  fymptoms  of  any 
confequence  fliould  attend,  and  threaten 
an  affcdtion  of  the  brain,  it  w'ill  be  proper 
to  ^pply  warm  fomentations  to  foiicit  back 

the 
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the  fwelllng;  and,  in  cafe  of  failure,  to 
have  recourfe  to  vomiting,  bleeding,  or 
bliftering. 

The  iirft,  or  Tonfillaris,  requires  that  thcr 
diet  ihould  chiefly  confift  of  water-gruel, 
weak  whey,  barley-water,  and  chicken- 
broth,  drank  warm. 

Large  bleedings,  if  the  violence  of  the 
fymptoms  or  fever  require  it,  and  repetitions 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  cafe  : then

If  a fuppiiration  ihould  come  on,  forbear 
evacuations,  and  order  the  vapour  of  emol- 
lient plants  to  be  received  into  the  throat 
through  a funnel ; and  when  the  maturation 
is  complete,  pundture  the  abfcefs  fo  that  the 
matter  may  be  difcharged. 

After  which  tindture  of  myrrh  may  be 
added  to  the  laft-mentioned  gargle,  and  the 
cure  finifhed  by  prefcribing  the  bark,  a milk 
diet,  and  gentle  exercife.  * ■ 

In  cafes  of  great  danger,  where  the  ref- 
piration  is  much  affedted,  the  fleam  of  hot 
vinegar,  drawn  in  with  the  breath,  does  vafl 
fervice  ; and  where  a fuppuration  has  taken 
place,  a vomit  of  ten  grains  of  vitriolated 
zinc,  purified,  fometimes  breaks  the  tumour, 
and  fnatches  the  perfon  from  the  jaws  of 
death. 

The  fecond,  or  Pharyngea,  requires  the 
fame  mode  of  treatment ; for  as  far  as  re- 
lates to  medical  pradlice,  there  appears  to 
be  no  difference  betwixt  the  two,  except 
the  fituation  of  the  affedlion. 
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In  the  third,  Trachealis  or  Croup,  the  feat 
of  the  difeafe  appears  to  be  the  mucous 
membrane,  which  produces  a kind  of  exuda'- 
tion  fimilar  to  that  found  on  the  furface  of 
inflamed  vifcera. 

After  copious  bleeding,  emetics  fliould  be 
given,  and  a large  blitter  applied  as  near  as 
pofsible  to  the  part  affected,  vigoroully  pur- 
filing  the  antiphlogittic  regimen,  , There 
are  fome  accounts  of  this  too  often  fatal' 
difeafe  cured  by  the  inhalation  of  the  azotic . 
mixed  with  common  air,  at  an  early  period,- 
by  which  the  forrnation  of  the  membrane 
which  produces  futfocation  has  been  pre- 
vented.

INTERNAL  INFLAMMATIONS, 

C H A P.  1. 

OF  THE  PHRENITIS, 

.A.  PHRENITIS  is  an  inflammation  of 
the  brain,  or  its  membranes,  with  a con- 

ftant  delirium,  and  an  acute  continual  fe- 
ver. 


The 
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Tlie  iigns  are,  \iolent  pain  in  the  head, 
impatience  of  light,  and  noife,  continual 
watchings,  fierce  delirium,  rednefs  of  the 
eyes  and  face ; attended  with  difficult  but 
flow  perfpiration,  a quick,  hard,  full  pulfe, 
black  and  dry  tongue,  thin  and  diaphanous 
urine,  fudden  ftartings  out  of  bed,  pulling, 
and  fingering  the  bed-cloaths,  &c.  It  is 
ctillinguifhed  from  a common  delirium  at- 
tending fevers,  by  its  coming  on  ftiddenly, 
and  preceding,  as  it  were,  the  fever.  It  is 
rarely  met  with  in  temperate  climates,  but 
veiy  frequent  in  hot  ones,  after  having  been 
expofed  much  to  tlie  burning  heat  of  the 
fun. 

Bleeding  is  here  abfolutely  neceffiary  ad 
deliquum,  together  with  ftimulating  clyf- 
ters,  fmart  purges,  finapifms  to  the  feet, 
with  bliflerson  the  legs  and  arms;  warm  pe- 
diluvia,  and  embrocations  for  the  head,  it 
being  previoufly  fliaved  very  clofc,  fhould 
likewife  be  made  ufe  of.

Or  the  head  may  be  waflicd  with  cold

Three  or  four  leeches  may  be  fet  to  the 
temples  after  vcnasfedlion  in  the  arm  ; and 
large  and  repeated  dofes  of,  nitre  fhould  alfo 
be  made  ufe  of. 

A large  bliller  fliould  be  applied  to  the 
head. 

If  this  diforder  happens  in  confequence  of 
blows  or  accidents,  bleeding  will,  in  that 
cafe,  be  more  particularly  ufeful. 

Smart  purges  are  alfo  neceflary  in  this  dif- 
order, becaufe  they  carry  off  the  morbific 
humours  lodged,  about  the  praecordia;  lefleii 
the  too  great  impetus  of  the  arterial  blood  ; 
derive  it  from  the  head  towards  the  extreme 
parts ; and,  at  the  fame  time,  diminifh  the 
too  great  quantity  of  the  fluids  diftending 
the  veffels. 

y 

Opiates  are  fometimes  neceffary  in  this 
difeafe. 

Promoting  the  hacmorrhoidal  flux,  in  this 
cafe,  as  well  as  in  all  difeafes  of  the  head, 
is  alfo  falutary;  the  hasmorrhoidal  veffels 
and  carotid  arteries  convey  the  blood  in  dif- 
ferent diredtions  ; and  therefore  we  may  ex- 
pea,  by  this  means,  a very  great  rcvulfion. 

When 
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When  we  find  the  raging  delirium  fubfide 
early,  before  the  veffels  have  fuffered  much 
injury,  the  patient  will  recover  in  a few 
days,  and  the  debilitated  parts  return  gra- 
dually to  their  former  fiandard  of  health  ; 
but  if  relief  comes  later,  fo  that  over-diften- 
fion  of  the  veffels  of  the  brain  has  been  fuf- 
fered to  take  place,  and  continue  for  that 
time,  the  fenfes  for  the  mofi:  part  never 
perfectly  return,  and  fome  degree  of  idiot- 
ifm  too  frequently  remains. 


CHAP.  II. 

OF  THE  PLEURISY, 

^ .A,  PLEURISY  is  an  inflammation  of  the 
pleura,  attended  with  a high  fever,  hard 
pulfe,  an  acute  pain  or  ftitch,  increafing 
always  upon  infpiration,  in  the  fide  molt 
commonly  the  right,  under  the  flelhy  part 
of  the  breaft,  a difficulty  of  breathing,  a 
painful  fiiort  cough,  dry  in  the  beginning 
of  the  difeafe,  afterw'ards  moifi,  and  fre- 
quently bloody. 

It  chiefly  attacks  ftrong  and  laborious 
country  people.  It  begins  with  a chiliincfs 

and 
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and  Ihiverlng,  which  is  fucceeded  by  heat, 
third:,  reftlefihefs,  and  a mofl  fliarp  pungent 
pain  is  felt  on  one  fide  near  the  ribs,  which 
extends  itfelf  towards  the  fhoulder-blades, 
fpine,  and  breafl,  and  to  the  back.  The  pain 
is  mofl  violent  when  the  affedled  fide  is  laid 
upon  : it  is  alfo  attended  with  a difficulty  of 
refpiration,  naufea,  rednefs  of  the  cheeks, 
and  a dry  cough.  When  matter  is  expedlo- 
rated  it  is  either  phlegm,  bloody,  oryellow- 
ifh.  The  pulfe  is  remarkably  hard,  vibra- 
ting like  a ftretched  cord,  full  and  flrong. 
Spitting  is  not  a conltant  fymptom  of  this 
difeafe ; though,  when  it  happens,  it  is 
confidered  as  more  favourable,  provided  it 
be  well  concodled. 

Bleeding  is  the  firfl  thing  to  be  done  in 
this  cafe,  and  blood  Ihould  be  taken  from  a 
large  orifice — and  it  miift  be  repeated  if 
neccfiary;  that  is  if  the  fever  continues 
high,  and  the  pulfe  remains  hard,  full, 
and  flrong,  or  fhould  they  abate  in  thefe 
particulars  for  fome  time,  and  then  return 
with  equal  violence. — Afterwards  cupping, - 
on  the  part  affcaed,  with  lea rifi cation, 
is  very  often  attended  with  fuccefs ; and  fo 
are  biiflcrs,  laid  on  the  part,  or  between 
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the  hioulclers,  whicli  iliould  be  applied 
immediately,  , whether  the  heat  and  fever 
be  great  or  not. 


Nitre  fhoiild  be  given  plentifully  in  tlie 
common  emulfion,  linfeed-tea,  barley-water, 
pectoral  decoction,  &c. 

The  body  iliould  be  kept  neither  too 
foluble  nor  too  lax. 

Leeches  are  ferviceable  applied  to  the  part^ 
after  the  patient  cannot  bear  to  have  more 
blood  taken  from  the  arm.  iEther  may  like- 
wife  be  externally  applied. 

Frequently  a cooling  emollient  cl)'fl;er 
prevents  great  mifehief,  and  anticipates  the 
necefsity  of  farther  bleeding. 

Small  dofes  of  antim.  tartarif.  may  be 
given  after  venasfedtion,  fo  as  not  to  create 
any  ftrong  vomiting ; for  emetics  fliould  be 
given  with  very  great  caution,  if  at  all;  and 
the  clyfter  thrown  up,  which  often  refolvcs 
the  inflammation.

;and  in  cafe  the  head  fliould  be  affedlcd  by 
itheni,  fal.  c.  c.  in  fmall  dofes  may  very 
^conveniently  be  added,  • » . 

. There 
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There  are  feme  eminent  phyficlans  who 
avoid  promoting  expectoration  in  this  dif- 
order,  and  think  it  requires  no  other  treat- 
ment, except  timely  and  copious  bleeding, 
with  plenty  of  diluting  warm  drinks,  emol- 
lient fomentations,  nitre  and  camphor,  with 
opium  to  eafe  the  pain.  But  if  the  expecto- 
ration be  yellow  and  ftreaked  with  blood, 
and  Comes  up  freely,  by  keeping  it  up 
with  pedtoral  drinks,  all  will  end  well : and 
here  bleeding  Ihould  be  avoided,  which 
would  rather  obftrudt  the  defign  of  nature. 
— However  in  feveral  cafes  it  is  necefTary  to 
afsifi:  nature  in  her  efforts  to  clear  the  lungs, 
and  therefore  to  promote  the  expectoration, 
the  following  may  be  exhibited.

tion, tilings  will  begin  to  vv^ear  an  unfavour- 
able afpea,  wemuft,  therefore,  if  the  pulfe 
will  bear  it,  bleed,  direa  warm  fleams  to 
be  drawn  in  with  the  breath,  apply  bliflcrs, 
and  give  antimonials  in  fuch  dofes  as  tJ 
bring  on  gentle  vomiting,  in  order  to  renew 
expeaoration  and  prevent  fuffocation  from 
the  lungs  being  overloaded.

>e  cafes  xve  fee  here  in  general  kar  large  and 

^ repeated 
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repeated  veiuefections ; for  if  the  body  be 
weakly,  and  the  pulfe  finks  on  the  firfl  bleed- 
ing, you  mult  ftop  diredtly : and  if,  at  the 
fame  time,  the  pain  and  difficulty  of  breath- 
ing continue,  then  fal.  c.  c.  with  blillers 
will  be  very  ufeful. 

In  cafe  af  a diairhoea,  ^PP^y  emollient  fo*^ 
mentations  to  the  whole  body ; and,  if  an 
abfeefs  appears,  it  niuft  be  promoted  by  fo- 
mentation, &c.  it  fliould  be  opened  before 
maturation,  and  kept  running  as  long  as 
pofsible. 

If  there  is  a feirrhus  or  callus,  &c.  at  the 
wound ; no  cure  mull  be  expedted  but 
from  hard  exercife,  conflant  riding,  and 
country  air — with  the  application  of  exter-

C H A P III. 


OF  THE  PERIPNEUMONY. 

HIS  is  an  inflammation  of  the  luno-s, 
loun  by  a great  load  and  opprefsion  at 
e breafl ; a difficult  refpiration,  ffime- 
ncs  the  patient  cannot  breathe  but  in  an' 
right  pofture;  the  breath  is  hot,  attended 
th  cough,  and  fever,  the  face  is  fwelled, 

- ot  a hvid  colour  There  is  a fighing,' 

' ling  refpiration,  with  great  anxiety  and 
iftration  of  ftrength.  The  pulfc  is  not  al- 
\ shard;  but  fometimes  full  and  foft,  at 
cr  times  llcndcr  and  unequal.  The  cough 
the  peripneumony  is  commonly  moift 
quently  bloody,  the  pain  not  fo  acute* 
iiperhcial,  nor  the  pulfe  fo  full,  or  hard’ 

Ci  • 
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as  in  the  plcurify,  though  the  difliculty  of 
breathing,  anxiety,  and  opprefsive  weight 
be  more  diftrefsing. 

A white  and  uniform  fedlment  in  the 
urine  promifes  fafety  to  the  patient,  and 
llrortnefs  of  the  dlfeafe  : and  fo  does  a red 
fc'diment  changing  gradually  to  white  ; be- 
caufe  it  is  a fure  fign  of  a perfea  concoc- 
tion, and  change  of  the  morbific  matter.  ; 

The  treatment  of  the  peripneumony  is,  in 
general,  tO'  be  the  fame  as  in  the  pleuirfy. 

All  vifeid  food  is  very  improper.  Givof 
panada,  water-gruel,  green  tea,  and  milk, 
barley-water,  butter,-miik,  whey,  and  pecto- 
ral decodtions. 

The  room  in  which  the  patient  lies  fliould, 
if  pofsible,  be  large  and  airy.  Bleed  in  the 
beginning  from  a large  orifice,  and  repeat 
it  according  to  the  exigency  of  the  fymp- 
toms : but  great  attention  'and  care  is  re- 
quired, with  regard  to  this  operation ; for 
if  the  habit  of  body  be  Itrong,  the  pulfe 
full,  firm,  and  hard,  it  may  be  rqreated  the 
more  boldly ; but  otherwife  we  lliould  be 

cautious  in  the  repetition* 

Emollient  clyfters  are  alfo  immediately  in- 
dicated, with  blifters  on  the  back  and  fide* 

Gentle 
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Gentle  piirgatives/oreccoprotics,  will  often 
be  necetfary  to  keep  the  body  open. 

In  order  to  promote  expectoration,  and  af- 
fifl  nature  in  her  work,  recourfe'  mull  be 
had  to  the  following.

pears pale  and  jelly  like,  without  the  true 
)ufF,  this  with  other  fymptoms  contraindi- 
wirte  the  ufe  of  the  lancet ; and  if  a fpitting 

o % comes 
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comes  on,  bleeding  will  be  greatly  inju- 
rious. 

Should  Jlorid  frothy  blood  be  /pit  up  free- 
lyy  bleed  as  far  as  the  patient’s  hrength  will 
admit,  and  give  plentifully  of  the  lac  amyg- 
» dala3  with  nitre. 

Should  it  put  on  a putrid  appearance,  and 
bring  on  a thin  defluxion  on  the  lungs,  with 
the  blood  like  the  lees  of  red  wine,  black  and 
foetid,  with  a loofe  craffamentum,  and  red- 
difli  coloured  ferum,  forbear  the  lancet.  Ace- 
tum  camphor atum,  conferva  lujula,  red  xcine 
and  xvater^  with  orange  and  lemon  juice,  in- 
fyf  rqjk,  liar tjhorn  jelly,  &c.  are  at  this  time 
very  proper.  All  volatiles  muji  be  entirely 
emitted,  and  opiates  very  cautioufly  preferib- 
ed,  if  at  all. 

Blifters,  iflues,  and  fetons,  are  very  fre- 
quently of  great  ufe  in  thefe  cafes. 

We  fliould  be  very  circumfpedt  in  this  dif- 
eafe,  and  not  difturb  nature.  In  cafe  the 
breathing  be  difficult,  and  the  pain  continues 
W'ithout  any  figns  of  expectoration,  we  mult 
endeavour  to  promote  it ; but  be  at  the  fame 
time  very  careful  not  to  bring  on  a diarrhoea, 
by  being  too  free  with  the  fquills,  &c. 

In  this  critical  difeafe,  a found  and  very 

diftinguiffiing 
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dlfHnguiiliing  judgment  is  highly  required, 
jince  the  parts  aflbdled  arc  fo  eirential  to  lite* 

Sometimes  the  termination  of  the  two 

foregoing  complaints  caufes'  two  other  dif- 

eafes.  Named,  Vomica  and  Empyema — 

Thefirft  of  which  is  an  abfccfs,  or  colledlion 

♦ / 

of  matter  formed  within  the  lungs ; the  fe- 
coiul^  matter  floating  within  the  cavity  of 
the  thorax  between  the  membrane  which 
lines  the  chefl:,  and  the  lungs. 

A vomica  is  known  by  the  cough  and 
difficulty  of  breathing  continuing,  though 
tlie  pain  has  ceafed  ; by  flight  fliiverings, 
fucceeded  by  heat ; by  a quick  weak  pulfe, 
hectic  fever,  a. general  wafting  of  the  body  ; 
and  by  thq  patient  not  being-  able  to  lie 
down  except  on  the  fide  aftedted. 

From  this  there  will  be  little  or  no  prof^ 
pect  of  efcaping,  unlefs  the  abfcefs  fhould 
difcharge  itfelf  into  the  branches  of  the 
trachea  fo  gradually  as  not  to  occafion  fuf- 
focation^  tlien,  perhaps,  the  matter  may 
be  coughed  up,  and  expedtorated  by  de- 
grees. 

In  empyema,  as  in  vomica,  there  is  a 
hedtic  fever  ; — difficult  refpiration  with  re- 
mifsipri  of  pain,  a dry  cough,  and  often  an 

o 4 enlargement 
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enlargement  of  the  cavity,  and  an  adcma- 
tons  fylnefs  of  the  fkin  and  flefli  of  one  fide 
of  the  cheft.

When  a vomica  is  once  formed,  gentle  me- 
dicines of  the  terebinthinate  kind,  with.  bal;» 
famics,  and  diuretics,  feem  to  promhe  the 
beib  fuccefs,  joined  with  ahes’  milk,  gentle 
exercife,  and  a mild  country  air,  Balfamic 
heams  have  alfo  been  recommended  to  be 
received  into  the  lungs.  In  the  empyema, 
when  the  matter  points  externally,  an  open- 
ing may  be  made  into  the  cavity  wherein 
it  is  contained,  which  by  emptying  may  be 
attended  with  the  moll  happy  confequences  5 
if  not,  diffplution  is  inevitable. 


CHAP,  IV, 

✓ 

OF  THE  GASTRITIS,  OR  INFLAMMATION  OP 

THE  STOMACH. 

In  this  diforder  the  patient  is  alTedted  with 
feverill'i  fymptoms,  perceives  a heat  and 
pulfation  in'  the  part,  with  a n^oft  acute 
pain,  which  is  always  increafed  upon  fwal- 
lowing  ev’en  liquids  the  molt  mild  ; a ten- 
fion,  at  the  pit  of  the  homach,  vomiting, 

extreme 
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extreme  anxiety,  and  internal  burning  heat  5 
there  is  a retching  and  frequent  hiccough, 
a fmall,  quick,  and  intermitting  pulfe ; 
with  proftration  of  hrength. 

There  are  a variety  of  caufes  which  give 
rife  to  this  complaint,  .hence  in  fome  of 
them  a peculiar  treatment  becomes  necef- 
fary ; if  it  arifes  from  the  I'etrocefsion  oj  amf 
febrile  exanthemata,  little  can  be  done  with- 
out refoliciting  the  eruption  to  the  fkin, 
which  mull  be  attempted  by  the  inftantane- 
ous  application  of  blifters. — If  from  fwal- 
loiving  poifon,  flight  is  the  chance  of  fuccefs 
without  we  are  called  immediately  at  the 
commencement,  almofi;  before  the  inflam- 
matory fymptoms  can  be  ,faid  to  have  taken 
place,  at  lealt  in  any  degree  ; then  the  flo- 
mach  ought  to  be  emptied  of  its  contents, 
and  large  quantities  of  new  milk  or  frelh 
butter  given  ; if  arfenic  has  been  the  poifon 
ufed,  the  alimentary  canals  fhould  be  filled 
with  Iheathing  liquids  ; and  if  the  corrofive 
fublimate  has  been  taken,  or  any  poifonous 
pietalline  fait,  we  ought  to  aim  at  its^de- 
compofltion  by  the  ufe  of  alcaline  fait, 
which  will  prevent  an  inflammation  from 
taking  place,  if  adminiflered  in  time.  Should 

ruounds 
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ivounds  or  other  external  violence  be  the  caufe^ 
we  muft  proceed  in  the  antiphlogiflic  me- 
thod, and  attempt  the  refolution  as  foon  as 
pofsible,  in  the  very  beginning;  elfe  will 
-there  be  very  little  hope. 

Indeed  from  whatever  caufe  inflamma- 
tion feizes  this  organ,  we  miifb  aim  at  refo- 
liition  in  the  moll  expeditious  manner,  for 
death  within  the  fpace  of  twelve  hours  may 
be  the  confequence  of  too  tardy  application 
to  the  antiphlogiftic  plan. — Bleeding  there- 
fore copioufly  is  the'  moll:  to  be  depended 
upon,  with  blifters  applied  to  the  region  of 
the  flomach  ; emollient  oily  glyllers  fliould 
be  thrown  up  into  the  inteflines ; fomenta- 
tions applied  to  the  pit  of  the  ftomach, 
gentle, anodynes  given,  and  a healing  medi- 
cine, fomething  like  the  following,  may  he 
preferibed  to  be  taken  frequently :

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Whatever  is  drank  mufl  be  very  fmall  in 
quantity  at  a time,  fo  as  not  to  diftend  the 
itomach. 

If  the  mode  of  treatment  docs  not  fuc- 
ceed  in  a few  hours,  fo  as  to  flop  in  a great 
meafure,  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  the 
termination  will  be  fatal.

OF  THE  HEPATITIS,  OR  INFLAMMATION’ 
- OF  THE  'LIVER, 

In  cafe  the  liver  be  inflamed,  though  it  is 
confidered  by  many  not  as  a very  common 
cafe,  except  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  it  may  be 
known  by  a pungent  pai^  in  the  region  of 
that  vifeus  Ihooting  up  towards  the  throat 
and  clavicle,  a dry  cough,  vomiting,  lofs  of 
ftrength,  quick  pulfe,  and  a teplion  of  the 
hypochondrium  : fometimes  alfo  the  eyes  and 
ikip  vdll  be  yellow,  the  urine  faffron-coloiir- 
ed,  with  a difficulty  of  breathing,  watching, 
and  coflivenefs:  and  it  fliould  have  been  ob- 
ferved,  that  if  the  patient  attempts  to  lie  on 
the  left  fide,  there  is  an  iiicrcafe  of  pain  ; 
and  to  the  touch  alfo^  there  is  a fenfe  of  fore- 

nefs. 
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nefs.  Thefe  attend  when  the  convex  or  fiw 
perior  part  of  the  liver  is  the  feat ; when 
the  concave,  the  patient  can  turn  with  more 
cafe,  and  the  pain  is  not  fo  fevere.  Here 
the  greatefl  danger  is  to  be  apprehended, 
fhould  a fuppuration  come  on ; in  which 
cafe,  the  patient  generally  dies  tabid.  There^ 
fore  we  mull  have  recourfe  to  bleeding  re- 
peatedly ahd  early,  in  which  the  pulfe, 
and  other  attendant  fymptoms,  are  to  be  our 
guide,  with  blifters  on  the  part : thefe  pro- 
mife  the  fpeediefl  and  mod  certain  relief, 
together  with  fuch  antiphlogiftics  as  are  re- 
commended in  inflammatory  ^diforders  in  ge- 
neral ; fuch  as  fmall  dofes  of  antimonium 
tartarifatiim,  or  oleum  Ricini,.  with  rhubarb, 
fal  prolychreft,  or  tartarifed  kali,  to  keep 
the  bowels  gently  open,  faline  draughts, 
cooling  clyders,  diuretic  emiilfions,  emol- 
lient topical  applications,  and  the  pedilii- 
vium. 

An  inflammation  of  the  liver  is  a very  fre- 
quent difeafe  in  the  Ead  Indies.  After  the 
fever  is  fomewhat  abated  by  venaefedtion, 
and  gentle  purgatives,  they  have  immediate 
recourfe  to  quickfllver,  as  a fpecifle  for  this' 
diforder,  raidng  a g(^*ntle  falivation  of  fifteen 

or 
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or  twenty  days  continuance)  by  means  of 
the  mercurial  ointmertt,  rubbed  upon  or 
near  the  affeaed  part,  together  with  the 
ufe  of  mercurial  pills,  or  calomel  taken  oc- 
cafionally. 

AVliciiy  in  fpitc  oi"  tlic  above  nictbods,  an 
abicefs  fonns  in  this  malady^  the  liver  fic- 
cjuently  adheres  to  the  peritonnsiini,  and  a 
tumor  appears  externally,  which  may  com-*, 
monly  be  opened  with  fuccefs,  alter  for- 
warding the  fuppuration  by  emollient  cata- 
plafms,  if  the  adhefion  is  perfedt ; if  the 
abfeefs  biirfls  internally  into  the  cavity  of 
the  abdomen,  death  mufl;  be  the  inevitable 
confequence.  But  this  difeafe  fometlmcfi 
terminates  in  a feirrhus,  which  mollly  hap- 
pens from  too  free  an  ufe  of  wine  or  fpiritu- 
ous  liquors,  very  little  hopes  of  a perfect 
cure  are  left ; it  generally  ends  in  a fatal 
and  incurable  jaundice  or  dropfy.  Perhaps 
the  following  may  be  fomewhat  ufeful :

Tliere  is  often  a chronic  inflammation  of 
the  liver,  which  in  this  country  occurs  much 
more  frequently  than  the  acute,  and  this 
is  attended  with  flatulence  of  the  ftomach, 
fullnefs,  diftenflon,  and  - frequent  eructa- 
tions ; pams  in  the  region  of  the  liver  extend- 
ing to  the  right  fioulden^  -confldered  <"is  cha- 
radteriftic  -of  this  difeafe ; lofs  of  appetite, 
langour,  want  of  fleep,  an  obfeure  fever 
--  cncreaflng  towards  evening,  a yellownefs  in 
the  eye,  emaciation,  and  a perceptible  full- 
nefs in  the  region  of  the  liver. This  fpe- 

cies  of  difeafe  will  lafl:  for  months,  and  is 
in  general  the  confequence  of  drinking  ar- 
dent fpirits  too  freely. — Mercury  is  the  chief 
remedy  to  be  depended  upon  in  this  dif- 
eafe, with  the  life  of  bitters,  tonics  and 
aflringCnts,  fuch  as  quafsia,  camomile, 
bark,  &c.  change  of  climate  from  a warmer 
to  a colder  fituation,  and  a long  fea  voyage 
liave  been  recommended  as  very  beneficial 
In  this  cafe. 


CHAP.

the  kidneys. 

This  diforder  is  attended  with  a pungent 
burning-*  pain  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys, 
Ihooting  along  the  courfe  of  the  ureters; 
pain  alfo  in  the  fmall  of  the  back;  together 
with  a fever,  and  a frequent  difcharge  of 
urine,  which  is  fmall  in  quantity,  red,  and 
high-coloured  ;^yet  ip  the  higheft  degree  of 
the  difeafe,  limpid  and  watery : the  thigh 
feels  numb,  and  there  is  a pain  in  the  groin 
and  tefticle  of  the  fame  fide,  which  is  re- 
tracted, and  in  the  ilium,  with  bilious  vomit- 
ings  and  continual  erudtations. 

The  pain  in  this  diforder  is  little  influ- 
enced by  motion,  or  preflfure,  which  dif- 
tinguiflies  it  from  Rheumatifm. 

The  regimen,  ‘ and  indeed  the  whole  me- 
thod'of  cure,  fliould  be  very  nearly  the  fame 
as  recommended  in  all  other  difofders  of,  the 
inflammatory  kind. 

Bleed  repeatedly,  in  which  you  are  to  be 
directed  by  the  pulfe  and  other  fymptoms ; 
throw  up  emollient  broth  clyflers ; and  let 

the 
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the  patient  drink  freely  of  the  following  dc- 
co6lIon.

The  region  of  the  kidneys  Ihoiild  be  fre- 
quently fomented  with  warm  fomentations ; 
and  the  femicupium  ilioulcl  be  had.rccourfe 
to. 

Oily  aperient  medicines  are  vifeful  in  this 

/ 

complaint,  particularly  emulfion,  made  with 
oleum  ricini,  manna,  &c.  as  coftivenefs  is 
apt  to  be  prevalent  here. 

As  to  bleeding  it  mull:  be  obferved,  though 
very,  necefl'ary  in  hrong,  robufl;  habits,  yet 
it  Ihould  be  cautioufly  ufed  in  gouty  con- 
flitutions,  or  fuch  as  are  enfeebled. 

When  the  pain  is  great  and  has  been  long 
continued,  tindlure  of  opium  may  be  added 
to  the  glyflers. 

But  this  complaint,  though  it  may  pro- 
ceed from  hard  riding,  flrains,  fome  exter- 
nal injuries,  or  other  fources  of  inflamma- 
tion, it  often  arifes  from  a calculus,  or  gra- 
vel. 
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vel.  In  thefc  cafes  the  lifiheiis  often  mixed 
with  blood  and  mucus,  is  gravelly,  and  the 
pain  increafcd  by  ievere  motion,  or  riding 
or  Jolting  in  a carriage.  Here  alfo  are  re- 
commended nitrous  medicines,  warm  bath- 
ing, and  terebinthinate  gly tiers.

the  bladder. 

If  the  bladder  be  inflamed,  an  acute  burn- 
ing pain  and  tcnfion  will  be  felt  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  pubis,  witli  a fever,  a frequent 
inclination  to  go  to  flool,  and  a conflant  de- 
fire  to  make  water,  a difficulty  in  making 

it* 
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it,  or  total  lloppage,  the  pulfe  becomes  fre- 
quent and  iiard,  the  extremities  cold  ; fick- 
nefs,  vomiting,  and  delirium  often  enfue.  ' 
In  this  cafe,  the  fame  method  is  to  be  at- 
tempted, as  prefcribed  above  for  the  nephri- 
tis* with  warm  bathing,  &c. 


CHAP  VIII. 

t)F  THE  HYSTERITIS,  OR  INFLAMMATION 
OF  The  uterus. 

TThIS  difeafe,  befides  the  common  caufes 
productive  of  inflammation,  often  happens 
after  abortion  and  child-birth,  efpecially 
when  the  lochia  are  prevented,  by  cold  or 
other  affections ; and  is  then  attended  v^ith 
other  fymptoms  than  thofe  which  appear 
front  an  uterus  not  lately  impregiiatedi 
In  the  firfl;  cafe*  there  is -a  pain  at  the 
boUom  of  the  belly,  which  in  general  is 
neither  throbbing  nor  acute  5 the  pulfe  is 
frequent,  efpecially  after  child-birth ; often 
fmall ; fometimes  irregular ; in  flrong  habits 
and  alter  early  abortion,  hard  ; the  patien; 
is  afflicted  with  delirium,  fubfultus  tendi- 
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niim,  and  other  fymptoms  of  irritation  ; the 
womb  mortifies,  and  death  clofes  the  fcene. 

In  the  fecond,  the  pain  Is  more  conflant, 
-limited,  and  throbbing ; there  is  a heat  in 
the  uterus,  attended  with  tumour;  as  alfo 
in  the  vagina:  a pain  in  the  hypogaftrium ; 
and  os  uteri  when  touched.  The  pulfe  is 
liard,  full,  and  ftrong,  with  other  fymptoms 
of  general  inflammation ; there  is  a heat, 
and  difficulty  in  midlurition,  great  coflive- 
nefs,  and  pain  in  going  to  flool,  and  often 
vomiting.  If  the  difeafe  rifes  to  a great 
height,  and  increafes,  the  pulfe  becomes 
fmall.  and  frequent,  the  fymptoms  of  irrita- 
tion attend,  and  fuppuration  is  more  liable 
to  happen.  In  both,  fome  of  thefe  fymp- 
toms make  their  appearance,  viz.  ftrangury, ' 
‘ or  fuppuration  of  urine,  tcnefmus,  fweliing, 
and  heat. 

An  inflammation  in  the  uterus,  ariflng 
from  common  caufos,  as  in  th  is  lafl  cafe, 
ihoukl  be  treated  like  that  of  any  other 
part,  with  bleeding,  gentle  emollient  clyf- 
ters,  a light  diet,  and  warm  diluting  liquors, 
with  reft ; and  apply  fomentations,  and  af- 
terwards the  milk  and  bread  poultice,  with 
oil,  to  the  pudenda.  In  cafe  it  fliould  de- 
4 • generate 
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generate  into  a cancer,  the  palliatiye  cure 
is  all:  that  can  be  expe6led  ; perhaps  frequent 
bleeding,  gentle  anodynes,  and  a due  regard- 
to  the  non-naturals,  may  do  as  miicli  as  can 
be  expedled.  But  -when  it  is  the  confe- 
quence  of  abortion,  or  labour,  ^ if.  the  pulfe 
is- hard,  not  very  frequent,  nor  the  patient 
much  weakened,  one  bleeding ' may  * be-ad- 
vantageous;  it  fcaree  can  be  re^ileti  ; 
therefore  relaxants  mud  be  our  refource ; aV 
tlie  pulvis  antimonialis,  with  faline  draughts, 
taking  care  not  to  produce  purging : to 
which  iliay  be  added  anodyne  and  antifpaf- 
modic  fomentations  and  poultices. 

In  delicate  and  feeble  conditutions,  after 
chddbirth,  and  when  there  is  no  hardnefs, 
but  great  frequency  of  the  pulfe,  little  can 
be  done  but  keeping  the  patient  in  bed, 
moderately  warm ; exciting  if  pofsiblc,  by 
farinaceous  decoftions,  in  fmall  quantities 
at  a time,  but  frequently  repeated,  gentle 
perfpiration,  and  condantly  applying  fo^ 
mentations  and  poultices,  the  bowels  may 
be  occafionally  emptied,  by  repeated  emol- 
lient clyders,  and  the  water  drawn  off,  if 
ncceffary.  Bliders  promife  lefs  in  this  than 
mod  otlicr  local  inflammations,  becaufe 

P ^ they 
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they  quicken  the  pulfe  too  much.  If  tlio 
. pain  continues,  opiates  may  be  fafely  and 
advantageoufly  given  : hut  flimiilants,  aro- 
matics, and  emenagogues  fliould  not  be 
adminiftered  till  the  fever  and  fpafms  abate ; 
apd  at  befl,  indeed,  they  are  a dubious  and 
uncertain  remedy.  But,  notwithftanding  all 
our  efforts,  Ihould  fuppuration  come  on,*ap. 
exit  ihufl  be  procured  for  the  pus  as  foon  as 
pofsible,  which  will  fometinies  point  to  the 
perinasuip.

OF  THE  GOUT. 

The  gout  is  a painful  difeafe, . arillng 
without  any  evident  caufe,.  but  for  the  moll 
part  has  an  iinufual  affedlion  of  the  flomach 
preceding.  : - ' 

There  are  febrile  affedlions  attendant,  p^iv- 
in  fome  joint,  and  moll  commonly  attack- 
ing the  great  toe ; certainly  the  joints  of 
the  feet  and  hands.  It  returns  at  intervals, 
and  often  alternates  with  affedlions  of  the 
llomach,  and  other  internal  parts.  There 
is  one  fpecies  only  of  this  difeafe  : but  fome 
alterations,  in  particular  circumftances,  re- 
lative to  the  apparent  fymptoms,  have  oc- 
cafioned  authors  to  make  fome  divihons  into 
varieties.  Thus,  when  the  gout'  comes  on, 
attended  with  a pretty  flrong  inflammation 
of  the  extremities,  or  fome  part  of  them, 
continues  for  fome  days,  and  recedes  gradu- 
ally with  tumor,  itching,  and  defquamation 
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of  the  part  affected,  it  is  called  regular 
gout:  when  it  makes  its  attack  with  atony 
of  the  flomach,  or  fome  other  internal  part, 
and  even  without  the  elpfc(5tcd  and  ufiial  in- 
flammation in  the  limbs,  or  with  only  flight 
pains;  and  thefe_  fugitive,  and  often  fud- 
denly  alternating,  with  dyfpepfla  or  other 
fymptoms  of  atony,  it . takes  the  name,  of 
ATONIC.  When  the  inflammation  in  the 
limbs,  fuddenly  r^eceding,  and  atony  of  the 
flomach,  or  fome.  other  internal  part,  by- 
and-by  fucceeds,  it  is  then  denominated  re- 
^trograde;  and  erratic,  when  with  an 
flammation  of  fome  internal  part,  the  in- 
flammation'of  the  joints  have  either  not 
preceded,  or,  having  preceded,  fuddenly 
difappears. 

Thus  the  firft  of  thefe  being  flyled  the 
regular,  The  three  laft  conjundlively  con-* 
fldered,  are  called  the  irregular  gout. 

This  difeafe  may  be  acquired  ; and  when 
that  is  the  cafe,  it  proceeds  from  high  liv-* 
ing,  a fedentary  life,  excefs  in  venery  when 
young,  drinking  hard,'  fitting  up  latcy  clofe 
application  to  ftudy,  anxious  and  intenfe 
thinkipg,  &c.  It  chiefly  aftbets  the  ten- 
dons, nerves^  membranes  and  ligaments,  and 
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comes  on  at  firfl  fuddenly,  about  the  end  of 
the  month  of  January  or  beginning  of  Fe- 
bruary. The  patient  is  fometimes  troubled 
with  crudities  and  indigehion  before  the^  at- 
tack. The  pain  refembles  that  of  a dif- 
iocated  bone,  and  is  attended  with  a fenfa- 
tion  as  if  water  julf  warm  was  poured  upon 
the  membranes  of  the  part  affected ; and 
thefe  fymptoms  are  fucceeded  by  a chilli- 
nefs,  fhivering,  and  a flight  fever.  About 
two  in  the  morning  the  fit  generally  attack^ 
the  patient,  who  is  difturbed  by  the  ve- 
hemence of  the  pain,  which  ufually  fei;ze-s 
the  great  toe;  at  other  tinaes  the  heel,  calf 
of  the  leg,  the  ancle,  and  metatarfal  bones ; 
at  others,  it  refembles  the  gnawing  of  a 
dog,  or  of  a weight  and  conftridtion  of  the 
parts  affected,  increafing  often  to  an  exqui- 
flte  degree.  After  much  tofsing  and  anxie- 
ty, towards  morning  the  pain  is  fomewhat 
more  tolerable,  a breathing  fweat  comes  on, 
and  the  part  fwells.  If  there  be  much 
gouty  matter,  the  pain  will  return  again  on, 
the  next  day,  as  the  .evening  approaches. 
In  a few  days  after,  it  often  feizes  the  other 
foot;  and  thus  it  goes  on,  till  all  the  gouty 
virus  is  fpent.  This  is  called  a regular  fit ; 

and 
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and  this  is  certainly  an  effort  of  nature 
to  free  the  habit  from  the  morbific  mat- 
ter; yet  however  painful  may  be  the  exer- 
tion, the  fharper  it  proves  the  fooner  the  fit 
terminates,  and  the  longer  and  more  per- 
fe6t  is  the  intermifsion.  The  fit  generally 
returns  once,  fometimes  twice  a year,  fpring 
and  autumn  : it  feldom  attacks  before  the 
thirty-fifth  or  fortieth  year. 

This  diftemper  is  more  fatal  in  the  decline 
of  life,  when  it  frequently  feizes  upon  the 
nobler  parts ; Inch  as  the  head,  flomach, 
and  bowels. 

The  affected  parts  flrould  Ke  kept  mode- 
rately warm ; the  patient  ought  to  go  to 
bed  early,  and  not  to  rife  foon : he  fliould 
rather  keep  in  bed  entirely,  until  the  fymp- 
toms  abate ; abftain  from  flefh,  fifli,  and 
high-feafoned  food.  A flender  light  diet  is 
bell.  Of  liquids,  London  fmall-beer  and 
toafl  may  be  allowed,  together  with  weak 
fack-whey,  Bath-water-whey,  water-gruel, 
and  a little  wine. 

During  the  paroxyfm,  little  is  to  be  done 
by  medicine.  The  fafeft  external  applica- 
tions arc,  to  wrap  the  parts  affected  in  new- 
combed  wool,  or  in  the  fofteff  flannel.  If 
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I there  be  a ficknefs  at  the  ftomach,  the  pa- 
itient  may  drink  plentifully  of  ehamomile, 
or  cardiius  tea,  fo  as  to  excite  vomiting 
and  the  body  fliould  be  kept  gently  open  . 
by  clyfters,  or  with  tindl.  aloes,  magnef.  alb. 
or  one  of  the  following  pills  may  be  admx- 
niftered  at  bed  time  :

But  Ihould  the  fit  be  very  violent,  a gen- 
tle anodyne  may  be  adminiftered. 

Bleeding,  though  recommended  in  very 
full  habits,  and  recent  attacks  of  the  gout, 
ind  faid  to  be  advantageous,  and  indeed 
uftly,  fliould  be  ftudioufly  avoided  in  the 
aged,  the  weak,  and  thofe  who  have  had  re- 
peated paroxyfms. 

The  nature  of  this  dlfeafe,  and  its  irre- 
,mlar  appearances,  are  not  ip  general  well 
mderflood ; and  to  invefliuate  it  thorouo*h- 
y,  requires  perhaps  as  much  fagacity  as 
;.ny  diforder  incident  to  the  human  frame. 

:n  fliort,  the  gout  feizes  all  parts  of  the 
uody  at  different  times ; but  in  general  the 

tpmach  participates  more  or  lefs  of  its  at- 
lack.  ' 
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After  the  clcclcnfion  of  the  fit,  the  dif- 
order  is  more  eafily  eradicated  when  con- 

i 

fined  to  the  extremities,  than  when  the 
vifeera  is^aifecled; ; in  which  lafl  cafe  the 
fioraach  is  fo  infirm  as  hardly  to  perform  its 
office.  li  ■

The  Bath-watersj  and  proper  exercife,  bid 
the  faireflto  reflore  the  patient,  and  prevent 
a return  of  the  complaint.' 

The  tindlur.  rhabarb.  or  vinum  aloes,  is 
very  proper,  in  order  to  keep  the  body  folu- 
ble.  A decodtion  of  giiaiacum  * has  been 
known  to  do  fervice,  taken  for  two  or  three 
months  fuccefsively,  to  the  quantity  of  a.

Should  the  gout  fehc  upon  the  Itmgs,  treat 
it  as  a peripneumony  ; if  on  the  head,  cup 
and  blilter  the  arms,  legs,  and  ankles,  and 
order  the  feet  to  be  bathed  in  fome  fpiritii- 
oiis  fomentation;  to  which  add  a quantity 
of  common  fait  and  flour  of  miidard  ; and 
-give  a large  dofe  of  the  vinum  aloes,  and 
bleed  if  the  patient  be^plethoric.  If  on  the 
Jiomach,  preferibe  wine  boiled  with  fpices, 
or  burnt  brandy  with  fpices,  or  brandy  with 
garlic ; and  if  thefe  Ihould  be  thrown  up  by 
vomiting,  add  a few  drops  of  tincl.  opii  at 
proper  intervals.

-meal  poultices  to  the  feet  have  lately 
come  much  into  eflcem,  and  may,  perhaps, 
in  many  cafes,  prove  beneficial.

Topical  applications,  however,  in  the  gout, 
are  not  advifable,  but  under  the  mofi:  firicl 
oircumfpedfion,  lefi:  the  gouty  matter  be 
tranflated.,  and  attack  the  more  vital  parts. 

In  perfons  fubjecft  to  frequent  gouty  at- 
tacks in  the  head,  and  where  the  fits  arc  not 
regular  and  critical,  aii  ijfue  in  the  neck  or 
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thigh,  made  pretty  large,  has  been  found  to 
be  of  great  efficacy. 

Soap  and  lirne-ivatcr,  with  the  ufe  of  fto^ 
machic  medicines,  proper  diet,  and  exercife, 
with  Bath-water,  and  daily  fridion  of  the 
feet  with  flannels,  bid  fairefl:  to  relieve,  if 
not  prevent  the  returns  of  the  gout. 

The  powder  called  the  Duke  of  PdrtlandV 
has  been  much  recommended  to  keep  otf  the 
gout.  It  is  compofed  of  equal  parts  of  the 
roots  of  round  birthwort,  and  gentian ; of 
the  leaves  of  germander,  and  ground-pine ; 
and  of  tlie  tops  of  tlie  lefTer  centaury. 
Thefe  are  all  to  be  well  dried,  pounded, 
and  fifted,  fo  as  to  make  a fine  powder. 
The  dofc  is  a drachm  every  morning  for  the 
firft  three  months ; for  the  enfuing  three 
months,  three  quarters  of  a drachm ; and 
half  a drachm  lor  the  next  fix  months. 
The  fccond  year  requires  only  half  a drachm 
every  other  day.  But  it  is  to  be  remarked, 
that  as  this  powder  may,  iu  fome  cafes,,  be 
very  fcrviceablc,  fo  an  indiicriminatc  ufe  of 
it  may  do  a great  deal  of  harm. 

A long  continued  ufe  of  bitters,  has  been 
: faid  to  deflroy  the  vigour  of  the  conffitu-^ 
Uion,  probably  by  weakning  the  Itomadi,. 
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and  injuring  its  rllgcflive  powers — but  bark 
and  joined  with  regular  cxcrcifc,  and 
ftridl  temperance,  may  be  had  recourfe  to, 
and  continued  vvitli  fafety,  and  advantage. 

Some  have  fpoken  highly  in  favour  of 
drinking  water  impregnated  xvith  fulphur^  to 
the  quantity  of  a pint,  or  more  a day ; for 
this  has  been  faid  frequently  to  prevent  the 
lit,  and  generally  to  abate  its  violence. 

But  a milk  diet^  with  a total  abflinencc 
from  fermented  liquors  and  flcdi  meats, 
has,  in  many  inftances,  cured  effectually 
the  gout ; but  then  it  may  be  queflioned 
whether  it  does  not  bring  on  worfe  com- 
plaints. The  ftomach,  in  particular,  is’  fo 
much  weakened  by  it,  as  never  afterwards 
to  bear  any  folid  food.  Befides,  the  young 
and  vigorous,  or  thofe  of  very  ftrong  confti- 
tutions,  flipuld  make  the  attempt ; for  the 
weak  or  aged,  or  fuch  as  are  much  broken 
' down  with  the  difeafe,  cannot  bear  to  live 
fo  low.  And  it  mult  alfo  be  obferved,  that  / 
the  diet  muft  be  perfifted  in  during  the 
courfe  of  life  ; for,  on  a return  to  the  for- 
mer mode  of  living,  the  gout  generally  re- 
turns with  increafed  violence. 
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CHAP.  IL 

OF  THE  RHEUMATISJW,  , - 

The  Rheumatifm  is  either  acute,  or  chro* 
iiic.  The  acute  is  that  which  is  attended 
with  febrile  fymptoms ; and  the  chronic, 
that  which  is  without  feven  The  former 
can  only  be  relieved  by  conquering  the  in* 

, flammation ; the  latter  generally  proceeds 
from  a defect  of  the  glandular  and  muci- 
laginous humour  in  the  joints,  inftead  of 

I 

which  a diarp  irritating  acrimony  prevails. 
A local  rheumatifm  is  to  be  diftinguifhed 
from  a more  general  one.  • 

The  acute  rheumatifm  commonly  affedls 
thofe  who  are  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  is 
known  by  wandering  pains,  with  fwelling 
and  rednefs  in  the  part,  which  increafe  to- 
wards the  evening,  and  when  the  patient 
grows  warm  in  bed,  and  is  preceded  by  a 
rigor,  Ihivering,  and  thirft.  A fever  at- 
tends, with  anxiety  and  coflivenefs. 

The  pain  of  the  joint  is  encreafed  by  the 
action  of  the  mufcles,  the  courfe  of  which 
it  purfues— it  attacks  the  larger  joints,  ra- 
ther than  thofe  of  the  hands  and  feet; 
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Ibmctlmcs  one  part  is  attacked,  ’while  ano- 
ther is  quite  free  from  pain  ; fometlmcs  dif- 
ferent parts  are  feized  at  the  fame  time ; 
and  indeed  fometimes  all  parts  at  the  fame 
inltant.  j 

There  is  fcarce  a . difeafe  more  hereditary 
than  this.  ■; 

That  it  proceeds  from  a feroiis  humour,  is 
evident  from  many  fymptoms  which  attend 
this  complaint.  . .. 

..  Though  aiv' inflammatory  complaint,  it 
dffle.rs  h’om  other  inflammations  in  as  much 
as  .it  .neither  terminates  by  fuppuration  or 
gangrene,  though  fometimes  there  is  a fe- 
rous  or  gelatinous  effuTibn— it  is  apt  to  wmi- 
der,  and  being  driven  from  one  part  it  is 
apt  to  occupy  another — ^the  attendant  fever 
obferves  the  quotidian  type,  with  exacerba- 
tions,^ and  ieifcreafe  of  pain  during  the  even- 
ing and  the  night. 

Bleeding  is  heceflary,  and  fliould  bc'  re- 
peated,. efpecially  when  the  difeafe  is  at- 
tended with’ great  inflammation. 

After  this,  if  the  patient  be  of  a flrong 
habit  of  body,  nitre  may  be  given  in  as  large 
quantities  as  the  ftomach  can  bear.  It  is 
bed  exhibited  in  watcr-grucl,  5ij  to  a quart, 

and 
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iiiicl  a tca-ciipful  taken  every  fecond  liour^ 
if  tlic  Itomach  flio'iild  fejedt  it,  when  taken 
in  Inch  quantities,  it  may  be  exhibited  ill 
fnialler  dofes,  and  combined  with  other 
things ; asj  . ■

At  the  fame  timcj  Ihould  the  bowels  not 
be  kept  open,  we  mud  have  recourfe  to 
dyders,  or  proper  dofes  of  the  neutral  pur-  ’ 
gativc  falts.

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If  the  pain  be  violent,  give  pil.  fapon. 
h.  f.  but  by  no  means  if  the  fever  is  high. 

Apply  warm  cataplafms  in  cafe  of  tumor. 
.Warm  fleams,  conveyed  to  the  parts  affedled, 
are  often  of  great  fervice.  Or  the  warm  bath 
may  be  made  ufe  of,  after  the  proper  eva- 
cuations. And  when  the  patient  can  bear 
fridlions,  camphorated  oil,  or  the  linim. 
ammon.  may  be  ordered  to  be  rubbed  in 
warm,  and  the  parts  to  be  afterwards  wrap- 
ped^n  flannel;  and  as  the  matter  of  the 
rheumatifm  is  beft  carried  off  by  the  cuti- 
cular  pores,  diaphoretic  and  fudorific  medi- 
cines are  beneficial;  and  in  this  mode  the 
cure  is  commonly  completed.  Decodlion 
of  feneka  may  be  given  in  fuch  large  quan- 
tities as  to  raife  a fweat.

Bllfters  aiid  fetons,  long  continued,  are  of 
infinite  advantage  in  this  complaint. 

Sometimes,  though  rarely,  fiiaq)  humours 
deppfited  on  the  legs,  occafioning  blitters,  ter- 
minating in  fmall  ulcers,  form  the  crifis  ; 
thefe  are  not  to  be  too  hatlijy  dried  up  by 
external  applications,  but  cured  by  a courfc 
of  alteratives.

Different  modes  have  been  adopted  for 
the  cure  of  this  complaint.  Some  confine 
their  patients  to  bed,  and  keep  them  in  a 
continued  flate  of  fweating  for  forty-eight 
hours. Others  bleed  frequently  with  nu- 

merous leeches  applied  to  the  part  afict^^cd, 
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cleanle  the  alifhcntary  canal  by  cooling 
carthartics,  blifter  the  part  occationally,  and 
forbid  the  ufe  of  animal  tbod,  and  fermented 
liquors : to  this  courfe  fmall  "dofes  of  anti- 
monials  are  recommended,  repeated  every 
morning.  Some  there  are  who  give  'great 
quantities  of  bark  on  the  fird  remifsion, 
whim  others  begin  with  it  on  the  fird  at- 
tack. 

" Some  after  bfeeding  and  emptying  the 
bowels,  ■ depend  upon  opium  and  calomel 
given  twice  or  thrice  a day. 

The  CHRONIC  RHEUMATISM,  which 
ihews  itfelf  in  various  parts  of  the  body, 
without  fever  or  inflammation  in  the  part, 
is  fometimes  the  effect  of  the  inflammatory 
fpecies  ; but  ■chiefly  attacks  thofe  who  arc 
advanced  in  life.  The  pain  feldorn  feizes 
fo  many  places  at  a time  as  in  the  acute 
fpccies,  neither  are  the  parts  affeCded 'fo 
liable  to  become  red  or  turn i lied  ; it  is  .at- 
tended by  palcnefs,  ctiminiflicd  appetite, 
relaxation,  debility,  and  torpor  in  the  fyf- 
tcni,  ' ' 

A milk  diet,  properly  attended  to,  has 
gicat  efficacy  ; fo  has  bleeding,  if  the  pulfe 
xvill  admit  of  it : if  not,  begin  with  calo- 
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mel,  in  fmall  dofes ; or  wit!>  a gentle  purge 
pf  infuf.  fen«,

CHAP  III. 

/ 

pF  THE  LUMBAGO,  AND  THE  SCIATICA- 

T HE  Lumbago  is  a fixed  pain  in  the  fmall 
[of  the  hack,  particularly  upon  llirring.,  or 
iCndeavouring  to  raile  the  body;  without 
maufea,  and  other  fymptoms  peculiar  to  the 
nephritis.  They  may  belong  either  to  the 
[gout  or  rheumatifm,  but  moft  commonly 
tthe  latter.  When  the  fciatica  is  of  tlie 
: arthritic  fpecies,  the  pain  is  more  deeply 
ifeated  than  wlien  to  the  rheumatic.  Hence 
’they  feem  to  he  the  fame  complaint,  only 
.varying  their  feat,  and  from  tlience  take 
itheir  names.  The  fciatica^  termed  alfo 
iifehias^  is  a fixed  pain  in  the  liip,  and  by 
ifome  is  called  the  hip-gout. 
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We  Iliould  be  careful  to  diftingulfli  the 
acute  from  the  chronic;  for,  like  the  rheu- 
matifm,  they  may  be  of  either  fpecies,  be- 
caufe  in  the  former,  bleeding  is  neceffary, 
and  repetitions  occafionally ; nitre,  plenti- 
ful dilution,  faline  purges;  and  in  the  lum- 
bago, terebinthinate  glyfters,  &c.  Indeed 
they  both  demand  very  nearly  the  fame 
treatment  as  the  rheumatifm,  but  are  much 
more  tedious  and  difficult  to  cure.  The 
pilulae  terebinthinatae,  and  thofe  defcribed 
in  p.  232,  are  particularly  recommended ; 
and  blifters  near  the  part  affedted,  and  on 
the  thigh,  have  often  proved  efficacious;' 
alfo  ifllies  above  or  below  the  knee,  though 
not  always  to  be  depended  upon ; the  caufe' 

. of  the  difeafe  lying  too  deep  to  be  affedled 
' by  fuch  fuperficlal  applications  as  vefica- 
tories.  Volatile  remedies,  fuch  as  ol.  te- 
rebinth. aether,  given  in  the  quantity  of 
thirty  opr  forty  drops  in  decodl.  guaiac. 
feems  to  bid  the  faireft,  together  with  an 
outward  application  of  the  epithema  vola- 
tile. A Burgundy-pitch  plaifter,  with  one 
eighth  part  of  euphorbium,  and  terebinth. 
Venet.  q.  f.  is  alfo  well  adapted  to  the  dil- 
order.

.upon,  given  as  diredted  in  cafe  0/  chronic 
i heumatifm ; as  the  lumbago,  and  fciatica 
nre  generally  of  that  clafs,  though  fhould 
:.hey  be  of  the  acute  kind,  they  muft  be 
leated  in  the  method  recommended  in  the 
.cute  rheumatifm. 


CHAP.  VI. 

OF  THE  HEAD-ACH. 

I HE  Head-acli  is  a painful  fenfation  feat- 
d in  the  contents  of  the  cranium,  as  the 

brain. 
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brain,  dura  or  pla  malcr,  or  in  the  mufcie.?^ 
membranes,  nerves^  or  other  parts  61'  the 
head*  It  is  called  cephalalgia;  if  the  head 
appears  full,  and  as  it  were  overloaded  with 
a dull  pain,  attended  with  heavinefs ; ce- 
phalceOy  if  inveterate,  or  extremely  acute, 
having  a fpafniodic  tenfion,  a forenefs  of 
the  exterior  parts  for  its  affociates ; and  a 
heniicrania,  if  only  one  fide  or  part  of  the  . 
iiead  is  affected.  If  the  pain  be  fixed  to  a ’ 
point,  it  is  called  clavus  JiT/fleriais.  i 

Thefe  affections  are  confidered  chiefly  I 
fymptornatic,  and  arife  from  fuch  a variety  I 
of  caufes,  as  to  require  different  treatment^  I 
it  will  therefore  always  be  ufeful,  if  pofsi- 1 
ble,  to  diftinguifh  the  adting  one,  as  it  may  1 
derive  its  origin  from  rheumatijm  or  gout, — = J 
from,  a plethora,  or  inflammatory  diathefis,—^M 
an  intermittent  fever, — venereal  virus, — foiil-^M 
nefs  of  the  fiomach,  or  fome  other  nervousM 
affection  of  the  primee  vice, — a dilteilfion  of* 
the  nervous  ^\hvcs,—conviilfions, — or  a fudderiW 
tran/lation  of  matter.  I 

Where  the  ftomach  is  iti  fault,  which  it 9 
generally  is  in  the  hemicrania,  vomits  illB 

be  very  proper,  and  bitter  purges,  &c.  ■ fl 

Jf  thefe  pains  take  their  origin  from  a plc^^^ 
3 thora^m 
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thora^  which  the  fymptoms  of  a full  pulfc^ 
Horid  countenance,  and  heavinefs  of  the  head, 
wall  difcovcr  ; bleeding,  cupping,  bliflers, 
and  gentle  purgatives,  are  to  be  prefcribed. 

IV hm  they  avife  from  gouty  or  rheumatic 
humours^  bli tiers  to  the  back  and  legs,  put- 
ting the  lect  in  warm  water,  and  vinum  aloes 
^ven  now  and  then,  anfwer  very  well.

Stimulating  cataplafms,  applied  to  the  feet, 
liave  been  found  very  feryiceable,  together 
avith  the  cmplatlr,  cantharidis  & cephalic.

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&c.  When  the  pain  is  removed,  the  patient 
fliould  be  always  very  careful  to  keep  the 
feet  warm. 

In  habitual  head-achs^  vin.  antimonii,  with 
valerian,  has  been  found  ufefuL 

In  this  cafe,  or  when  they  depend  upon 
a nervous  caufe,  cicuta  has^  often  been  ufe- 
ful,  begun  in  fmall  dofes,  and  gradually  en- 
creafed,  twice  a day. 

A little  of  the  following  elTence  may  be 
poured  into  the  palm  of  the  hand,  and  ap^ 
plied  to  the  pained  part.

In  cafe  of  cojiivenefsi  the  vinum  aloes

When  the  complaint  is  found  to  depend  on 
the  relics  of  an  intermittent  fever ^ or  to  be 
periodical.,  the  cortex,  with  valerian,  is  the 
chief  remedy  ; interpofing  now  and  then  a 
gentle  emetic.  If  the  venereal  taint  gives  rife 
to  it,  then  mercurials  and  fudorific  diet- 
drinks  are  the  only  things  to  be  depended  on. 

If  a weak  ftomach  be  the  caufe,  joined  with 
any  uneajinefs  of  the  mind  and  relaxed  nerves, 
•pil.  gummof.  Spa-waters,  and  riding  on  horfe- 
back,  are  of  the  greatefl  ufe.  Should  it  be' 
•foul,  and  it  or  the  inteftines  be  loaded  with 
faburra,  after  a gentle  emetic,  or  a purga- 
tive, ilomachic  bitters,  joined  with  chalyr- 
beates,  will  be  ferviceable,  taking  care  to 
avoid  coftivenefs,  and  promoting  all  the  due 
fccretions  properly.  Hence  aloetic  pills 
occafionally  fhould  be  had  recourfe  to ; .and 
the  menfes,  or  piles,  fhould  they  be  ob- 
flrudled,  muft,  if  pofsible,  be  recalled. 

Should  it  arife  from  polypi  in  the  nofe, 
as  it  fometimes  does,  from  whence  the  af- 
fection  is  often  very  violent,  the  aid  of  a 

R furgeon 
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fargcon  is  our  only  refort  for  a radical  cure 
. by  extradlion,  if  pradticable,  if  not  it  mufi 
be  alleviated  by  opiates,  and  keeping  the 
body  cool,  and  free  from  coftivenefs. 

It  is  worth  obfervation,  efpecially  to  the 
hudious,  never  to  write  on  low  deiks  or  ta- 
bles, or  to  tye  their  flocks  or  neck-cloths 
tight,  as  many  inconveniencies  have  arifen 
from  thence.  Some  have  fallen  within  the 
author’s  notice,  where  various  nervous  medi- 
cines have  been  ufed,  together  with  cupping, 
neutral  falls,  &c,  all  to  no  purpofe. 

It  may  be  proper  alfo  to  obferve  here,  that 
' people  who  are  much  fubject  to  head-achs 
Ihould  always  lie  high  with  their  heads; 
fleep  in  thin  night-caps : if  they  eat  fup- 
per,  it  fliould  be  very  light ; avoid  coftive- 
nefs ; go  always  to  bed  with  their  feet 
warm,  and  well  rubbed  : for  by  obferving 
thefe  diredtions,  many  have  found  great 
benefit,  in  complaints  of  this  kind,  which 
have  long  evaded  the  power  of  medicine, 
where  attention  to  tliefe  particulars  have 
been  difregarded. 


CHAP. 
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C II  A P.  V. 

OF  THE  TOOTH-ACH. 

The  Tooth-ach  is  .often  occafioned  by  an' 
impure  acrimonious  ferum,  which  cor- 
rodes the  membranes  and  nerves  -;  very  fre- 
vquently  brought  on  by  colds  and  rheumatic 
complaints,  more  particularly  after  a fuddeii 
.change  of  weather,  or  from  a carles  : fome- 
: times  it  is  merely  fympathetic,  as  in  hyheric 
i.and  pregnant  women. 

If  the  tooth  be  rotten  or  hollow,  burn  the 
mervous  chord,  if  pofsible,  which  is  the  feat 
cof  the  pain,  and  the  cavity  may  be  filled 
inp  with  lead,  wax,  or  maftich. 

The  betl  radical  cure  is  to  extract  the 
[tooth,  if  it  can  be  conveniently  efiedted. 


If  the  tooth  affedled  be  not  one  of  the 


irrelh  from  a healthy  perfpn,  which  often 
ibecomes  as  ufeful  and  lafting  as  the  original 
one  could  have  been. 

Touching  that  part  of  the  ear  called  the 
iintihelix,  with  a hot  iron,  hasalfo  fometimes 
oeen  foqnd  to  remove  the  tooth-ach.

The  acidum  muriaticum,  well  diluted 
with  a fufficient  quantity  of  water,  anfwers 
extremely  well,  where  the  infide  of  the 
mouth,  lips,  or  tongue,  are  ulcerated;  and 
more  particularly  fo  in  a putrefcent  date  of 
the  body. 

When  the  pain  is  merely  fympathetic,  the 
caufe  which  gives  rife  to  the  nervous  affect 
tion  mud  be  druck  at;  fo  that  if  either  hy- 
deria,  pregnancy,  ^c,  Ihould  be  the  occa- 
fion,  the  cure  depends  on  antifpafmcxlics, 
bleeding,  &c,  as  the  particular  caufe  may 
require. 


A fxtid 
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A fcetid  breath  may.  proceed  from  carious 
teeth,  putrid  gums,  bad  lungs,  or  may 
fome times  be  conititutional : it  is  often  at- 
tendant on  weak  nerves ; and  frequently 
owing  to  mercurials. 

If  conflitutional,  it  is  not  to  be  remedied. 
Elegance  and  care,  however,  may  palliate 
and  render  it  lefs  offenfive  : and  the  ftate  of 
the  ftomach  and  primse  vias  deferve  great 
attention  in  this  cafe.

When  children  are  about  cutting  their 
teeth,  they  Haver  much,  are  feverifh,  hot, 
and  uneafy  ; their  gums  fwell,  and  are  very 
painful ; they  are  fometimes  loofe,  and  at 
other  times  coftive : now  and  then  convul- 
fions  come  on.

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If  the  child  be  plethoric,  and  the  fever 
high,  a little  blood  may  be  drawn,  or  leeches 
are  often  of  ufe,  applied  behind  the  ears,  as 
alfo  blifters ; and  give  the  following  :

CHAP  VIL 


OF  THE  OTALGIA,  OR  EAR-ACH. 

This  complaint  may  be  occafioned  by  an 
injiamviatioii  of  the  internal  ear^  which  is 
fometimes  fo  violent  as  to  render  the  patient 
delirious; — hy  a purulent  difcharge; — h?/  in* 
fects^  or  hard  bodies  getting  into  the  car, — or 
by  catching  cold, 

Jf  inflammation  gives  rife  to  it,  veuicfec- 

tion. 
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tion,  cooling  and  fniart  purges ; cupping, 
leeches,  and  bliflers,  to  the  back  part  of  the 
head,  and  behind  the  ears,  and  the  pedl- 
luvlum,  are  necell'aiy. 

Purulent  matter  appearing  in  the  meatus 
auditoi'ius,  detergent  injedtions  are  to  be 
made  ufe  of ; which  may  be  'compofed  of, 
foap  and  water,  tiin5t.  aloes  comp,  and  wa- 
ter, or  deco6tuin  hord.  cum  mcl.  rof.  et 
tindl.  myrrh. 

If  from  living  infects,  the  mofi:  cffedtual 
way  to  dehroy  them  is  to  blow  in  the  fmoke 
of  tobacco,  and  then  pour  iii  warm  oiL 
Hard  bodies  getting  into  the  ear,  are  to  be 
extradted  by  proper  inftruments,  afsilled  by 
emollient  injedlions.  , 

Pains  in  the  ear,  occafioned  by  colds,  re- 
quire mild  diaphoretics,  and  the  patient  to 
be  kept  warm  ; and  cataplafms  of  'bread 
and  milk,  with  roafted  onions,  will  be  of 
fervice.  If  the  diforder  gives  not  way  to 
thefe  methods,  bleed,  and  bliher  behind  the 
cars,  and  give  an  anodyne  going  to  bed. 

The  rkeumatifm  may  fometimes  produce 
thefe  complaints;  a bladder,  filled  with 
warm  water,  and  applied  to  the  part,  will 
he  of  ufe  ; alfo  the  fpir.  camphoratus. 

Should 
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Should  the  pain  be  merely  fpafmodic^  or 
etrife  from  a defluxion  of  acrid  ferum^  cup. 
ping,  and  bliftering  the  back  of  the  head, 
will  be  ferviceable;  and  foft  dofsils  miifi:  at 
the  fame  time  be  put  into  the  ear,  dipped 
in  oil  of  almonds;  to  which  a little  oleum 
fuctini,  and  tindtura  opii,  may  be  added, 

A noife  in  the  ears  may  be  relieved  by  the 
vapours  of  aromatic  plants  conveyed  thither 
through  a funnel ; or  drop  the  following  into 
the  ear :

EASINESS  IN  THE  STOMACH. 

T' 

HIS  complaint  is  comitionly  termed  the 
heart-burn ; which  is  an  uneafy  fenfation 
in  the  ftomach,  with  anxiety,  a heat  more 
or  lefs  violent,  and  fometimes  attended  with 
opprefsion,  faintnefs,  an  inclination  to  vo- 
mit, or  a plentiful  clifeharge  of  clear  lymph, 
likefaliva.  '

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This  pain  may  arife  from'  various  and  d 
ferent  canfcs ; fuclL  ^s  jlatus ; ivom.  /harp  hu^ 
??iours,  eitlrer  acid,  bilious,  rancid,  or  empy-^ 
reumatic  ; rvorms  gnawing  and  vellicat-, 
ing  the  coats  of  the  ftomach ; from  acrid  and 
pungent  food,  fuch  as  Ipices,  aromatics,  &c, 
as  alfo  from  rheumatic  and  gouty  humours, 
or  finfeits;  from  too  free  a ufe  of  tea,  watery 
fluids  relaxinu;  the  llomach,  &c.  from  the 
natural  mucus  being'  abraded,  particularly  in 
the  upper  orifice  of  the  ftomach  : this  mofl- 
}y  happens  with  thofe  whofe  blood  abounds 
with  fcorbutic  falts^ 

In  all  pains  of  the  ftomach,  particular  aU 
tention  fhould  be  paid  to  the  offending  caufe, 
as  the  cure  xvill  entirely  depend  upon  lhat  be- 
ing conquered.  . 

The  diet  Ihould  be  of  a light  animal  kind  ; 
the  drink  brandy  and  water,  toafi;  and  water, 
Briffol  or  Tilbury-water ; no  vegetables  fhould 
be  allowed  ; and  very  little  bread,  and  that 
well  toaffed. 

The  cure  of  a common  cardialgia,  if  it 
proceeds  from  indigeflion,  or  an  acid  acri- 
mony, Ihould  be,

And  keeping  the  body  occafionally  open 
by  fmall  dofes  of  rhubarb,  caftor  oil,  or  the 
following  pills : '

If  from  any  excoriaLion^  or  ulceration^  the 
pain  will  be  conftant,  but  greatly  exagge- 
rated by  fwallowing  any  thing  hot  or  acrid, 
mucilaginous  fubflances  in  this  cafe  are  moft 
proper ; but  probably  no  remedy  fo  effectual 
as  a milk  diet. 

If  it  is  attended  with  a difeharge  of  clear 
lymph,  like  faliva,  fometimes  iniipid,  fome- 
times  acrid,  it  is  called  the  water-brash. 
Tindture  of  bark  in  lime-water  is  recom- 
mended as  very  ufeful,  an.d  often  given  with 
fuccefs : — but  as  it  is  a complaint  which  fre- 
quently recurs,  and  never  attended  with 
any  alarming  fymptoms,  it  is  generally  taken 
little  notice  of. 

If  the  coats  of  the  ftomach  have  their  tone 
xveakened,  and  cannot  protrude  their  contents 
in  proper  time,  and  thus  occafions  this  com- 
plaint, moderate  living  is  abfolutely  necef- 
fary.  Vinum  amar.  with  the  vitriolic  acid 
diluted,  or  the  etherial  fpirit  of  vitriol, 
will  be  fcrviceable  : if  coftive,  the  aloetic 
pills  are  advifeable.  Occafionally  riding; 
but  failing  is  preferable  as  moft  efficacious.

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C H A P.  IX,

OF  PAINS  IN  THE  STOMACH  AND  BOWELS 

FROM  POISON. 

‘ARSENIC. 

This  fubflance  taken  inwardly,  produces 
violent  gripings  in  the  flomach  and  bowels, 
tdiflenfion,  vomiting,  great  heat,  tliirtl,  cold 
fweats,  tremors,  convulfions,  inflammations, 
'gangrene,  and  finally  death.  A mortification 
of  the  pudenda  is  /aid  to  be  peculiar  to  the 
ipoifon  of  arfenic,^ 

Give  large  quantities  of  milk,  honey,  and 
ifugar  mixed,  of  warm  water  and  oil,  and  add 
iipecacuanh.  or,  what  is  much  .more  brifk 
and  certain  in  its  operation,  zinci  vitriolati' 
“ purificati.  3i.  to  be  repeated  fo  as  to  pro- 
I mote  as  quick  a dif charge  upzvards  as  pofsiblcy 
-and  injedt  oily  clyflcrs.  In  a word,  fill  the 
whole  tract  of  the  alimentary  canal  with 
foftening  emollient  liquids,,  fuch  as  new 
milk,  frefli  butter  melted,  chicken  or  veal 
broth,  fweet  oil,  to  dilute  and  fhcathe  the 
.Doifon,  giving  them  largely,  both  by  the 
mouth  and  clyfiers.  And  wfien  vou  have 

obtained 
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obtained  a free  evacuation  both  ways,  let 
the  perfon  continue  to  drink  very  plentiful- 
ly  of  decoctum  hord.  cum  g.  Arabic,  fperm. 
cet.  pulv.  tragacanth.  fat  veal  and  mutton 
broths,  milk,  oil,  &c.  not  forgetting  to 
keep  the  body  open  for  fevcral  days,  in  or- 
der to  carry  off  the  poifon. 

The  nccefsity  of  purfuing  the  mode  here 
advifed  is  obvious,  to  evacuate  as  quickly 
as  pofsible  the  oiFending  caufe,  and  if  all 
the  poifon  fliould  not  be  thrown  out,  to 
keep  the  bowels  full  and  loaded  as  much  as 
they  can  be  with  flieathing  materials,  to 
prevent  the  adlion  of  any  part  of  the  re^ 
maining  poifon,  upon  the  coats  of  the  fto- 
mach  or  inteflines. 

Thefe  rules  hold  good,  as  to  poifons  in  ge- 
neral, when  taken  into  the  ftomach.  If  there 
be  a plethora,  or  the  pulfe  be  flrong  and 
full,  it  will  be  very  neceffary  during  the 
above -cure  to  take  away  blood. 

When  the  mouth  and  fcnices  appear  c.rco^ 
riated  and  ulcerated,  as  they  will  do  fome- 
tlmes  when  corrofive  fublimate,  nitrous, 
vitriolic,  or  muriatic  acid  have  been  taken, 
little  doubt  remains  of  the  caufe  ; but  when 
tliefe  appearances  are  wanting,  and  death 

has 
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lias  ehfued,  and  on  opening  the  body,'  ero- 
hons,  livid  and  mortified  fpot§,  appear  on 
the  coats  of  the  flomach,'  we  are  n6t  rdjhly 
to  conelude  that  poifon  has  been  takeii,  becaiife 
thefe  may  originate  from  internal  caufes ; 
'therefore  the  contents  of  the  ftomach  Ihould 
: be  examined:  and  fubmitted  to"  different 
■ trials^  in  order  that  the*  fpeeific  nature  of 
'the  poifon,  if  any  has  been  titken,  maybe 
' difcovered. — If  a white  powder  is  found 
in  the  flomach^  and  that  arsenic j it  has 
*a  milky  wliitenefs^  #is  gritty  anc^  infipid  ; 
ipart  of  it  fwims  on  the  filrface  of  cold  wa- 
iter, like  a pale  fulphureoiis  film';  tlie  great- 
icfl  portion  finks  to  the  bottom  and  remains 
5 there  undifiblved  ; throivn  oil  a red-hot  iron^ 
it  does  not  flame,  but  rifes  entirely  in  thiek 
white  fumes,  whic\  have  the  Jltnch  'of  garlic^ 
^and  cover  cold  iron  held  jiiji  over  them  with 
white  flowers.  If  it  be  inclofed  between 
:two  plates  of  copper,  and  put  into  the  fire 
.and  made  red-hot,  the  copper  wifi  become 
white.  Ten  grains  boiled  in  Jiv.  of  cleat 
'Water,  and  then  pafled  through  a filtet,  1 
:divided  into  five  equal  parts,  and  put  into 
:as  many  glaffes.— In  one  I poured  a few 
(drops  of  f])irit  of  fal  ammon.-— into  another 

fome 
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fome  of  the  aqua  kali, — into  a third  hrong 
vitriolic  acid, — into  the  fourth  fome  muri- 
atic acid, — and  into  the  fifth  fome  fyrup  of 
violets.  ThefirJij  threw  down  a few  parti- 
cles of  pale  fediment, — the  fccond  gave  a 
white  cloud,  which  hung  a little  above  the 
middle  of  the  glafs  ; — the  third  and  fourth 
made  a confiderable  precipitation  of  a light- 
ifh-coloured  fubllance,  which  in  the  former 
hardened  into  glittering  cryflals,  flicking  to 
the  fides  and  bottom  of  the  glafs. — Syrup 

■u 

of  violets  produced  a beautiful  pale  green  i 
tindlure,  &c.  Thefe  are  methods  we  mufl  j 
make  ufe  of  for  the  certain  difcovery  of  its  9 
exiflence,  and  confequently  its  effedls.  9 

Another  method  is  to  foak  a piece  of  bread  m 
in  the  liquid  contents  of  the  flomaeh,  and  W 
give  it  to  a dog,  and  then  from  the  con-  ^ 
fequences  it  produces  form  our  conclufions.  ^ 
It  is  necefiary  to  be  a^  certain  in  thefe 
points  as  pofsiblc,  that  when  called  before  a 
bar  of  juftice,  in  the  unhappy  cafes  of  peo- 
ple being  poifoned,  to  give  evidence,  we  » 
may  a<5l  with  clearnefs  and  precilion. 
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Muriated  quicksilver. 

Befides  the  general  cure  for  expelling  pol- 
fons  delivered  above,  the  antidote  for  cor- 
rohve  fiiblimate  is  a weak  folution  of  any 
mild  alkaline  fait ; about  one  ounce  of  fait 
of  tartar,  fait  of  wormwood,  or  common 
pcarl-aflies,  may  be  dilTolved  in  a gallon 
of  water,  and  the  flomach  filled  with  the 
folution,  which  will  decompound  the  fub- 
limate,  defiroy  its  faline  fpiculas,  and  if  ap- 
; plied  in  time  prevent  its  deleterious  effedts. 

VEGETABLE  POISONS. 

The  plants  which  chiefly  produce  un- 
! liappy  efte^fs  are,  fome  kinds  of  mujhrooms  ; 
— hemlock  gathered  for  parfley,  and  eaten 
i in  fallads  ; — the  roots  of  the  hemlock-drop-^ 
iwort,  eaten  inflead  of  carrots, — and  the  ber- 
ries of  the  deadly  nightfhade,  which  chil- 
■ Jren  eat  by  miflake  for  wild  cherries. 

All  the  poifons  of  this  clafs  feem  to  prove 
mortal  rather  from  a narcotic  or  fiupefying, 
[flian  an  acrimonius  and  ftimulating  quality. 
4 flaring  ivildnefs  in  the  eyes,  confiifion  of 
palpitations,  giddinefs,  lofs  ^ memory 
s 2 and 
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aiid  voice,  Jlupor  or  fury,  convulfwns,  and 
retchings  to  votnit,  are  the  chief  fymptoms. 

The  patient  thould  immediately  take  a 
fohition  of  the  zincum  vitriolatum  purifica- 
tum,  and  repeat  it  till  it  caiifes  him  to  vomit 
plentifully,  afsihed  by  a large  quantity  of 
warm  water,  and  other  foftening  fluids,  as 
above  recommended.  After  the  operation 
of  the  vomit,  and  the  evacuation  of  the  in-  - 
teftinal  canal,  by  oily  and  emollient  clyflers,  ^ 
the  patient  fhould  continue  to  take  large  '■ 
quantities  of  water,  or  \^diey,  fweetened  - 
with  honey  or  fugar,  and  medicated  with  a 
confiderable  quantity  of  vinegar,  which  is 
eftcemed  a fpecific,  or  antidote,  againflthis 
fort  of  poifons. 


OPIUM. 

This  excellent  drug,  when  taken  by  mif-  ; 

^ take,  or  otherwife,  in  too  large  a quantity,  1 
is  converted  into  a poifon.  The  cure  is  to  | 
be  the  fame  as  already  deferibed,  except  that  « 
there  may  be  a greater  mecefsity  for  fpeedy  j 
vcnefection,  as  the  effedt  of  this  poifon  .4 
is  to  produce  fymptoms  flmilar  to  thofe  of  I 
the  fanguineous  apoplexy.  Bliftcrs  may  be  J 
applied  betwixt  the  fliouldcrs,  and  to  the 

ancles,  *; 
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1 ancles,  and  vinegar  to  the  noftrlls,  and  di- 
.lute  vitriolic  acid,  cream  of  tartar,  lemon** 
j juice,  or  any  convenient  palatable  acids  may 
'be  added  liberally  to  whatever  liquor  the  pa- 
Itient  drinks.  The  common  faline  mixture 
as  here  particularly  recommended,  and  that 
' to  be  given  freely. 

Much  depends  upon  keeping  the  patient 
from  deeping  until  the  eftedl  of  the  opium 
. be  over. 

After  the  poifon  is  evacuated,  gentle  aloe^ 
• tic  purges  are  very  proper  to  be  given , at 
iitated  intervals.

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CHAP.  X. 

OF  THE  DIFFERENT  SPECIES  OF  COLIC. 

The  colic  is  an  acute  pain,  and  obflruc^ 

1 lion  in  the  inteftines. — When  the  colic-pain 
is  accompanied  with  vomiting  of  bile,  it  is 
called  a bilious  co/fc.— When  the  pain  arifes 
from  flatus,  without  any  inflammatory  or 
bilious  fymptoms,  it  is  termed  the  flatulent 
or  windy  colic.~li  it  takes  its  origin  from  by-, 
fleric  complaints,  it  is  named  the  hyfleric  colic. 

— When  it  is  accompanied  with  tenfion  in 
the  abdomen,  forenefs  to  the  touch,  febrile 
afteclions  as  heat,  thirfl:,  quick  pulfe,  and  i 
other  inflammatory  fymptoms,  it  gets  the 
name  of  inflammatory  colic. — When  it  is  at- 
tended with  an  obflinate  conftipation  of  the  ' 
bowels,  and  a vomiting  of  every  thing  that  . 
is  taken,  indicative,  from  the  nature  of  what;  .

BILIOUS  COLIC. 

The  bilious  colic  generally  feizes  the  pa- 

< tient  about  the  beginning  of  fummer,  with  a 
vomiting  of  a yellow  greeniih  call ; a bitter 
tafte  in  the  mouth,  with  great  heat ; circum- 
fcribed  pain  about  the  region  of  Lhe  navel ; 
fometimes  with  mofl:  excruciating  pain  all 
over  the  abdomen  ; then  diifting  from  place 
to  place ; little  or  no  difcharge  of  urine ; a pul- 
fation  in  the  abdomen,  with  a fenfe  of  cold 
about  it : frequently  it  is  attended  with  a 
hoarfenefs,  which  continues  during  the  whole 
ftage  of  the  diftemper,  with  third:,  fever,  and 

< coftivenefs  ; and  fometimes  terminates  in  the 
iliac  pafsion. 

Bleed  repeatedly,  if  the  pulfe  will  admit  of 

ity  and  avoid  every  thing  that  will  tend  to  in- 

creafe  the  vomiting.

The  Bath  waters,  and  riding,  are  proper  to 
reftore  the  patient,  and  prevent  a return' of 
this  difeafe ; or  a courfe  of  Seltzer,  or  forne 
fulphureoiis  chalybeate  water,  with  a courfe 
pf  aperient  gums  with  foap,  ferrum  ammonir 
acale,  and  rhubarb.  The  diet  Ihould  be  fuch 
as  is  light  and  eafy  of  digeftion,  not  c^'ude 
and  flatulent.  Malt  liquors  fliould  be  avoid- 
ed ; and  if  feveriflily  difpofed,  Seltzer- water 
with  Hock,  if  not  with  Madeira,  Lilbon,  or 
Sherry,  particularly  if  the  habit  is  rather  cold 
and  phlegmatic,  form  the  bell  dbeverage  for 
drink. 

FLATULENT  COLIC. 

The  flatulent  colic  is  known  by  a wander- 
ing pain  in  the  bowels,  following  the  track 
of  the  colon,  attended  with  borborygmi, 
which  abates  when  the  air  is  fet  free  ; the  pain 
is  not  exafperated  by  prcfllire,  but  rather  re- 
lieved; there  is  no  extraordinary  thiiil;,  and 

the 
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the  piilfe  but  little  difturbed.  The  habit  is 
generally,  nay  indeed  almoll  always,  collive, 
and  fometimes  fo  flrong,  that  the  periftaltic 
motion  of  the  bowels  is  inverted,  and  the  in- 
teflinal  contents  pufhed  upward,  and  ejected 
by  the  mouth.  This  as  well  as  fome  other 
fpecies  of  colic  is  fometimes  attended  with 
nephritic  fymptoms  ; hence  the  nephritic  or 
Jione-colic.  However,  they  may  be  eafily  dif- 
iinguijhed  from  the  nephritis^  by  the  pain  not 
being  fixed  in  the  kidney^  and  propagated  to  the 
genitals.,  but  being  more  extended  towards  the  ceai- 
tre  of  the  belly,  and  by  the  fitdden  relief  after  a 
difeharge  by  fool.  In  the  colic,  after  eating, 
the  pain  increafes,  but  in  the  nephritis  it  is 
rather  mitigated.  In  the  nephritis,  the 
urine  is  firfi:  clear  and  thin,  and  afterwards 
lets  fall  gravel  or  other  fediment : in  the  colic, 
the  urine  is  generally  thicker  in  the  beginning. 
Though  we  know  that  this  difeafe  arifes 
from  fpafm  in  fome  part  of  the  alimentary  ca- 
nal, the  moft  common  places  are  either  the 
valve  of  the  colon,  or  its  flexure,  where  it 
turns  up  under  the  fpurious  ribs  to  the  left 
fide,  the  lower  part  of  the  duodenum,  the 
pylorus,  or  cardia.  Yet  ftill  it  is  very  dilii- 
cult  to  difeover  what  is  the  caufe,  there  arc 

fo 
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fo  many  different  ones ; moft  of  which  can 
only  be  gucffed  at ; therefore  the  patient’s 
conltitution  is  to  be  enquired  after  with  great 
nicety,  refpedling  its  particular  nature,  as 
well  as  conduct  refpecting  the  non-naturals 
previous  to  the  attack.  For  the  obftructioii 
may  mio,froin  acrid  biles, — different  kinds  of 
fahurra, — -floppages  of  the  ductus  communis  cho^ 
iedochus,  from  fpafm,  or  from  biliaiy  concre- 
tions,— h ardened  fceces, — ivorms, — -ruptures, — 
remains  of  undijfolvedfood, — earthy  or  ftony  con- 
cretions lodged  in  the  inteftines, — comprefsion  of 
theinteftines  from  tumors  inamj  of  the  contiguous 
vifcera, — introfufception  or  volvulus  of  the  intef- 
tine, — a thickening  of  its  coat  from  fchirrous, 
cancer,  &c. — hence  whatever  the  caufe,  we 
muff  endeavour  in  our  plan  of  cure  to  take  off 
the  fpafm,  and  promote  a free  paffage  through 
the  bowels  downwards. 

If  the  patient  be  plethoric,  or  of  a ffrong 
habit  of  body,  bleeding  is  generally  necef- 
fary;  after  which  order  him  to  drink  plenti- 
fully of  warm  water,  or  chamomile  tea,  fo  as 
to  promote  vomiting  ; then  procure  (tools  by 
emollient  clyfters,  which  muff  be  repeated, 
and  made  flronger,  if  ncceffaiy,  till  an 
evacuation  is  obtained  ; or  to  a decodtion  of 
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fena  or  colocynth  add  oil,  honey,  and  com- 
mon fait,  or  crude  fal  ammoniac.

HYSTEHIC  COLIC. 

Women  of  a gfofs  and  lax  habit  of  body, 
©f  an  irritable  difpofition,  and  thofe  udio^  have 
juh  recovered  from  very  difficult  labours,  are 
particularly  fubjedt  to  it.  It  attacks  the  re- 
gion of  the  homach,  and  fometimes  the  parts 
juh  below  it,  with  violent  pain,  ^T  is  ac- 
companied 
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compahied  with  exorbitant  vomitings  greeft 
or  yellow  matter  fucceeded  by  great  lownefg 
of  fpirits.  The  pain  -goes  off  in  a day  or  two, 
and  frequently  returns  again,  in  a few  weeks^

with  as  great  a violence  as  ever.  It  is  foitie- 
times  attended  with  a jatindice^  which  va*^ 
niihes  fpontaneoully  in  a few  days. 

When  .the  fymptoms  are  all  gone  off,  and 
the  patient"  is  pretty  well  recovered  grief, 
anger,  walking,  or  any  other  exercife  ufed 
too  foon,  will  occafion  a rclapfe. 

Bleeding  and  purging,  in  this  fpecles  of 
colic  generally  do  harm  ; unlefs  thexvoman  be 
of  a fangidneous  conftitution  mid  robuft  make^ 
and  then  they  are  very  proper.

I INFLAMMATORY  COLiC, 

In  the  inflammatory  colic,  a vehement, 
Durning  fixed  pain  is  felt  in  thofe  parts  which 
re  moft  affedled,  alfo  accompanied  with  a. 
ireternatural  heat  of  the  whole  body,  quick 

mlfe,  lofsofftrength,  anxiety,  and  inquiet- 
ide. 

When  the  infiammation  is  in  the  upper  part 

the  inteftines,  the  ftomach  will  be  diftended 
dth  wind;  and  where  it  is  very  violent, 
convulfions  will  fucceed  in  the  diaphragm* 
i'.tended  with  vomiting,  painful  inflation* 

^ ''  rumblings, 
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rumblings,  and  Aaarp  griping  twitches,  which 
may  at  lalt  be  produdlive  of  the  pafsio  iliaca. 

When  the  Jharp  pain,  attended  tv ith  fever  and 
naiifca,  appeal's  to  be  betwixt  the  navel  and  the 
pit  of  the  ftomach,  it  may  then  be  fufpedled 
that  that  part  of  the  colon  is  affe(5lcd  which 
lies  under  the  ftomach.  If  it  be  in  the  right 
hypochondrium,  under  the  fpurious  ribs, 
then  that  part  of  the  colon  which  joins  the 
ilium,  may  be  inflamed:  hwi  when  the  pain 
is  in  the  middle  of  the  abdomen,  about  the  na^ 
vel,  it  indicates  the  fhiall  inteflines  to  be  af- 
fedted.  ^ 

In  the  inflammatory  colic,  bleeding  largely  | 
and  repeatedly  will  in  general  he  abfoliitely  | 
neceflary  ; efpecially  if  the  patient  be  pletho-  1 
ric,  and  the  fymptoms  urgent : in  this  we  f 
muft  take  care  not  to  be  deceived  by  the  J 
pulfe,  for  from  the  blood  being  folicited  in-  § 
tcrnally  by  the  local  irritation,  a lefs  quan- 
tity  will  circulate  to  the  extremities,  confe-  - 
quently  the  pulfe  will  not  give  that  indica-  > 
lion  of  fulnefs  fufficient,  from  this  circum- 
fiance  alone  beino:  confidered,  to  induce  the  ;f 
young  practitioner  to  bleed ; the  want  of 
which  may  be  an  irrecoverable  error,  he  mufl  I 

therefore  be  directed  by  the  urgency  of  the 

other 
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other  fymptoins  ^ on  bleeding  he  will  find 
tthe  pulfe  increafe,  which  will  be  a certain 
mark  of  the  propriety  of  the  operation.;  alfo 
warm  foftening  emollient  drinks  and’clyfiers 
■fiiould  be  preferibed.  After  thefe,  ifthe  vo- 
miting be  violent,  an  anodyne  may  be  pro- 
per, given  in  the  faline  draught  in  the  a6l  of 
elfervefcencc,  and  repeated  occafionally. 
'Warm  fomentations  are  alfo  ufeful,  and  the 
Ikins  of  newly  killed  animals,  applied  warm 
'to  the  abdomen  ; or  bags  filfed  with  common 
:falt,  or  oats,  heated  ; and  if  thefe  fiiould 
iTail,  we  muft  have  recourfe  to  the  femicu- 
fpium,  and  warm  bath.

To  prevent  a 
dapfe,  crude  flatulent  vegetables,  animal

Dffivenefs  always  prevented,  and  riding  per- 
iled^ in  ; for  in  this  cafe  it  is  Angularly  fer- 
ccable.

: eferibed,  the  fever  fliould  continue,  and 
aammy  fweats  come  on,  with  paJenefs,  di- 
rrhoea,  foetid  black  ftools,  or  like  the  walh- 
li^sof  flelh,  with  afmall  intermitting  pulfe, 
d at  laft  a total  ceflation  of  pain,  you  may 
i ognofticate  a gangrenexoming  on,  and  that 
ath  is  near  at  hand, . 

iliac  passion. 

The  iliac  pafsion  isowing  to  an  inflamma- 
n and  obftrudion,  in  the  inteftinal  canal, 
:is  to  allow  no  paflhge  for  either  the  feces  or 
ulcnce.  It  mayLe  occafloned  by  harden- 
lf<£ces  violent  vomitings — ruptures — earthy

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or  fiony  concretions  lodged  in  the  inteJUnts-^ 
tumors — introfufeeption^  or  volvulus  of  the  in^ 
t e/line— thickening  of  the  coats  of  the  in- 
tefiines — &c.  and  is  attended  with  an  acute 
pain  of  the  bowels,  an  opprefsion  at  the 
tfomacli,  tenfion  of  the  bcdly,  bilious  or 
even  ftercoraceous  vomiting,  great  thirft, 
heat,  fever,  and  at  lafi:  with  fingultus,  cold 
fweats,  delirium,  convulfions,,  gangrene,  and 
death. 

The  method  of  cure  is  nearly  the  fame  as 
preferibed  in  the  inflammatory  colic,  the  iliac 
ipafsion  being  only  the  greatefl  degree  of  that 
difeafe.  > 

The  common  drink  fhould  be  weak  chic-  | 
ken-broth,  beef-tea,  chamomile-tea,  or  the  | 
decodt,  hordei  comp,  the  lac  amygdalas  may| 
likewife.be  drank  freely;  and  a quantity  of|^ 
nitre  may  be  added  to  it.  | 

Bleed  largely  and  repeatedly,  more  particu-^ 
larly  if  it  arifes  from  a flrangulated  rupture;  • 
next  injea  emollient,  oily,  and  ftimulating,J 
clyfters  ; and  give  oily  aperient  remedies,  by| 
the  mouth:  but  the  chief  hope  here  is  iiM 
bleeding,  cathartics  and  opiates.  S

NERVOUS  COLIC, 

This  difeafe  is  alfo  called  colica  Pictonuirty 
colic  of  Poictiers\  D evgn/J lire  colic convulfwe 
colic',  painters  colic',  and  in  the  Weft  Indies, 
where  it  is  endemic,  they  term  it  the  Dry 
belly -ach. 

It  differs  from  the  common  colic,  in  its 
attack  being  feldom  fudden — it  fteals  on  by 
degrees  with  a fenfation  of  weight  or  uneaft- 
nefs  jn  the  belly,  particularly  about  the  na- 
vel ; encreafing  in  a fhort  time  to  flight  j^iri,- 
not  conftant,  but  always.encreafed  after  eat«^ 
ing,  till  at  laft  it  becomes  violent  and  con- 
ftant, not  only  in  the  feat  of  the  difeale, 
but  in  the  arms  and  back,  terminating: at 
l^ift  in  a palfy,  It  is  attended  alfo  with  Ipfs 

of 
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of  appetite,  yellownels  in  the  countenance, 
a flight  degree  of  ficknefs,  and  coltivenefs, 
A vomiting  fucceeds  of  acrid  dime,  and  por- 
raceous  bile. 

The  pain  will  frequently  defeend  to  the 
region  of  the  navel,  and  Ihoot  from  thence 
to  each  fide  with  excefsive  violence.  Its  feat 
appears  to  be  the  centre  of  the  mefentery ; 
and  the  inteftines  feem  as  if  drawn  in  to- 
wards the  fpine,  with  convulfive  fpafms  ; fo 
that  it  is  fometiines  impracticable  to  throw 
yp  glyfters.  The  pain  docs  not,  as  in  moll 
colics,  abate  and  increafe  feveral  times  in  a 
few  minutes ; but  generally  obferves  the 
fame  teyour,  for  feveral  hours  together. 
The  pulfe  is  commonly' low,  and  as  quiet  as 
in  health,  without  any  appearance  of  fever 
or  inflammation ; but  rather  on  the  contra- 
ry, a faintnefs  and  Idwnefs  of  fpirits.  As 
the  difeafe  advances,  violent  nervous  fymp- 
toms  come  on — as  blindnefs,  lofs  of  voice, 
and  at  times  apoplexy,  ♦ind  palfy.  When 
the  pain  has  continued  long  and  violent, 
and  begins  to  abate,  the. patient  commonly 
feels  an  unufual  fenfation  and  tingling  along 
the  fpina  dorfi,  which  extending  to  the 
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arms  and  legs,  they  thus  become  weak  and 
paralytic. 

Before  the  dlforder  is  confirmed,  its  pro- 
grefs  may  perhaps  be  flopped  by  glyflers  of 
the  decodtion  of  colocynth,  fena,  and  the 
carminative  feeds,  diffolving  therein  com- 
jnon  fait  or  crude  fal  ammoniac,  with  a 
proper  quantity  of  oil,  efpecially  oleum  ri- 
cini,  and  keeping  the  body  open  with  mild 
aperients,  of  which  the  caftor  oil  is  the  mofi: 
effedfual.  The  patient  fliould  avoid  catch- 
ing cold,  and  be  careful  that  he  takes  no- 
thing acid  or  indigeflible  by  way  of  diet. 

This  colic  is  often  the  effedt  of  lead  ac- 
cidentally tak^n  in  drinks,  fuch  as  cyder. 
See,  and  too  frequently  eating  and  drinking 
things  of  an  auflereacid  quality.  It  is  com- 
mon in  cyder  counties ; and  often  happens 
to  plumbers,  painters,'  and  thofe  who  at- 
tend The  fmelti'ng  of  lead,  or  making  of 
white  lead. 

' It  is  brought  alfo  by  cold,  and  often  ap- 
pears‘in  the  waritier  climates,  as  a confe- 
qiience  of  intermittents  improperly  cured.

The  patient  is  to  ufe  a thin  fpare  diet, 
fuch  as  weak  chicken-broth,  panada,  or 
.gruel ; but  after  fome  time,  bread  and  boiled 
(chicken,..;  and  fometimes  a little  rum  well 
(diluted  with  water,  may  be  allowed  ; but 
.all  fermented  drinks  and  acids  are  dridtly 
'forbidden.

As  a preventive,  in  the  Weft  Indies  and 
on  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  it  has  been  found  of 
great  ufe  to  wear  a flannel  round  the  Y’ailt, 
and  to  drink  infufion  of  ginger  by  way  of 
tea.— -And  in  this  country  they  enjoin  bleed- 
ing ; then  the  -colocynth  glifter,  as  above 
fpecified,  is  injected,  and  repeated  two  or 

three 
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three  times  at  the  intervals  of  half  an  hour, 
till  a ftool  is  procured.  If  after  this  the  pain 
continues,  twelve  ounces  of  warm  milk  and 
fix  grains  of  opium,  or  a decoction  of  white 
poppy-heads  in  milk,  is  injedted.  The  fol- 
lowing morning  a folution  of  blue  vitriol  is 
given  in  the  proportion  of  one  grain  to  an 
ounce  : of  this  two  or  three  fpoonfuls  arc 
taken  fatting,  and  repeated  every  half  hour 
till  it  operates.  Next  morning  it  is  to  be 
repeated,  and  fo  on  for  nine  fuccefsivc 
days.  The  diet  is  broth,  gruel,  or  panada, 
though  about  the  feventh  or  eighth  day 
bread  and  boiled  chicken  are  allowed,  and 
ipmetimes  rum  well  diluted  with  water,  but 
: all  fermented  drinks  and  acids  are  forbid.

— When  in  the 
idnei/s^  they  are  attended  with  a naufea 
nd  vomiting  ; urine  at  firll  made  in  fmall 
uantities,  and  watery  ; afterwards  more  co- 
lons, turbid,  and  alfo  bloody,  if  the  Hone 
e pointed  and  rough,  flrangury,  coftive- 
efs,  a painful  retradlion  of  the  tehicle  of 
le  affected  fide,  and  a numbnefs  down  the 
ligh  and  leg.  When  the  objiructing  matter  is 
ot  into  the  bladder,  the  pain  in  the  kidney 
jates,*  but  is  perceived  in  the  bladder, 
rpecially  about  the  neck ; th(i  urine  be- 

u comes 
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comes  tiirbld,  and  is  difcharged  in  drops^ 
with  a frequent  inclination  to  make  water, 
and  it  is  oftentimes  bloody  ih-confequcnce 
t)f  riding,  or  being  jolted  in  a carriage  ; there 
is  alfo  a frequent  defire  to  go  to  fiool,  a feiifc 
of  weight  in  the  perinasum,  an  itching  in 
the  penis,  and  a mucous  fediment  in  the 
urine.  If  from  the  ftimulus  occafioned  in 
the  kidney,  or  in  the  ureters,  an  inflamma- 
tion fliould  be  induced,  it  mufl:  be  treated  as 
fet  down  in  the  nephritis. 

llleeding  is,  in  general,  very  proper,  and 
we  mufl:  obferve,  that  it  is  abfolutely  necef- 
fary  to  take  off  the  inflammatory  fymptoms, 
if  any  fuch  occur,  before  we  venture  upon 
the  life  of  ftiinulant  diuretics— or  tonics.

Where  the  ftone  is  become  fo  large  as  not 
to  give  way  to  medicine,  the  only  refource 

is  cutting.  , „ f 

Soap,  and  oyfter  or  cockle-lhell  lime-wa- 
ter, long  perfirted  in,  have  fometimes  been 
attended  with  much  fuccefs,  as  folvents  for 
the  ftone.  The  kali  purum,  or  aqua  kali 
:;,H,  is  generally  thought  to  be  the  moft 
efficacious.  The  patient  muft  begin  with 
fmall  dofes,  fuch 'as  x.  xx.  or  even  xxx. 
drops,  to  be  taken  in  half  a pint  _ of  veal- 
broth,  or  new  milk,  and  gradually  increafe 
the  quantity  of  lixivium  as  far  as  the  ftomach 

and  urinary  paflages  will  bear. 

An  infufion  of  the  feeds  of  daucus  fylvef- 
tris,  or  wild  carrot,  fweetened  with  honey, 
is  greatly  extolled  by  feme  in  complaints  of 
the  ftone  and  gravel.  And  a decodlion 
made  by  boiling  thirty  berries  of  raw  coffee 
in  a quart  of  water  till  it  becomes  of  a deep 
greeniffi  colour;  and  taken  night  and  morn- 
ing to  the  quantity  of  eight  or  ten  ounces, 

wiHi  fpir.  aitheris  nitrofl  gutt.  x.  and  occa- 

u 3 rioniilly 
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fionally  purged  with  caftor  6il>  has  been 
known  to  bring  away  gradually  a large 
quantity  of  calculous  matter.  Acids  are 
alfo  faid  to  be  as  powerful  fol vents  in  fomc 
kind  of  calculous  concretions  as  even  the 
pure  kali.  The  acidum  mtiriaticuni  may 
be  made  ufe  of  for  this  purpofe. 

The  uva  urfi  has  likewife  been  much  rc-

commended  as  a lithontriptic ; from  which 
much  relief  has  been  obtained — it  may  be 
d-dmiiiiflered  in  the  following  form  :

A compofition  named  atjtia  mephitica  al~ 
talintL  has  been  efteemed  highly  ferviceable 
in  gravelly  complaints,  and  been  tlK)ught  to 
prevent  a relapfe,  which  in  thefe  cafes  are 
frequent — it  is  made  by  diffoiving  a portion 
of  pure  kali  in  any  given  quantity  of  water, 
and  impregnating  the  folution  with  fixable 
air — the  dofe  is  fuch  a part  as  may  contain 
about  half  a dram  of  the  fait — and  that  re^ 
peated  twice  a day — viz. — four  drams  dif- 
folved  in  fixteen  ounces  will  make  eight 
dofes  of  two  ounces  each. 

During  the  ufe  of  all  folvent  medicines, 

the 
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the  body  fliould  be  kept  open  now  and  then 
with  ol.  riclu.  or  fom.e  other  ge^rtle carthart;c. 
But  it  fome  times  happens  that  the  attempt 
at  diliblving  is  not  only  impraaicablo,  but 
may  be  dangerous ; we  have  then  no  other 
refource  but  palliatives : henep  the  body 
Ihould  be  kept  open  occafionally  witl}  fome 
eccoprotic  ; and  mild  diuretic,  infufions  and 
decoftions,  fuch  as  are  pleafant  and  the 
ftomach  will  ealily  bear,  and  will  pafs  free- 

ly,  fliould  be  adminiftered. 

With  refpect  to  diet,  heavy  and  flatulent 
food  ihould  be  avoided,  as  alfo  high  leafoned 
viands,  or  fuch  as  are  apt  to  turn  rancid  : hke- 
wife  butter,  fatty  fubltanees,  and  acids.  The 
diet  fliould  be  of  the  lighteil  kind,  ealily  di- 
geltible,  and  fuch  as  will  rather  prpve.  laxa- 
tive. 


CHAP.  XIII. 

OF  THE  ISCHURIA,  OR  SUPPRESSION  OF 

URINE. 

A Total  fupprefsion  of  urine  is  eallecj 
by  authors  ifehuria^  and  dilTers  in  its  fymp- 

tonis  according  to  the  parts  affected  : when 

u 4*  the- 
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the  KIDNEYS,  fome  difeafe  having  precede 
ed,  there  is  a pain  and  iineafy  fenfation  of 
weight  in  the  renal  region,  without  any 
tremor  of  the  hypogaflrium  or  ftimulus  to 
micturition. — When  the  ureters,  fome 
difeafe  of  the  kidneys  having  preceded, 
there  is  a fenfe  of  pain  or  uneafmefs  in  fome 
part  of  the  ureter,  without  any  tumour  of 
the  hypogaftrium  or  defire  to  make  water.- 
— When  the  bladder,  there  is  a tumor  of 
the  hypogaftric  region,  with  pain  at  the 
neck  of  the  bladder,  and  a frequent  itimu- 
lus  to  make  water. — When  the  urethra, 
there  is  a fwelling  of  the  hypogaftric  region, 
with  a frequent  defire  to  make  water,  and 
pain  in  fome  part  of  the  urethra. 

Of  this  diforder  there  is  a very  great 
variety,  arifing  from  different  caufes,  affeCl- 
ing  the  parts  from  whence  the  name  of 
the  fpecific  difeafe  is  taken,  and  which 

will  be  found  in  sauvages  nosologia  me- 

* 

THODiCA“Or  in  that  of  Dr.  Cullen. — And 
according  to  the  exiding  caufe  fo  muff  our 
remedies  be  adapted.  We  refer  our  rea- 
ders to  thefe  authors,  becaufe  in  a work  of 
this  nature  now  before  us ; fufficient  room 
cannot  be  left,  to  enter  fo  fully  as  might 

be 
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be  wlflied  into  the  fubjea.  We  can  only 
therefore  recite  fuch  as  moft  commonly  oc- 
cur, recommending  it  to  praaitioners  to 
confult,  in  cafes  of  difficulty,  fuch  authors 
as  have  treated  the  fubjea  more  at  laige  , 
which  enquiry  will  in  many  inftances  amply 
repay  them  for  the  labour  they  bellow. 

A partial  and  paintul  fupprefsion  of  urine 
is  called  dysuria,  or  stanguria,  which 
have  different  fymptom&^  according  to  the 
caufes ; and  is  either  attended  with  heat  of 
urine  without  any  evident  difeafe  of  the 
bladder, — or  a fpafm  communicated  from 
other  parts  with  the  bladder,— or figm  ^ 
of  calcuhis  in  the  hlnddeVf — or  ivith  a large 
excretion  of  mucus  ; or  it  is  occafioned  by 
pr efface  from  the  neighbouring  parts  affecting 
the  bladder,---0Y  from  thofe  parts  being  in- 
flamed. 

As  there  are  fo  many  caufes  which  givff 
rife  to  thefe  complaints,  we  mufl  particu- 
larly advert  to  them  in  our  modes  of  cure. 
—If  it  is  caufed  by  inflammation,  we  mufl; 
depend  upon  the  antiphlogiftic  method  as 
laid  down  in  nephritis  and  cyftitis. — If  from 
fpafmodic  afledlions,  to  opiates,  tcrebinthi- 
nate  gly tiers,  and  the  warm  bath. — If  from 

fupcrabundance

fiipcrabtindance  of  mucus,  to  fapouaccous 
medicines  and  ftimulating  diuretics,  viz. 
korfe-radi/h^  mujiard-feed^  fquills^  with  aka- 
kfcent  fuhjlances,  and  terebinthinate  baljams  as 
attenuants. — If  from  gravel  or  calculus,  no 
inflammation  being  attendant,  to  lithontrip- 
tics. 

Total  fupprefsion  of  UTine^  when  from 
caufes  exifting  in  the  kidneys,  or  ureters,  is 
feldom  cured,  unlefs  they  arife  from  fpaf- 
modic  affedtions ; but  when  it  is  partial  our 
hopes  may  be  more  flattering. — The  fymp- 
toms  attending  this  fpecies  are  pain^  7iau- 
fea,  vomitingy  cqflivenefsy  coldnefs  of  the  er- 
iremities,  numimefs  of  the  thigh,  retraction 
' of  the  tejiicle,  fucceeded  lometimes  by  con- 
r vulfions  and  fyncope. 

The  fymptoms  here  generally  arife  from 
fpafmodic  affe<&ions,  and  therefore  we  mull 
have  recourfe  to  warm  bathing,  glyfters, 
which  adl  as  fomentations  to  the  parts,  as 
well  as  evacuants. — Demulcents  and  opium 
in  repeated  dofes,  till  the  fpafm  is  relieved. 
The  following  demulcent  mucilage  is  re- 
commended.

299 
It  fhould  have  been  obferved,  that 
though  the  affeaion  may  be  of  the  fpaf- 
modfc  clafs,  flmuld  it  be  attended  wRh 
ftrong  febrile  fymptoms  and  the  habit  p e- 
thoric,  bleeding  and  antiphlogiftics  may 

be  had  recourfe  to-  i r 4. 

It  has  been  faid  that  ekaric  Ihocks  fent 

through  the  loins,  have  feldom  faded  to 
expedite  the  paffage  of  calculi  into  theblad- 

der.  .s  , 

If  tlrine  gets  into  the  bladder,  and  is  there- 

fupprefed,  this  is  known  by  a fwelling  of 
the  hypogaftrium,  pain  at  the  neck  o 
the  bladder,  and  frequent  vefical  tenefmus. 
Should  the  common  methods  fail  of  fuc- 
cefs  according  to  the  caufe,  the  catheter 
Ihould  be-  palled  with  caution,  and  be  had 
occafional  recourfe  to  till  the  original  de- 
fea  be  cured,  whether  it  anfes  fi'om  in- 
flammation, weakened  tone  of  the  coats 
of  the  bladder,  paralytic  affeaion,  a Hone 
plugging  up  the  neck,  an  uker  theie,  or 
the  womb  prefsing  upon  its  neck,  which 
happens  in  cafes  of  pregnancy.  But  as 
fupprefsion  moft  coininonly  proceeds  from 

foafms  or  inflammations  of  the  neck  of

clylters  miifi;  be  purfued.

If  the  fupp7'efsio7i  /till  continues^  repeat 
the  bleedings,  have  recourfe  to  the  warm 
bath,  and  give  folutions  of  gum  Arabic, 
&c. — Sometimes  the*  introduction  of  the 
bougie,  firfl  oiled,  may  afsift  much  in  re- 
moving thefe  complaints  by  its  flight  irrita- 
'tion,  and  gently  dilating  the  paffages. 

Whoi  thej'c  is  a total  fitpprefsmi  of  urine^ 
the  catheter  or  bougie  mufl  be  ufed  to  draw 
it  off.  If  we  try  the  latter,  it  mufl:  be  al- 
lowed to  remain  in 'the  paflage  for  a length 
of  time,  and  on  its  being  drawn  away,  the 
water  mofliy  folio v's ; it  gives  lefs  pain,  and 
is  eafier  introduced  than  a catheter,  but  is 
not  fo  certain. 

If  it  arifes  fmn  parahjtic  affection  of  the 

coat 
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coats  of  the  bladder,  during  the  ufe  of  the 
catheter,  the  cortex  and  cold  bath  are  ad- 
viicable,  with  cantharides,  or  probably  a 
bliller  to  the  facnim  might  be  attended 
. with  advantage. 

If  from  an  ulcer  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder, 
detergent  bougies  and  injedions  we  muft 
depend  upon,  and  a courfe  of  fulphureous 
waters  may  be  beneficial.  If  fioni  preg- 
7ia?iC7/,  the  prerfure  mufi  be  removed  occa- 
lionally  by  elevating  the  uterus,  inflamma-- 
tory  affedtions  prevented  from  coming  on, 
the  body  kept  conftantly  cool  and  open, 
and  in  a recumbent  pollure  as  much  as  may 
be  till  nature  removes  the  caufe,  which 
will  happen,  in  due  courfe,  and  bleeding 
muft  be  now  and  then  fubmitted  to. 

If  a painful  difeharge  of  urine  arifes  from 
caruncles  in  the  urethra,  they  arc  moft  effec- 
tually removed  by  bougies,  which  fhould  at 
firfl  be  ufed  with  lenity  and  caution; -and 
if  on  their  firfl  introduaion  (bedng  previ- 
oully  fmeared  with  oil)  any  inflammatory 
fymptoms  come  on,  bleed  and  purge,  and 
confine  the  patient  to  his  bed  ; and  when 
thefe  complaints  are  gone  off,  let  him  con- 
tinue to  ufe  them  confiantly  till  the  dif- 
or.der  be  lemoved.  CHAP. 
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CHAP.  XIV. 

OF  THE  HEMORRHOIDS,  OR  PILES. 

TThE  Piles  are  painful  tumors  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  inteftinum  re6tum. 

Thofe  who  lead  fedentary  lives,  arc  of  a 
loofe  texture  of  fibres,  high  feeders,  hard 
drinkers,  and  fuch  as  are  conftitutionally 
colli ve,  or  have  ufed  themfelves  to  aloetic 
purges,  &c.  are  more  particularly  fubjecl 
to  thefe  diforders. 

Sometimes  they  are  internal,  and  occa- 
jfion  great  pain  in  going  'to  ftool ; when  ex- 
ternal, they  are  likewife  very  painful,  and 
apt  to  bleed : after  which,  the  pain  gene- 
rally abates. 

The  piles  admit  alfomf  another  divihon, 
viz.  adliv'^e  or  pafsive.  The  firji  is  ufually 
preceded,  and  attended  by  - giddinefs,  and 
head-ach,  weight  and  pain  in  the  back 
and  loins,  fomethnes  by  numbnefs  in  the 
thighs,  fenfe  of  coldnefs  in , the  extremi- 
ties, flatulence  in  the  lower  belly,  hard 
pulfe  ; drynefs  of  the  fauces,  pale  and  de- 
ficient urine,  with  frequent  inclination  to 
make  water.  The  fecond  generally  occurs 
4<  in 
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in  people  of  relaxed,  debilitated  hab^s,  and 
are  chiefly  at  flrlt  only  attended  with  pain 
locally  fltuated,  but  by  continuance  occa- 
fion  thofe  fymptoms  attendant  on  relaxa- 
tion. Such  as  a quick  and  weak  pulfe, 
fiufhing  heats  in  the  face ; now  and  then 
'C'hilly  fits,  with  a fenfe  of  crawling  or 
creeping  down  the  back,  difluibed  reft, 
and  un'^refrefliing  fleep.  Now  according  as 
this  difeafe  is  of  the  aaive  or  pafsive  kind 
fo  will  it  require  a mode  of  treatment  adapt- 
ed to  the  particular,  cure. 

If  the  patient  be  plethoric^  bleed  •;  and  or- 
der a li^ht  cooling  diet,  fuch  as  broths,  ' 
gruels,  whey;  and  avoid  liquors,  which  are 
heating  and  inflaming. 

Foment  with  the  fotus  commun.  and  in  ^ 
cafe  the  piles  bleed  much,  witii  a decoction

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be  had  recoiirfe  to,  fiicli  as.fmall  dofcs  of 
Peruvian  bark,  conferve  of  rofes,  chaly- 
beate waters,  &c.  but  tlie  more  powerful 
affringents  mufi;  be  avoided ; indeed  the 
greatefl:  caution  is  neceffary  how  we  repel 
the  piles,  the  habit  of  body  being,  in  gene- 
ral, much  relieved  by  their  appearance, 
and  they  certainly  free  it  from  many  acute 
difeafes ; for  a fuddeii  fupprefsion  of  ajiy 
habitual  evacuation  has  been  the  primary 
caufe  of  the  worjl  and  rnoft  dangerous  dif- 
eafes ; fuch  as  apoplexies,  epileptics,  mad- 
nefs,  &c. 

Where  the  habits  are  relaxed,  and  that 
appears  to  be  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  we  may 
then  employ  more  powerful  tonics  and 
.atlringents  with  ftimulants,  generous  diet, 
o^ol  air  and  exercife,  and  the  body  muft 
be  kept  open  by  fome  of  the  foregoing  gentle 
aperients. 

Should  the  tumors  be  external,  leeches 
may  be  applied,  or  if  the  pain  be  violent, 
the  faturnine  opiated  applieations  may  be 
made  ufe  of,  or  the  following  is  recom- 
mended. '

In  order  to  prevent  a relapfe,  and  give 
flrength  to  the  parts,  waihlng  the  parts  every 
morning  with  cold  water  is  very  ferviceable 
ill  hracing  up  the  coats  of  the  varicofe  veins, 
or  hardening  the  fungous  excrefcences. 

Sometimes  though  the  piles  have  been 
injudicioully  flopped  by  the  ufe  of  power- 
ful aftringents,  which  has  brought  on  more 
troublefome  and  dangerous  complaints — it 
has,  therefore,  been  thought  advifeable  to 
have  them  reproduced, , which  has  proved 
falutary,  for  which  bleeding  in  the  foot 
has  been  recommended,  and  fmall  dofes  of 
aloes  given,  and  repeated  every  night  till 
the  defired  end  has  been  anfwered.

CLASS  IV. 

OF  SPASMODIC  DISEASES. 

CHAP.  I. 

OF  THE  TETANUS. 

Tetanus  IS  a rigid  and  painful  contrac- 
tion of  the  miifcles  of  the  neck,  and  trunk 
of  the  body.  It  is  divided  into  two  fpe- 
cies : the  opifihotonos ; and  the  epifUiotonos^ 
or  emprojihotonos,  hi  the  former^  the  whole 
trunk  of  the  body  is  convulfed  and  drawn 

I 

backwards  in  a curve,  with  the  head  bent 
towards  the  ilioulders ; in  the  latter,  the  trunk 
of  the  body  is  drawn  forwards,  with  the 
chin  to  the  breaft.  This  difeafe  is  moft  fre- 
quent in  hot  climates,  and  is  faid  to  be  en- 
demic in  South  Carolina,  efpecially  among 
the  negroes.  It  fometimes  comes  on  fud- 
denly ; -then  the  patients  rarely  furvive 
more  than  forty-eight  hours;  fometimes 
gradually ; firfi:  affecting  the  back  part  of 
the  neck,  and  about  the  flioulders,  with  an 
uneafy  ftiffnefs,  tlie  rigidity  of  the  mufcles 
in  general  gradually  increafing.  From  the 

manner 
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manner  of  the  attack  muft  tlie  danger  of 
the  difcafe  be  eftimatcd  : the  more  gradual 
and  flow,  the  better;  and  if  nine  or  ten 
days  are  got  over,  the  patient  generally  re- 
covers. A painful  draiving  in  under  the 
Jienmm  is  ihe  dijimgui/hing  characterijiic  of 
this  difcafe. 

The  caufes  of  this  difcafe,  are  cold  and 
moldurc,  particularly  fudden  vicifsiUides, 
or  fome  irritation  of  the  nerves,  in  confe- 
quence  of  local  injury,  aspundtiiie,  incifioii, 
&c.  The  former  of  thefe  caufes  are  fudden, 
in  their  operation,  the  latter  does  not  takp 
effedl  for  fome  days. — Befides  thefe,  vifcid 
mucus  in  the  ftomach,  and  inteftines,  par- 
ticularly at  the  head  of  the  duodenum, 
worms  and  meconium  are  enumerated. 

Now  wherever  any  of  thefe  caufes  can 
be  difeovered,  immediate  application  fhould 
be  made  for  their  removal,  by  emetics  and 
carthartics ; of  the  firft  clafs,  antimonials  are 
confidered  thebeft  ; of  the  lad,  calomel,  join- 
ed with  fome  other  purgative. 

If  it  Ihould  happen  in  confequence  of  an 
irritation  from  a wounded  nerve,  or  tendon,  , 
divide  it  directly,  and  drefs  the  wound  to 
bring  on  a proper  digcltion  and  cicatrix, 
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Bat  if  the  caufe  is  not  difcoverable,  the 
irritability  of  the  fyftem  muft  be  attempted 
to  be  relieved,  and  the  predifpofition  con- 
quered, chiefly  by  the  very  liberal  life  of 
opium,  to  which  mufk  and  camphor  may 
be  added,  and  the  dofes  mufl;  be  adapted  to 
the  exigencies  of  the  cafes.  Twelve  grains 
of  rhiiflc,  and  one,'  two,  or  three  grains  of 
folid  opium,  with  Iheriaca,  in  a bolus ; may 
be  given  and  repeated  every  four  or  flx 
hours,  with  the  julepum  e camphora.  Forty 
drops  of  tindlure  of  opium  have  been  given 
every  half  hour,  till  one  ounce  has  been 
confumed  in  24  hours,  without  produc- 
ing any  intoxication;  one  dram , of  opium, 
and  half  an  ounce  of  mulk,  has  been  given 
every  24  hours,  by  which  the  patient  has 
been  cured,  If  the  patient  cannot  fwallow, 
opium  mufl:  be  given  in  clyfters,  with  the 
addition  of  oil,  or  turpentine  .diflblved  in 
the  yolks  of  eggs  c the  body  at  the  fame 
time  fhoLild  be  kept  open  by  manna,  fal. 
amar,  ol,  ricin,  &c.  or  by  clyflers.  In  tho 
mean  time,  the  warm  bath  mufl;  be  made 
life  bf,^  and  when  the  patient  is  taken  out, 
he  miift  be  wrapt  up  in  warm  flannels,  and 
put  in  bed  ; the  belly  mufl:  be  fomented, 

and 
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■and  a bladder,  half-full  of  warm  water,  muft 
be  applied  to  the  pit  of  the-  ftoinacln  _

Or  Rulh,  of  Philadelphia,  condemns  the 
,fe  ;f  opium,  and  gives  three  ounces  of 
Peruvian  bark,  in  three  pints  of  wine,  with- 
in the  fpace  of  24  hours,  by  which  he  foon 
relieved  his  patients,  and  cured  them  m a 
few  days. 

The  cold  bath  has  been  highly  recom- 
mended-, Dr.  Wright  fays,  that  by  pouring 
two  or  three  pails  full  of  cold  water  over 
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the  body  of  the  patient  every  three  or  four 
hours,  he  proved  in  every  cafe  fuccefsful. 

If  the  pulfe,  during  the  convulfive  fpahn, 
is  firfl  fmall,  languid,  and  flow,  then  quick, 
intermitting,  and  irregular,  cordials  fliould 
be  interpofed,  fiich  as  cafior,  fpir.  amm. 
foetid,  fal..  cornu  cerv.  &c.  and  foetid  glyf- 
ters  injedted  occahoually. 

Where  you  fufpe6t  a tetanus  coming  on  in 
children,  evacuate  gently  by  flools,  and  give 
fmall  dofes  of  mufk  and  opium,  and  you  may 
frequently  prevent  the  bad  confequences  of 
the  approaching  fit. 

To  reflore  the  patient,  after  the  tetanus,  a 
courfe  of  the  cortex  and  the  balfam.  Peruv. 
is  to  be  tried,  and  the  fpine  is  to  be  rubbed 
with  Tofiie  fpirituous  liniments.  But  blifters," 
and  all  other  ffimulants,  during  the  fit,  are 
reckoned  injurious. 


CHAP.  II, 

...  ' * 

OF  THE  LOCKED  JAW. 

This  difeafe  is  termed,  by  Sauvages, 

trifmus  tonicus,  and  is  a rigid  contradtion 

of  the  mufcles,  which  raife  the  lower  jaw. 

It 
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It  may  be  either  primary,  or  fecondary 
that  is,  either  arife  fpontaneoufly,  withou 
any  evident  caufe,  or  be  the  confequence 

ofwormds,  or  other  morbid  affeaions. 

The  true  fpecies  are  divided  into  that  which 
affeas  infants  within  the  firft  fourteen  days 
■from  their  birth  ; and  that  from  a wound,  or 

cold,  which  attacks  all  ages.' 

The  treatment  is  nearly  the  fame  as  t la 
prefcribed  for  the  tetanus.  A blifter  may  be 
applied  between  the  llioulders,  or  acrofs  the 

throat,  and  the  jaw  anointed  with  the  oleum 
lateritium;  and  purgatives  given  by  tlie 
mouth,  or  opening  glyfters  injeaed,  an  re* 
peated  occafionally.  On  the  intermediate 
days  the  following  draught  may  be  given:

A flannel  moiftened  with  camphorated  oiU 

and  opii  may  alfo  be  frequently  applied

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to  tlie  neck  aiH^  jaws ; and  muilc  and  opium 
fhoiild  be  given  internally,  and  the  other 
means  iifcd  as  propofed  in  cures  of  tetanus. 

Mercury  has  been  lately  given  internally 
with  fuccefs  in  this  dangerous  diforder  ; and 
the  unguent,  hydrargyri,  rubbed  on  the 
parts  molt  contradted,  and  purfued  till  fali- 
vation  commences,  has  been  found  fervice- 
able  ; exhibiting  opium  at  the  fame  time. 

This  may  be  confidered  as  a fpecies  of  te- 
tanus ; only  the  affedtions  are  more  partial : 
and  alfo  may  that  difeafe,  called  catochus, 
wherein  there  is  a general  rigidity  and  ftiif- 
hefs  of  the  mufcles,  accompanied  with  in- 
feniibility,  or  without  the  pain  and  diffi- 
culty of  .breathing,  which  are  peculiar  to 
the  tetanus ; though  this  is  of  the  chronic 
kind,'  whilfl  the  other  is  a difeafe  belonging 
to  thofe  of  the  mofl:  acute  clafs.

The  general  fymptoms,  attending  the  bite 

pf  a mad  dog,  are, 

A little  time  before  the  diftinguiflimg 

Ivmp- 
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fymptoms  make  their  appearance,  the  pa* 
tient  is  affedted  with  languor,  a general  un- 
eafinefs  and  heavinefs,  diflurbed  deep  and 
frightful  dreams,  accompanied  with  tofsings 
of  the  body,  fudden  darting  and  fpafms, 
fighing,  a love  for  folitude,  and  anxiety. 
Thefe  fymptoms  continue  through  the 
whole  courfe  of  the  diftemper,  increafmg 
daily.  Pains  begin  to  fhoot  from  the  place 
where  the  Ikin  was  torn,  all  along  up  to  the 
throat,  with  a draitnefs  and  fenfation  of 
choakiiig,  and  a horror  or  dread  at  the  light 
of  water  or  other  liquids,  (and  fome  fay  on 
feeing  a looking-glafs),  great  tremor,  and 
lofs  of  appetite.  The  perfons  affected  can, 
in  general,  fwallow  any  thing  which  is  foft 
and  folid  ; but  when  their  lips  come  but  in 
conta6t  with  a fluid,  they  dart  back  in  the 
' greated  fury  and  agony,  though  this  does 
not  always  attend  the  inability  to  fwallow 
from  the  flrd : there  have  been  inftances 
where  people  have  been  extremely  deflrous 
to  drink,  and  have  made  the  attempt  in  va- 
rious ways;  they  vomit  a bilious  matter;  a 
fever  with  ereat  heat  comes  on,  attended 
with  a continual  watching,  fometimcs  with 
a priapifin ; the  tongue  becomes  dry  and 

rough, 
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rough,  and  often  lolls  out  of  the  mouth  ; the 
voice  becomes  hoarfe  ; the  thiift  is  veiy 
confiderable,  and  yet  they  cannot  drink  ; 
they  endeavour  to  fpit  at  the  by-llanders. 
even  involuntarily,  ^vlth  an  apparent  defne 
of  biting  thofe  they  can  comeat;  and  >et 
have  fenfe  enough  to  beg  they  would  keep 

from  them,  for  fear  of  an  accident  of  that 
kind ; they  rage,  and  foam  at  t re  mou  r , 
they  cannot  bear  to  fee  a dog  come  m o 
the  room,  and  dlflike  a perfon  in  fcarlet ; 
their  pulfe  finks,  and  their  breathing  fails  , , 
cold  clammy  fweats  come;  on,  with  convuh 
fions,  which  finllh  the  melancholy  tragedy. 

This  difeafe  has  been  known  to  come  on 
fpontaneoully,  fometlmes ; and  in  hyftenc 
cafes  it  has  been  met  with  m an , inferior 
degree,  the  patients  finding  fuch  extreme 
difficulty,  in  fwallowing,  that  they  can 
hardly  be  prevailed  upon  to  take  any  liquid. 

The  wound  Ihould  be  immediately  en- 
larged, or  the  part  entirely  cut  out,  or 
this  may  be  attempted  three  days,  or  even 
a week  after  the  patient  has  been  bitten  , 
then  apply  a cupping-glafs  with  a fcarifica- 
tion ; after  which,  cauterize  the- wound, 

walhing  it  daily  with  falt-watcr  and  vinegar, 

and 
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and  keep  it  open  with  efcharotics.  Some* 
prefer  rubbing  the  wound  daily  with  the  un- 
guent. hydrargyri  fortius.  Some  recommend 
the  application  of  the  lunar-caufHc  in  pre- 
ference to  the  knife* 

Bleeding  is  recommended,  by  fome,  to 
eight  or  twelve  ounces  ; but  that  is  not  ne* 
cefTary,  unlefs  the  patient  .be  of  a plethoric 
habit. 

Emetics,  efpecially  the  hydrargyrus  vi- 
triolatus,  may  be  very  proper ; and  at  night,

The  fame  evening,  or  next  day,  put  the 
patient  into  a warm  bath ; it  has  during  its 
operation  alleviated  fome  of  the  diffrefsing 
fymptoms — cold  bathing  has  proved  ineffec- 
tual, nay,  fometimes,  been  manifeftly  liiirt- 
ful — the  mufk  bolus,  mufi;  be  repeated  with 
of  the  infufioh  of  valerian  and  faffafras, 

with 
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with  as  much  warm  fmall  white-winc- 
whey  as  you  can  get  him  to  dnn'k,  to  en- 
courage fweating.-This  fliould  be  repeated, 

together  with  bathing,  &c.  fuccefsiyely,  for  • 

four,  fix,  or  feven  nights,  if  the  animal 

raving  mad ; and  for  three  or  four  nights 

at  the  next  full  moon,  and  the  change. 

The  hydrargyrus  vitriolatus  has  been  re 

commended  as  an  excellent  ^.refervative  a- 

gainftthe  hydrophobia.  There  are  feveral 

-examples  given  by  Dr.  James,  m his  Trea- 

tife  of  Canine  Madnefs,  of  its  preventing 

.1  .L  Ktffpn  r 111 
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madnefs  in  dogs  that  had  been  bitten; 
fome,  of  its  performing  a cure  after  the 
madnefs  was  begun.  From  fix  or  feven 
grains  to  a fcruple  are  to  be  given  every 
day,  for  a little  time,  and  repeated  at  the 
two  or  three  fucceeding  fulls  and  changes 
of  the  moon.  Some  few  trials  have  likewife 
been  made  on  human  fubjedts,  bitten  by 
mad  dogs ; and  in  thefe  alfo  the  vitriolated 
quickfilver,  ufed  either  as  an  emetic  or  al- 
terative, feemed  to ' have  good  effefts, 
Quickfilver,  applied  externally,  is  alfo  pro-, 
pofed  as  an  efficacious  prefervative  againft 
this  malady.  The  unguent,  hydrargyri  fort, 
may  be  rubbed  in  gradually,  fo  asto  excite  a 
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flight  falivation,  which  Ihoiild  be  continued 
for  fome  weeks. 

There  have  been  inflances  where  the  pa- 
tients have  refufed  to  undergo  the  operation 
of  the  knife,  and  have  been  fuccefsfully 
treated  by  flrfl  fcarifying  the  wounds,  and 
then  applying  hot  vinegar,  fharpened  with 
vitriolic  acid. 

In  cafe  the  hydrophobia  has  feized  the 
patient  before  afsiflance  has  been  had,  bleed 
freely,  then  proceed  on  the  fame  principles 
as  laid  down  by  the  ingenious  Dr.  Nu- 
gent, in  his  Eflfay  on  the  Hydrophobia, 
Opium  and  mufk  are  what  we  are  chiefly 
to  rely  upon.  Solid  opium,  to  the  quan- 
tity of  gr.  ifl.  may  be  dire61:ed  to  be  given, 
in  the  form  of  a pill,  every  three  hours; 
and  a bolus,  with  mofeh.  gr.  jCv,  cinnab. 
' fa6t.  3i.  every  fix  hours.  At  the  fame  time 
fponges  dipt  in  hot  vinegar,  may  be  con- 
ftantly  put  to  the  mouth  and  noftrils ; and 
a piece  of  thin  flannel,  moiftened  in  the 
following  liquor,  may  be  applied  to  the 
throat,  three  or  four  times  a day :

A cafe  has  lately  occurred,  where  the 
greateft  benefit  has  been  derived  by  the  ap- 
plication of  oil  thrown -into  the  habit,  by 
every  means,  by  the  mouth,  by  the  anus  m 
form  of  a glyfter,  and  by  general  friaions 
frequently  repeated;  the  laft  mode  we 
lliould  recommend  to  be  moft  dependec 
upon,  as  the  largeft  quantity  of  oil  may  be 
thrown  into  the  habit  by  thefe  means,  in  the 
Ihorteft  fpace  of  time ; and  perhaps  it  is  to 
this  that  the  efficacy  is  moft  to  be  attri- 
buted. Though  the  application  of  oil  m 
this  dreadful  malady  is  mentioned  by  Celfus, 
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who  recommends  a bath  of  warm  oil,  ftlll  that 
mode  has  proved  inefficacious  ; thcreibre  \vc 
/hould  have  recourfe  to  fridlion  and  the  other 
methods,  when  prablicable,  in  preference. 

The  methods  here  recommended,  are 
much  more  to  be  depended  upon  than  ei- 
ther the  Ormfkirk  powder,  or  the  Tonquin 
remedy,  which  from  their  compofitions,  the 
muflv  excepted  in  the  lafi:,  appear  to  be 
medicines  perfectly  inert — or  the  Carnatic 
pill,  the  principal  ingredient  of  which  is 
faid  to  be  arfenic. 


CHAP.  I\L 

OF  SPASMS  AND  CONVULSIONS, 

\ / 

These  complaints  though  they  have  ap- 
pearances which  diftinguilh  them  obvioully 
from  each  other,  are  very  often  confidcred 
in  the  fame  point. of  view,  and  are  thought 
to  require  the  fame  modes  of  treatment ; — 
for-  they  are  both  certainly  alfeiTions  of  the 
nervous  fyftem.  They  are  divided  into  to- 
nic— and  CLONIC — when  the  miifclcs  are 

contracTcd^  and  continue  in  that  ftate,  they 

‘ . receive 
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receive  the  firft  appellation ; when  they  do 
not  remain  in  the  contraaed  ftate,  but  have 
contraaion,  and  relaxation,  quick  alternating 
with  each  other,  occafioning  a violent  agita- 
tion, the  fecond.  ' Hence  thefe  rye  arc  now 
to  treat  of  are  involuntary  contraaions  ot 

the  mufcles,  which  invade  acckleatally,  the 
patient  remaining  fenfible  ; .owing.toan  irre- 
gular influx  of  the  nervous  fluid,  irritation, 
weaknefs,  pain,  See, 

Spafms  are  now  and  then  attended  with  'a 
fever,  third,  codivenefs,  adhma,  anxiety, 
pain,  thin,  pale  and  crude  urine  ; redled- 
nefs  and  diarrheCa.  Bleeding  diould  not  be 
preferibed  in  thefe  complaints  but  wMi  the 
utmod  caution  ; wdien  they  arife  fiom  ina- 
nition, occadoned  by  preflurey  dlfcharges, 
or  evacuations,  medicine  is  of  little  ufe,  ex- 
cept fuch  as  is  edeem.ed' dietetical : a light 
nutritious  diet,  with  plenty,  of  i warm  flip- 
pings, diould  be  recommended  ; and  thele 
are  to  be  varied  according  to  the  dfength  and 
other  circumdanccs  of  the  patient.  •

after  bleeding,  according  b the  cireum- 
dances  of  the  cafe,  emollient  cataplafms 
and  liniments  arc  to  be  applied,  and  opiates

However,  as  it  fometiines  happens  that  the 

caufe  cannot  certainly  be  difeovered,  we  mult 
then  purfue  the  general  method  of  relieving 
thefe  fpafmodic  affec1:ions  by  the  ufe  of  anti- 
fpafniodics  and- opiates,  as  the  fymptoms 
may  require,  chuiing  fuch  as  are  found  to  be 
mod  agreeable  to  the  patient’s  conftitution  ; 
we  may  alfo  apply  blifters,  they  have  been 
found  ferviceable;  and  in  local  fpafmodic 
complaints  externally,  lether,  with  a few 
drops  of  the  ol.  nuc.  mofehat.  or  efl'ence  of 
lemons,  may  be  adminiftered  ; or  the  follow- 
ins:  liniments :

CHAP.  V. 

OF  THE  CHOREA  SANCTI  VITI. 

JL  HE  Chorea  Sancti  Viti^  or  St,  Vitus's 
Dance,  is  a fpafmodic  difeafe,  chiefly  inci- 
dent to  children  of  both  fexes,  but  more  ef- 
pecially  girls,  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  of 
■ age.  ‘ 

The  charadleriflic  fymptoms  of  this  dif- 
eafe, are  convulflve  motions  of  the  limbs 
and  trunk,  with  fuch  regularity  as  to  repre-

In  this  malady,  not  only  the  legs  and  arrns 

are  in  conllant  convullive  agitations  ;,  but  lo 
is  the  head : lolling  out  the  tongue,  martr- 
culate  fpeech,  and  a ridiculous  diawmg  o 
one  of  the  legs  after  them  like  ideots,  . - . 
tend  thefe  patients.  If  a glafs  ot  liquor  . 
put  into  their  hands  to  drink,  they  canno 
direc'l  it  properly  up  to  their  mouths,  but 
ufe  a thoiifand  odd  gelliires,  and  wheii  i 
reaches  their  lips  they  drink  it  very  haftil>, 
as  if  they  meant  to  divert  the  fpedtators. 

is  concifely  deferibed:  convulfive  motions, 

partly  voluntary,  for  the  moft  .part  on  one 
fide,  in  the  motion  of  the  hands  and  arms, 
rcfe’mbling  the  antic  geftures  of  buffoOTS; 
attacking  the  younger  part  of  each  fex,  from 
ten  to  fourteen  moft  frequently,  who  alio  m 
walking  rather  drag  one  foot  after  them  than 


raife  it  up.  . 

Cold  bathing  and  ftcel  medicines  are  in 

general  of  ufe  in  this  cafe  ; and  if  the  ftrenglh 
of  the  patient  will  admit,  bleeding,  though 
that  is  feldom  necefliiry : vomits  and  purga- 
tives arc  alfo  oceafionally  ufeiul,  but  alter

lybeates  and  cortex  are  extremely  beneficial.

Mufiv  has  been  often  of  the  great- 
efl  fervice  in  alfording  temporary  alleviation, 
and  that  very  quickly  to  the  convulfive  af- 
fedtions,  and  is  a very  proper  medicine  to 
be  given  at  intervals  during  the  ufe  of  thofe 
of  the  tonic  clafs.  - 

Sea-bathing,  and  the  valerian  in  fubhance, 
given  tathe  quantity  of  two  or  three  drams 
a day,  have  been  very  fuccefsfully  ufed.

Millepedes,  ^Ethiops  mineral,  the  cortex, 
and  Bath-waters,  have  alfo  been  preferibed 
to  advantage,  according  to  the  different  cir^ 
cumlfances  of  the  cafe.  But  when  the  fetid 
gums  and  chalybeates  have  been  taken  in 

great  abundance,  along  with  the  ufe  of  the

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cold  bath,  without  fuccefs,  the  difeafe  has 
yielded  to  the  flores  cardamines,  from  3i  .to 
half  a dram,  twice  a day,  or  more,  oocaiion-

CHAP.  VI. 

OF  THE  EPILEPSY. 

THEepilepfy,  or  falling  ficknefs,  isacon- 
vulfive  motion  of  the  body,  in  which  all  or 
many  parts  of  it  are  violently  contraaed  and 
varioully  agitated  ; owing,  perhaps,  to  the 
too  great  action  of  the  brain  upon  the  motory 

nerves,  It  is  attended  with  a deprivation  of 

, ' ■ all 
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all  fcnfc.  This  fymptom,  its  returning  period- 
ically, though  not  always  at  regular  inter- 
vals, aud  its  being  a chronic  difeafe  that  often 
Jafts  for  a number  of  years,  without  proving 
fatal,  diftinguilhes  it  from  common  convul- 
fion.  Indeed,  it  is  the  total  lofs  of  fenfe 
which  diftinguilhes  the  true  epilepfy  ; and 
though  thofe  w^ho  are  affedfed  with  this  dif- 
eafe fall  down  fuddenly,  like  thofe  hruck 
with  an  apoplexy,  the]/  do  not  lie  quiet  like 
th^fe^  as  if  in  a profound  Jleep : hence  the  dif- 
tinction  between  the  two. 

It  is  concifcly  defined,  convuljions  ivitJi 
feep.,  and  froth  ijfuing  from  the  mouth. 

V Boerh AAVE,  and  Hoffman,  afsign  as  the 
proximate  caufe,  vehement  action  of  the  brain 
on  the  motory  nerves^  xvith  total  defect  of  action 
on  the  fentient  nerves. 

If  it  be  hereditary,  it  is  mofi;  difficult  to 
cure  ; if  it  arifes  from  other  caufes,  or  be 
fymptomatic,  it  may  be  remedied. 

The  fit  is  commonly  preceded  with  a Ian-  ^ 
guid,  pulfe,  pale  countenance,  and  after- 
wards great  pain  in  the  head  ; then  a ftupor 
and  drowfinefs,  and  the  patient  fuddenly  fidls 
down,  gnafiies  his  teeth,  froths  at  the  mouth, 
and  ufes  many  ridiculous  and  difagreeablc 

diftor- 
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diftortions  and  gefticulalions  ; 

times  by  involuntary  emilsions,  and 

by  ftool  as  well  as  urine  ; yet  the  patients  are 
frequently  feized  without  any  previous  know- 
ledge of  a,  fit  coming  on.  It  has  been  often 

remarked  that  the  thumb  is  very  forcibly 
confined  within  the  four  fingers  of  the  hand, 
fo  that  it  is  a difficult  talk  to  extend  them- 
The  duration  of  the  fit  is  various;  but  when 
the  agitation  ceafcs,  the  patients  he  quiet  as 
if  afleep  : after  an  hour  or  two  the  fenfes  are 
recovered,  they  are  infenfible  of  what  has 
paired,  and  feel  extremely  fore  and  fatigued. 
It  is  probably  an  effort  to  dlfengage  thofe 
humours  that  opprcfs  the  brain  and  its  ven- 
tricles;  and,  in  the  intermediate  ftate,  re- 
quires nervous  warm  medicines  to  increafe 


the  moving  powers, 

Hippocrates  obferves,  that  a quartan  fever 
fucceeding  an  epilepfy,  is  falutary.  It  is  often 
purely  nervous  and  fympathetic,  or  morbus 
fine  materia;  and  proceeds^  in  fome  cafes, 
from  a bad  formation  of  the  cranium. 

Hyfteric  women  are  extremely  fubjc6t  to  a 
complaint  fimilar  to  this,  though  it  may  be 
dihinguiilied  from  the  true  epilepfy  by  the 

fex  of  the  patient  and  conftitution,  being 

liable 
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liable  to  many  hyftcric  fymptoms  previous 
to  the  attack  ; for  though  they  fall  down 
fudclcnly  and  llruggle  violently,  they  are 
feldom  fo  totally  infenfihle.  They  generally 
Ihriek,  laugh,  or  utter  fome  incoherent  words 
during  the  paroxyfms  ; befides  they  generally 
come  on  at  the  time  the  menfes  thould  ap- 
pear, and  are  confequently  caufed  by  the 
catemenia  being  obflrudled. 


The  diet  ihould-be  light  and  eafy  of  digef- 
tion  ; and  the  mind  kept  as  free  as  pofsible 
ffom  all  turbulent  emotions. 

Bleeding  may  hG  /hmetimes  nece/Tary  where 
this  appearance  of  a plethora,  particularly  if 
it  is  manifelfed  by  intenfe  pain  of  the  head, 
and  redncfs  of  the  eyes,  but  in  this,  during 
tlie  operation,  the  furgeon  Ihould  put  his 
finger  on  fome  artery^  of  the  machine,  and 
if  he  finds  it  encreafe  during  the  flowing  of 
the  blood,  he  may  peiTift;  if  not,  but  appa- 
rent debility  induced,  he  fliould  defift.  Vo- 
mits fhould  be  given,  and  now  and  then 
repeated,’  and  the  body  be  kept  open ;

i.  e.  beginning  with  | of  a grain  twice  a day,

advancing  gradually  to  four  grains  at  each 
dofe.— Some  have  preferred  the  zincum  vi- 
triolatum,  giving  from  five  to  twelve  grains 
twice  ' a day. — Stramonium  (Thorn-apple) 
has,  in  fome  inftances,  effetSled  a cure;  the 
infpifl'ated  juice  has  been  ufed  from  fa  grain 
to  a dram  in  the  24?  hours,  with  effedt — the 
powdered  leaves,  as  given  in  the  adminifi 
tration  of  hemlock,  has  been  preferred. 

Steel  filings,  or  the  rufi;  of  iron,  given  from 

five  to  ten  grains  two  or  three  times  a day,  at

CHAP  VIL 

OF  THE  HYSTERIC  DISEASE. 

I 

This  complaint,  called  alfo  the  hi/Jieric 
pafsion,  appears  under  various  fhapes,  and  is 
attended  with  a variety  of  fymptoms  which 
denote  the  animal  and  vital  fundlions  to  be 
greatly  difordered.  It  is  often  owing  to  a lax 
tender  habit,  obflrudlions  of  the  menfes, 
fluor  albus,  &c.  It  may  be  known  by  the 
fhort  defcription.here  fucceeding — 

A grumbling  noife  in  the  belly,  the  ap- 
pearance of  fomething  like  a ball  afcending 
to  the  throat,  with  a fenfe  of-  fu.ffocation  ; 
ftupor;  infenfibility,  and  convulfions ; invo- 
luntary laughing  and  crying;  deep  inter- 
rupted by  fighs ; previous  to  the  fit,  urine 
limpid,  and  in  large  quantity — great  fenfi- 
bility  and  irritability  of  mind. 

In  the  fit,  the  patient  is  feized  with  an  op- 
prefsion  of  the  bread,  and  difficult  refpira-  . 
tion,  which  puts  the  patient  under  great  ap- 

prehenlions 
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prehcnfions  of  being  fuffocated . there  is  a 
lofs  of  fpeech,  and  generally  violent  convu  - 
five  motions.  Thefe,  with  the  tram  of  hy- 
pochondriac fymptoms,.  may  be  fufficient  to 
determine  the  difeafe;  to  which  may  be 
added, -various. wild  irregular  aarons:  after 
which  a general  forenefs  over  all  the  body  is 
felt ; the  fpirlts  are  low  and  the  feet  are  cold. 
The  hyfterlc  fit  has  fometlmes  been  miftaken 
for  fyncope,  but  from  that  it  may  be  eafily 
diftinguilhed  ; for  in  -the  latter  the  pulfe  and ' 
refpiration  are  entirely  flopped;  in  the 
former  they  are  both  perceivablci  A fyncope 
feizes  the  patient  at  once,  without  any  pre» 
vious  notice  ; but  the  hyfleric  pafsion  is  pre- 
ceded by  fymptoms  which  denote  the  ap- 
proach of  the  diforder ; the  face  is  paler  in 
the  fyncope,  but  in  hyfleric  fits  there  is  gene- 
rally a higher  colour  in  the  cheeks;  moie- 
over,  in  the  firfl  the  fit  is  fliort,  and  foon 
determined ; but  in  the  latter  it  may  fome- 
times  (Ihort  intervals  interpqfing)  lafl  two  or 
three  days.  This  diflemper  is  feldom  fatal, 
though  it  often  continues  for  a confiderable 
time,  and  may  very  properly  be  called  a 
chronical  one.  ' 

The  remote  caufes  are  generally  too  fparing

a flux'  ofl  the  mcjifcs  ; — too  profufe  fanguinari/ 
catcmenia ; — the  whites ; — obflructio?is  of  the  vifl 
ccra  ; — fome  fault  in  the  floxnach  ; — or  too  great 
lafcivioufncfs. — But  the  fpecies  the  moft  ex- 
qiiifite  and  frequent  is  that  which  attacks  up- 
grown  tvomcn  who  live  luxurioufly,  of  fanguine- 
ous,  and  fltrong  cmiftitutions\  and  who,  being 
free  from  any  other  difeafe,  have  this  origi- 
iiating/7w?i  mental  affections  alone. 

, In  general,  d light  animal  food,  red  wine, 
chearful  company,  and  a good  clear  air,  with 
moderate  exercife,  are  of  great  importance  in 
this  diforder.  Drinking  tea,  and  fuch  like 
tepid  relaxing  fluids,  fliould  by  no  means  be 
indulged.  Bleeding  in  the  plethoric  may 
be  fometimes  neceflfary,  but  the  cure  confifts 
chiefly  in  whatever  tends  to  Itrengthen  the 
folids,  and  the  whole  habit  in  general ; and 
nothing  will  eft’edl  this  more  fuccefsfully  than 
a long'  continued  ufe  of  the  mineral  chalybe- 
ate waters,  riding  on  horfeback,  fridlions, 
ligatures, 

The  bddy  fliould  be  kept  foluble  wdlh  vi- 
nuin  aloes  in  fmall  dofes,  or  the  pil.  ex  aloe 
cum  myrrha,  joined  with  the  foetid  gums ; 
then  profcribe  the  following  ;

Opiates  muft  be  ufed  in  thefe  cafes  often, 
^ 2 ' but 
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but,  at  the  fame  time,  witli  great  circum- 
fpc6lion  and  caution,  and  diould  generally 
be  joined  with  volatile  and  foetid  medicines. 
- The  Pynnont,  Spa,  Bath,  Tunbridge,  If- 
lington,  and  all  chalybeate  waters,  with  the 
afa  foetid,  pills,  have  been  found  very  ufcful, 
and  fo  have  iffues,  which  have  been  frequent- 
ly known  to  give  great  relief.  Mild  emetics 
now  and  then  have  alfo  had  their  happy  ef- 
fects in  thefe  diforders. 

Nothing  recovers  a perfon  fooner  out  of  the 
hyfteric  fit  than  putting  the  feet  and  legs  in 
warm  water. 

JVhen  low  fpirits  arife  from  the  nerves  of  the 
fiomach  and  bowels  being  weak^  tindlure  of 
bark  and  bitters,  and  chalybeates,  with  exer- 
cife,  are  the  belt  remedies.

When  low  fpirits  proceed  from  a fiipprefsion  of  ^ 
ihe piles  or  the  menfes,  thefe  evacuations  mull 
be  encouraged,  or  repeated  bleedings  fublti- 
tuted. 

When  they  take  their  origin  from  long-conti- 
nued grief,  aJixious  thoughts,  or  other  dijirejes 
of  mind,  nothing  has  done  more  fervice,  in 
thefe  cafes,  than  agreeable  company,  daily 
exercife,  and  efpecially  long  journies,  and  a 
variety  of  amufements. 

It  muft  be  obferved,  that  the  antifpafmo- 
die  medicines  fhould  only  be  given  during 
the  hyftefic  paroxyfms : in  the  intervals,  to- 
nic ferruginous  fubftances,  &c.  fhould  be 
adhered  to  ; the  former  alleviating  the  fpaf=* 
modic  affections,  whilfl  the  latter  are  calcu^ 
lated  to  prevent  their  return. 

Befides  what  has  been  faid  on  the  fubjedl 
in  this  place — a number  of  the  remedies  ad- 
vifed  for  the  cure  of  epilepfy,  may  be  had 
rccourfe  to — for  the  two  difeafes  are  very 
nearly  allied  to  each  other,

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CHAP.  VIII. 

OF  THE  PALPITATION  OF  THE  HEART. 

A Palpitation  of  the  heart  is  a quick, 
ftrong,  an(J  irregular  motion  of  that  organ  ; 
conftant  or  frequently  returning.  In  this 
cafe  the  heart  hounds  fo  ftrong  as  to  be  felt 
againfi:  the  ribs,  attended  frequently  with  a 
fmall,  weak,  intermittent  pulfe,  and  fome- 
times  followed  by  fyncope.  This  difeafe  is 
generally  occafioned  by  violent  and  fuddcn 
pafsion, — by  hedtic  heats,-— by  an  aneurifm, 
polypus,  &c,  Indeed  various  caufes  occa- 
iion  this  diforder  w'hich  mull  be  attended  to, 
and,  if  pofsiWe,  found  out  before  we  can  ex- 
pe6t  tp  lay  down  rules  for  a fuccefsful  prac- 
tice. Jf  it  arifes  from  aneurifni,  or  in  pletlLO- 
ric  (;onjUtutions ; bleeding  often  and  freely  is , 
the  chief  and  only  remedy  in  fuch  cafes  : if 
from  weak  nerves  or  a lax  habit,  then  corro- 
borants will  be  proper  j fuch  as  the  cortex, 
mineral  waters,  &c. 

In  cafe  cf  an  ajihma,  blifter  and  give  fome 
volatile  drops  in  an  infufion  of  valerian,  twice, 
i)r  thrice  a day.

Thus  if  it  arifes  from 
hyfterics,  green  ficknefs,  gout,  &c.  our  en- 
deavours mull;  be  to  remedy  thefe  difeafes, 
by  fuch  rules  as  are  laid  down  in  treating  of 
them  particularly. 


CHAP.  IX,  1 

OF  THE  SINGULTUS,  OR  HICCOUGH. 

s 

The  hiccough  is  a convullive  motion  of 
the  homach,  oefophagiis,  and  mufcles,  ferv- 
ing  for  deglutition : the  diaphragm  is  ge^ 
nerally  thought  to  be  principally  affected  in 
this  cafe,  but  perhaps  without  any  juft  foun^ 
dation. 

The  particular  caufe  of  this  complaint  is 
very  difficult  to  difeover;  for  in  fome,  cuf^ 
tom  is  o-nly  neceffiary  to  produce  it,  as  a hic- 
cough may  be  voluntarily  excited,  fo  as  to 
become  natural  or  occafioned  at  pleafure  5 
nor  is  there  greater  irritation  required  to 
bring  on  this  than  is  required  towards  yawn^ 
ing  and  flretching;  and  as  great  naufea  often 
may  be  brought  on  and  i^newed  by  th© 

powei: 
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power  of  imagination,  fo  may  a conficlerable 
hiccough.  However,  the  general  principles 
are,  whatever  irritates  or  diilurbs  the  fto- 
mach,  particularly  the  upper  orifice,  the 
extremity  of  the  oefophagus,  or  the  dia-  ' 
phragm  itfelf,  with  or  without  pain. 

'Hippocrates  obferves,  that  it  may  pro-  . 
ceed  either  from  too  much  emptinefs  oi  full- 
nefs,  particularly , of  the  brain.  Much  de- 
pends on  its  being  a fymptomatic,  or  a pii-» 
niary  difeafe. 

It  is  frequently  a very  dangerous  fymp- 
tom  in  difeafes,  particularly  after  large 
hsomorrhages  or  other  evacuations. 

The  vmjk  julep  has  proved  fcrviceable  in 
this  dlforder,  when  fymptomatic,  and  at- 
tended with  flatus  ; alfo  the  following  :

Retaining  the  breath 
for  a confiderable  time ; any  fudden  furprizc 
or  fright;  fwallowing  water,  or  what  is  prefer- 
able, 
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able,  a tea-fpoonful  of  vinegar  very  llowlv 
holding  the  breath  at  the  fame  time  as  lon^r 
as  pofsible,  often  puts  a flop  to  it,  when  it 
arifes  from  an  accidental  caufe. 

The  emplafl.  ladani,  or  a/q'uantity  of  the- 
riac.  Androm.  fpread  upon  cloth,  may  be 
applied  to  the  pit  of  ih&  flomach. 


CHAP  X. 

OF  A COUGH. 

From  long  continued  cuflom  this  has 
been  considered  as  a difeafe ; but  it  is 
only  a fymptom,  and  in  reality  indicative 
of  fome  affedlion  of  the  lungs,  or  fome 
other  part;  which  circumflances  ought  to 
be  particularly  attended  to,  in  our  modes 
of  cure,  and  a proper  diferimination  made 
of  the  caufe,  and  feat  of  the  complaint, 
from  whence  this  fymptom  originates,  for 
it  may  proceed  from  eruptions  repelled  in- 
judicioufiy,  from  worms,  teething,  or  the 
gout,  or  may  originate  from  affedlions  of 
the  flomach.  However,  in  this  place,  it 
will  be  confidcred  as  arifing  from  impeded 

perfpiration, 
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perfpiraUon,  by  whkh  the  lungs  ate  imme- 
diately affeacd.  convulfive

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and  fcorbutic,  dry.  The 'difcharge  is  fre- 
quently vifcid,  and  lodges  in  the  glands  of 
the  trachea  : when  its  more  fluid  parts  eva- 
porate, and  the  nerves  of  the  trachea  arc 
left  bare,  ^a  hoarfenefs  and  tickling,  See. 
enfue. 

A regular  warmth  is  here  of  ufe.  Malt  li- 
quorsy  fpices,  high  meats,  and  wines,  ought 
to  be  omitted;  inftead  of  which,  recommend 
linfeed-tea,  barley-water,  bran-tea,  light 
puddings,  &c. 

Bleeding  is  fometimes  neceffary,  unlcfs 
extreme  weaknefs  and  old  age  forbid  it.  A 
vomit  of  'ipecacuanha  is  often  indicated,  ef- 
pecially  in  cafe  of  naufea,  or  where  tough 
phlegm  is  lodged  in  the  ftomach  or  bron- 
chia.— Stools  may  be  procured, . and  the  ir- 
ritation on  the  lungs,  fo  troublefome  at 
night,  may  be  allayed,  by  the  following 
method :

C H A P.  XI. 

' GF  THE  TUSSIS  CONVULSIVA,  OR  HOOPING 

COUGH. 

This  is  a quick,  violent,  convulfive  cough, 
attended  with  an  acute  fonorous  infpiration 
like  the  crowing  of  a cock,  together  with 
an  effort  to  vomit,  occafioned  by  a vifeid 
and  thick  matter  lodged  about  the  bronchia, 
trachea,  and  fauces,  which,  fticking  clofe, 
cannot  be  eafdy  expectorated ; and  there- 
fore the  poor  infants,  who  are  moft  fubjecl 
to  this  difeafe,  in  endeavouring  to  bring  it 
up,  ffrain  moff  violently,  till  they  become 
almoh:  fuffocated,  and  convulfed. 

The  diforder  is  infectious,  and  is  concife- 
ly  defined,  a convulfive  ffrangulating  cough 
with  hooping,  relieved  by  fpontaneous  vo- 
miting. 


For 
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For  the  moft  part  it  begins  with  flight 
febrile  afFedions,  the  cough  gradually  in- 
creafes,  with  a found  like  the  crowing  of  a 
cock ; then  a clear  mucus  is  only  expedo- 
rated ; a tickling  of  the  throat,  or  a kind 
of  fenfe  of  fuffocation,  precedes  the  pa- 
roxyfm  ; m the  Jit  the  veins  fwell,  the  ai'te- 
ries  beat  forcibly ; there  is  a pain  in  the 
head  ; the  eyes  look  prominent ; tears  trickle 
down  the  cheeks ; the  eye-brows  fwell ; the 
face  appears  turgid,  red,  or  livid ; the  pa- 
tient, in  fome  cafes  wdiere  the  fymptoms 
run  high,  would  foOii  expire,  unlefs  there 
was  an  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  or  the 
bread,  or  he  vomited.  Thofe  who  vomit 
are  in  the  heft  date.  If  neither  occurs  m 
the  violence  of  the  coughing  dt,  convulfions 
or  apoplexy  are  to  be  feared,  and,  from  the 
length  of  the  difeafe,  a phthifis.  ' 

It  is  fometimes  epidemic ; and  once  in 
life  attacks  mod  people,  but  more  particu- 
larly infants,  which  has  been  attributed  to 
the  laxity,  and  weaknefs  of  their  vifcera. 

Bleeding  with  refpedjt  to  the  cure,  where 
patients  are  of  full  habits,  will  be  ufeful,  to 
prevent  inflammation  of  the  internal  mem-

(ome  degree  of  all  the  feitfes  and  motions 
of  th'e  body,  except  thofe  of<he  heart  and 
lungs,  attended  with  fleep^i  ^g^s^  fo^^etimes 
fnoring.  It  may  be  divided  inte  tw9  Spe- 
cies, the  fanguineous  and  ferous.  They  are 
diftinguilhed  by  attending  to  the  different 
figns  of  the  fanguineous  and  phlegmatic 
conftitutions.  The  firji  is  caufed  by  the  blood 
diftending  the  >effels,  and  comprefsing  the 
brain  \ or  by  an  extravafation  of  blood.  * 
The  fecond  arifes  from  a collection  of  ferous 
or  pituitous  humours  in  the  ventricles  of 

the  brain.  , 

The  chief  difference  between  a perfon  in 
an  apoplexy  and  one  afleep  is,  that  one  can 
be  waked,  but  the  other  not. 

We  fhould  very  carefully  attend  to  the  dif- 
tinCtion  between  the  fanguineous  and  ferous. 


A a 3 
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apoplexy : the  latter  of  whicli  is  often  fol- 
lowed by  a palfy.  The  fanguincous  apoplexij 
is  fuppofed  to  attack  more  fuddenly  than 
the  ferous ; witliout  much  opprefsion,  or 
unufual  fieepinefs,  the  face  appears  red, 
flidhed,  and  bloated  ; the  veins  of  the  head 
and  neck  turgid,  the  eyes  protuberant  and 
fuffufed  with  tears  ; the  refpiration  tolera- 
bly free,  though  accompanied  with  fnor- 
ing  and  rattling  in  the  throat,  the  heart 
beats  ftrongly,  the  pulfe  full,  and  the  ani- 
mal heat  high.  The  ferous  apoplexy  is  apt 
to  be  preceded  by  unufual  heavinefs,  giddi- 
nefs,  and  drowlinefs ; the  countenance  pale, 
and  bloated,  pulfe  weak  and  languid.  A 
coldnefs  in  the  extremities,  lofs  of  memory, 
and  decay  of  faculties  ; flow  fpeech,  fhor^ 
breath  during  motion,  fwollen  and  watery 
eyes,  and  univerfal  tendency  to  dropfy^  And 
after  the  flroke  the  face  is  not  remarkably 
red  or  fiufhed,  .the  veins  are  not  turgid,  the 
refpiration  is  more  ftraitened,  and  there  is 
more  of  the  rattling  and  fnoring,  with  a 
working  of  froth  from  the  mouth : the  pulfe 
is  not  ftrong,  nor  remarkably  full,  and  in-- 
dines  to  intermit. 

But  extravafated  blood  appears  to  be  the

The  quickly  afting  purges  here  claim 
the  preference,  fuch  as  rhubarb  and  fenna. 
united  with  fome  of  the  neutral  falts,  form- 
eel  into  a mixture,  or  a draught,  and  given 
as  foon  as  can  be ; and  continued  at  proper 
intervals,  till  they  produce  the  defied  et- 

A a 4 fec^-- 
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fed.— Apply  bliflers  to  the  head,  back, 
legs,  and  thighs,  and  fmapifms  to  the  feet ; 
and  if  none  of  thefe  means  fhould  roufe  the 
patient,  put  an  adual  cautery  to  the  foies 
of  the  feet.  After  he  returns  to  his  fenfes, 
the  body  fhould  be  kept  open  with  vinum 
aloes,  or  fome  other  gentle  cathartic. 

During  the  fit,  the  patient  fhould  be  flip- 
ported  in  an  upright  pofture,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  blood  in  the 
veffels  of  the  brain  ; and  his  room  fhould 
be  kept  very  cool.  When  recovered  from 
the  fit,  the  patient  fliould  live  temperately 
in  a cool  air ; take  conftant  exercife,  have 
recourfe  to  tonics,  and  aftringents ; and  be 
extremely  careful  in  avoiding  every  thing 
that  has  a tendency  to  induce  debility. 

As  emetics  are  highly  dangerous  in.  the 
fanguineous  apoplexy,  fo  they  are  often 
eflentially  neceffary  in  the  apoplexy  arifing 
from  a pituitous  or  ferous  humour. 

The  zincum  yitriolatum  antimon.  tartari- 
fati.  or  vin.  antimon.  are  proper  on  this 
occafion.

In  grofs  habits,  muftard-feed  {wallowed 
down  whole,  a fpoonful  at  a time,  twice  a 
day,  with  a free  ufe  of  horfe-radilh  and 
purgatives,  fuch  as  calomel,  jalap,  and  aloes, 
will  be  very  ufeful,  together  with  warm 
nervous  remedies and  during  the  fit,  the 
infplration  of  oxygen  air,  has  been  recom- 
mended. 

To  prevent  relapfes,  due  care  uumld  be 
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taken  to  keep  the  body  open  with  fome 
aloctlc  medicine,  the  feet  warm,  and  the 
neck  never  too  tightly  bound,  and  no  meat 
flippers  fhoiild  by  any  means  be  allowed. 
IHlics,  fetons,  and  perpetual  bliders  are  of 
great  advantage  in  tbefe  cafes.  If  the  re- 
covery is  from  a fanguineous  apoplexy,  the 
patient  fliould  carefully  avoid  malt  li- 
quors, and  all  fait  acrid  diet ; fuch  as  falted 
and  high-feafoned  meats,  rnullard,  onions, 
fpices,  generous  wine,  &c.  and  fliould  con- 
iine himfelf  chiefly  to  a foft,  mild,  opening 
vegetable  regimen. 

But  this  kind  of  diet  will  be  very  proper 
after  a recovery  from  the  cold  pituitous  apo- 
plexy ; afsifted  with  emetics  and  cathartics, 
repeated  at  proper  intervals,  and  a courfe  of 
chalybeate  waters,  brilk  exercife,  and  dry 
fridtions. 

When  apoplexies  are  knoivn  to  be  occafion- 
£(l  bp  blows  upon  the  head^  or  from  fallsy  oc- 
cafioning  a concufsion  of  the  brain,  we  mufl 
have  recourfe  to  large  and  repeated  bleed- 
ings, with  briflv  purges ; when  from  cxcef- 
Jive  drinkings  or  taking  too  much  opium,  acids 
are  chiefly  to  be  relied  on,  as  lemon-juice 
and  vinegar,  which  fliould  be  poured  freely

CHAP.  III. 

OF  A VERTIGO. 

A Vertigo  is  the  appearance  of  objects, 
which  are  at  reft,  turning  in  a circular  di- 
redtion,  attended  with  a fear  of  falling,  and 
a dimnefs  of  fight.  This  difeafe  may  arife 
from  plethora, — affections  oj  the  Jiomach, — 
and  too  great  irritability  in  the  nervous  Jyf- 

tem  \ — 
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; — as  it  is  a complaint  hyftenc  people 
are  very  fubjea  to.  If  it  owes  its  origin  to 
the  firft  caiife,  or  Ihould  a fanguinary  pleni- 
tude attend  the  fecond  or  third,  bleeding  m 
the  jugulars,  or  cupping,  with  fcarificatioii 
between  the  fhoulders,  or  rather  in  the  back 
part  of  the  head,  demand  the  firft  atten- 
tion ; then  apply  blifters  and  fetons,  which 
fliould  by  all  means  be  kept  open.— Foinfi- 
ing  is  neceffary  when  it  proceeds  from  a 
foul  ftomach,  and  afterwards  a few  drops  of 
the  acidum  vitriol,  dilutum  may  be  taken 
two  or  three  times  a day.  Lenitive  purges 
are  generally  advifable  in  all  cafes  of  this 

malady.

C H A IV  IV. 

OF  A CATALEPSY. 

A Catalepfy,  called  alfo  catoche^  catochus, 
catalepfis^  and  congelation  is  a very  rare  and 
uncommon  diftemper,  in  which  there  is  a 
fudden  lofs  of  fenfation,  and  volition ; the 
patient  remains  ftiff,  fenfelefs,  and  motion* 
lefs  as  a llatue,  in  whatever  pofture  he  is 
when  feized,  or  put  into.  He  neither  hears, 
nor  fees  though  his  eyes  be  wide  open ; 
neither  does  he  feel,  though  ever  fo  fevere* 
ly  pricked  or  burnt.  He  generally  fwal- 
lows  voracioufly  whatever  is  offered  him, 
his  countenance  appears  florid,  and  towards 
the  clofe  of  the  fit,  he  fighs  very  deep^  and 
thus  recovers  himfelf. 

Women  are  more  frequently  attacked  by 
it  than  men. — Terror,  grief,  difappoint- 
ment,  profound  meditation,  floppage  of  the 
catamenia;  and  worms,  have  all  occafion- 
ed  this  complaint. 

Blift^rs,  cupping,  vomits,  and  cathartics,, 
with  the  mod  active  nervous  ftimulants,  feem 
to  promife  the  greateft  advantage ; fetons, 
and  fontanels,  are  alfo  of  ufc.  The  follow- 
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•mg  cataplafms  may  not  be  improper  In  the

It  is  obferved  by  authors,  that  the  cata- 
lepfy  is  a very  acute  di (temper,  generally 
proving  mortal  in  three  or  four  days  ;'^nd 
that  it  fometimes  changes  into  an  epilepfy, 
apoplexy,  or  melancholy. 


CHAP.  V. 

OF  THE  PALSY. 

A PALSY  is  a diminution  or  total  priva- 
tion either  of  fome  voluntary  motion  often 
attended  with  drowfinefs,  and  fometimes  with 
lofs  of  feeling.  When  it  happens  to  all  the 
parts  below  the  head,  or  to  the  lower  half  of 
the  body,  it  is  called  paraplegia ; if  one  whole 
fide  be  affedled,  it  is  termed  hemiplegia ; and 
if  it  be  confined  to  any  particular  limb,  or 
fome  mufcles,  it  is  confidered  and  called  pa- 
ralyfis  partialis,  ‘ 

When  the  mufcles  of  the  face  are  para- 
lytic, the  fource  of  the  diforder  is  in  the 
brain ; but  if  thofe  be  free,  the  nerves 
only  of  the  fpin'e,  or  medulla  oblongata,  are 
aife(5tcd. 


2 
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Palfics  may  arife  from  a conftant,  and  cx- 
cefsivc  life  of  warm  water.  Extreme  cold  is 
alfo  very  injurious  to  the  membranes,  and 
iK'rvcs,  inthefmalleft  of  which  it.is  capa- 
ble of  producing  obftruftions,  and  thus  give 
rife  to-  paralytic  dlforders.  Again,  moilt 
and  cold  air  may  caufc  this  dillemper ; for 
by  moifture  the  veffels  of  the  human  body 
are  generally  relaxed,  by  which  means  their 
action  upon  the  humours  is  dimmilhcd  ; in 
confequence  of  which  the  true  caufe.ofheat 
in  the  bddy  will  be  foon  weakened.  Pallics 
fuccecd  the  colica  pidtonum,  venereal  ex- 
ceffes  in  elderly  men, — the  fumes  of  certain 
metallic  fubftances,  fuch  as  lead,  or  quick- 
Pilvef  ; — may  be  occafioned  by  worms  gout 

fcrophula — the  retrocefsion  or  repulfion 

of  eruptions  &c. — alfo  by  an  apoplexy,  and 
different  fpecics  of  coma ; the  moft  common 
is  that  which  follows  an  apopledtic  ftroke, 
which,  when  that  happens,  or  comes  on  in 
old  age,  it  is  feldom  cured.  The  two  bell 
fymptoms  attending  a palfy  are  when  a fenfe 
of  itching  is  perceived  in  the  parts  afte(5led,  or 
a fever  coming  on,  thefc  afford  hope  of  a re~ 

I « 

covery. 

It  is  only  the  flighter  degrees,  of  palfy  iin 
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which  we  can  hope  for  relief,  and  where  the 
fenfe  of  feeling  remains,  a perfe6l  cure  is  more 
likely  to  be  accompliflied  than  where  that  is 
lofi:,  as  well  as  the  power  of  motion. 

Tlie  regimen  fhould  be  light,  nourifhing, 
and  firengthening  where  the  fanguinary  mafs 
is  rather  inclined  to  a watery  fiate. 

Clyfters,  and  vomits,  feem  to  be  the  fifft 
and  immediate  indication  ; then  bliflers,  free- 
ly and  long  continued. — Muftard  Ihould  be 
externally  ufed,  the  flower  of  which  mufl:  be 
mixed  with  water,  and  the  parts  well  rubbed 
with  it;  internally,  likewife,  it  fhould  be 
fwallowed  whole:  flimulants  alfo  of  differ- 
ent kinds  may  be  adminiilered-^as,

for  fmall  fliocks  invigorate  while  ftrong  ones 
exhaiift  the  vital  energy,  and  debilitate  the 
fyflem — Dry  fri6lions,  and  fcourging  with 
fiettles  are  alfo  recommended.  But  the 
Bath  waters  have  molt  frequently  fucceeded, 
where  medicines  have  been  unfuccefsful. 

The  arnica  montuna,  has  from  its  fuccefs 
been  much  recommended,  for  it  is  a pene^ 
trating  aromatic  bitter,  polIelTed  of  fome 
tonic  pQwei:,  and  has  been  in  feveral  cafes 
efficacious,  eithergiven  in  extradt  to  thequan-; 
tity  of  one  dram,  or  from  z2  to  | fs  of  the 
flowers  infufed  in  boiling  water,  every  day. 

When  the  blood  feems  to  be  in  a hate  of 
vifeidity,  atteniiant  gums,  with  fixed  alka- 
line falts,  and  chalybeate  waters,  promife  to 
be  of  the  greateft  ufe,  accompanying  fuch 
external  applications  as  feem  likely  to  fti- 
mulate  the  living  folids  and  nervous  fyflem 
to  adtion.  But  when  palfy  fucceeds  the 
rheumatifm,  feurvy,  fcrofula,  lues  venerea, 
or  nervous  colic,  it  will  be  neceffary  at  the 
fame  time  to  advert  to  the  primary  difeafes, 
and  adminiher  fuch  things  as  may  be  fcrvice- 
able  in  thefe  cafes  according  to  the  nature  of 
the  complaint. 

Tremorsy  or  paralytic  ffiakings  or  trem^ 

blings 
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blliK^s  of  the  bands  and  othef  parts,  fre- 
quently follow  upon  hard  drinking,  profufe 
venery,  or.  any  oUier  exceffes  in  the  non; 
naturals,  and  may,  in  general,  be  treated  as 
a partial  palfy,’  omitting  the  evacuations, 
which  would  in  thefe  cafcs  be  injuripus.  In- 
deed 'in  all  cafes  of  inveterate  palfy  powerful, 
evacuants  fliould  be  avoided.  The  medici- 
nal waters  both  of  Bath  and  Briftol,  under 
propdr  regulations,  are  very  advifeable  in 
thefe  circmnflances. '

OF  MELANCHOLY  AND  MADNESS.  ^ 

X H E S E are  difeafes  nearly  connedled, 
thoiigli  they  are  diametrically  oppofite  in 
feme  of  their  fymptoms ; for  the  firft  is  at* 
tended  with  great  fear  and  penfivenefs;  and 
the  latter  with  great  fury  and  bold7iefs ; but 
they  both  agree  in  being  accompanied  zvith 
a conftant  delirium,  ivithout  fever. 

They  have  been  confidered  by  fome  as 
two  fpecies  of  infania,  which  is  defined  p’er- 
manent  delirium  without  fever— 

Infanity,  accompanied  by  fadnefs ; Madnefs, 
Infanity  accompanied  by  rage,  m the  formcn 
fear  prevails ; in  the  latter  anger ; but  in  botb- 
we  have  delirium. 

Melancholia,  by  fome  nofologifis,  is  de-- 
fined  a partial  infanity  without  any  dyfpep- 
fia,  by  which  is  meant,  when  a man  is  in 
fuch  a fituation,  that  the  relation  of  things 
altogether  falfe  are  conceived  in  the  mind, 
fo  that  liis  pafsions  and  actions  may  be  ex- 
cited 
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cited  beyond  all  natural  bounds,  or  contrary  , 
to  rcafon  ; and  as  hypochondr.afis 
lancholy  cannot  always  be  di  ‘ ° ’ 

when  they  are,  there  appears  no  other  ign 
but  that  in  thcfirji,  dyfpepfia  k ahmjs  prejmt, 
in  the  lajl,  it  w often  totally  abjent.  ^ 

Melancholy  andmadncfsmaybeoccafione 

by  whatever  fo  dlfturbs  the  bram  as  to  alfca 
the  mind  ; fuch  as  intenfc  thought,  anxious 
cares  and  troubles,  walchings,  frights  fear- 
ful and  lliocking  dreams,  llrong  pafsions, 
profufe  evacuations,  or  common  evacuations 
obftruaed.  Whatever  renders  the  bloo  - 
and  fpirlts  too  volatile,  caufes  the  vwthful 
and  raving  ; and  whatever,  on  the  contrary, 
deprelTes  them,  will  occafion  the  melancholy^ 
fpecics.  If  hereditary,  they  fcarce  admit  ot 
a cure,  nor  do  t^fe  which  grow  up  with 
people  from  their  early  youth,  nor  in  gene- 
ral, is  that  which  has  continued  above  a 


year. 

The  general  figns,  preceding  melancholy^ 
arc  fadnefs  and  dejection,  without  any  ante- 
cedent caufe  ; timidity,  fondnefs  of  folitude, 
troublcfome  nights,  fretfulnefs  and  fickle* 
nefs,  coftivenefs,  little  or  no  urine,  indo- 
lence, and  palcnefs  of  vifage.— Ow  the  con- 
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trai'i/^  in  maniacs  there  Is  qii  iihufual  bokl- 

nefs,  willi  all  the  ftrong  a])pearances  ofliTc- 

gular  pafsions;  riliirg  fometini'es  fo  high,  as' 
to  give  room  to  apprehend  the  patient  may 
attempt  his  own  life. 

Boerhaay.e  has  well  depidled  the  progrefs 
of  melancholy;  he  fays, patichts  in  this 
difeafe,  are  pale  and  bloated,  but  l^yidegrecs 
they  contradl  a livid  h.iie,  andj t grbw  very 
thin, — They  lofe  their  flecp,.;.^id.c6mmGnly 
their  appetite j altht)ugh  many  iaHaiices  are 
found  of  aftonilhing  voracity.— Refpiration, 
and  the  pulfe  become  weak  and.flow.; .thb 
habit  coftive  in  the  extrernej  whole  fyf- 
tem  torpid.  A fuMen  gloom,  takes  pbffefsion 
of  the  countenance,  anxiety  and  grief  hang 
heavy  on  their  eye-lids,:  and  their  imagina- 
tion is  haunted  inceffantly  with  fearfuhar]> 
prehenfions. — Itie  /jDei’fpiratioiii,  and  ail  the 
fecrctions,  are  diminifiied,^  and  coldnefs  pre- 
vails in  the  extremities — an  obflinatc  jaun- 
dice fometimes  fuperv.enes,  and  w'hciix  the 
body  is  dilledted,  the  gal'l-du6ts  commonly 
are  found  ditlended  with  black  and  dagnant 
bile,  which. refembles.  liquid  pitch.”-

effected  by  nature,  it  has  been  obferved 
\ cither 
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cither  to  be  hy  inflaniTyiatory  gout  in  the  cx- 
tremltles^^/ie  hemorrhoidal  fiux — an  irrup- 
tion  on  the  Jldn—diatThm—rnhy  the  return  of 
the  catamenia. 

Medical  pradllce  advifes  travelling,  but 
not  to  acquaint  the  Tick  with  the  occafion. 
New  ideas  are  to  be  introduced,  and  oppofc 
tliein  to  the  preceding  ideas..  _ 

In  bold  maniacs^  a {lender  and  weak  regi- 
men is  required  ; fuch  as  gruels,  thiii  pana- 
das, whey,  water,  and  fruits,  barley  gruel, 
butter-milk.  Bleeding  is  proper  in  the  be- 
ginning, and  Ihould  be  frequently  repeated 
in  fmall  quantities : but  the  pulfe  and  other 
fymptoms,  will  be  the  bed  .guides.  Clyfiers 
and  vomits  fhould  not  be  fpared ; for  they,  arc 
mod  undoubtedly  of  very  great  ufe,  and 
fhould  be'  either  antimonivim  tartarifatum, 
vin.  antimon.  or  ipecacoanha,  according  to 
thedfength  of  the  patient.  muft.pof 

be  forgotten ; nor  idues,  blidefs,  fetons,  6cc^— 
The  hot  bath  is  often  of  tb.e  greated  fervice, 
in  maniacat  cafes ; bleeding  and  nitrous  medi- 
cines being  fird  premifed  for  promoting  the 
difeharge  by  urine  copioudy,  that  by  the 
cutaneous  pores  are  cohfidered  of  the  utmoit 
confequence  in  thefe.  cafes.

Though  opium  has  by 
fome  practitioners  been  prohibited,  ftiJl  this 
difeafe  has  been  known  to  give  way  to  large 
dofes ; it  is.  therefore  worth  our  while  to  ex- 
hibit a few  dofes,  and  pcrhft  or  dehft  accor- 
ding to  the  vifible  effet^l.

to  invigorate  the  whole  fyftem,  by  the  ufe 
of  the  cold  bath,  and  chalybeate  waters. 


C H A P II.  y 

OF  THE  FUROE  UTERI  NUS. 

The  Furor  Uterinus  h a fpecles  of  madnefs 
peculiar  to  the  female  fex,  arifing  from  too 
great  a fenhbility,  or  Irritability  of  the. pu- 
denda \ — too  great  an  abundance,  or  acri- 
mony, of  the  fluids  fecreted  in  thofe  parts ; 
—or  from  mental  affedtion — Its  principal 
charaCleriftic  is,  an  immoderate  deflre  of 
coition,  accompanied  with  libidinous  gef- 
tures  and  fpeecbes.  The  flgns  at  firfl,  are 
melancholy,  great  taciturnity,  though  with 
lafeivious  calling  about  of  their  eyes,  and  a 
rednefs  of  the  face.  As  the  difeafe  increafes, 
fhey  fcold,  cry,  then  laugh,  &c. 

The  cure  conflfls  in  removing  the  heat  and 
irritation  by  refrigerants  and  evacuants,  and 
interpoflng  gentle  anodynes.  The  diet  Ihoiild 

be 
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te  cooling  and  ligKt ; fiich  as  whey  and  ve* 
getables.  Bleeding  is  proper,  and  flioiild  be 
repeated,  efpecially  where  the  pulfe  is  quick 
and  ftrong.  Cooling  purges  are  alfo  ufeful 
fuch  as  cryftalli  tart,  with  rad.  jalap,  fal 
amar.  tamarind,  man.  ele6l.  e fena,  with  ni- 
tre diffolved  in  whey,  &c.

The  following  plan  has  been  attended  with 
fuccefs,  in  cafes  of  fatyriafis.  Firft,  mode- 
rate emetics  were  given,  and  then  milk,  ful- 
phur,  uTthiops  mineral,  and  cinnabar  of  an- 
timony, continued  for  fix  months,  with  ben- 
zoine  and  ammonia  in  a fmall  dofe — for,  a 
long' time  the  mode  of  living  was  very  mo- 
derate, viz.  three  or  four  ounces  of  animal 
food,  and  a fmall  quantity  of  wine  every  day, 
and  'afterwards  bark,  orange  peel,  and  vitri- 
olated  iron,  with' the  cold  bath,  and  mode- 
rate exercife,  compleated  the  cure  within 
two  years..  This  plan  is  therefore  recom- 
mended in  nymphomania ; and  w'hen  the 
caufes  are  confidered,  feems  well  calculated  , 
to  anfwer  the  piirpofe — From  15  to  20  grains 
of  camphor  with  nitre,  *and  fmall  dofes  .of 

tindl.

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tina.  opli,  at  proper  intervals,  have^  been 
advifed,  and  alfo  from  two  to  five  grains  ol 
acetated  cerufs  given  in  the  fame  manner— 
as  an  external  application,  Barley-water, 
with  a fmall  quantity  ufcd  by  way  of  injec- 
tion, and  often  repeated,  has  been  confidered 
as  f].>ecific.— But  matrimony  is  the  moft  efii^ 
cacious  remedy. 


C H A P.  III. 

OF  THE  hypochondriasis,  OR  HYPO- 
CHONDRIAC DISEASE. 

This  diftemper  is  likewife  called  affcctio 
JiT/pocJiondriaca,  vapours,  and  fpkeJi.  The 
characlerillic  fymptoms  are — difficulty  of  di- 
geftion — languor,  and  want  of  energy  dejec- 
tion of  mind,  and  apprehenfion  of  evil,  vioi  e (fpe- 
cially  rej'pecting  without  fufficient  cauft, 

with  a melancholic  temperament. — It  is  a 
chronic  difeafc,  in  which  the  patient  ima- 
gines himfelf  in  danger  of  dying  from  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart.  Eniaation,  borbo- 
rygmi,  or  other  difagreeable,  though  flight 
and  mutable  fymptoms,  arifing  without  any 
evident  caufe. — Men  are  known  to  be  hypo- 

2 chondriacal, 
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chonclriacal,  becaiifcthcy  fpcak  tons  of  muU 
llkirious  mifchiofs  conneded  logctlicr  by  no 
evident  principle,  often  only  to  be  difeo- 
vered  from  the  relation  of  patients^  which 
arc  delivered  with  a fcriipiilous  attention  to 
the  moll  minute  circumftances,  and  in  the 
very  terms  of  the  medical  art ; alfo,  becaiife 
thofe  inconveniencies  which  .other  men 
would  defpife,  they  attack  with  a thoufand 
remedies,  and  often  change  them,  w^earing 
’ out  phyficians  with  their  complaints,  fome- 
times  one,  fometimes  another.  Solicitous 
about  the  event,  and  prognoflicating  molt 
unfavourably,  though  their  appetites  are 
good,  themfelves  vigorous,  having  the  per- 
fe6t  exercife  of  all  their  functions,  except 
the  judgment  relative  to  the  difeafe.  It 
affects  the  imagination,  and  is  attended  with 
great  anxiety,  melancholy,  and  fear ; and 
fometimes  uncommon  chearfulnefs,  and  de- 
fined a dyfpeplia,  or  difficulty  of  digeftion, 
attended  with  languor,  uneafinefs  of  mind 
and  fear,  from  caufes  inadequate,  in  a me- 
lancholic conllitution,  and  arifes  in  general, 
from  «a  fedentary  life,  with  clofe  application 
to  hiufy — cold  and  humidity,  with  grofs  and  - 
vifeid  diet ; anxiety  and  protracted  grief — 

3 previous 
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J^revibiis  cllfeafcs,  particillarly  intermittent 
fcvei*s,  removed  by  powerful  aflringentsj 
without  clcanfing  the  inteftines ; alfo  wind> 
tough  phlegm,  worms  in  the  ftomach  and 
bowelsj  alimeiits  improper  in  their  quantity 
and  quality,  fchirroiisor  other  obftructions  in 
the  vifcera  of  the  lower  belly,  profufe  eva- 
cuations, and  violent  pafsions^ 

The  figns  are,  indolence,  tremors,  def- 
pondency,  low-fpiritednefs,  dread  of  dyings 
coftivenefs,  difficulty  of  breathing,  Ihort 
cough,  flatulence,  pale  crude  urine,  fpaf- 
modic  pains  of  the  head,  &c. 

With  regard  to  the  cure,  we  fhould  en- 
deavour firlt  to  cleanfe  the  alimentary  canal 
from  vlfcid  mucus,  by  the  ufe  of  emetics 
and  cathartics — to  invigorate  the'  fyftem 
by  tonics,  and  ftimulant  aflririgents — to  an- 
fwer  thefe  purpofesj  the  regimen  Ihould 
conflft  of  fuch  food  as  is  light  and  eafy  of 
digeftion.  Pyrmont  water  Ihould  be  recom- 
mended to  be  drank  in  common,  and  exer- 
clfe  on  horfeback.  Repeated  vomits,  fuch  as 
thofc  formed  of  ipecacoanha,  and  tarta.- 
rifed  antimony,  are'^very  proper  here,  and 
a due  attention  that  the  body  be  kept  folu- 
blc  with  flomachic  purgatives,  fuch  as  com- 

c c prize 
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.prize  rlmbarb,  tartarifecl  kali,  pllul.  ex  aloe 
cu  myrrha,  pulv.  aloetic.  and  guaiac.  In  very 
obftinate  coftive  habits,  a fewgrains’of  calo- 
mel may  be  given  at  bed  time,  and  carried 
off  in  the  morning,  by  the  fucceeding 
draught.

CHAP.  1. 

^ \ 

OF  THE  peripneumonia  NOTHA, 

The  Peripneiiii'ionia  Notha,  or  boftcird 
pcripneumony,  differs  from  the  true  peripneii” 
jnoiii/f  or  inflammation  in  the  lungs,  iii 
having  neither  extraordinary  heat,  pain,  noi 
thirff ; and  by  its  commonly  feizing  the  old 
and  phlegmatic ; and  thofe  of  weak  and  lax 
fibres,  and  grofs  habit  of  body  : and  particu- 
larly hard  drinkers.  It  generally  appears  at 
the  clofe  of  the  winter  feafon,  and  is  mofi; 
prevalent  in  moifl;  fltuations,  and  in  foggy 
weather. 

This  difeafe  is  by  fome  only  effeemed  a 
{lighter  degree  of  the  true  peripneumony, 
and  differs  from  that,  in  the  inflammation  ^ 
being  milder,  and  the  afflux^  of  humours 
into  the  lungs  more  copious ; whilfl:  others 
efleem  it  a very  different  difeafe,  ranking 
it  under  thofe  of  afthma,  and  allow  for  its 
uaufe  an  accumulation  of  ferum  in  the  cellular 
• c c 3 cavity 
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cavity  of  the  lungs,  with  great  opprefsion  in  the 
air-vejfels,  and  fome  degree  of  ohf  ruction  in 
the  pulmonic  and  bronchial  arteries,  thereby 
hindering  the  free  and  regular  circulatian  of 
the  blood. 

It  comes  on  with  a fenfe  of  heat  and  cold 
alternately  ; there  is  a giddinefs,  and  an  acute 
pain  in  the  bead,  when  the  cough  is  mod: 
troublefome  ; frequent  vomiting,  fometimes. 
with,  and, at  other  times  witliout  coughing 
turbid  urine,  with  red  fediment ; a quick 
difficult  breathing,  and  a remarkable  wheez- 
ing, whenever  the  patient  coughs.  A pain 
of  the  whole  bread  accompanies  this  difeafe  ; 
l)ut  there  are  no,  figns  of  fever,  efpecially  in 
’ grofs  habits. 

Thin  broths,  and  fpoon-meats,  with  pec-, 
toral  apozems,  are  the  mod  proper  regimen. 
Mudard-whey,  or  decoction  of  madder-root, 
may  be  proper  as  a common  drink.  Bleed- 
ing, in  this  diforder,  is  feldom  of  any  fervice, 
hot  on  the  contrary  generally  does  harm.  If 
comatofe  fymptoms  fhould  appear,  with  a 
pretty  full  pulfe,  it  may  be  necelfary  to  ufe 
the  lancet  once,  and  that  immediately  ; but 
cupping  in  this  cafe  would  be  preferable, 
Blifters  applied  to  the  back,  fides,  and  arms  ; 

and 
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and  puking  notv  and  then,  with  /mail  dofes  aj 

antimon.  tartarfat.  vin.- antimon.  and  oxymel. 

fcillte,  are  what  we  are  chiefly  to  depend 

upon ; and  the  patient  ought  mt  to  drink  much 

after  the  einetie,  that  the  agitation  it  oceafions 

may  be  ftronger.  Emollient  opening  gly  crs, 

and  gentle  purgatives,  are  alfo  very  proper, 

and  Ihould  be  repeated  according  to  the  cir- 

cumftances  of  the  cafe  ; and  the  following 

medicines  may  be  interpofed  :

Hence  if  there  is  a perpetual  laborious

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wheezing,  great  anxiety,  and  intolerable 
opprefsion  of  the  prascordia,  together  with 
a conffant  doling,  coldnefs  of  the  extremi- 
ties, and  a livid  colour  of  the  face  and  hands, 
we  mull  expea  th^  death  will  Ihortly  clofe 

the  fcene. 

Iflues  made  between  the  flioulders  may 
be  very  ufeful  in  preventing  the  difeafe,  by 
affording  a perpetual  drain  to  the  ferous 
parts  of  the  humours,  and  hindering  an 
accumulation  in  the  lungs. 


CHAP.  II. 

pF  THE  ASTHMA. 

T HE  Afthma  is  a difeafe,  returning  at  in- 
tervals, attended  with  a great  difficulty  of 
breathing,  and  wheezing.  It  is  commonly 
divided  into  the  humid  and  dry  afthma ; ac- 
cording as  it  happens  to  be  accompanied 
with  expedloration,  or  not. 

It  is  concifely  defined  in  the  foftowing 
terms:  there  is  a difficulty  of  breathing  com- 
ing on  at  intervals,  with  a fenfe  of  ftraight- 
jnefs  in  the  chcft;  and  a fibilating  noife  in 

refpi- 
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refpiration.  In  the  beginning  there  is  eh 
ther  a difficult  cough,  or  none  at  all ; to- 
wards the  termination  it  is  free,  with  very 
often  a copious  fpitting  up  of  mucus.  It  is 
either  fponianeous,  coming  on  from  no  mani- 
feft  caufe,  or  accompanying  any  other  dif- 
eafe ; or  exanthematic,  arifing  from  a retro- 
pulfion  of  the  itch,  or  fome  other  acrid  ef*. 
fuiion ; or  plethoric^  from  a fupprefsion  of 
fome  iifual  fanguinary  evacuation,  • or  a 
fpontaneous  plethora. 

However,  it  is  commonly  preceded  by  a 
dffinclination  to  motion,  lofs  of  appetite,  op- 
prefsion  and  flatulency  at  the  flomach,  and 
frequent  erudlations.  After  fome  time  the 
cheeks  become  red,  the  eyes  grow  promi- 
nent, and  there  is  fuch  an  anxiety  and 
fenfe  of  fuffbcation,  that  the  patient  can 
only  breathe  in  an  eredt  poflure,  and  is 
fcarcely  able  to  fpeak-  or  expedlorate : when 
he  catches  a little  fleep,  he  fnores  vehe- 
mently ; during  the  height  of  the  paroxyfm, 
he  is  defirous  of  a free  cool  air ; he  fweats 
about  the  neck  and  forehead  ; and  fome- 
times,  when  he  coughs,  brings  up  a little 
frothy  matter  with  great  difficulty;  the 
pulfe  is  commonly  fmall  and  weak,  in  the 
3 progrefs 
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pro-refs  of  the  difeafe,  a (light  fever  of  no 
cerraiii  type  comes  on,  with  evening  exa- 
cerbations ; the  urine  is  pale,  and  difcharg- 
ed  in  great  plenty.  After  dinner,  and  more 
efpecially  after  a full  meal ; there  is  coni- 
monly  much  flatulence  in  the  ftomach, 
with  drowfmefs,  and  encreafed  dyfpnoea; 
but  the  violence  of  the  fit  is  commonly 
from  about  midnight,  till  towards  morn- 
ing, when  it  is  relieved  by  deep.  As  the 
paroxyfm  abates,  there  is  more  or  lefs  of  an 
expedoration  of  mucus  ; the  urme  becomes 
higher  coloured,  and  lets  fall  a copious  fe- 
diment.  But  when  the  cafe  proves  fatal, 
the  faoe,  the  hands,  and  arms,  begin  to 
fwell ; the  countenance  is  pale  and  lurid ; 
the  legs  become  cedematous,  and  afcites, 
anafarca,  a dropfy  of  the  cheft,  oi  a lethar- 
gy fupervcnes.  A torpor  of  the  arms  is  felt, 
preceding  partial  paralyfis ; and  the  dif- 
trefsing  fcene  is  clofed  by  fuffocation. 

The  perfons  mod  fubjed  to  this  difeafe, 
are  thofe  of  a fiingiiine  temperament,  with 
fmall,  but  numerous  vellels; — the  corpu- 
lent, and  plethoric:  but  more  particularly 
perfons  of  a con  traded  cheft  : the  intem- 
perate, and  fueh  as  have  been  debilitated  by 

excef- 
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exccff^ivc  hasmorrhage,  or  in  whom  any  ac- 
cuftomcd  evacuations,  either  fanguine  or 
feroLis,  have  been  fupprefTed;  thofe  alfo  in 
whom  herpetic  eruptions  have  been  unfca- 
fonably  checked,  or  ulcers  fuddenly  dried 
xip ; but  particularly  thofe  who  are  much 
oppreffed  with  flatulence ; and  all  thefe 
more  efpecially,  at  the  vernal  and  autum- 
nal equinoxes. 

During  the  fit,  venasfedlion  is  neceffary, 
imlefs  extreme  weaknefs  or  old  age  fliould 
forbid  it ; and  as  foon  as  may  be,  the  fol- 
lowing clyfter':

Affafoetida,  gum  ammoniac,  liiidlura  opii 
camphorata  fal.  c,  c.  and  fquills,  with  blif- 
ters,  illues,  and  fetons,  are  the  chief  gene- 
ral remedies  in  afthmatic  complaints.  Iil 
the  paroxyfm  a flrong  infiifion  of  roafled 
coffee  has  been  found  very  beneficial.  And 
ether  vitriolicus  one  dram,  joined  with  40 
drops  of  tind;.  of  opium,  and  two  ounces 
of  water,  mufl  be  given  frequently  till  the 
paroxyfm  is  relie'vedi 

In  fpontaneous  afihmaj  emetics  never 
fail  to  give  relief ; — and  in  the  intervals  of 
any  fpecies  are  very  proper  to  prevent  a 
relapfe ; and  fhould  be  occafionally  had 
recourfe  to  ; as  fhould  alfo  the  lac  ammo- 

niaci^ 
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niaci,  with  the  oxymel  fciUa?,  and  vmum 
antimoniale ; or  pills  may  be  made  of 
moniacum,  fqulUs,  or  any  other  expeao- 
rants,  and  waftied  down  with  fome  wine  in 
which  fome  ingredient  poflefsing  fimilar 
powers  have  been  infufed.  If  the  patient 
be  advancing  in  years,  and  gouty,  bhfters 
to  the  legs,  with 'the  fcetid  gums  and  cam-  ' 
phor,  are  proper  to  prevent  a return  ; fo  are 
alfo  bark,  fteel,  &c.  and  the  patient  Ihould 
be  careful  never  to  overload  the  ftomach, 
or  eat  late  fuppers ; and  coftivenefs  fliould 
be  prevented  by  taking  from  time  to- time  a. 
few  grains  of  pil.  aloes  c.  myrrha,  rhubarb, 

or  the  like. 

The  humid  aflhma  is  accounted  the  fame 
with  the  peripneumonia  notha,  requiring  ex- 
adtly  the  fame  treatment.- — But  the  fpaf- 
modic,  or  dry  afthma,  is  different,  attack* 
ing  nervous,  relaxed,  and  often  young  peo- 
ple. It  requires  principally  the  ufe  of 
nervous  medicines  and  opiates,  added  to 
thofe  already  mentioned,  together  with  the 
ufe  of  the  warm  bath^  and  the  vapour  of 
warm  water  drawn  into  the  lungs  during 
the  fit.  . 

Except  under  fome  peculiar  circum- 
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fiances, ' ftich  as  ulcers,  tubercles,  or  inflania 
mation  in  the  lungs;  recent  catarrh — catarrh 
of  long  Handing,  attended  with  expectoration 
of  much  phlegm,  as  in  that  fpecies  called 
humoral,  plethora,  general  or  partial  dropfy 
of  the  chefl ; difficulty  of  breathing,  from 
various  caufes ; mal-conformation  of  the 
chefl,  cold  bathing  in  an  artificial  fait  bath, 
or  in  the  fea,  which  is  found  infinitely 
moft  efficacious,  has  been  highly  recom- 
mended, by  repeated  experience. 

The  inhalation  of  oxygen  air,' has  con- 
tributed much  to  render'  the  other  modes 
effedlual,  in  performing  the  cure. 

If  this  complaint  fhould  depend  on  fome 
other  difeafe,  that  muft  be  paid  attention  to, 
viz.  the  goitt ; finapifms  to  the  feet,  or  blif- 
tering,  are  immediately  requifite,  and  fuch 
other  things  as  will  folicit  the  gout  to  the 
extremities : the  remains  of  the  ag2ie,  occa- 
fioning  irregular  attacks ; bark  is  our  reme- 
dy : retropulfed  eruptions ; iffiies  and  blif- 
ters  are  required,  to  afford  drains  for  the 
acrid  matter  ; courfes  of  fulphureous  waters^ 
and  goats’  whey  : diet  drinks,  and  mer- 
curial alteratives  to  corredl  the  acrimony  of 
the  fluids^ 


The 
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The  regimen  of  afthmatic  ' people  fhould 
confift  of  a 'light  diet,  void  of  flatulency 
the  air  'fhould  be  fuch  as  the  patient  finds 
beft  to  agree  with  him;  the  exercife  mo- 
derate, but  that  of  riding  is  infinitely  the 
moft  preferable,  and  abfolutely  neceflary  : 
malt  liquors  are  to  be  avoided.

CLASS  VIII. 

OF  CACHEXIES,  OR  HUMORAL  DISEASES. 

C H A P.  I. 

OF  THE  DROPSY. 

The  Dropfy  is  a preternatural  colledlion 
of  water  or  ferum  in  fome  particular  part 
of  the  body ; attended  moft  frequently  with 
fwelling,  third,  difficulty  of  breathing,  and 
a jdifcharge  of  very  little  urine.  Before 
th  is  diforder  is  perfedtly  formed,  the  patient 
is  generally  faid  to  labour  under  a cachexia ; 
and  agreeable  to  the  parts  affected  it  re- 
ceives different  denominations  : when  there 
is  a general  accumulation  of  lymph  in  the 
cellular  fyftem,  it  is  called  leucophleg- 
MATiA,  or  ANASARCA,  and  manifefts  itfelf 
by  a fwelling  on  the  furface  of  the  body, 
not  claftic,  but  pitting,  by  preffure  of  the 
finger,  and  rifing  flowly  to  its  former  fiill- 
nefs.  It  is  a preternatural  colledlion  of  fe- 
rous  fluid,  in  the  cellular  membrane,  im- 
mediately under  the  fkin,  and  ufually  ap- 
pears, fiift  in  the  lower  extremities  towards 
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niglit,  but  difperfes  before  the  iiioniing^ 
The  urine  is  diminiihed  in  quantity  5 third 
cncreafes,  and  becomes  intenfe ; atrophy 
attends,  and  all  the  fat,  with  the  oily  por- 
tion of  the  marrow,  is  carried  off  by  the 
abforbents. — ^The  fluids  may  be  ^\\h.o,x  fcvous^ 
from  a ferum  being  retained  on  account  ot 
fome  accuftomary  fuppreffed  evacuations^ 
or  from  an  increafe  of  ferum,  on  account  of 
too  much  water  taken  into  the  habit : or 
it  arifes  from  objiruction,  from- a compref- 
fion  of  the  veins  ; or  it  is  exanthematic  after^ 
eruptions  have  arifen,  and  particularly  after 
an  eryfipelas,  or  from  a thinnefs  of  the  blood 
produced  by  hemorrhage,  or  from  debiliti/ 
in  patients  who  are  weakened  by  long  con- 
tinued difeafes ; or  many  other  caufes. 
When  there  is  a colledtion  of  watery  fluids 
in  the  abdomen,  it  is  termed  an  ascites, 
which  is  a tenfe,  fcarce  elaflic,  but  fludtu- 
ating  intumefccnce  of  the  abdomen,  called 
abdominal^  when  there  is  a regular  uniform 
tumor  of  the  whole  abdomen,  with  a fuffi- 
cicntly  evident  fludluation,  which  proceeds 
cither  from  obftrudlion  of  the  vifcera,  from 
debility,  or  thinnefs  of  the  blood.  Or  it 
is  named  faccated,  when  there  is  a partial 
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tumor  of  the  abdomen,  at  leafl  in  the  be- 
ginning, attended  with  an  obfcure  fluau- 
ation.  Not  preceded  by  palenefs,  reftlefT- 
fiefs,  lofs  of  appetite,  or  other  fymptoms 
of  relaxation,  and  debility,  nor  attended 
,by  either  much  thirft,  or  paucity  of  urine — 
it  is  confidered  in  this  fpecies  as  incurable, 
for  the  fac  is  generally  formed  by  a collec- 
tion of  hydatids. 

When  in  the  fcrotum,  hydrocele,  dif- 
tinguifhable  by  a tumor  not  painful,  in^ 
creating  by  degrees,  foft,  flu6luating,  and 
pellucid.  The  ferous  fluids  which  caufe 
this  tumor,  may  be  contained  either  in  the 
cellular  tunic,  as  in  cafes  of  anafarca ; in 
the  hernial  fac  produced  from  the  peri- 
toneum ; when  either  a tympany  or  afcites 
have  preceded  hernia  ; — or  in  the  vaginal 
tunic  of  the  teflicle,  which  is  the  mofl: 
common  form  of  hydrocele.  When  in  the 
uterus,  HYDROPS  UTERI,  known  by  a tu- 
mor in  the  hypogaflric  region,  p women, 
gradually  increaflng,  refembling  the  form 
of  the  uterus,  yielding  to  preffure,  or  fluc- 
tuating, without  fupprefsion  of  urine,  or 
pregnancy.  To  thefe  fymptoms  have  been 
added,  borborygmi,  dyfpnoea,  uncommon 
4 fcetor 
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fcetor  of  the  {tools,  obftru6ted  catamenia, 
pain  in  the  abdomen  and  loins,  nodturnal 
pollution,  rigor,  febrile  fymptoms,  foftnefs 
and  ftaccidity  of  the  breafts ; and  difficulty 
in  either  walking,  or  bending  the  body 
forward.  When  in  the  brealt,  hydrops 

PECTORIS,  or  HYDROTHORAX,  whieh  fliews 
itfelf  by  a dyfpnoea,  pallid  countenance, 
cedematous  fwelling  of  the  feet,  fmall  quan- 
tity of  urine,  difficulty  of  lying  down,  fud- 
den  and  fpontaneous  rouzing  from  fleep, 
with  palpitation,  and  water  fludluating  in 
the  cheffi  .When  in  the  head,  hydroce- 
phalus, in  which  there  is  a foft  inelaffic 
intumefcence  of  the  head,  with  the  futures 
of  the  cranium  gaping  ; this  though  is  the 
hydrocephalus  externus ; that  called  internus 
will  be  explained  in  the  latter  end  ot 
this  chapter  The  proximate  caufe  of  dropfies 
is  evidently  an  ouzing  out  of  lymph  into 
the  cellular  membrane  or  cavities,  in  great- 
er quantities  than  the  abforbent  fyftem  can 
take  up ; — or  from  ;a  rupture  of  thefe  velTels, 
— or  from  their  lofs.  of  power  ; hence  is  the 
accumulation  formed,  and  from  hence  will 
the  more  remote  caufes  be  underftood.  In 
mod:  dropfical  cafes  the  legs  fwell  and  pit 
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towards  night,  the  appetite  decays,  the 
face  either  becomes  bloated,  or  grows  thin, 
emaciated,  and  pale,  and  a flow  fever  and 
Ihlrll  attend. 

In  all  dropfies  the  diet  fhould  be  dry  and 
folid,  liquids  fparingly  iifed  ; and  thefe 
ilioiild  conhll;  of  good  old  rich  wines,  or 
medicated  beer,  in  order  to  flrengthen  the 
folids,  and  prornote  the  renal  difcharges. 
Though  it  fometimes  happens  by  indulging 
the  patient,  when  urged  with  excefsive 
thirft,  in - drinking  freely  of  weak  liquors, 
fuch  as  pure  water,  fmall  beer,  or  cyder, 
to  the  quantity  of  four  or  five  quarts  a day, 
that  a cure  hath  been  brought  about  when 
all  medicines  have  failed ; and  perhaps  if 
thefe  liquids  were  impregnated  with  fome 
of  the  faline  diuretics,  their  efficacy  would 
be  increafed. 

'The  fplloydng  forms,  varied  as  the  fymp- 
toms  indicate,  will  be  found  very  ferviceable 
for  the  general  cure  of  this  malady,  afsifted 
by  fridlions  and  proper  exercife.  And  firfl, 
where  it  can  be  complied  with  without 
danger,  vomits  fhould  be  prefcribed.

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Emetics  and  cathartics,  in  fnialL  dofcs,  fre- 
quently and  alternately  repeated,  have  been 
often  given  with  fuccefs  in  an  afcites ; and 
diuretics,  together  mth  corroborants,  fliould 
be  always  joined  and  ufed  at  intervals  dur- 
ing the  courfe  of  purges. 

Cryftals  of  tartar,  diflfolved  in  a large 
quantity  of  water,  have  been  fuccefsful.  An 
ounce  to  twenty,  and  taken  during  the  day  ; 
it  a6ts  as  a purgative  and  diuretic and  the 
digitalis  purpurea  has  been  recommended  as 
/one  of  the  mod:  certain  diuretics  in  the 
materia  medica,>f  which  may  be  given  in

Sometimes  an  afcites  accompanies  an  ana- 
farca,  thefe  cafes  are  rarely  cured  ; but  we 
flioiild  attempt  to  evacuate  the  water  by 
every  means,  taking  care  not  to  weaken  the 
conftitution,  by  too  powerful  or  flrong  ap- 
plications; and  if  all  the  medicines  fail, 
the  only  chance  left  is  to  have  recourfe  to 
the  paracentefis,  or  tapping,  which  ought 
to  be  oftener  performed  than  it  is,  and 
much  more  early  in  the  difeafe ; and  not  be 
deferred  till  the  abdomen  becomes  greatly 
diflended,  and  the  vifcera  fpoiled  by  long 
foaking  in  the  extravafafed  fluids.  After 
the  waters  have  been  evacuated,  and  the 
patient  fomewhat  recovered,  the  bark,  fleel, 
fridtions,  and  exercife  in  a dry  country  air, 
bid  the  fairefi:  to  prevent  a reiapfe. 

In  a cachexia,  the  kali  acetatum,  gum. 
ammon.  oxymel.  fell,  tindt.  aloes  comp.  pll. 
ammon.  decodt.  juniper,  &c.  with  proper 
evacuants,  riding  on  horfeback,  and  German 
Spa-waters,  are  of  great  ufe. 

In  the  hydrocele,  or  dropfy  of  the 

ferotum, 
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fcrotum,  if  the  water  is  contained  in  the 
tunica  vaginalis,  and  the  difeafe  confined 
to  the  part.  The  tumor  here  may  be  open- 
ed with  a trocar  in  the  mofi;  depending  part 
of  the  fcrotum  ; and  though  this  is-  not 
properly  a radical  cure,  yet  it  fomctimes 
proves  one,  and  is  to  be  preferred  to  any 

other  method.  - 

The  radical  cure  of  this  difeafe,  when  the 
patient  falls  under  the  hands  of  a fUrgeon, 
has  been  attempted  in  tliree  methods.  The 
inner  part  of  the  eyft,  or  tunica  vaginalis, 
was  formerly  entirely  difiedted  away  ; but 
this  painful,  tedious,  operation  is  now  moftly 
difufed,  and  either  a large  opening  is  made 
with  a caufllc  into  the  part,  and  the  cyfi: 
encouraged  to  flough  or  fuppurate  away  ; or 
it  is  opened  with  the  knife,  and  the  eyft 
filled  with  lint,  whence  is  brought  on  an 
inflammation,  and  an  adhefion  produced ; 
or  a feton  is  made  into  and  through  the 
lower  part  of  the  cavity,  hy  which  means 
the  water  is  let  off,  and  effefts  limilar  to  the 
former  produced. 

When  water  is  contained  in  the 

CELLULAR  MEMBRANE  OF  THE  SCROTUM, 

it  is  to  be  treated  as  an  anafarca,  and  fcari- 
2 fications 
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ficatlonS'in  the  fkin  of  the  legs  will  anfwer 
as  well  as  upon  the  part. 

In  a dropsy  of  the  uterus,  ufe  fo* 
mentations,  and  vapour-baths,  and  give 
attenuant  and  refolvent  medicines,  fiich  as 
foap,  gum.  ammon.  pulv.  e myrrh,  comp, 
pil.  ex  hydrargyro.  &c.  with  Simulating 
clyfters,  and_  emetics. 

The  hydrops  pectoris  requires  perpe- 
tual blitters  on  the  legs,  and  the  exhibition 
of  diuretics ; purgatives  are  fcldom  of  fer- 
vice  in  this  cafe,  but  rather  tend  to  weaken 
the  body  than  to  evacuate  the  water.  If 
thefe  prove  inetfedtiial,  the  latt  refource  re- 
' commended  by  authors  is  to  puncture  the 
thorax,  which  demands  the  afsiitance  of  a 
fkilful  and  experienced  operator. 

The  hydrocephalus  externus,  is  a 
dittemper  in  a manner  peculiar  to  young 
children ; perpetual  blifters,  ifliies,  fetons, 
cauteries,  and  difeutient  applications,  are 
what  are  commonly  advifed  externally,  in 
this  difeafe  ; and  internally,  fmall  dofes  of 
calomel,  rhubarb,  &c.  with  flrengthening 
medicines,  and  a carriiinative  diet. 

The  hydrocephalus  internus,  or 
dropfy  of  the  brain^  happens  frequently  to 

children, 
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chlUlren,  but  fomctimcs  adults  are  its  fub- 
icas  alfo.  Many  of  the  fymptoms  are  1? 
'common  to  worm  cafes,  teething,  and 
other  irritating  caufe^ that  it, is  difficult  to 

iix  upon  any  which  particularly  charaaei- 
ife  the  difeafe.  The  moft  peculiar  feem  to 
be  pains  in  the  limbs,  with  Jkknefs  and  Jiead- 
ach  incejfant,  which,  though  frequait  in  other 
aifeafes  of  children,  are  neither  fo  uniformly 
nor  fo  couftantly  attendant  as  in  this.  Ano- 
ther circumftance  obferved  to  be  familiar, 
if  not  peculiar  to  this  diftemper,  is,  that 
the  patients  are  not  only  cojiive,  but  it  is  with 
the  greateji  difficulty  that  fools  can  be  pro- 
cured. Thefe  are  generally  of  a very  dark 
greenilh  colour,  with  an  oillnefs,  or  glafly 
bile,  rather  than  the  flime  which  accom- 
panies worms,  and  they  are  for  the  moft 
part  extremely  offenfive.  In  complaints 
arifingfrom  worms,  and  in  dentition,  fpafnis 
are  more  frequent  than  in  this  diforder. 

This  difeafe  has  been  termed,  by  fome 
authors,  hydrocephalic  fever,  from  the  at- 
tendant fymptoms  ; and  to  prevent  us  from 
having  the  idea  of  a chronic  difeafe,  which 
that  of  a dropfy  gives.  Befides  what  has 

E e been 
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been  mentioned  above,  this  difeafe  has  fome 
^ other  peculiarities : the  patients  fall  into 
convulfidns,  and  expire  in  a few  hours, 
when  there  have  not  been  the  appearance 
of  fymptoins,  which  ufually  foretel  the 
fatal  termination.  Alfo  the  pulfc,  from 
being  fmall,  hard,  and  frequent,  becomes 
fuddenly  full,  foft,  and  flow,  but  inter- 
mittent ; and  this  points  out  the  melan- 
choly change  which  is  approaching ; and 

when  we.'dind  this  the  cafe,  we  are  not  to 
^ / 

be  deceived  by  many  appearances,  which 
are  apt  to  flatter  the  unwary  into  a falfe 
fecurity  ; for  the  patients  feel  little  or  no 
pain  or  dlftrefs  ; they  are  not  delirious,  and 
are  free  from  opprefsion  or-  ficknefs;  they 
have  no  great  third,  fcarce  any  preeterna- 
tural  heat  ; indeed  they  have  been  known 
to  fpeak  cheerfully,  and  even  to  eat  with 
an  appetite  a few  hours  before  the  fatal  con- 
vulfive  attack.  To  this  complaint  children 
and  young  women  are  mod  fubjedf. 

When  the  hydrocephalus  internus  pro- 
ceeds from  the  rupture  of  a lymphatic  vef- 
fel  iii  the  brain,  which  iome  fuppofe  to  be 
the  proximate  eaufc  of  the  difeafe,  it  can-, 

not 
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not  admit  of  a cure.  If  worms  are  the 
caufe,  anthelmintics  foon  relieve ; il  other* 

wife,  there  is  very  little  hope. 

As  the  fymptoms  are  fo  fimilar  to  .thofe 

faid  to  be  from  worms,  and  often  may  not 
be  idiopathic,  but  fymptomatic,  it  will  be 
proper  to  ufe  anthelmintics,  and  fuch  means 
as  may  free  the  bowels  from  an  irritating 
caufe  ; thofe  medicines  are  calomel,  rhu- 
barb: if  the  ftomach  feems  to  be  over- 
loaded, give  an  antimonial  emetid.  Clyf- 
ters  of  aloes  diflblved  in  milk,  or  decodt. 
fern,  fantonic.  cum  ol.  tereb.  gut.  xxx  xl. 
Small  dofes  of  opium  may  occafionally  be 
given.  Heating  medicines  and  warm  rooms 
are  hurtful.  This  treatment  may  be  fuc- 
cefsful  in  the  fymptomatic  hydrocephalus: 
in  the  idiopathic,  the  re-abforption  of  the 
lymph  accumulated  in  the  brain  is  to  be  at- 
tempted. Blifters  applied  to  the  head,  and 
the  ufe  of  mercury,  even  to  the  producing 
a ptyalifm,  have  been  recommended,  and 
alfo  the  vapour-bath.  In  defperate  cafes, 
every  remedy  ought  to  be  tried  which  feems 
calculated  to  effea  the  defired  purpofe 
thou<^h  the  difeafe  hitherto  has  almofl  ever 
eluded  the  power  of  the  medical  art.  Be- 
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caufc  when  water  has  actually  been  col- 
lected in  the  ventricles  of  the  brain,  and 
diftenfion  taken  place,  the  abforbent  veflels 
loofe  their  powder,  whilft  the  exhalent  pour 
out  their  contents  more  copioufly.  At  a very 
early  period  before  the  abfolute  effufion  of 
watjCr,  where  fanguinary  accumulation  only 
takes  place,  or  where  a fmall  quantity  of 
water  has  been  depofited,  the  difeafe  maybe 
prevented  hy  bleeding,  and  copious  purging, 
intermediately  ufmg  calomel,  joined  with 
diuretics. 


CHAP  II. 

OF  THE  TYMPANY. 

The  Tympany  is  a flatulent  tumor  of  tlie 
abdomen,  and  is  manifefled  by  an  elaftic 
diftenfion  of  the  abdomen,  not  readily  yield- 
ing to  preffure,  and  founding  like  a drum, 
with  coftivenefs,  and  emaciation,  but  no 
fluctuation.  In  the  beginning  are  perceived 
hollow  rumblings  of  wind  in  the  bo^vels; — 
thirft,  and  lofs  of  appetite,  pain  in  the 
loins,  and  dyfpnoea  with  frequency  of  pulfe 
fucceed,  and  atrophy.  It  may  arife  from  a 

variety 
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variety  of  caufes,  and  is  fometimes  the.con- 
fequence  of  tire  unfeafonable  ufe  of  opiates 
in  the  dyfentery,  or  of  the  bark  in  in  ct 
mittents ; fometimes  by  afeites,  and  morbid 
affeaions  of  the  liver— at  other  times  y 
biliary  and  renal  calculi— frequently  by 
worms;  and  in  one  inftance  by  an  h.-Emoi- 
rhaeic  effort  after  fupprefsion  of  the  catamc- 
ni®,  and  h®morrhoidal  flux ; by  which  means 
the  colon  becomes  greatly  diftended  with 
air,  and  fonns  a true  tympmiies.  But  it  is 
properly  of  two  kinds ; HI,  Intefimal,  m 
which  there  is  a tumor  of  the  abdomen,  of- 
ten unequal,  with  frequent  rejeaion  of 
wind,  alleviating  both  the  tenfion  and  pain, 
‘id.  Abdominal,  difcoverable  by  a more  evi- 
dent refounding  nolfe  than  in  the  former,  a 
more  equal  tumefaction,  and  the  emifsion 
of  flatus  lefs  frequent,  and  not  giving  fuch 
evident  relief.  In  the  former  we  can  only 
liope  to  be  fuccefsful,  and  that  by  endea- 
vouring to  relieve  the  fpafm— difeharge  the 
flatulencies  by  the  anus,  and  giving  the 
coats  of  the  inteftines  proper  ftrength,  by 
increaflng  their  tone.  Hence  mull  we,  in 
the  firjl  intention,  have  recourfe  to  antifpaf- 
modics,  anodynes,  and  laxatives:  in  thefe- 
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cmid^  to  aromatic  corroborants  and  tonics. 
If  it  be  attended  with  febrile  fyinptoms, 
bleeding  may  be  premifed.  The  body  is  to 
be  kept  regularly  open  with  rhubarb,  or 
fome  other  gentle  cathartic,  joined  with  a 
few  grains  of  the  fpec.  aromat.  All  flrong 
purging  medicines,  and  carminatives  with- 
out laxatives,  are  generally  hurtful.  An 
eleClary  of  camomile  flowers  with  ginger, 
and  a fniall  proportion  of  fleel,  may  be 
given  as  a corroborant,  and  the  patient  may 
wafli  it  'down  with  a draught  of  the  infuf, 
gentian,  compoflt.  Spirit,  astheris  nitrofi, 
with  tindlura  opii,  and  flight  dofes  of  the 
pilula  ex  aloe  cum  myrrha,  will  be  iifeful, 
and  alfo  a courfe  of  bitters,  joined  with 
aromatics ; fuch  as  zedoary,  quafsia,  ground- 
pine,  orange-peel,  lefler  centaury,  &c. 
Fridtions  of  the  abdomen,  fwathing  it  with 
a finall  flannel  belt,  and  a regular  courfe  of 
exercife,  are  what  are  particularly  fervice- 

able  in  this  diforder.

Fomenting  with  water,  juft  above  the 
freezing  point,  at  the  fame  time  giving  ice 
internally  to  condcnfe  the  gas,  or  abfoib  it 
if  it  be  flxed  air,  has  been  tried  witli  luc- 
cefs,  in  ^vhat  is  termed  fpafmodic  tympany,' 
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to  which  was  annexed  this  rc^aykable  cir- 

cumftance,  that  in  two 
rhoea,  producing  an  abundant  difchar 
flatulence,  was  ultimately  the  mean 
removing  the  dlfealc. 


CHAP  III. 

OF  THE  CHLOROSIS,  AI^D  OBSTRUCTION  OK 

THE  MENSES. 

T^HE  Chlorofls  has  been  defined  by  Dr. 
Cullen,  a dyfpepfy,  or  a defire  for  things 

notcfculent,  a palenefs  or  difcolouration  ot 
the  Ikin,  a foft  tumcfadtlon  of  the  body, 
lofs  of  ftrength,  palpitation  attending  muf- 
cular  exertion,  efpecially  in  going  up  flairs, 
which  is  fometimes  followed  by  a fyncopc, 
and  a retention  of  the  menfes ; which  lafl 
fymptom,  he  thinks,  always  attends  a true 
chlorofls;  where  it  does  not,  the  difeafe 
fliould  be  referred  to  cachexy.  However, 
the  two  complaints  here  fpecified,  are  fald 
to  be  commonly  attended  with  a plethora,  a 
liflleflTnefs  to  motion,  a hcavlnefs,  palenefs 
of  the  complexion,  pain  in  the  back  and 
loins,  with  a depravity  of  all  the  funaions, 
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hasmorrhages  at  the  nofe,  pains  in  the  head, 
with  a great  fenfe  of  weight  acrofs  the 
eyes ; loathing  of  food,  a quick  and  weak 
piilfe,  fluor  albus,  hectic  heats,  couglis,  hy- 
lleric  fits,  florid  colour  at  times,  tenfion  of 
the  uterus,  and  turgid  veins. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether  this  obflruc- 
tion  is  fo  often  the  caufe  as  the  confequence 
of  other  disorders,  as  in  general  the  cure  de- 
pends upon  remedying  the  indifpofed  habit 
of  body,  whenee  very  oppofite  methods  of 
treatment  are  often  requifite. 

If  a vifeidity  of  blood  be  the  caufc^  attenu- 
ants ; if  a plethora^  bleeding  in  the  feet  will 
be  proper.  They  generally  arife  either 
from  a defedt  of  fluids,  or  obftruclions  and 
plenitude  of  the  uterine  veffels.  In  the  for  ^ 
mer  cafe^  active  deobjiruents  will  not  prevail 
till  the  digeflions  are  mended,  and  the  blood 
is  determined  to  the  uterus  m .a  fufficient 
quantity. 

Hence  we  fhould  firfi:  have  recourfe  to 
nutritious,  eafiiy  digefled  food  ; afterwards, 
an  emetic,  gently  aperient  medicines,  and 
a courfe  of  aromatic  bitters,  with  fuitablc 
exercife,  in  a clear  fine  air;  then  emago- 
gires  may  be  preferibed,  as  procuring  a flux 

of 
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of  tlie  mcnfes  generally  completes  the  cure, 
which  will  be  confirmed  by  continuing  them 
in  their  natural  periods.

CHAP.  IV. 


OF  THE  ATROPHIA,  OR  NERVOUS  CON- 
SUMPTION. 

W HEN  there  is  a wafting  of  the  body 

with- 
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without  a fever,  cough,  chfhculty  of  breath- 
ing, and  other  heaic  fyniptoms,  but  at  the 
fame  time  there  is  an  avcrlion  for  food,  and 
weak  digcltion,  the  dlforder  is  called  an 
atrophia,  or  nervous  confumption. 

There  perhaps  never  is  an  atrophy  with- 
out fome  fever ; at  lead:  without  a quicker 
puU'e  than  ufual : but  the  abfcnce  of  a hec- 
tic fever  almolf  always  diftinguiflies  this 
from  a tabes.  There  ai^e  different  fpecies, 
which  arife.  Iff,  frditi  too  copious  evacua- 
tions : ^^d,  from  deficiency  of  food,  as  the 
want  of  milk  in  nurfes  fuckling  young  chilr- 
dren:  3d,  from  corrupted  nutriment : 4th, 
from  the  funaion  of  nutrition  being  de- 
praved, no  evacuation,  or  very  trifling,  or 
cacochymia  having  preceded.  5th,  from 
vifeid  mucus  lining  the  ftomach,  and  fmall 
< inteftines : 6th,  from  poifons,  7th,  from 
fcrophulous  mefenteric  glands,  intercept- 
ing the  chyle,  in  its  palfage  through  the 
lacteals,  to  the  thorax  : 8th,  from  indigef- 
tion.  In  the  beginning  of  this  difeafe,  the 
habit  is  oedematous,  the  face  pale,  fqualid, 
and  a loathing  of  all  kinds  of  food,  except 
that  which  is  liquid.  There  is  alfo  a lan- 
guor, wdiich  continually  ufiiicts  the  patients 
4 while 
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W'liile  in  bed  ; the  'urine  is  often  fmall  in 
quantity,  and  high-coloured ; fomctimes 
pal(i,  and  copious ; there  is  no  fever,  or 
fcarce  any,  nor  difficulty  of  breathing,  un- 
lefs  that  which  arifes  from  extreme  debility. 
In  the  beginning  of  this  complaint,  fuch 
things  are  required  as  can  rehore  the  tone 
of  the  folids,  fuch  as  ftomachic  and  ferrugi- 
nous medicines ; the  body  fliould  be  purged 
every  third  or  fourth  day  with  rhubarb  ; the 
common  drink,  wine,  or  ale  medicated  with 
bitters,  aromatics,  and  Iteel ; and  pills  made 
of  cafcarilla,  calamus  aromaticus,  and  bark, 
ffiould  be  adminiftered ; alfo  volatile  fpirits 
dropt  upon  fugar  : the  mode  of  living  ffiould 
be  varied,  and  agreeable,  in  a pure  air,  and 
with  chearful  company.

Pectorals,  and 
the  fcorbutic  juices,  the  decodt.  cort.  and 
goat’s  whey,  will  In  this  cafe  be  the  mod  ra- 
tional  treatment.

If  afthmatic  fymptoms  preferibe  tlic 

pii.  fcil.  fpirit.  ammon.  foetid,  blitters,  oxy- 
rael  fcillse,  &c. 

If  hypochondriac  and  hyfteric  affections  arc 
the  caiife,  apply  chalybeates,  foetids,  exer- 
cife,  gentle  vomits.;  and  thofe  frequently 
repeated. 

If  the  difeafe  proceeds  from  a venereOi.  taint y 
which  is  indeed  often  the  cafe,  treat  it  with 
the  decodt.  farfaparil.  pil.  hydrargyri,  fmall 
dofes  of  calomel,  a folution  of  hydrargyri 
muriati ; and  in  fome  cafes  with  a milk  diet 
and  pedtorals  : but  here,  as  in  mofl  confirm- 
ed confumptive  cafes,  very  little  is  to  be  ex- 
pedted  towards  its  radical  cure. 

A conttant  ufe  of  gentle  laxatives  is  rc- 
quifite  in  motl  fpecies  of  this  complaint. 


C H A P.  V. 

* 

OF  THE  JAUNDICE. 

The  Jaundice  is  an  univerfal  yellow’ncfs 
tinging  the  tkin,  chiefly  obfervable  in  the 
whites  of  the  eyes;  owing  to  the  bile  mix- 
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Ing  itfclf  in  too  grcaf  a proportion  with  the 
blood ; it  may  be  occafioncd  by  obfti  uclions* 
vilcid  bile,  fmall  Hones,  or  Ipafms  in  the 
biliary  dufts,  inflammation,  fcirrhuB,  or 
tough  plcgm  in  the  duodenum,  where  the 
duftus  communis  choledochus  enters  that 

intcftinc.  ' „ - 

Hence  from  the  caufes  arlfe  the  following 

fpccics ; the  calculous,  attended  with  acute 
pain  in  the  epigaftric  region,  incrcafed  aftei 
eating,  and  with  dejedlions  of  biliary  con- 
cretions: the  fjMifmodic,  unattended  with 

pain  after  fpafmodic  difeafes  and  mental  at- 
fedions : the  licpalic,  where  there  is  alfo  no 
pain,  but  arifes  after  difeafes  ot  the  livQr ; 
that  of  gravid  Komai,  ariling  from  preg- 
nancy, and  going  off  after  delivery  ; that  of 
infanls,  appearing  not  long  after  they  aie 
born;  and  that  of  tough  phlegm  without 
eltlicr  pain,  gall  ftones,  or  Ipafm,  and  re- 
lieved by  a difcharge  of  vifeid  mucus  by 

Itool. 

NatuiHi  has  mad€  a great  apparatus  ioi  the 
formation  of  bile ; and  its  uie  is  judly  con- 
iidered  of  infinite  confequence  in  tlic  animal 
ecconomy.  Many  difeafes  depend  on  its 
vifeidily,  which  arc  apparent  an  the  lives  oi 

F f the 
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the  fcdentaiy  by  coflivenefs,  &c.  as  the  con- 
trary happens  to  free  livers,  where  the  falls 
being  exalted,  diarrhoeas  and  fevers  fre- 
quently attend. 

The  fymptoms  of  a jaundice  in  general 
are,  inadtivity,  lafsitude,  anxiety,  ficknefs, 
opprefsion  at  the  breaft,  difficult  refpiration, 
pain  about  the  pit  of  the  ftomach,  dry  fkin, 
coltivenefs,  hard,  white,  or  greyifh  ftools, 
yellow  and  high-coloured  urine,  with  ting- 
ing, things  thrown  into  it  of  a yellow  colour : 
in  its  progrefs  the  faliva  acquires  a bitterilh 
tafte,  the  yellow  cafl  of  the  complexion  be- 
comes livid,  intolerable  itching  fucceeds, 
the  legs  fwell,  and  the  abdomen  at  length 
filling  with  water,  deftroys  the  patient  by  a 
dropfy ; which  fymptoms  arifc  from^  the 
crafis  of  the  blood  being  deflroyed.  A 
Jaundice  from  any  of  the  above  caufes,  ex- 
cept a feirrhous  liver,  are  capable  of  being 
perfedtly  cured,  or  relieved  from  time  to 
time  ; wffiilfl  fuch  as  proceed  from  fcirrhofity 
afford  us  little  hCpe : however  fuch  things 
ought  to  be  tried  as  feem  calculated  to  re- 
move or  palliate  it ; amongfl  which  per- 
haps cicuta  ffands  the  forenloff.

In  cafes  of  vifcid  bile ^ what  his  be'en  above 
adviled  will  almpft  always  be  luccefsfiil ; but 
where  bilious  concretions  are  formed^  which 
may  be  fufpected  when  there  are>acute  hioot- 
ing  pains^in  .the  eplgaftric  region,  and  right 
hypochondrium,  cncreafing  aftei*  eating — 
fometimes  attended  with  ftraitned  refpiration, 
comprefsion  of  the  cheft,  nautca,  frequent 
v'omiting,  and  difficulty  of  walking  upright 
— The  ficknefs,  with  -inccffiant  vomiting, 
generally  precedes  the  jaundice — which  is 
apt  fuddcnly  to  difappear,  after  which  bili^ 

ary 
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ary  concretions,  called  gall-lloncs,  arc  to  be 
difcovcrcd  in  the  llools— but  add  to  this  not- 
withltanding  the  I'everity  of  the  pain,  the 
pulfe  appears  not  to  fuffcr  any  material  al-  . 
teration,  and  this  by  fomc  has  been  confi- 
dered  as  the  pathognomic  iymptom  ol  the 

particular  caufc— and  where  thefe  concre- 
tions aie  to  pafs,  opium  and  the  warm  bath 
arc  the  two  chief  remedies,  the  opium  is 

required  in  large  dofes,  and  frequently  to  be 

repeated.  When  the  pain  abates,  an  emetic 
fometimes  relieves',  by  puthing  the  gall-ftonc 
back,  or  bringing  it  forward ; but  attei  two 
or  three  evacuations  upwards,  give  an  opiate.. 
Though  vomiting  in  this  cafe  may  be  ufeful, 
it  mult  be  cautioufly  produced,  for  ifjj^jtrp-— 
cures  not  the  paffagc,-or  rctKmelsIon  ot  the 
-concreted  bile,  it  may  be  detrimental,  if  vio- 
lent : the  gentler  emetics  fliould  only  there- 
fore l>e  exhibited.  Purgatives,  by  increafmg 
the  motion  ol  the  intcltines ; and  foliciting 
the  flow  of  the  bile,  arc  ufeful ; the  belt  arc 
the  mildelt,  as  fea-water,  neutral  lirlts,  in  a 
weak  infufion  of  fomc  bitter  vegetalile  ; thefe 
may  be  taken  for  months  every  day,  or  every 
other  day,  and  not  hurt  the  ftomach  ; but 
if  the  difeafe  be  of  long  Handing,  we  lhall 

1--  f 3 have 
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have  reafon  to  fufpe(?t  the  calculus  to  be 
large  ; or,  when  the  pain  attendant  gives  us 
room  to  fufpecl  an  inflammation  exifting, 
vomits  fhould  be  prohibited  altogether ; nor 
can  flrong  purgatives  be  proper;  the  body 
fhould  only  be  kept  gently  open,  and  on 
account  of  the  pain,  fomentations  applied 
to  the  epigahric  region,  Ethereal  oil  of 
turpentine  has  been  confidered  by  fome  as  a 
folvent  of  thefe  concretions  : out  of  the  body 
they  certainly  are,  but  otherwdfe  the  cir- 
cumfiance  feems  highly  difputable, 

If  a jaundice  fucceeds  colics,  it  generally 
goes  off  fpontaneoufly  in  a few  days,  and  fel- 
dom  requires  the  application  of  any  remedies ; 
but  fhould  it  continue,  after  gentle  purging 
with  intuf.  fen.  &c.  order  the  faline  draughts 
with  confedt,  aromat,  3i,  or  foap  and  rhubarb 
joined  with  fome  of  the  antifpafmodic  gums; 
thefe  will  generally  anfwer  every  purpofe, 
If  it  be  accompanied  with  violent  pain  about 
the  pit  of  the  homach,  it  muft  be  affuaged 
by  giving  repeated  dofes  of  opium, 

If  it  be  atlendcd  with  a fever,  bleed  mode^ 
rately,  and  preferibe  a decodtion  of  hemp- 
feed.  If  it  proceed  from  fluggifh  vifeid  bile, 
requent  vomits  will  anfwer  better  than  any 

other 
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other  method,  together  with  mercurial 
purges,  or  fmall  dofcs  of  calomel,  with  a 
free  ufe  of  kali  acctatum,  fquills,  gum  am- 
moniac, &c.

The  acid  and  de- 
mulcent methods,  with  gentle  evacuations, 
will  in  tliis  cafe  be  the  mofl  proper  ; among 
M’hich  the  oleuni'  ricini,  formed  into  an 
emulfion,  and  decoblion  of  hemp-feed,  are 
recommended. 
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OF  THE  LEPRA  ARABUM,  OR  THE  ELE- 

PHANTIASIS. 

The  Lcproiy  of  the  Arabians  is  alfo  known 
in  tlie  Wdt  Indies  by  the  name  ol  the  black 
feurvy.  It  is  contagioxis,  and  an  African 
difeafe,  and  comes  on  gradually.  "I  le  cm 
orows  thick,  rough,  wrinkled,  and  unau- 
ous  : numerous  Ipots  appear  on  the  body, 
of  a yellow  brown  caft,  w'hich  foon  after 
turn  purple,  and  of  a copper  colour.  I’hey, 
chiefly  appear  on  the  forehead  and  chin. 
Thele  ineveafe,  and  grow  thick  and  rough, 
with  hard  fcalcs ; a liumbnefs  fucceeds  in 
the  fingers  and  toes  ; the  hair  falls  off;  the 
breath  becomes  difficult  and  foetid,  and  the 
voice  hoarfe  and  nafal.  '1  he  lobes  of  the 
cars  <n-ow  thick,  the  checks  large,  and  the 
face  acquires  a livid  hue;  reft  is  difturbed. 
Thefe  fymptoms  increafe  until  the  parts 
crack  with  dry  fiflures  and  knots ; then  fol- 
low ulcers  of  a virulent  kind,  affeding  the, 
hands  and  feet  with  a fever,  which  clofcs 
tlic  fatal  fccne. 

Perfons  labouring  under  this  terrible  ma- 
lady arc  much  difpofed  to  venery.

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'With  regard  to  diet,  all  fat  or  pickled  and 
dried  meats  ihould  be  avoided,  as  well  ^ as 
pork,  high  fauces,  butter,  cheefe,  beer,  fpirits, 
and  wine  of  all  forts,  life  fub-acid  diluents, 
aperient  infufions,  and  gentle  caUiartics. 

This  difeafe  fometiines  terminates  in  tlm 
arthritic,  or  joint  evil,  depriving  the  pa- 
tient of  all  fenfation  ; and  by  degrees  cor- 
rodes the  tendons  and  veflels,  fo  as  to  occa- 
fion  the  dropping  off  of  the  joints  ; and  at 
laft  ulcerating,  the  whole  body  becomes 
highly  infedtious  and  fatal. 

The  kennes  mineral^  with  camphor<f  may 
probably  be  of  ufe  in  thefe  cafes,  with  a de- 
coa.  farfaparil.

CHAP  VIL 

OF  THE  LEPRA  GRiECORUM. 

The  IjCprofy  of  the  Greeks  is  a difeafc  much 
more  known  in  iiot  countries  than  in  our 

r 

parts ; and  is  very  dcfperate  and  deplorable 
in  its  effects,  and  not  eafily  tobe  thoroughly 
eradicated.  It  appears  in  white,  dry,  tiff 
fured,  fciirfy  fcabs  and  efchars,  and  is-deeper 
rooted  in  the  tkin  than  that  of  the  Arabians. 
It  is  attendqd  with  great  itching,  and  often 
deffroys  not  only  the  cuticle,  but  even  the 
excretory  veffels  and  furface  of  the ’tkin  itfelf, 
and  difcharges  a thicklffi  fort  of  liquor,  which 
forms  itfelf  into  crufts  and  fcales,  which  is 
the  pathognomonic  fymptom  of  this  moft 
hideous  difeafe. 

The  diet  fliould  be  very  fparing,  light, 
and  eafy  of  digeftion  ; the  body  kept  lax, 
and  frequent  ufe  made  of  warm  baths,  in 
which  emollient  herbs  may  be  boiled.

The  leprofy,  commonly  met  with  in  Eng- 
land, feems  to  be  a local  difeafe  of  the  cutis, 
and  its  vehels  and  glands ; and  may  fometimes 
be  owing  to  what  the  common  people  call  a 
furfeit,  or  cold.  Of  nine  cafes  in  ten  of  the 
leprous  patients  who  frequent  the  w'aters  of 
Bath,  as  is  found  by  long  experience,  the  ftag- 
nating  humours  feem  to  have  acquired  vari- 
ous degrees  of  acrimony,  and  to  give  a pre- 
ternatural hardnefs  and  thicknefs  to  the  cutis. 
— Mercurials,  and  the  remedies  recommend- 
ed above,  with  warm  bathing,  will  contribute 

greatly 
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greatly  to  cleanfe  and  fofteii  the  cutis ; and 
afterwards  the  cortex,  fea-bathing,  exercife, 
and  a milk  diet,  will  be  proper  to  ftrengthen 
the  whole  body,  and  rellore  a natural  and 
plentiful  perfpiration. 

Scabby  eruptions  oi\  tlie  Ikin,  which  are  fo 
frequently  met  with  in  common  practice, 
'require  the  fame  kind  of  treatment  which 
hath  jufl  now  been  preferibed  for  the  lepra, 
Thefe  forts  of  cutaneous  difeafes  are  com- 
monly called  fcorbutic  eruptions but  are 
carefully  to  be  diflinguiilied  from  the  real 

• t • 

fcorbutic  /pots ^ which  are  not  of  a fcabby  or 
feurfy  nature,  as  in  thefe  cafes,  but  are  pur- 
ple, yellow,  or  livid  fpots,  not  railed  above 
the  furface  of  the  Ikin,  but  greatly  rcfemble 
bruife-marks,  and  flea-bites.  A miflake 
here  might  be  of  very  dangerous  confe- 
qiience  ; for  the  true/67^7-j:;j/ is  a putrid  dif- 
eafe,  which  requires  lenient  and  antifeptic 
remedies,  and  wdiere  mercurials  and  rough 
medicines  might  prove  fatal ; whereas  in 
the  cutaneous  foulneflTcs,  we  are  now' 
fpeaking  of,  they  are  frequently  of  the 
greatefl  fervlce.

CHAP.  VIII. 


OF  THE  SCURVY*' 

The  Scurvy  is  r putrid  difca.fc  coinmbfi  iii 

cold  countries  after  living  on  putrid  falted 
animal  food,  where  there  is  a want  at  the 
fame  time  of  frelh  vegetables.  It  is  vei-y 

fatal  to  feamen,  and  to  people  lliut  up  in  gai- 

(T  O'  rifons 
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rlfoiis  and  beru^gcd  places,  who  exj)crlcMKe 
the  fame  deliciency,  and  alfo  of  fermented 
liquors,  and  a found  nourifhing  diet.  It 
commonly  begins  witli  Iieavincfs,  wearinefs, 
and  a difmclination  to  move  or  ftir  about; 
tbcle  are  luccccdcd  by  fpongy  putrid  gums 
tifhich  bleed,  or  oufe  out  blood  on  lligbt 
prefilirc,  an  offenfive  breath,  a fallow  and 
bloated  countenanee ; basmprrhaocs  from 
the  nofe  ; difficulty  of  breathing,  efpecially 
on  motron  ; dejeclion  of  fpirits  : fwelling  of 
the  legs ; purple,  yellow,  or  livid  fpots  on 
the  fkin,  particularly  at  the  roots  of  the 
hair,  not  rifing  above  the  furface,  greatly 
refembling  bruife-marks,  and  flea-bites  ; tu- 
mors in  various  parts  of  the  arms  and  legs; 
and  a contraction  in  the  flexor  tendons  of  the 
ham  ; the  catching  of  the  breath  on  motion, 
with  the  lofs  of  ftrength,  dejection  of  fpirits, 
and  rotten  gums,  are  held  as  the  eflential, 
or  diftinguifliing  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe. 

Delicate  females — old  people — and  young 
men,  vvdio  have  either  fiifl’ered  by  anxiety 
and  grief,  or  have  been  exhaufted  by  previ- 
ous difeafes,  fuch  as  hjemorrhages,  or  fever, 
but  more  efpecially  thofe  who  arc  remark- 
able for  fat.  It  is  not  conliiied  to  thofe  who 
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are  at  fea;  for  it  is  frequently  obfcn^ed  on 
land,  in  low  fituations,  where  humidity  with 
cold  prevails — here  it  is  endemic,  more  efpe- 
cially  near  the  fea,  it  the  inhabitants  li\e 
chiefly  on  fifli,  and  fait  provlfions  ; for  thefe 
are  apt  to  induce  a relaxation  of  the  folids, 
and  a diirolved  Hate  of  the  fluids  ; which  aie 
contidercd  as  the  proximate  caufe  of  this 
complaint. 

I'iie  cure  of  this  difeafe  depends  entirely 
on  the  life  of  frefli  vegetables,  particularly 
, jemons,  oranges,  limes,  apples,  citrons, 
fcurvy-grafs,  crcires,  endive,  lettuce,  purflain, 
dandelion,  fumitory,  &c.  Thefe  are  to  be 
taken  in  fuch  forms  as  will  allow  the  patients 
to  confume  the  grcatcfl;  quantities.  If  cof- 
tivenefs  is  not  prevented,  nor  the  ikin  becomes 
foft  and  moift  by  the  ufe  of  thefe,  Hewed 
prunes  muH  be  given,  or  a decodtion  of  ta- 
marinds with  cream  of  tartar  to  keep  the 
body  open  : a light  deco6lion  of  the  woods, 
and  warm  bathing  prefcribed,  in  order  to 
foftcn  the  Ikln,  and  relax  the  pores,  which 
greatly  contribute  towards  the  recovery  of 
people  thus  afflldlcd.  With  regard  to  par- 
ticular fymptoms,  mouth-waters  ofdeco6lion 
of  bark,  and  infuflon  of  rofes,  with  tindlure 
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of  rnyrrli  mufi:  be  iifecl  occafionally  ; /welled 
tjvd  hulurated  limbs  xoitk  jtiffened  joints^  mull 
be  bathed  in  warm  vinegar,  and  relaxed 
by  vapor-batlis,  confiniiig  tlie  vapor  to  the 
parts  by  meaiis  of  clofe  blankets.  To  ul~ 
cers  of  the  legs,  lint,  impregnated  \^ath  bark 
deeodtion,  muft  be  applied  in  preference 
to  greafy  or  oily  applications,  which  are 
detrimental. 

The  method  of  cure  in  other  cafes,  ought 
to  be  adapted  to  the  circumdances  of  thofe 
who  are  mod  fubjecl  to  this  difeafe  ; that  is, 
fea-faring  people  during  long  cruifes,  and 
tedious  voyages ; for  it  would  be  ridiculous  to 
preferibe  plenty  of  vegetables  and  frelh 
broths  for  the  cure  of  fuch  patients. as  thefc, 
where  neither  vegetables,  nor  broths,  are  to 
be  had. 

‘ For  the  prevention  of  this  difeafe  at  fea, 
fome  have  advifed  malt  to  be  carried  abroad, 
and  a wort  frc/i  made  from  this  to  be  ufed 
daily,  which  may  likcwilc  cure  the  com- 
plaint after  it  lias  appeared,  of  which  there 
have  been  many  fuccefsful  experiments. 
Some  have  recommended croat,  ov  four 
cabbage.  Others  advife  an  allowance  of  fiigar, 
violaffes,  and  orange  or  Umion-juice  to  the  men,  . 

and 
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and  others  the  impregiiation  of  the  zcater,  which 
is  drank,  xcithjiied  air.  But  this  is  an  im- 
portant kihjca  not  to  be  fixed  by  mere  fpecu- 
lation,  requiring  more  trials  than  has  yet  been 
made,  betbre  the  mofl  beneficial  method  of 
conductino- ourlblves  can  be  abfolutely  deter- 
mined.  


CHAP.  XI. 


OF  THE  SCROPHULA. 

This  difeafe  generally  arifes  between  the 
third  and  feventh  year,  yet  fometimes  later, 
even  to  the  age  ot  puberty,  paiticulaily  in 
pgrtons  of  a fine  fkin,  an  iriitable  fibie,  and 
a relaxed  habit ; frequently  it  has  attended, 
or  followed  the  rickets,  and  in  fubjects  who 
are  difpofed  to  fcrophula,  we  fee  it  apparent- 
ly produced  by  fmall-pox. 

It  is  not  fettled  among  authors  whether 
or  no  it  may  be  tranfmitted  by  contagion  ; 
however,  if  it  is  capable,  it  is  not  equally  fo 
with  the  itch,  and  lues  venerea.  When  it 
makes  its  appearance,  it  is  attended  with 
feirrhous  unequal  tumors,  which  chiefly  af- 
fect the  conglobate  glands,  efpecially  about 
the  neck,  and  under  the  jaws. — In  the  eye  it 
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creates  inflammation  ; in  tlie  eye- lids,  a fore- 
nefs  and  fmall  idccrations ; and  in  the  can- 
Ihi,  a fiftula  lachrymalis  : there  is  a thick- 
nefs  of  the  upper  lip  ; and  chaps  in  the  lips; 
the  coliimna  nafi  tumid,  and  fometlmes  it 
even  ulcerates  the  noftrils ; the  face  is  florid, 
the  fkin  fmootli  and  fhining,  and  the  abdor 
men  fvvelled.  There  are  different  fpecies  of 
this  difeafe,  by  fome  authors  eight  are  reci- 
ted, but  practically  they  may  be  reduced  to 
four — firff,  the  co?nmon,  which  is  fimple, 
external,  and  permanent,  and  frequently 
terminates  in  pulmonary  confumpfion ; the 
mefcnteric^  a fimple  internal  fcrophula,  with 
palenefs  of  the  face,  want  of  appetite,  tu- 
mor of  the  abdomen,  and  ^.mufual  foetor  of 
the  fasces,  this  terminates  in  atrophy  ; fugi^ 
tive^  or  Jlying\  ,the  molt  fimple  of  all,  and 
only  arifes  about  the  neck,  quickly  vanifli- 
ing,  and  as  fpeedily  returning,  produced, 
for  the  mofl:  part,  from  a reforption  from  ul- 
" cers  of  the  head,  or  a hidden  ftoppage  of  a 
purulent  difeharge  from  the  ears  in  children  ; 
and  the  American^  joined  with  the  yaws. 

Thefe  affedlions  generally  are  not  attended 
with  pain,  neither  do  the  tumors  readily  fup- 
puratc  ; but  in  procefs  of  time  their  contents 
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acquire  acrimony  fufficient  to  irritate  and 
corrode  the  living  folids,  tlie  parts  altedted 
grow  red,  hot  and  painful,  and  end  in  fup- 
puration.  The  matter  ol  this  abfcels  is  thin, 
and  mixed  with  a whitilh,  curdly  fubftance, 
and  this  curdli/  viaiter,'  togeiha'  tvith  the  hard 
lumpy  feeU  "udiich  thefe  tumors  have  before fup^ 
puration,  are  the  diftinguijhbig  marks  of  thefe 
from  others.  Sometimes  the  humor  does  not 
llicw  itfelf  externally,  but  fettles  on  the  in- 
terior parts,  which  the  thicknefs  of  the  upper 
lip  indicates,  and  in  this  cafe,  wafting,  hec- 
tic fever,  and  death  enfue.  Sometimes  the 
fame  kind  of  matter  fettles  on  the  lungs, 
producing  cough  with  phthifts. 

In  children  thefe  tumors  may  proceed  from 
bad  diet,  which  time,  exereife,  and  a pro- 
per courfe  of  alteratives,  may  pofsibly  re- 
lieve ; without  which  care  and  circumfpec- 
tion  the  malady  increafes,  and  they  become 
truly  fcrophulous. 

The  diet  Ihould  be  light  and  of  eafy  d'igef- 
tion,  with  a due  attention  to  the  non-natu- 
rals. Exereife  in  moderation  will  be  very 
conducive  towards  the  re-eftablifhment  of 
health. — Pork,  cheefe,  butter;  all  fmoked  *• 
and  dried  meats : filli,  pickles,  and  high  aro^ 
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matic  fauces,  are  by  no  means  to  be  al- 
lowed. 

Bleeding  in  the  beginning,  under  proper 
reltricfions,  may  be  necelTary  ; then,

The  cort.  Peruv,  and  millepedes  have  been 
found  very  ferviceable  in  fcrophulous  cafes.' 
Sea-water  drinking,  and  immerfions  in  the 
fame  element,  have  of  late  years  much  pre- 
vailed, and  with  fome  fuccefs,  adhering  to 

a courfe  of  alteratives  at  the  fame  time.

The  ufe  of  fea-water  will  anfwer  befi:  before 
there  are  any  fuppuration,  or  fymptoms  of 
tabes ; the  cortex  when  there  are  running 
fores,  and  a degree  of  hedlic  fever.  The 
fea-water  Ihould  only  be  taken  in  fuch  quan~ 
/ tities 
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titles  as  to  render  it  aperient,  and  when  it 
creates  great  thlrft  it  may  be  mixed  with 
common  water.  When  fcrophulous  tumors,, 
it  muft  be  obferved  do  luppurate,  they  ought 
never  to  be  opened,  till  all  the  lumpy  haid- 
nefs  is  melted  down  ; but  thefe  abfccfl'es  ge- 
nerally do  better  when  left  to  themlelves, 
than  when  opened  by  art. — Alga  marina,  or 
common  fea-wrack,  and  applying  the  fame 
by  \\"ay  of  cataplafm  ; alfo  hniment  of  fiefli 
gall  n-ith  foap  liniment,  are  recomended  as 
jrefolvcnts.

Madder-root  has  been  advantageous  in 
fome  cafes ; as  has  even  mercurials,  though 
reprobated  by  many.  But  it  muft  be  ob- 
ferved, that  hitherto  we  know  no  certain  re- 
medy for  the  difeafe,  and  that  it  often  baftles 
the  moft  fkilful  treatment.  The  following

Sca-water  is  chicily  ferviceabic  \^’herc  tliic 
obftrucl.lons  of  the  glands  of  tlie  neck  and 
vifeera  are  recent ; alfo  in  obfiriiclions  of  the 
liver,  and  in  tumors  of  the  joints  in  general, 
not  fuppurated.  When  the  glands  become 
foftened  by  the  internal  ufe  of  the  water, 
then  bathing,  with  a courfe  of  the  cortex, 
will  prove  efficacious. 

• The  Sydenham- waters  drank  on  the  fpot, 
where  the  glands  were  ulcerated  and  the 
habit  highly  difeafed,  have  been  much  ex- 
tolled.

The  juice  of  the  gladiolus  luteus,  .or  yel^ 
low  water-flag,  rubbed  upon  the  part,  has 

often  an  excellent  effect. 

Sir  Hans  Sloane’s  liniment,  opthalmic. 
has  been  known  to  do  fervice  in  a ferophu^ 
lous  opthalmia.  ^ 

I knew  one  inflance  where  a quarter  of  a 
pint  of  Seville  orange-juice,  drank  at  noon, 
refolved  glandular  obftructions  under  the 
maxillcT,  in  one  week’s  time,  and  improved 
the  confUtution  in  every  other  refpedt. 

Extradt.  cicutas  feems  worthy  of  trial  iqt 
this  difeafe,  and  is  bcfl  given  in  old  invetc.- 
rate  cafes,  approaching  to  the  fchirrous,  or 
cancerous  flate.  Begin  with  fmall  dofes,  and 
increafe  them  with  caution.  It  may.be  ^iven 
as  follows :

This  remedy  appears  to  be  mofl  proper  for

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ever  been  given  with  fiiceefs,  railing  llic  clofc 
from  lifteen  grains  to  twenty,  three  times  a 
clay. 

"I’hc  fal  focla  joined  with  rhubarb,  and 
magnefia,  has  been  of  fervicc  given  twice  a 
day,  and  Continued  for  fome  time. 

Small  dofes  of  calomel  united  with  rhu- 
barb alfo,  fufficient  to  keep  the  body  gently 
open  ; and  given  with  bark  decoction  twice 
a day,  has  been  ufed  with  fuccefs. 

Ten  grains  of  muriated  quickfilver,  with 
ten  drops  of  the  marine  acid  difiblved  in  one 
ounce  of  antimonial  wine,  twenty  drops  of 
which  muft  be  given  twice  a day,  and  con- 
tinued for  months,  though  Ihould  it  purge 
its  dofe  riiufl  be  diminiflied. 

The  terra  muiiata  falita,  given  from  two 
drops  to  ten,  has  been  adminiftcred  with 
fome  advantage.  Still  notwithflandlng  all 
the  boafted  powers  of  thefe  various  remedies, 
they  miifl  give  place  to  a judicious  admini- 
ftration  of  fea-water,  and  fca-air. 
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I 

OF  THE  RICKETS. 

This  aiforder  affeas  the  bones  of  chil- 
dren, and  caufes  a confiderable  protuberance, 
•incurvation,  or  diftortion  of  them. 

It  inay  arife  from  various  caufes,  but  more 
particularly,  when  proper  caie  has  not  bv^en 
taken  with  children  ; when  they  have  been 
too  tightly  fwathed  in  fome  parts,  and  too 
loofe  in  others;  keeping  them  too  long  in 
one  and  the  fame  petition  ; not  keeping  them 
clean  and  dry.  Sometimes  it  may  proceed 
from  a lax  habit;  at  others  from  W;ant  of 
proper  motion.  . 

A deficiency  of  bony  matter  in  the  fluids, 
has  been  afsigned  as  a caufe,  which  depends 
in  fome  mcafure  upon  a general  laxity,  and 
debility  of  the  moving  fibres  of  the  organs 
that  perform  the  fundtions  of  digeftion  and 
afsimilation — or  from  a deficiency  of  nutrj- 
mcntal  juices,  which  depends  upon  depraved 
digeftion,  ill  conditioned  chyle,  .and  ob- 
structed laCteals — add  to  thefe  an  impeded 
f apply  of  nervous  influence  tofhe  fpinal  mar- 
row, either  by  obttrudlion  or  comprefsion., 
..  - pre- 
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preventing  the  nutrition  of  all  the  parts, 
wl^ich  derive  nerves  IVoni  it. 

It  iifually  appears  about  the  eighth  or  nintli 
month,  and  continues  to  the  fixth  or  feventh 
year  of  the  child’s  age.  The  head  becomes 
targe^  jwelling  much  anteriorly,  and  the  fon- 
tanella  keeps  long  open  ; the  countenance  is 
lull  and  florid  ; the  joints  fie  died,  efpccially 
about  the  wrifis : lefs  near  the  ancles. — The 
ribs  are  depreffed,  and  grow  crooked ; the 
abdomen  and  hypochondria  are  dlfi ended ; the 
reft  of  the  body  grows  thin  ; attended  with  great 
debility  ; very  often  a cough  and  diforders  of 
the  lungs  fucceed  ; and  there  is,  withal,  a 
very  early  underftanding,  and  the  child  in 
liis  motion  waddles.  The  bones  and  fpine  of 
the  back  are  varioufly  diftorted — the  ftools 
are  frequent  and  loofe — a flow  fe\*er  fucceeds 
— atrophy  is  confirmed,  and  death  clofes  the 
feene. 

They  who  die  of  this  difeafe,  have  the 
mefentcric ' glands  enlarged  and  feirrhous, 
the  liver  and  fpleen  obflructed  and  encreafed 
in  fize,  the  inteflines  are  much  inflated,  and 
load(?d  with  black  and  foetid  matters,  and  the 
mufcles,  particularly  of  the  abdomen,,  waflc 
away. — The  atrophy  of  infants,  have  nearly' 
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llie  fame  fyhiptoms,  the  fame  appearances 
after  death,  the  fame  caiifcs,  and  has  the 
fame  indlealions  of  cure.  It  may  be  fmi- 
de,  imconnecled  with  any  other  difeafe; 
>r  it  has  fometimes  other  difeafes  for  its  atfo- 
ciate. 

The  rickets  require  nearly  the  fame  treat- 
ment as  fcrophula  ; its  cure  depending  upon 
ihholving  the  \dfcidity  of  the  juices,  opening 
i:he  obfti' actions,  promoting  a free  circulation^ 
.md  then  lirengthening  the  folids. 

The  regimen  ihould  be  light,  and  properly 
fcafoned ; broth  in  which  craw-filh  areboil- 
-;d  is  excellent,  or  beef  tea ; fpiced  meats 
arc  ufeful ; rice  alfo  with  wine,  and  a little 
,'innamon;  the  air  dry  and  clear.  Excrcifc 
Luid  motion  Ihould  be  encouraged,  and  ban- 
dage, as  well  as  inflruments,  contrived  to 
^ ceep  the  limbs  in  a proper  fituation ; but  we 
ihould  take  care  that  they  be  fo  formed  as 
j,  lot  to  put  the  child  in  pain,  or  rellrain  it  too 
much.  It  alfo  Ihould  be  kept  dry  and  clean, 
.nd  diould  lie  rather  on  a hard  mattrafs  or  bed, 
ban  a foft  one. 

The  firft  pallligcs  Ihould  be  firft  cleanfed 
ly  gentle  laxatives,  fuch  as  rhubarb  and  fal 
oolychreft,  and  if  required  a mild  emetic. — 

Then 
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I'licn  cold  bathing  is  of  infinite  ufe  if  it  is 
found  to  excite  a glowing  warmth  ; it  may 
be  continued  with  advantage ; if  the  child 
tliivers  in  its  ufe,  it  (hoiild  be  put  between 
blankets  till  it  grows  warm  and  fweats  a lit- 
tle ; after  this  trial  ufe  warm  water,  and  gra- 
dually proceed  to  the  colder ; after  which 
we  ihould  not  omit  fridtibn,  and  placing  the 
child  between  two  blankets,  fo  as  to  encou- 
rage a free  diajdiorefis.  The  back  fliould  be 
well  rubbed  with  fpir.  rorifmar.  fpir.  vin^ 
camphor,  or  good  old  rum  every  night.

Bark  and  fled  are  excellent  tonics,  and  ' 
invigorators  of  the  fyftcm  ; but  if  there  is  any  , 
feverifh  difpofitioh,  the  aciditm  vitrioLicurn 
may  be  ufed  inftead  o^  fleel.  Soda  or  kali 
has  been  flrongly  recommended  in  this  com- 
plaint, with  cort.  Peruvianus  or  madder  hi 
ilecodijon ; as  has  alfo  ilyo,  of mund-royal,  ox 
flowering  feni,  given  either  in  decodion., 
[powder,  or  extradt.

The  ens  veneris  of  Boyle,  i.  e.  the  fer- 
nun  ainmoniacale,  in  doles  of  two  grains 
given  in  wine  every  night  for, three  weeks, 
has  cured  numbers,  without  tlie  afsiftance 
of  any  other  internal,  or  external  remedy  ; 
it  may  be  given  from  two  or  three  grains, 
to  ten  or  twelve ; or  in  fome  cafes,  to  twen- 
ty or  thirty. 

Equal  parts  of  iron  filings,  cinnamon, 
and  fugar,  is  an  approved  medicine ; to 
which  if  a little  rhubarb  is  added,  it  will 
be  rendered  more  efficacious  ; and  to  pre- 
vent the  rickets,  nothing  contributes  fo 
much  as  early  cold  bathing. 


CHAP.  XIII. 

OF  THE  LUES  VENEREA.

X HE  Lues  Venerea  is  a contagious  dif- 
eafe  coming  on  after  impure  coition,  and 
alTedtions  of  the  genitals,  as  chancres  and  ‘ 
buboes,  and  ulcers  of  the  tonfils,  and  com- 
monly makes  its  appearance  with  fcabby 

crup- 
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eruptions.  Thefc  kinds  of  cnq^tions  are 
generally  of  a tawny  yellow  hue,  and  not 
attended  with  much  itching,  and  the  ikiii 
underneath  is  of  a reddhh  brown,  or  cop^ 
per  colour.  They  chiefly  occupy  the  roots 
of  the  hair  about  the  forehead  and  temples, 
with  blotches  on  the  furface  of  the  body ; 
they  arc  at  firft  fmall  in  cluflcrs,  lunning 
into  fcabs  and  fcabby  ulcers.  NocTurnah 
pains  aftedt  the  thins,  bones  of  the  arms 
and  head ; ‘then  nodes  appear  on  , the  fkull 
and  tibiae,  which  arc  very  painful,  and  the 
bones  at  length  become  rotten  and  carious  ; 
if  the  throat  continues  ulcerous,  the  dh- 
eafe  creeps  towards  the  nofe,  which  thcfc' 
ulcers  lometimes  deftroy.  It  will  be  necel- 
fary  to  diftinguilh  thefe  venereal  ulcers 
from  fcorbutic  ones,  which  may  be  done, 
for  the  moll  part,  by  obferving  that  venereal 
ulcers  frequently  fpread  to  the  nofe — fcorbu- 
tic ones  never  ; venereal  ulcers  are  callous  in 
their  edges,  fcorbutic  ones  not  fo ; — venereal 
■ ulcers  are  circumfcribed  and  commonly  circu- 
lar ; at  leafl  they  are  confined  to  certain 
places  ; fcorbutic  ones  are  of  a more  irregu- 
lar figure,  fpread  wider,  and  frequently  af- 
fedt  the  whole  mouth ; venereal  ulcers  are 
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in  general  Itollow,  and  commonly  covered  at 
the  bottom  with  a yclloivijh  or  xvhite  Jlough ; 
but  fcorbiitic  ones  are  apt  to  grow  up  in 
loofe  fungi ; venereal  ulcers  are  red  in  their 
circumference^  but  fcorbiitic  ones  are  always, 
livid  ; venereal  ulcers  frequently  rot  the  fub- 
jacent  bones,  fcorbiitic  ones  feldom  or  ever ; 
venereal  ulcers  are  generally  combined  with 
other  fymptoms  which  are  known  to  be  vene- 
real, fcorbutic  ones  with  the  diftinsfuilHino' 
ligns  of  the  feurvy. 

Sometimes  the  lues  is  attended  with  chops 
in  the  infide  of  the  lip&,  palms  of  the  hands, 
and  behind  the  ears;  and  denfnefs : at  other 
times  the  eyes  are  painful,  red,  and  itch. — 
Various,  in  fliort,  are  the  fymptoms  under 
which  thefe  miferable  patients  languifli. 

Salivation  is  the  radical  cure  of  this' con- 
firmed hate,  bleeding  being  finl  premifed, 
efpecially  in  plethoric  perfons,  and  the  moh 
effed’tual  way  of  -railing  it  feems  to  be  by 
-unction.

all  which  parts  arc  to  be  covered  \yith  flan- 
nel drawers  and  w,orfled  flockings.  But  there 
is  no  necefsity  for  this;i  progrcls  il  a faliva- 
tion  is  to  be  raifed,  if  is  done  by  rubbing 
from  half  a dram  to  two  drams  on  the  in-, 
fide  of.  the  thighs,  -above  the  knee,  every 
night,  or  every  other  night,  till  a fpitting 
comes  on,  which,  Ihould  it  be  tardy  in 
doing,  the  quantity  of  the  ointment  may 
be  increafed,  or  mercurials  given  at  the 
fame  time  internally  in  moderate  dofes,  lo 
that  the  falivation  may  be  raifed  flo\\dy  and 
gradually ; for  this  is  much  more  efficaci- 
ous, than  producing  the  eftect  too  rapidly. 
And  when  the  mouth  begins  to  be  fore  and 
fwell,  leflen  the  quantity  of  the  ointment 
iifed,  and  apply  it  once  in  twenty-four 
hours. 

It  happens  fometimes  that,  to  raife  the 
fpitting,  it  will  require  more  than  one 
ounce  of  the  hydrargyrum  purificatum. 
Examine  the  mouth  carefully,  by  which 
means  you  will  be  better  enabled  to  deter- 
mine concerning  the  force  of  the  mercury 
already  ufed  ; and  it  is  certainly  more  eli- 
gible to  efled  a fpitting  without  occafloning 
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the  head  to  fwell,  if  it  can  pofsibly  be 
done.  If  no  fyinptoms  of  a falivation  ap- 
pear after  fome  few  days,  vomit  with  hy- 
drargyrum vitriolatum  gr.  v.  and  give  very 
plentifully  of  warm  gruels,  whey^  or  chick- 
en-broth.

Should  the  falivation  be  too  fuddenly 
jraifedy  and  endanger  the  patient,  bleed 

largely,

If  the  falivatlon  is  too  violent,  or  con- 
tinues  too  long,  It  is  often  found  difficult  to 
abate  or  remove  ; however,  the  befl  -mode 
is,  if  the  feafon  be  cold,  to  keep  the  pa- 
tient in  a room  moderately  warm,  and  ex- 
hibit a gentle  purge,  if  the  ftrength  of  the 
patient’s  conftitution  will  peiiuit.

Then  for  four  or  five  days  every  evening 
he  fhould  be  put  into  a warm  bath,  rub- 
bing his  body  at  the  fame  time  with  a flefh- 
brufh,  or  flannel  gloves,  and  when  he 
comes  out  be  drefled  in  flannel  cloaths  : if^ 
inflammatory  fymptoms  occui,  bleeding 
will  be  neceflary  : he  fhould  be  confined  to 
a low  diet,  to  drink  barley-water,  or  fome 
other  mucilaginous  liquid  ; but  fhould  his 
ftrength  be  much  reduced,  a nouiifhing 
diet,  with  the  ufe  of  wine,  an  infufion  of 
bark,  or  quafsia  wood  in  wine  or  cinnaiTion*- 
» water,  with  fome  preparation  of  iron,  and 

H h 4 a free 
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a tree  country  air,  are  certainly  proper; 
and  fliould  the  air  be  dry,  he  thould  go  a 
little  abroad,  unlefs  at  the  fame  time  it  be 
very  cold. 

Sulfi)hiirated  kali  is  found  to  be  highly 
efficacious,  in  checking  the  falivation,  and 
it  feldom  fails  confiderably  to  abate  it  in  the 
fpace  of  24,  or  4*8  hours. 

' When  the  falival  dudls  are  very  relax- 
ed, the  mouth  not  very  painful,  and  the 
fpitting  continues  undiminiflied,  an  aftrin- 
gent  gargle  may  be  proper,  ufed  with  cau- 
tion : common  fulphur  has  now  and  then 
a good  etfedf,  and  fulphur  of  antimony. 
In  obftinate  ptyalifm,  a blifter,  feton,  or 
ilfue  in  the  neck,  together  with  the  ufe  of 
purified  fulphur  and  camphor,  and  the  vo- 
latile liniment  applied  to  the  throat,  fome- 
times  prove  ferviceable ; and  in  defperate 
cafes  we  might  try  the  effedl  of  pouring  cold 
water  over  the  head  and  face,  letting  the 
patient  in  the  mean  time  fit  with  the  rell 
of  the  body  immerfed  ii4  a wariti  bath. 

To  raife  a falivation  by  calomel,  give  five 
grains  in  a bolus  at  night,  and  repeat  it  every 
other*  night  till  the  patient  has  taken  about 
one  drachm  ; then  flop,  and  prCcCed  -with 
'■  • ■ caution. 
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caution.  J^othlng  requires  more  attention 
than  the  exhibition  of  mercury  ; fince  men,' 
differing  greatly  in  their  conffitutions,  will 
be  varioully  affected  by  its  ufe.  Tlie  dlf-^ 
charge  of  about  two  or  three  pints  of  faliva 
a day  is  a fufficient  quantity ; , and  this 
Ihould  be  continued  and  kept  up  from  three? 
to  five  weeks,  according  to  the  exigency  of 
the  diflemper  : after  which,  gentle  purges, 
and  the  decoct,  farfaparil,  drank  to  the  quan^  ‘ 
tity  of  a quart  a day  for  four  weeks,  will 
be  of  great  fervice  :

Thefe  frictions 
mu  ft  be  continued  ’till  all  the  fymptoms

In  cafe  of  an  ulcerated  fore  throaty  ufe  the 
acidum  muriaticum,  lowered  with  water  3i. 
to  ^ij.  but  a more  effectual  application  is 
cinnabarine  fumigations,  to  the  quantity  of

When  thofe  particular  tumors  of  the  peri- 
ofteiim,  or  bones  called  gummatOy  iophiy 
vndiy  or  nodes,  arife,  many  things  have 
been  recommended,  though  few  have  proved, 
i'ueccrsful,  as  mercury,  bliftcrs,^  or  incTion, 

hut 
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but  the  fallne  mercurial  preparations,  toge- 
ther with  a deco6lion  of  the  woods,  are 
moft  to  be  depended  upon,  particularly  that 
of  mezereon,  fee  p.  477,  and  the  scthiops 
antimonialis  of  Huxham  : and  to  relieve 
thofe  excruciating  noaurnal  pains  which 
attend  them,  opium,  accoiding  to  circum 
fiances,  given  in  large  dofes  in  obflinate 
cafes,  may  be  tried,  till  a radical  cure  can 

be  effeaed. 

■ When  any  complaints  enfue  from-a  faliva- 
tion  imprudently  flopped^  or  cold  caught  dur 
ing  the  ufe  of  viercury,  nothing  is  fo  effec- 
tual as  a freih'courfe  of  mercury  cautioufly 
adminiftered. 

I have  already  faid  that  lallvation  is  rare- 
ly neceffary,  and  muft'obferve  that  few  pa- 
tients in  private  praaice  are  now  fahyated, 
it  being  much  more  common  to  ufe  mer-. 
cury  in  fmall  dofes,  with  purgatives  pro- 
perly interpofed,  or  fuch  medicines  given 
with  it  as  may  determine  the  medicine  to 
the  Ikin  or  kidneys.

Some  give  the  hydrargyrum  muriatum  in 
folution,  from  half  a grain  to  one  grain  twice 
a day,  joined  to  a dccodlion  of  farfaparilla. 
The  way  to  prepare  the  folution  is,  to  dif- 
foive.  as  much  miiriated  quickhlver  in  bran- 
dy, or  fpir.  vin.  ten.  as  will  give  half  a 
grain' to  an  ounce  of  folution.  Some  mix 
the  folution  with  the  decoct,  farfaparil. — 
We  are  told  of  much  fuccefs  attending  this 
.method  of  curing  the  lues.  How  far  the 
conrtitution  may  or  may  not  futfer  from  it, 
muft  be  determined  by  time  and  experi- 
ence. . . 

Small  dofes  of  calomel  joined  with  rhu* 
barb,  or  fome  of  th'e  powerful  alteratives 
judicioully  given,  may  be  very  eflicacioiis 
in  the-lues  of  children. 

Ulcers  in  the  throat  are  cured  better  by 

equal 
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-equal  parts  of  calomel  and  myrrh,  by  way 
of  fumigation,  than  by  cinnabar*  Hydrar- 
fgyrum  muriatum  given  to  gr.  cvciy  day, 
alfo,  tends  much  towards  a radical  extiipa- 
tion  of  thefe  kinds  of  ijcers. , 

Sometimes  indeed  venereal  nodes  and  noc- 
turnal pains,  depending  on  a venereal  caufc, 
may  be  happily  relieved  by  the  decoct- 

mezer.  alone.

It  mull  be  perfiiled  in  for  two  or  three 
months  j if  other  venereal  fymptonis  attend, 
mercurials  muft  be  joined  with  the  decoc- 
tion. 

In  order  to  prevent  a return  ofrthe  dif- 
eafe,  the  whole  of  the  venereal  virus  mull 
be  eradicated  ; but  unfortunately  we  have 
no  criterion  on  which  we  can  found  this 
knowledge  with  certainty. — It  has  been 
therefore  wifely  recommended  to  continue 
the  exhibition  of  mercurials  for  a fortniglit 
or  three  weeks  after  the  fymptoms  have, 
ccafed  to  appear ; and  then  we  may  be 
pretty  contident  the  cure  is  completed.  It 
2 h/s 
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has  been,  though,  obfcrvecl  in  fcveral  pa- 
tients who  bore  the  internal  ufe  of  mercury- 
very  well,  as  long  as  the  difeafe  took  place, 
that  on  the  moment  the  poifon  was  eradi- 
cated, they  bcga%  to  naufeate  it,  which 
proved  the  llandard  of  their  being  radically 
cured.

A Diarrhoea  is  too  frequent  a difcharge  of 
the  contents  of  the  inteftines,  without  vio- 
lent degrees  of  pain  or  ficknefs.  It  is  not  a 
contagious  difeafe,  nor  has  any  priniaiy  fe- 
brile affeaions;' though  by  its  continuance 
. are  brought  on  fever;  lofs  of  appetite ; fome- 
limes  a naufea,  weak  pulfe,  dry  fkin,  and 
a continual  thirft. 

It  is  divided  into  different  fpecics  ; the 
CTupuloiis^  in  which  the  ftcccs  are  inofe  li- 
quid than  natural,  and  voided  in  greater 
quantity : bilious,  wherein  the  faeces  are  . 
yellow,  and  voided  too  copioufly : viucous, 
in  which  either  from  things  too  acrid  taken 
into  the  ftomach,  or  from  cold,  particular- 
ly applied  to  the  feet,  a copious  evacuation 
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of  mucus  is  occafioned  : cxliac,  wherein  a 
milky  humour  like  chyle  is  voided  ; lien- 
teric^  when  our  food  quickly  paffes,  with- 
out being  much  altered : hepatirrhml,  when 
a fero-cruentous  fluid  is  ejedled  per  anum, 
without  pain. 

A common  diarrhoea,  arifes  from  an  encreaf- 
ed  adlion  of  the  exhalants,'  and  excretories, 
with  a proportionate  encreafe  of  the  peri- 
llaltic  motion  of  the  inteftines,  induced  by 
irritability ; and  thefe  may  be  owing  to 
, pafsions  of  the  .mind  : poifons,  cathartic 
medicines : fuppreired  perfpiration,  parti- 
cularly from  cold,  applied  to  the  feet,  and 
in  children  from  worms,  and  dentition.  It 
alfo  is  mofl:  frequently  occafioned  by  what 
is  called,  a forfeit,  or  eating  fomething  in- 
digeftible,  or  irritating  the  inteflinal  canal, 
this  within  proper  limits  may  be  fervice- 
ablc ; but  if  it  proves  violent,  the  patients 
Ibould  drink  plentifully  of  weak  veal,  or 
mutton-broth  : and  fliould  this  not  be  ef- 
fedtual ; if  the  patient  is  plethoric,  and  in 
the  prime  of  life,  bleed  ; then  give  an  eme- 
tic of  vin.  ipecacoan.  wdiich  fhould  be  oc- 
cafionally  repeated  : and, 
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Bolus  e Rhieo.

The;  diet  fhould  be,  through  the  courfe 
of  the  difeafe,  ricc-gruci,  fca-bifeuit,  pa- 
nada, gum  Arabic  diflblved  in  commoii 
drink,  dccodfum  cornu  cervi,  &c. 
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In  cafe  had  digeftion  has  occafioned  this 
'diforder^  the  Peruvian  bark  may  be  prefciib- 
ed  to.  advantage,  the  primal  viae  having 
been  previoufly  cleared.  Riding  on  horfe 
back,  when  the  feafon  and  ftrength  of  the 
patient  will  admit  of  it,  is  an  exercife  by  no 
means  to  be  neglected  : and  here,  again,  I 
muft  repeat  the  ufefulnefs  of  - the  Tilbury- 
water,  given  as  follows  \ take  two  oi  three 
lumps  of  triple  refined  fugar,  and  the  white 
of  a new  laid  egg;  beat  them  well  upHo- 
gether  into  a fine  froth  ; then  mix  it  with 
a gill-glafs  full  of  the  Tilbury-water,  and 
half  a gill  of  frefli  cows-milk  mad'e  warm. 
Drink  this  twice  or  thrice  a day. 

In  cafes  of  diarrhoea,  after  the  prim^ 
vice  are  cleared  by  proper  aperients,  which 
fhould  always  be  the  primary  confideration ; 
fimarouba,  has  been  highly  fpoken  of,  as 
being  tonic;  antifpafmodic,  diaphoretic, 
and  hypnotic.

Great  caution  Ihoiilcl  be  ufed  In  flopping 
diarrhoeas,  cfpecially  in  fuU  habits,  as  they 
are  molUy  falutary  efforts  of  nature  to 
throw  off  an  offending  caufe,  and  the  ob- 
flructing  this  courfe  moftly  brings  on  a 
fever. 

In  thofe  difeafes  called  lientenj,  and  cos- 
liac  pafsion^  the  treatment  inofl:  effectual  con- 
fills  of  vomits,  with  flomachics,  and  warm 
corrbborants,  a due  regulation  of  diet,  and 
riding.  'Indeed,  in  thefe  cafes,  the  mode 
of  cure  is  fimilar  to  that  employed  for  thofe 
ferous  fluxes,  which  continue  very  obfti- 
nate  after  dyfentery.  Befides  what  has  been 
above  advifed,  to  divert  the  humours  from 
the  inteftines,  increafe  the  cutaneous  dif- 
charges,  and  flrengthen  the  veffels  of  the 
inteflinal  tube,  ^ ftronger  aflringents  will 
fometimes  be  neceflary.

Logwood  and  cinnamon  macerated  in 

lime- 
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lime-water  form  a powerful  and.  grateful 
altrinsfcnt ; limple  lime-water,  mixed  with 
milk,  makes  a proper  drink,  and  fometimes 
moft  efficacious : exercife  on  horfeback, 

failing,  or  fwinglng,  are  all  of  them  ufe- 
ful.  The  billcms  diarrhoea  often  comes  on 
and  carries  oh  the  femes  of  a remittent  and 
intermittent  fever  ; and  fometimes  happens 
in  a continued  one,  when  the  Itomach  and 
bowels  have  not,  at  the  commencement, 
been  cleared  by  an  emetic.  In  this,  as  in 
all  IntefHnal  fluxes,  which  are  confidered 
lecondary,  they  mufl:  be  regulated  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  of  the  primary  difeafe. 
In  hepatirrhcea,  fucceeding  putrid  dyfentery, 
we  muft  give  lime-water  with  aftringents  : 
when  it  attends  the  parojoyfm  of  a malignant 
intermittent^  bark  is  our  remedy : if  it  pro- 
ceeds from  the  liver,  the  milder  baifams,  with 
other  remedies,  as  advifed  in  a tabes  from- 
an  affedtion  of  the  liver,  are  wffiat  we, mull 
depend  upom

.CHAP.  II. 

OF  THE  DYSENTERY, 

f 

A Dyfentery  is  a contagious  difeafe,  at- 
tended with  febrile  affedfions,  frequent 
griping  ftools ; tenefmus : the  ftools  are 
chiefly  mucus,  fometimes  mixed  with  blood, 
the  natural  faeces  being  retained,  or  void- 

V 

ed  in  an  hardened  flate ; lofs  of  appetite, 
and  naufea ; arifing  from  fpafmodic  con- 
flri(^ion  of  the  colon,  retaining  hardened 
fasces. 

Its  immediate  caufe,  appears  to  be  a fpaf- 
modic conflridfion  of  the  colon,  brought 
on  by  local  irritation ; from  putrid  acri- 
mony generated  in  the  habit,  or  putrid 
infedtion. 

Hence  the  cure  muft  be  attempted  by 
taking  off  the  fpafm — clearing  the  intef- 
tines  from  putrid  fordes,  hardened  fascesv 
and  every  fpecies  of  colluvies,  fheathing 
the  inteflines  with  mucilaginous  fubftances ; 
'and  in  order  to  prevent  a relapfe,  adminif- 
tering  tonics  with  altringents. 

It  differs  in  its  appellations,  according  (O 
the''  appearances  it  affords,  or  with  what  it 
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is  accompanied ; as,  verminous^  when  it  is 
attended  with  worms ; canious,  when  fmall 
. defhy  fcbaceous  fiibflances  are  evacuated  , 
tchiie,  when  without  blood;  intermit  tent  y 
when  accompanied  with  an  intermittent 
fever;  and  milicvy,  when  with  miliaiy 
eruptions.  However,  the  two  which  w^e 
are  here  to  take  notice  of  are,  that  which 
. is  attended  with  the  inflammatory  fymptoms ; 
and  that  wdth  putridy  the  former  of  which 
is  allied  to  the  inflammatory  fever,  attend- 
. ed  with  great  heat  and  thirlf,  violent  pain 
in  the  head  and  loins,  as  well'as  abdomen, 
with  a quick,  hard,  and  full  pulfe. 

Bleeding  will  be  very  neceflTary  in  this 
cafe  ; then  a vomit,  allowing  the  patient  to 
drink  freely  of  weak  beef,  or  chicken  broth, 
to  encourage  the,  operation  ; alter  wiiich  a 
paregoric  will  be  ncccflary : this  may  be 
repeated  occafionally,  as  the  fymptoms  re- 
quire. Afterwards,  the  bowels  to  be  cleav- 
ed by  fomc  mild  aperients ; then  give

Demulcents  are  of  more  ufe  in  this  dif^ 
order  than  in  the  diarrhoea,  as  here  it  is 
more  necellary  to  flieath  the  bowels.  .

An  epidemic  dyfentery,  attended  with  great 
pain  in  the  bowels,  and  large  difeharges  of 
blood,  has  been  happily  treated  by  free  and 
repeated  venaefedtion,  vomits,  and  pil.  fty- 
yac.  from  gr.  vi.  ad  gr.  viii.  omni  no6tc.  ^ 
Nitre  and  antiphlogiltics  are  highly  com- 
mended 
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mended  for  tlie  dyfentery,  in  the  Weft- In- 
dies, where  the  fever  runs  high.  The  moil 
judicious  manner  of  exhibiting  the  nitre  for 
the  dyfentery,  is  with  fmall  dofes  of  the 
balfam,  Locatelli,  or  eledl.  e fcordio.  Two 
grains  of  the  ipecacoanha  root  frefli  powder- 
ed, with  3i.  theriac.  Andromach.  has  alfo 
been  found  a ufeful  medicine. 

When  the  pain  and  fever  is  removed,  or 
greatly  abated  by  bleedingj  &c.  a few  dofes 
of  the  vitrum  antimonii  ceratum,  from  five 
grains  to  half  a fcruple,  given  at  proper  dif- 
tances,  and  with  an  opiate  after  each,  have 
been  very  fuccefsfully  tried. 

But,  perhaps,  fmall  dofes  of  the  pulv. 
ipecacuanh.  from  gr.  i.  ad  gr.  ij.  would  be 
as  effectual  ; and  the  more  fo,  as  it  gene- 
rally tends  to  promote  a diaphorefis,  a moflf 
dcfirable  circumllance  in  tl«s  difeafe ; ef- 
pecially  if  it  happens  in  confequence  of  an 
obflrucled  perfpiration. 

The  following  eleclaries  may  be  very  ufe- 
ful, where  the  pain  and  forenefs  of  the 
dowels  are  urgent :

Though  we  have  faid  bleeding  ought  to 
bp  preferibed  at  the  commencement  of  the  . 
difeafe,  it  is  only  in  the  inflammatory  fpe- 
cies,  and  in  ftrong  plethoric  habits : in  thofe 
who  are  weakly,  or  where  the  conftitution 
of  the  difeafe  is  truly  putrefaaive,  it  ought 
wdaolly  to  be  omitted  ; and  in  this  iaft  Ipe-' 
cies  vve  lliall  flnd  appearances  differ  fiom 
the  former  fpecics  i for  m this, . the  attack 
begins  with  a continued  chlllpefs  for  fome 

hours,  attended  witH  ficknefs,  vertigo,  and 

general 
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general  debility  ; the  countenance  becomes 
pallid,  and  is  afflldted  with  tharp  pains  in 
the  abdomen  before  the  flux  comes  on ; tlic 
pulfe  is  fmall,  little  if  at  all  feverilh  : the 
{tools,  from  being  thin  and  yellowifli,  be- 
come vifeid,  flimy,  and  commonly  tinged 
with  blood.  If  it  comes  in  ftreaks,  we 
conclude  the  veffels  of  the  re6lum  are  af- 
fected; if  more  intimately  mixed,  thofe 
fituated  higher  up.  The  (tools  have  always 
a peculiar  prasternatural  fmell,  more  ofFen- 
five  towards  the  latter  end  than  at  firft ; but 
if  the  difeafe  proves  fatal,  the  foetor  is  ca- 
daverous and  intolerable  : before  every  eva- 
cuation the  pain  increafes,  the  ftools  grow 
frequent,  even  to  fifteen  in  an  hour,  at- 
tended with  perpetual  tenefmus,  forcing 
down  the  redtum,  which  oftentimes  morti- 
fies, and  haftens  the  unhappy  cataflrophe, 
which  otherwife  might  be  deferred  till  an 
inflammation  came  on,  which  foon  termi-^ 
nates  in  gangrene^  and  death.  This  is  the 
progrefs  of  the  moft  violent  degree  of  putre- 
factive dyfentery  ; but  where  the  acrimony 
of  the  humors  runs  not  to  fo  high*  a degree, 
the  debility,  naufea,  and  dejection,  are  not 
fo  great,  the  ftools  not  numerous,  or  at- 

^2  * tended 
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tended  with  fuch  fevere  pain.  The  cure  oi 
this  Is  limilar  to  what  w'C  have  before  re- 
cited. Clearing  the  bowels  with  dofes  of 
rhubarb,  from  15  to  20  grains,  and  three 
; grains  of  calomel,  and  atterwards  perhfUng 
in  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacuanha,  joined  with 
opium,  if  necedary.  If  thefe  do  not  fuc- 
ceed,  but the  diftrefsing  fymptoms  con- 
tinue, fomentations  fliould  be  ufed  to  the 
abdomen,  and  anodyne  glyfters  made  of 
broth ; decoction  of  linfecd  or  milk  with 
ftarch,  and  tindture  of  opium  fliould  be 
thrown  up  the  inteftines.  Should  it  be  ac- 
companied with  a putrid  fever,  we  muft 
try,  dubious  as  is  our  fuccefs,  infiuions  of 
bark  and  fnake-root  in  claret  or  ppil,  with 
a few  drops  of  tindture  of  opium  in  each 
dofc,  and  let  the  patients  cat  'plentifully  of 
ripe  fruit  whicli  may  be  in  fcafon  ; and 
impregnate  the  liquids  which  they  drink 
with  their  juices. 

In  cafes  of  dyfentery,  fome  think  the 
cortex  eleutherias  a fpecific ; and,  bcfides 
what  has  been  advanced  above,  where  the 
pain  contbiucs  violent,  fome  advife  femi- 
cupLa,  and  bllftcring  the  abdomen. 

To 
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To  prevent  a relapfc,  cIeco6tions  of  an- 
gufliira,  or  fimarouba  bark  are  ftrongly  re- 
commended, as  preferibed  in  diarrhoea  for 
the  fame  purpofe. 

In  old  dyfenteries  I have  known  the 
drinking  plentilully  of  rough  cyder  have  an 
. excellent  effe<5l;  the  fame  has  happened 
from  porter.  All  aftringents  are  here  ufefuj.

CHAP.  IV.  i

OF  THE  CHOLERA  MORBUS. 

‘ . , . I 

X HE  Cholera  Morbus  is  a violent  vomit-  * 
ing  and  loofenefs;  from  the  bile  regurgi- 
tating into  the  homach,  and  defeending  | 
liberally  into  the  bowels;  attended  with 
acute  fharp  pains,  gripings,  and  inflations  J 
in  the  upper  intcftincs  ; fpafms  of  the  abdo- 
minal mufcles ; great  thirfl:,  heat,  and  anx- 
iety-; a quick  and  unequal  pulfc;  cramps 

of 
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of  the  thighs  and  legs ; cold  fwcats ; and  in 
the  lalt  hage,  a fyiicope,  and  coldnefs  in 
the  extremities.  It  is  divided  into  two 
Ipccics;  fpofitaneous  ; that  wliich  arifes  in 
a warm  leafon,  without  any  manilcll  caufe; 
accidental^  when  the  ' caufe  is  acrid  fub- 
ilhmces  taken  internally.  This  difeafe  is 
moft  frequent  in  fiiinmcr,  and  in  the  au- 
Tiimn;  and  more  particularly  attacks  young 
iperfons  and  children;  old  people  feidom  ; 
but  when  it  does,  is  very  formidable.  It  is 
a very  bad  fign,  when  what  is  difeharged 
;by  a vomit  has  an  cxcrementitious  fmcll. 

This  difeafe  is  owing  to  a fupcrabundance 
of  acrid,  and  highly  flimulant  bile,  dif- 
fufed  through  the  whole  extent  of  the  ali- 
mentary canal,  bringing  *on  an  acceleration, 
and  inverfion  of  the  perillaltic  motion  of 
the  ftomach  and  inteftines,  and  by  fympa- 
thy,  producing  fpafmodic  affe6Iions  of  tlie 
abdominal  mufcles,  and  thofc  of  the  ex- 
tremities. 

The  cure  mufi;  therefore  be  attempted  by 
carrying  oft'  the  offending  caufe,  by  copi- 
ous dilution  : and  allaying  the  irritability 
by  opiates.  Emetics,  and  cathartics,  in 
this  complaint  are  attended  with  danger. 

Tliere- 
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Therefore,  chlckcn-hroth  fhoukl  be  freely 
drank  to  the  quantity  of  fix  or  eight  quarts, 
and  as  faft  as  pofsible  ; milk^  and  ivarm-iva^ 
iery\  new-dmrned  bidter -milky  decoctions  of 
rice  or  barley  ; or,  what  is  preferable,  an  in- 
fufion  of  oat-bread  toajicd  broivny  in  water ; 
or  of  oatmeal  made  broxmi  like  coffee,  which 
, Avill  lay  on  the  flomach,  and  generally  flops 
the  Yomiting ; but  fhould  that  not  be  the 
cafe,  we  mufl  try  the  faline  draught ; or  co- 
lumbo  rooty  cataplajms  of  mithridaiey  or  of 
the  leaves  of  common  mint  boiled  in  port  or 
claret  fhould  be  applied  to  the  wrifts,  or 
. praecordia  ; mint  tea  given  to  drink,  or  m- 
fiifions  of  cloves  or  cinnamon. 

If  the  patient  be  plethoric,  bleeding  is  ab- 
folutely  necefTary  ; and  in  cafes  of  fevere 
pain,  a femicupiumy  or  fomentations  of  the 
warm  fpirituous  kind,  are  apt  to  alleviate 
the  fymptom. 

When  the  purging  begins  to  abate,  and 
the  ftomach  is  fettled,  an  opiate  may  be 
given.

There  is  no  difeafe  in  winch  a perfoii 
Teems  nearer  death,  and  yet  afterwards  re-  . 
covers,  than  this.  When  it  has  continued 
for  fome  time,  targe  dofcs  of  opium,  in  a 
folid  form,  become  abfblutely  neceffary^ 
and  the  patient  mud;  be  direaed  not  to 
fwallow  more  than  a table  fpoonful  of  any 
liquid  at  a time.  The  drink  diould  alfo  be 
dT  a generous  kind. 

Columho  root,  from  half  a dfachni  to  two 
drachms,  every  four  hours,  has  been  found 
:of  great  fervice  in  this  difeafe^  as  well  as  in 
[the  dyfentery  and  bilious  colics.  ' 

Should  the  vomiting  and  purging  not  re- 
:.urn  on  the  fecoild  day,  little  is  necedary  to 
lae  done;  but  o^  the  third  or  fourth  a rhu- 
'barb  draught  fhould  be  adminiftered,  and  at 
might  an  anodyne:  after  which^  the  patient, 
rrcturning  to  his  ufual  mode  of  living  gra- 
[dually,  and  udng  riding  exercife,  Ihould 
itake  fome  flomachic  bitter,  with  ten  or 
Itwelvc  drops  of  the  diluted  vitriolic  acid,  an 
I hour  or  two  before  dinner  every  day.  And 
tthiis  will  the  cure  be  perfccUy  completed.

CHAP.  I. 

OF  bleeding 'AT  THE  NOSE. 

tiiEmorrhages  at  the  note  may  arife  from 
a plethora,  or  be  occafioned  by  a thin, 
fharp,  acrimonious  humour,  lacerating  the 
tender  fibrillas  of  the  fanguineous  veffels.  In 
young  people  they  are  attended  with  figns  of 
an  arterial ; in  old,  of  venal  plethora  : hence 
the  two  varieties.  The  concomitant  fymp- 
toms  are,  a pain  or  fullnefs  of  the  head, 
frequently  preceded  by  giddinefs,  fudden 
dimnefs  of  vifion,  drowfinefs,  itching  of  the 
nofe^  and  fiufliing  of  the  face.  They  hap- 
pen fometimes  as  a critical  difcharge  in 
fevers ; or  may  be  periodical  : if  violent, 
they  bring  on  faintnefs,  pain,  and  pulfation 
in  tlie  temples. 

Young  people  are  moft  liable  to  luemor- 
rhages,  and  they  frequently  end  in  con- 
fumptions. 

The  diet  ihould  be  cooling  and  balfamlc ; 
for  drink,  milk  and  water,  barley-water, 

4 rice- 
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fice-gruel,  and  tinftur.  Tofe.  Claret  may 

alfo  be  fparingly  allowed. 

Bleed  in  the  arm,  efpecially  if  the  patient 
be  plethoric.  The  ftrength  and  pulfe  of  the 
patient  will  determine  how  much  you  may 
draw  off ; and  the  body  diould,  at  the  fame 
time,  be  kept  foluble  then,

Vinegar  fnuffed  up  the  noftrilsj  or  tinSur.

be  of  fervice ; as  alfo  cloths  dipped  into  a 
folution  of  fal  nitr.  either  in  water  or  vine- 

gar. 

The  powder  of  burnt  cork,  fnuffed  up  the 
tiof<^^  ‘has  a powerful  effedt  in  ftopping  hae- 
morrhages. Cold  things  may  be  applied  to 
the  back  of  the  neck  or  genitals.

We  mull:  here  obferve  that  if  the  hsemor- 
rhage  be  of  the  active  kind,  which  is  known 
by  the  intenfenefs  of  motion  of  the  vafcu- 
lar  fyftem,  the  antiphlogiftic  method  mull 
be  perfifted  in  ; but  if  from  a debilitated  ftate 
of  the  vejjek,  or  a dijfolution  of  the  fanguinaiy 
mafs,  antifeptics  and  corroborants  ought  to 
be  our  remedies,  particularly  bark  and  vitri- 
olic acid. 

But  fliould  wkat  we  have  advifed  fail, 
fmall  dofes  of  antimonials  or  ipecacoanha 
to  excite  naufea  and  vomiting  muft  be  ex- 
hibited. After  the  haemorrhage  has  ceafed, 
the  patient  fliould  be  kept  quiet,  and  if 
coftive,  a glyher,  or  the  mildefi;  eccopro- 
tics  adminiltered. 
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CHAP.  II. 

OF  VOMITING  OF  BLOOD. 

A VOMITING  of  blood  frequently  pro- 
ceeds from  the  fame  caufes  as  thofe  which 
produce  nalal  haemorrhages.  The  difcharge- 
is  often  fo  eafily  brought  up,  that  it  is  fup- 
pofed  to  come  from  the  lungs  ; the  ftomach 
under  thefe  circumftances  is  often  diilend- 
ed,  and  a fenfe  of  an  opprefsivc  weight 
precedes  the  vomiting.  There  is  no  cough 
where  the  homach  alone  is  concerned.  This 
is  a difeafe  much  more  frequent  in  women 
than  men,  and  owes  its  origin  commonly  to 
obilrucled  catamenia.  When  it  occurs  in 
men,  it  is  generally  to  be  attributed  to  fup- 
prefsions  of  haemorrhoidal  flux,  or  infarc- 
tions of  the  liver  ; and  indeed  it  is  moft  com-^ 
monly  a fyinptomatic  difeafe,  very  feldam 
idiopathic. 

In  this  complaint  copious  bleedings  do 
not  anfwer,  as  the  pulfe  is  apt  to  fink  under 
them ; tlierefore  they  mull  be  made  fparingly, 
and  repeated  according  to  the  urgency  of  the 
cafe.  If  the  pulfe  beftrong  and  full,  we  may 
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bleed,  and  repeat  that  operation  pro  re  nata; 
and  give  the  following :

OF  AN  H«MOPTOE,  OR  SPITTING  OF  BLOOD. 

A Pulmonic  hasmorrhagc  happens  from 
a rupture  of  the  veffels  of  the  lungs,  oc- 
cafioned  by  a plethora,  weak  vcilels,  hccTio. 
fevers,  coughs,  wounds,  irregular  living, 
hard  drinking,  a fupprefsion  of  the  nienfcs, 
hiEiiiorrhoids,  See. 

An  hremoptoe  is  attended  with  a cough- 
and  fliort  refpiration ; the  blood  thrown  up 
appears  pure,  liquid,  frothy,  and  florid.  If 
the  patient  be  confumptive,  you  may,  m . 
general,  judge  it  to  come  from  the  lungs. 
Lmetimes  matter  is  Intermixed  with  it,  or 
follows  after  it.  If  it  be  occafioned  by  a 
bruife  or  fall,  it  will  be  attended  with  pain. 
It  is  conclfely  defined  a flulhing  of  the 
cheeks ; a fenfe  of  uneafinefs,  or  pain,  and 
fdmetimes  of  heat  in  the  bi-eaft  ; dyfpncea ; 
lltillation  of  the  fauces ; and  a cough,  more 
or  lefs,  occqfioning  a rejection  of  florid,  fame, 
times  frothy  blood,  and  this  is  confidered  as 
the  pathognomic  fymptom.  It  ufuakly  is 
preceded  by  ftridlure  on  the  furface  of  the 
body,  lafsitude,  pain  in  the  back,  flatu- 
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lencc,  and  coftivcner3,  pain  or  lieat  wltl^ 
opprcfsion  on  the  cheil,  irritation  in  the 
larynx,  and  a falthh  tafte,  in  the  niQiith. 

It  may  be  occafioned  by  tlie  too  free  ufe 
of  fpices,  fpirits,  and  the  ftimulus  of  lieat; 
and  alfo  by  a too  powerful  exertion  of  the 
lungs,  as  in  coughing,  Tinging,  &c. 

It  is  divided  into  five  fpecies,  plethoric, 
when  there  has  been  no  external  violence, 
or  preceding  cough,  or  fuppreffed  • evacua- 
tions to  occafioh  it. — Violent,  when  fome 
external  force  has  been  applied. — Phihifical, 
when  it  comes  on  after  a Ions:  continued 
cough,  attended  with  emaciation  and  de- 
bility. Calculous,  where  little  calculousi, 
for  the  moft  part  calcarious  fubflances  are 
rejedled. — And  vicarious,  if  it  fucceed  the 
fupprefsion  of  any  accuftomed  evacuation. 
— It  is  eafily  diftinguilhed  from  a fpitting 
of  blood  from  the  fauces,  or  a vomiting  of 
blood,  hi  the  firj)  cafe,  the  blood  is  fmall 
in  quantity,  dark  coloured,  and  without 
froth.  In  the  fecondy  there  is  an  effort  to 
vomit,  whilft  in  this  the  blood  is  frothy, 
florid,  and  coughed  up  in  large  mouthfuls. 

A flender,  nourifliing,  and  cooling  regi- 
men is  neceflliry  under  this  complaint;  fuch 
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^ milk,  butter-milk,  medicated  whey, 

jellies,  Itigo  with  milk,  &c. 

The  fame  treatment  is  of  ufe  here. as  is 

r'Ceommended  for  a bleeding  at  the  nofe, 
to  be  afsifted  occafionally  with  pediluvia, 
and  gentle  purging. — Bleeding  may  be  re- 
peatedly allowed,  provided  the  pulfe,  age, 
and  hrength  of  the  patient  will 'admit  of  it. 

An  oily  cmulfion,  with  the  addition  of  a 
large  quantity  of  nitre,  is  extremely  pro- 
per in  this  difeafe.

The  cure  here  is  adapted  to  the  com- 
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plaint  which  arifcs  from  plethora,  and  Is  of 
the  a6live  kind  ; but  where  the  lungs  are 
weak,  and  the  crabs  of  the  blood  previoully 
injured,  it  muft  be  confidered  of  the  paf- 
five  kind,  and  will  require  a different  mode 
of  treatment — for  here  we  muft  endeavour 
to  give  ftrength  to  habit,  and  determine  the 
fluids  to  the  lurface. 

Hence  then  in  thefc  cafes  emetics,  and 
cathartics  may  be  preferibed  ; — and  balfa- 
mic  ftimulants  united  with  tonics,  and 
aftringents.  Twenty  drops  of  balfam  of 
copaiva  taken  morning  and  evening,  and 
» the  following  eledtary  for  many  weeks,  have 
been  fuccefsftil  in  many  cafes  of  chronic 
hasmoptyfts.

CHAP.  IV. 

OF  AN  IMMODEKATE  FLUX  OF  THE 

menses.  ' 

W HEN  the  Menfes  continue  to<j  long, 
dr  come  on  too  frequent  for  the  ftrength 
of  the  patient,  they  are  laid  to  be  immode- 
rate ; and  ‘ is  ftiled  Menorrhagia— it  is  ot 
two  kinds,  active,  and  passive. 

The  aetive  is  preceded  by  head-ach,  ver- 
tigo, difficulty  of  breathing,  chilhnefs, 
then  fluffilng  heat,  frequency  of  the  pulfe, 
coftivenefs*and  thirft,  with  more  than  com- 
mon pains  in  the  back  and  loins— and  this 
is  occafioned  by  a morbid  encreafe  of  the 
hiemorrhagic  effort  of  the  uterine  vcffels. 

The  pafsive  is  attended  with  lofs  of  appe- 
tite, indigeftion,  liftleftnefs,  a weak  and 
frequent  pulfe,  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
watt  of  breath,  a pallid  countenance,  cold- 
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nefs  of  the  extremities,  with  pufTy  fwel- 
lings  of  the  feet,  fainting,  low  fpirits,  clif- 
lurbed  and  unrefrething  deep — and  all  tlic 
ufual  fymptoms  of  debility  ; occafioned  by 
a praeternatural  laxity  of  the  uterine  vef- 
fcls. 

This  often  happens  in  fo'ft  and  delicate 
women,  who  life  liquids  too  freely,  efpe- 
cially  tea.  It  alfo  arifes  in  confequence  of 
abortions,  violent  pafsions,  particular  me- 
dicines, 'or  diet,  &c.  and  fometimes  attends 
women  who  are  obliged  to  work  hard,  and 
is  accompanied  with  pains  of  the  back, 
loins,  and  belly,  fimilar  to  thofe  of  labour. 

When  the  active  fpecies  occurs  in  ple- 
thoric 'habits,  and  the  pulfe  will  allow  it, 
venxfection  is  ufeful ; and,  if  neceflary, 
the  ftomach  may  be  cleared  by  the  ufe  of 
emetics,  and  the  body  kept  open  by  rhu- 
barb,  fulphur,  foluble  tartar,  and  .fuch  like; 
the  patient  diould.live  principally  on  milk, 
and  vegetables,  and  drink  cold  water.  A 
dry  cool  air  is  moft  agreeable.  The  mind 
fliould  be  kept  at  eafe,  the  body  at  red, 
and  the  hips  laid  higher  than  the  head. —

To  confirm  the  cure  and  prevent  a relapfc,

red  Port  wine  in  moderation,  and  an  eafy 
chcarful  mind.  Frictions  and, ligatures  may 
likewife  be  conveniently  tried. 

When  an  immoderate  flux  of  the  menfes, 
or  flooding  after  abortion,  is  either  aUended 
with,  or  preceded  by  an  acute  pain,  not 
inftammatory,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  back 
or  belly,  and  returns  with  greater  violence, 
as  the  difeharge  comfcs  on,  opium  will,  in 
fuch  a cafe,  anfwer  better  than  allringents; 
and  may  be  given  in  clyllers,  compofed  of 
dccoft.  ilor.  ficc.  rofar.  cum  tindt.  opil  31- 
This  difeafe  often  arifes  from  a cancerous 

alVcdtion  of  the  uterus,  in  wlilch  cafe  little 

can 
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can  be  done.  Powder  of  hemlock  lcav<^2 
may  be  given  from  five  grains  to  Icfi  or 
twelve,  thrice  a day.

CHAP.  V. 

OF  ABORTION, 

Abortion,  or  a premature  birth,  moft 
commonly  happens  between  the  fecond  and 
third,  and  between  the  third  and  fourth 
months.  Sometimes  it  may  happen  later. 

The  figns  preceding  mifearriage  in  general 
are,  a flux  of  blood  from  the^uterus,  fliiver- 
ings,  pain  in  the  loins,  ~ extending  to  the 
bottom  of  the  belly,  anxiety,  naufea,  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  fyncope,  an  opening 
and  moiflyre  of  the  os  tineas.  ' 

If  the  pulfe  will  bear  it,  and  the  patient 
be  young,  flrong  and  vigorous,  fome  blood 
may  he  taken  away,  and  flie  fliould  be  put 
to  bed,  and  kept  very  flill  and  quiet.  Her 
diet  fhould  be  light  broths,  and  clylfers  of 
tlie  fame  may  be  injedted,  if  there  be  occa- 
flon.

It  feldom  happens  after  any  flux  of  blood 
appears,  that  the  woman  does  not  mifcarry. 
Abortion  often  occurs  from  too  great  irri- 
tability of  the  fyftem-;  in  this  cafe  a milk 
and  vegetable  diet,  together  with  the  greatefi: 
quiet  both,  of  body  and  mind,  are  neceffary.

OF  ACCIDENTS  ATTENDING  DELIVERY. 

Delivery  is  always  followed  by  a greater 
or  lefs  difeharge  of  blood  from  the  uterus, 
which  is  called  the  lochia.  When  there  is 
an  immoderate  flux  of  the  lochia,  it  muft  be 
retrained  by  the  fame  metiiods  which  have 
been  already  deferibed  for  an  immoderate 
flux  of  the  menfes. 

If  there  be  a fupprefsion  of  the  lochia,  give 
3i.  pulv.  e myrrh,  c with  9fs.  confedt.  Da- 
mocrat.  tertia  qu^ue  bora,  vel  pro  re  nata-. 
But  a morbid  fupprefsion  of  this  difeharge 
is  generally  attended  wdth  a fever,  called 
4he  puerperal  fever,  a defeription  of  which 
hath  been  given  above,  fee  page  50,  and  if 
negledlcd,  or  injudicioufly  treated,  may 
foon  prove  of  fatal  confequence.  It  may 
not  be  amifs  alfo  to  remark  here,  that  pains 
attending  the  puerperal -fc-ver  are  frequently 
luiflaken  for  after-pains,  or  thofc  jxiins  lUtcr 
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dellv<>ry‘ ‘which  refemble  labour-pains  -;-  or 
foine  colic  complaint  \ and  to  this  is  af- 
cribed,  in  fome  meafure,  the  great  fatal- 
ity attending  it.  Let  it,  therefore,  he. 
remembo'cd^  by  all  thofe  attending  on  child- 
bed-women, that  pain  and  great  forentf^  of 
the  belly ^ attended  tdlh  fever  coming  on  foon 
after  delivery^  imlefs  fpeedily  relieved,  -will 
frequently  prove  mortal  in  a few  days ; for 
• the  management  of  which  fee  pcige  50 — 
Arc. 

In  general,  after  the  womnn  has  been  de- 
livered, and  the  placenta  fafely  and  gently 
brought  away,  fome  of  the  following  forms

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Remarkably  e'afy  quipk  labours  are  as  lia- 
ble to  the  puerperal  fever  and  other  com- 
plaints, as  the  more  lingering  and  difficult.

In  fome  places,  I am  affiired,  after  fuch  ly- 
ings in,  they  roll;  the  abdomen  very  tight 
with  a napkin  dipt  in  vinegar. 

A fpare  diet  and  chicken  broth,  with 
warm  caudle,  feem  to  be  the  moft  proper 
regimen ; and  from  the*  many  bad  confe- 
quences  of  colds,  fevers,  and  fudden  deaths, 
which  happen  at  this,  time,  too  much  care^ 
canqot  be  inculcated  in  this  point.

CHAP.  I. 

OF  THE  DIABETES. 

A DIABETES  is  a copious,  frequent,  chro- 
nic and  quick  difeharge  of  the  liquids  we 
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I drink,  By  the  urinary  palTagcs,  with  little  or 
no  change,  being  crude,  thin,  and  aqueous, 

I 

fomewhat  infipid,  and  fometimes  fweetifh 
to  the  talk  and  fmell.  The  other  figns  are, 
great  and  continual  thirllj  hedtic  heat," quick 
. and  weak  pulfe,  and  waiting  of  the  body ; 
in  fome  a fwelling  of  the  loins,  hips,*  tefti- 
cles,  and  feet.  • * ' 

It  has  been  divided  into  two  fj^icks,  -mel' 
litiis,  when  the  urine ^hasThe  colour,  fmell, 

. and  tafle  of  honey;  mfipidus,  when  the 
lirine  is  limpid  but  not  fweet.  It  has'  alfo 
:been  divided  by  a late  writer  into  aquqfa, 
nvhen  the  urine  is  of  a diaphanous  watery 
colour-;  and'  laciea,  v/hen  it  is  of  a milky 
whitenefs  ; and  defined  an  increafe  of  quan- 
^tity  of  urine,  rather  fweet,  attended  with 
‘Continual  thirlt,  the  Ikiii  dry,  and  for  the 
•moft  part  fquamous.  Various  are  the  im- 
mediate caufes,  afsigned  by  authors,  of  this 
complaint.  Some  fay,  it  is  an  alfcdtion  of 
the  liver,  fome  attribute  it  to  fpafm  of  the 
decretory  organs,  others  to  perfpiration  being 
(diminilhed,  or  the  inhalation  increafed. 
'The  generality  have  thouglit  it  to  arife  front 
ta  laxity  of  the  fecretory  organs  of  the  kidneys ; 
ibut  our  latell  writers  attribute  it  to  a defcdl 
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of  tbe  animal,  and  afslnillatory  proccfs,  by 
which  the  aliment  is  converted  into  the  na- 
ture of  our  body.  If  of  long  Handing  it  al- 
moH  always  terminates,  fatally. 

However,  the  following  mode  muft  be 
purfued,  and  in  recent  cafes  may  be  fuc- 
cefsful. 

The  regimen  flioiild  be  Hrengthening ; 
milk,  jellies,  fago,  falop;  infuf.  rof.  drank 
freely'  with  BriHol-water — a generous  diet — 
cool  air — and  conHant  exercife.  The  me- 
thods recommended  for  the  fluor  albus,  in 
the  following  chapter,  will,  in  general,  alfo 
fiicceed  here.  ■ Bark,  with  cinnamon,  alfo 
fmall  dofcs  of  tincfur.  gent.  Comp,  cum 
vino,  and  exercife  on  horfeback,

Sometimes  a flannel  fliirt  fucceeds,  by 
helping  perfpiration,  tor  this  fliould  by  all 
means  be  fupported  : a tight  belt  wore  about 
the  loins,  and  a ftrengthening  plaftei,  have 
alfo  been  ufeful.

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C II  A P.  II. 

OF  THE  FLUOR  ALBUS. 

T HE  Fluor  Albus  is  a flux  of  matter  from 
the  vagina,  of  difterent  confiftencies,  of  a 
pellucid  or  white  colour;  attended  with, 
general  debility — lofs  ot  appetite  indigef- 
tion — faintnefs — palpitation  of  the  heait 
pain  in  the  loins,  and  irregularity  in  the 
menllrual  periods,  or  by  its  pieceding,  or 
following  this  difeharge  ; if  It  has  continued 
tinie — under  which  cncumftanccs  the 
flux  will  be  greenifli  or  yellow — fliarp  and 
corroding,  and  often  foul  and  foetid.  It  is 
owing  either  to  a general  relaxed  flate  of 
the  folids,  or  a diflblution  of  the  fluids,  or 
may  be  particularly  local,  and  have  its  feat 
in  the  uterus,  but  more  commonly  in  the 
vagina. 

In  a natural  flate,  the  exhaling  veffels 
become  blood-veflcls  at  the  menllrual  pe- 
riod, and  when  their  plenitude  is  regularly 
difeharged,  contract  to  their  former  dimen- 
lion  and  tone.  But  when  by  immoderate 
jncnflrua,  or  any  other  caufc,  their  elaflic 
power  is  much  weakened,  they  never  fully 

contradl,

contrail,  but  fcparatc  the  ferous  part  of  the 
blood,  which,  by  its  ftagnating,  or  by  a par- 
ticular flate  of  the  body,  acquires  various 
degrees  of  acrimony  and  confiftence. 

If  this  difeafe  is  moderate,  it  may  be 
borne  a long  time  without  much  inconveni- 
ence ; but  if  it  is  in  any  violent  degree,  the 
face  becomes  pallid,  the  digeftive  powers 
are  weakened,  and  a general  bad  habit  pro- 
duced, whence  women  become  cachectic ; 
in  fome  it  occafions  fterility,  in  others  a 
propcnfity  to  mifearry.  The  indications  of 
cure  are  to  cncreafe  the  digejlive  powers^  invigo- 
rate the  fii/ieniy  and  rejlrain  the  preternatural 
difeharge, 

7'he  diet  fliould  be  nourifliing : milk, 
with  ifinglafs  boiled  in  it,  jellies,  fago,  red 
Port  wine  in  moderation,  Pyrmont  water, 
and  moderate  exercife  Ihould  be  recom- 
mended. 

A ftanding  poftiirCvof  body  long  continu- 
ed, violent  dancing,  or  much  walking,  mull: 
be  forbid,  ? 

After  a gentle  puke,  if  the  flomach  is 
foul,  proceed  to  fuch  methods  as  may  invi- 
gorate and  hrengthen  the  habit  and  vcflels 
6f  the  uterus  and  vagina.

OF  A VIRULENT  GONORRHCEA. 

A,  GONORR'HQiA  Virulenta  is  a flux  of 
virulent  matter,  or  ratlier  puriform  mucus, 
from  the  urethra,  in  confequence  of  an  im- 
pure contact"  and  coition  with  an  infeded 
perfon. 

‘ It  generally  appears  in  a few  days,  about ' 
the  third  or  fourth  after  receiving  the  infec- 
tion, with  a titiilation  about  the  glans  pe- 
nis, and  a fenfation  of  heat,  attended  with 
a pricking  pain  in  making  water.  The 
running  is  at’ fir  ft  fmall  in  quantity,  and 
whitilh : as  it  increafes,  it  appears  yellow 
or  green  ; nay,  even  bloody,  according  to 
the  degree  of  virulence,  infedibn  and  dif- 
pofition  or  habit  of  the  body.  Hence  arife 
inflammation,  excoriation,  and  painful  erec- 
tion, fwclling  of  the  tcfticles,  phimofls,  pa- 
raphimofis,  chancres,  and  buboes.  This 
difeafe,  with  more  propriety,  is  called  bleno- 
rha^ia,  bccaiife  there  is  no  flux  of  femen^ 
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as  the  word  gonorrhoea  imports,  but  a puri- 
forin  mucus,  fuch  as  generally  flows  from 
inflamed  furfaces,  and-  is  defcribed  hi  men^  a 
titillation  in  the  anterior  part  of  the  ure- 
thra, in  the  lacumn  Morgagni,  under  the 
fra?niun  ; a local  inflammation  after  the  fe- 
cond  or  fourth  day,  fuccccding  with  heat 
and  pain  in  making  water ; a weeping  of 
purulent  or  puriform  matter  coming  on  from 
the  urethra,  the  corpus  cavernofum  of  the 
urethra  being  preternaturally  fw'ellcd,  at- 
tencied  molt  commonly  with  eredtions  of 
the  penis  more  frequent  than  ufual,  and 
painful.  In  xvomen^  a titillation  at  the  ex- 
ternal orifice  of  the  vagina,  pain,  rednefs, 
and  praiternatural  tumor  fiiccecding  after 
the  fecond  or  fourth  day,  particularly  near 
the  lower  part  of  the  aperture  of  the  labia, 
heat  and  pain  of  the  fame  part  coming  on 
in  making  water,  with  a weeping  of  puri- 
form  matter  from* the  paflages. 

Whey  and  fmall  diluting  drinks  are  to  be 
plentifully  taken,  together  with  a vegeta- 
ble diet,  with  demulcents  and  cooling  laxa- 
tives— all  hio^h  feafoned  viands  are  to  be 
prohibited.  As  demulcents,  linfeed  or  marfli- 
mallow  dcco6tion,  with  gum  arable  or  tra- 

gacanth, 
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gacantli,  may  be  prefcrlbcd,  or  the  following 
may  be  occalionally  taken :

At  the  firft  onfet  of  the  cUforder  it  may 
with  great  eafe  be  flopped  by  aflringent  in- 
jeaions,  but  not  after  it  has  lafled  one  or

Bathe  the  parts  frequently  with  warm 
milk  and  water.  Bleeding  is  very  neceffary 
in  the  beginning,  frorh  Ivi.  to  |xij.  more 
efpecially  in  full  plethoric  conflitutions, 
where  the  inflammation  runs  high,  and  in 
proportion  to  the  degree  of  viiulence,  and 
leeches  may  be  applied  near  the  part  af- 
feded — then  inje^  ol.  amygd.  recent,  twice 
a day  for  the  firfl  week.  Afterwards,  when 
the  virulence  of  the  drfeafe  is  gone,

ation of  the  dofe,  tliroiighout  alj  the  flagcs 
of  tliis  difeafe.  Otlrcrs  recommend  balfam, 
copaiv.  mixed  with  a little  tine!:,  lavend. 
comp.\  to  be  given  Itoiii  the  very  beginning 
of  the  complaint,  from  gutt.  Ixxx.  ad  cxx. 
to  be  taken  in  a glafs  of  water,  three  times 
a day,  after  meals.  This,  after  a few  days, 
is  to  be  afsitled  with  the  vitriolic  or  aerugi- 
nous  injedlion  above  deferibed. 

Many  again  pretend  to  a fpeedy  cure  by 
giving  an  injedtion  of  zinc.  vitr.  purific.  only, 
complying  with  the  humour  of  their  pa- 
tients rather  than  with  the  dictates,  of  com- 
mon honefty,  and  difmifs  their  patients  as 
found,  though  they  often  return  worfc  than 
they  were  before.  Nay,  many  are  often 
impofed  upon  by  thefe  evil  minded  men, 
the  bane  of  many  a good  conftitution,  and 
tire  treated  as  infected,  where  probably 
there  was  not  the  leaft  taint  of  infection. 

The  heat  of  urine  may  be  mitigated  by 
plenty  of  diluent  liquors  with  gum  Arabic 
and  nitre : the  chordcc,  by  opiates  taken 
at  night,  and  chancres,  by  mercurial  oint- 
ment. 

After  the  virus  is  fubdued,  or  rather  the

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i local  inflammation  taken  ofl,  the  following 
elcclary  is  recommended  to  complete  the 
tcure.

In  the  common  virulent  gonorrhoea, 
there  is  feldom  occaflon  for  the  life  of  any 
mercurials,  the  complaint  is  ceitainly  only' 
a local  inflammation  ariflng  from  himulus, 
which  being  taken  off,  the  gure  will  he 
completed  by  giving  afterwards  tone  to  the 
vcfTcls,  by  the  ufe  of  proper  aftringent  ap- 
plications. But  if  mercurials  are  infltled 
upon,  fome  of  the  preceding  tbrms  will 
jmfwer  every  purpofe. 


C H A P IV.  i 

OF  A GLEET,. 

A GLEET,  is  the  flux  of  a thin  matter, 
fomething  like  the  white  of  eggs,  from  the 
urethra,  owing  to  relaxation.  It  is  diftin- 
cruiflicd  from  a gonorrhoea  virulenta  by  the 
colour  and  confiftence  of  the  matter,  and 
by  the  complaints  that  precede  its  appear- 
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ance.  It  comes  on  generally  after  a viru- 
lent gonorrheea,  and  is  attended  with  little 
or  no  pain  in  making  water. 

A Itrengthening  aftringent  regimen  is 
the  mod  proper  to  remove  this  diforclcr. 
Cold  bathing,  riding  on  horfeback,  and 
Pyrmont  waters,  will  contribute  greatly  to 
that  end.  The  medicines  preferibed  Ihould 
be  fuch  as  the  following :

Blillering  the 
perincTum  has  cured  an  obftinate  gleet, 
as  we  are  told  by  very  great  and  undoubted 
authority.

This  inje6lion  will,  in  general,  fiicceed  in 
the  cure  of  a gleet,  after  two  or  three  dofes 
of  gentle  phyfic  have  been  preniifed.  Local 
cold  bathing  is  oftentimes  very  ferviceable  : 
iliould  the  difeafe  be  high  feated,  blifters 
applied  to  the  perinseum,  has  greatly  afsifted 
the  effedl  of  internal  remedies. 

The  methods  above  preferibed  are  proper, 
where  the  caufe  of  gleet  is  a relaxation  of  the 
vefsels  of  the  urethra ; but  it  is  fometimes 
occafioned  by  callofity  or  llrlclure,  then  re- 
coiirfe  mull:  be  had  to  bougies,  whofe  fize 
fliould  be  as  large  as  the  parts  can  bear,  and 
they  Ihould  be  long  continued.

OF  TUMORS. 

C H A P.  I- 

OF  A BUBO. 

A BUBO  is  a fuppurating  tumor  of  the 
conglobate  glands.— When  buboes  become 
painful  and  inflame,  if  they  cannot  be  carried 
off  by  refolution,  the  fuppuration  may  be 
afsifled  by  adhcfive  plaftcrs,  or  the  bread  and 
milk  poultice  ; and  when  completely  matu- 
rated, Ihould  be  opened  cither  by  the  cauftic 
or  inclfion.  A venereal  bubo  in  its  firfl: 
appearance,  ' unaccompanied  with  other 
fymptoms,  may  in  general  be  caiiied  otf  by 
bleeding,  purging,  and  rubbing  in  the  un- 
guent. hydrargyri  fort.  But  if  matter  be 
formed,  encourage  the  fuppuration  by  lay- 
ing aflde  all  evacuations,  and  apply  the  gal- 
banum  plaftcr,  or  cataplafma  maturans 
warmed,  twice  or  thrice  a day,  and  open  it 
in  due  time  by  cauftic.  .After  this,  fubfe- 
quent  abforption  muft  be  prevented  by  keep- 
ing the  ulcer  clean,  and  the  fyftem  muft 
be  guarded  from  general  infedtion,  and  the 
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cure  compleatecl  by  the  hydrargyrum  miiri- 
atum,  join'ed  with  the  decoct,  farfaparill. 
adininiltcrcd  as  in  cafes  of  lues  venerea. 


CHAP.  II. 

' ^ OF  A CANCER. 

A Cancer  is  a round  unequal  fchirrous  tu- 
mor, of  a livid  colour,  furrounded  with  vari- 
cofe  velfels,  and  feated  in  the  glandular  parts 
of  the  body,  running  on  to  a foul  ulcer, 
mali  moris. 

The  eyes,  the  nofe,  the  tongue,  the  pa- 
late, the  cheeks,  the  lips,  the  groin,  the 
axillae,  the  uterus,  and  the  breafts  of  wo- 
men, are  the  parts  moft  frequently  infected, 
and  thofe  in  which  its  ravages  arc  moft  fe- 
vere.  / 

Some  of  thefe  tumors  are  fixed,  others 
moveable;  fome  pale;  others,  again,  in- 
flamed. They  fpmetimes  remain  harmlefs 
and  indolent  for  many  years ; at  other  times 
they  increafe  haftily  to  a large  fize,  ulce- 
rate, and  difeharge  a foetid  fanious  ichor, 
and  foon  prove  mortal. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  diford er  of  the 

whole 
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whole  body,  which  more  abfokitely  requires 
an  eafy  difpofition  of  mind,  and  a llcnder 
light  regimen,  than  this.  In,  the  beginning 
the  fwelling  may  be  retarded  by  the  anti- 
phlogiftic  regimen  in  its  fullefl  extent  alfo 
eledlricity  with  the  exhibition  of  hemlock, 
have  done  great  things.— But  the  ferrum 
ammoniacale  has  been  in  England  the  moft 
fuccefsful  medicine — and  may  be  given  in 
any  kind  of  mucilage. — Bleeding,  in  gene- 
ral, is  indicated  in  the  palliative  cure,  after 
which,  fomc  fuch  as  the  following  medi- 
cines may  be  adminiftered :

The  aperient  baliis  may  be  taken  twice  a 
week,  or  pro  re  nata ; the  draught  Ihould 
be  continued  for  a month  or  fix  weeks  at  a 
time. 

The  following  receipt  comes  from  a gen- 
tleman of  undoubted  veracity  in  Ireland, 
as  Mr.  Plunket’s  .celebrated  remedy  for 
extirpating  cancerous  tumors ; but  I mufl 
candidly  confefs,  that  I have  hitherto  w’anted 
fufticient  courage  to  give  it  a trial  :* 

“ Take  crows-foot  which  grows  in  low . 
ground,  one  handful ; dog-fennel,  three 
3 fpi'igs. 
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fprigs,  both  well  pounded;  crude  brim- 
ftone  in  powder,  three  middling  thimbles 
full ; white  arfenic,  the  fame  quantity , > 
all  incorporated  in  a mortar,  and  made  into 
fmall  balls  the  fize  of  a nutmeg,  and  dried 
in  the  fun.  Thcfe  balls  muft  be  powdered 
and  mixed  with  the  yolk  of  an  eggy  arid 
laid  over  the  fore  or  cancer  upon  a piece 
of  pig’s  bladder,  or  ftripping  of  a calf  wdien 
dropped.,  which  muft  be  cut  to  the  lize  of 
the  fore,  and  fmeared  with  the  yolk  of  an 
eo-o-.  This  miift  be  applied  cautioufly  to 
the  lips  or  nofe,  left  any  part  of  it  get 
down  ;•  nor  are  you  to  lay  it  on  too  broad 
on  the  face,  or  too  near  the  heart,  nor  to 
exceed  the  breadth  of  half  a crown;  but  _ 
elfe where  as  far  as  the  fore  goes.  The 
platter  muft  not  be  ftirred  till  it  drops  oif  of 
itfelf,  which  will  be  in  a week.  Clean 
bandages  are  often  to  be  put  on.” 

Topical  and  external  applications  in  gene- 
ral, are  not  advifed  by  many  in  cancers.  If 
they  break,  drefsing  with  dry  lint,  and  being 
kept  quiet  and  eafy  is  all  that  is  generally  done. 
If  they  are  moveable,  and  in  a proper  ftate  for 
extirpation,  w ith  a good  habit  of  body,  the 
knife  is  the  moft  fure  and  effedtual  method, 
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and  {lands  faired  to  efle6l  a cure.  Water  in 
which  cabbages  have  been  boiled  is  praifed 
by  feme  for  wadiing  the  part,  and  a poultice 
of  raw  carrots  grated,  and  gently  warmed,  has 
afforded  great  relief  to  many.

Of  this  folution  a few  drops,  according  to 
the  age  of  the  patient,  may  be  given  two  or 
three  times  a day  > in  young  fubjeds,  from 
two  to  lix  drops  ; in  adults,  iTom  fix  to  tvvQlve 
may  be  begun  with,  and  gradually  iiicreafed.. 
This  folution  has  been  known  to  be  extremely 
efficacious  in  many  cancerous  cafes,  particu- 
larly thofc  of  the  occult  kind.  Local  bleed- 
ing near  the  part  with  leeches  has  been  much 
Tecommended,  where  they  can  be  properly 
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applied ; where  not,  more  general  fangni- 
naiy  depletion  : but  this  evacuation  mull  be 
often  repeated,,  as  cireumhances  require:  to 
which  mufi:  be  joined  a milk  and  vegetable 
diet,  avoiding  all  wane,  and  fpirituous  as 
well  as  fermented  liquors. 

- But  notvvithflanding  all  our  endeavours, 
fhould  extirpation  be  impradficable,  and  the 
ulcer  continue  to  extend  its  limits,  even 
pain,  and  all  offenfive  fmell  may  be  pre- 
vented by  the  external  application  of  carbo- 
nic acid  air. 


C II  A P.  Ill; 

OF  WARTS  AND  CORNS. 

• 

Warts  may  be  taken  off  with  a pair  of 
feiffars,  and  the  roots  touched  with  vitriol. 
Roman,  or  acidum  vitrioHcum ; or  if  they 
be  pendulous,  tie'll!  horfehair  round  them, 
or  a piece  of  wax-thread,  which  being 
flraitened  will  occafion  their  dropping  oil' 
infenfibly.  Or  the  warts  may  be  llightly 
touched  with  lunar  caullic,  or  acidum  ni- 
trofum  dilutum  once  every  day,  till  they 
be  gradually  delfroyed  ; but  we  muit  be 

cautious. 
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cautious,  'when  they  are  fcated  on  the  joints 
or  knuckles.  Some  prefer  burnt  alum,  blue 
vitriol,  with  the  vitriolic  acid.  ’ The  juice  of 
celadine,  of  elTida,  (fpnrge)  ; juice  of  houfe- 
leek,  the  gall  of  pike  or  eels,  have  been 
recommended.  On  the  face,  lips,  or  eyes, 
there  are  oftentimes  a fort  of  blullk  or  livid 
warts,  which  have  a near  tendency  to  be- 
come cancerous.  Thefe  are  bell  left  to 
themfelves  ; for  if  they  are  tampered  with, 
they  are  apt  to  degenerate  into  cancers. 
The  fame  care  is  to  be  obferved.  in  thofe 
'affeding  the  knuckles  and  joints,  left  in  our 
applications  the  tendons  lliould  be  injured. 

Corns  are  callous  tumors  on  the  toes,  prin- 
cipally on  the  joints,  dhey  are  mitigated 
by  bathing  the  feet  frequently  in  warm  wa- 
ter, wearing  eafy  Ihocs,  and  a little  fait 
cotton  over  the  parts,"  to  prevent  attrition.

The  beft  mode  of  preventing  pain  from 
thefe  cuticular  indurations,  is  to  bathe  the 
feet  often  in  warm  water,  cut  oft'  the  furfacc 
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of  thefc  tumors,  and  wear  fome  foftenlng 
plafler.  By  this  attention  they  will  always 
be  kept  eafy,  and  fometimes  almofi:  entirely 
removed  ; particularly  if  we  avoid  prefl'ure, 
by  wearing  tolerably  large  Ihoes. 

A radical  cure,  it  is  faid,  may  be  obtained 
by  fuffering  them  to  grow  freely  without 
prelTure ; and  this  may  be  contrived  by  flick.- 
ing  pladersi  accumulated  in  proportion  as 
the  corn  grows  up,  if  each  plafler  has  a hole 
in  the  niiddle,  for  the  corn  to  penetptc,

In  the  bites  of  the  vipei\  common  failad  oil, 
firfl  ^warmed,  then  rubbed  well  into  the 
part,  has  been  found  to  be  a fufhcient 
-remedy. 

■ In  all  venemous  bites  ajidftmgs,  it  will  be 
proper  to  relax  the  Ikin  by  emollient  fo- 
mentations, and  cataplafms  of  bread,  milk, 
and  oil ; and  fometimes  with  the  addition 
of  theriacRr 

The  rattlesnake  bite  is  faid  to  be  cured 
by  the  following  method  : 

Take  of  plantain  and  horehound  (If  in 
the  fummer)  the  roots  and  branches  to- 
gether, a fufficient  quantity  ; bruife  them, 
and  exprefs  the  juice  ; of  which  give  one 
large  fpoonful.  If  tlie  patient  fwells,  jou 
mull:  force  it  down  his  throat.  This  gene- 
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rally  anfwers ; but  in  cafe  it  fliould  not, 
give  another  fpoonful  in  about  an  hour 
after,  which  feldom  or  never  fails.  If  the 
roots  be  dry,  moiften  them  with  a little 
water. — A leaf  of  tobacco  fleeped  in  rum 
may  be  applied  to  the  wound. 

Milk  is  counted  an  unlverfal  remedy  againjl 
all  poifons  that  kill  by  inflammation  ; and 
more  efpeeially  with  the  addition  of  oil. 
Would  not  plentiful  bleeding  in  many  cafes 
of  poifon  from  the  bites  of  animals,  be  the 
likeliell  means  of  abating  the  inflammation  ? 

Againjl  the  Jlmgs  and  bites  of  wafps^  bees^ 
buggs.  See,  oil,  honey,  and  vinegar,  are  the 
chief  applieations ; the  application  of  vo- 
latile fubftanees  is  alfo  very  ufeful,  if  im- 
mediately ufed. 

The  pfliculi  which  infeft  the  head,  groin, 
and  other  parts  of  the ' body,  may  be  ef- 
fedtually  deflroyed  by  the  unguent,  hy- 
drargyri  mit.  or,*

OF  THE  GUINEA  WORM*

The  Guinea  Worm  is  chiefly  met  With 
upon  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  and  in  the 
AVcfl  Indies,  and  is  from  one  to  tWo  feet 
long,  of  a tape-like  appeara,nce,  with  a 
blackiih  head  4 Little  pain  is  perceived 
till  it  occafions  a troublefome  boil  or  tu- 
mor in  the  leg  or  thigh,  where  it  gene- 
rally takes  up  its  feat.  As  foon  as  > the 
b€il  breaks,  its  head  makes  its  appearance. 
Thefe  worms  are  produced  from  ova  con- 
tained and  fwimming  in  the  waters  in 
hot  climates; 

Aloetics  are  by  feme  recommended  to 
promote  their  difeharge  from  the  body  J but 
the  ufual  method  is,  to  gently  tie  the 
head  of  the  worm  to  a piece  of  lead,  beat 
into  the  head  of  a fmall  wire,  and  roll  the 
worm  gradually  every  day,  as  it  advances 
out  of  the  body,  round  this  piece  of  lead, 
till  the  whole  be  entirely  drawn  out.  A 
tmall  fplinter  of  wood,  lint,  filk,  or  cot- 
ton twifred,  or  a piece  of  linen  rag,  fpread 
with  fricking  plaiter,  and  rolled  up,  will 

anfwcr  j-ufl  as  well.

OF  BURNS  AND  SCALDS. 

/ 

Burns,  or  Scalds,  if  they  are  confidera- 
ble^  require  bleedings  to  prevent  inflam- 
mation : and  the  body  fhould  be  kept 
open,:  before  the  blifters  rife,  or  to  pre- 
vent their  riling,  apply  the  following :

Indeed  wc  fhould  at  firft  attempt  to 
prevent  the  effedts,  and  take  off  the  force 
of  irritation.  Cold  xvater^  rectified  fpirits^ 
fhould  be  abforbed  in  linen^  and  repeatedly 
applied  till  the  pain  abates:  after  which, 
camphorated  fpirits  may  fupply  their  place. 
If  membranous  or  tendinous  parts  be  af** 
fedted,  oil  fhould  be  mixed  with  fpirits, 
to  prevent  the  parts  from  being  crifped^ 
or  contradted.  77ze  ivhitc  of  eggs  beat  thin  ; 
a handful  of  common  falt^  diffolved  in  a 
quart  of  vinegar;  oil  of  turpejitine,  volatile 
fpirits,  may  be  had  recourfe  to,  for  the 
above  purpofes.  Oil  of  olives,  ox  fine  linfecd 
oil,  Applied  warm,  is  recommended ; or 

holding 
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holdhig  the  part  to  the  fire  as  long  as  the  pa- 

ticnt  can  bear  it.  . 

If  blijicrs  be  rifeit,  they  liiuft  be  opene^ 
and  drefled  with  the  Ccrat.  fpermatis  ceti, 
or  cerat.  lapidis  calaminaris. 

Ko  medicine  has  perhaps  equal  effeas 
with  a waflr  made  with  aqua  lythargyri 
acetati,  or  a ccratunj  lythargyri  acetati. 

BURNS  IN  THE  FACE  ihould  bc  treated 
nearly  in  the  fame  way  ; bleed,  and  lay 
foft  paper,  or  rags,  over  the  face,  frequent- 
ly befmeared  with  linfeed  oil  frelh  drawn. 
Where  the  burns  are  very  conhderable,  6- 
piates  are  very  necefl'ary,  as  they  take  off 
the  pain  and  irritation  by  their  fedative 

power.

OF  PIMPLES  AND  TETTERS* 

Pimples,  and  Tetters,  and  thofe  febace- 
ous  concretions  in  the  glands  of  the  fkin, 
rcfembling  grubs,  arc  very  troublefome  ; 
the  laft  appear  commonly  in  the  face  and 
fuppurate  ; though  oftencr  in  the  nofe  than: 
elfewhere,  and  are  very  difficult  to  get  rid 

of.  » 
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Perhaps  touching  them  with  the  upg. 
hydrargyri  mitius,  going  to  bed,  may  be 
the  belt  way  of  treating  them ; and,  in  the 
morning,  order  as  follows  i

geous. 

The  mind  fhould  be  kept  ^fy?  the  body 
open,  a proper  regimen  be  carefully  obferved, 
aud  wine  drank  in  great  moderation. 

I once  knew  an  accidental  vomiting  and 
2 loofe- 
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l^fenefs,  brought  on  by  an  excefs  in  eating 
plumbs,  entirely  remove  a red  pimpled  face 
in  a lady,  who  had  in  vain  tried  various 

means  of  cure, 

Tlie  Utters  have  red  edges,  and  are  fpread- 
ing  eruptions.  The  tollowing  liniment

cheefe,  &c. 
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The  waters  of  Scarborough  arc  very  hap- 
pily calculated  for  fervicc  in  mod:  eruptive 
affections.  Ilarfowgate.  water  has  been 
thought  effectual. 

Shingles  are  a fpecles  of  cryfipelas,  owing 
to  a hot  humour  thrown  out  on  the  furface 
of  the  body,  and  chiefly  the  waifl,  in  form 
of  thick  fet  eruptions. 

The  perfon  is  generally  fick  and  faint  be- 
fore the  eruption  ; a fymptom  which  univer- 
fally  happens  in  mofl:  eruptive  cafes  antece- 
dent to  their  appearance.  Here  gentle  fudo- 
rifics  are  advifable.

OF  THE  TINEA,  OR  SCALD-HEAD. 

This  confifts  of  Uttle  ulcers,  at  the  root 
of  the  hair,  which  pour  out  an  humour,  that 
dries  into  a white  brittle  fcab,  or  thick 
fcales,  and  has  an  offenfive  fmell ; when  it 
affeas  the  face  it  is  called  oftea 

proceeds  from  bad  treatment  after  the  fmall- 
pox  ; though  it  may  fometimes  be  an  here- 
ditary  taint,  &c. 

Alterative  medicines,  fuch  as  the  hydrar-' 
gyrus  cum  fulphure,  and  antimonials,  with 
aq.  calc.  min.  comp,  and  iffues,  aic,  in  ge- 
neral, the  moft  proper.  The  head  muft  be 
lhaved,  or  the  hair  cut  off,  as  clofe  as  can 
be,  and  the  following  fotus  made  ufe  of ;

Saturnine 
waflies  have  likewife  a good  effedl,  as  alfo  an 
oil-lkin  cap,  and  blifters  to  the  nape  of  the 
neck. 

One  grain  of  calomel  going  to  reft,  and 
repeated  at  due  intervals ; alfo  the  ufe  of  falt- 
water  externally  and  internally,  as  an  altera- 
tive, have,  been  found  very  ufeful.  Cleanli- 
nefs  is  clTentially  neceflary,  and  keeping  the 
body  moderately  open  ; the  unguentum  e 
pice  is  a proper  application  ; frequent  ufe  of 
the  v^^arm  bath  is  beneficial ; but  if  the  cafe 
proves  obflinate,  alteratives  with  ilTucs  are 
chiefly  to  be  depended  uj^bn  for  their  efficacy 
and  fafety. 

As  foon  as  the  hair  is  fliaved,  or  cut  off, 
it  is  recommended  to  cleanfe  the  head  with 
warm  water  and  foap,  or  cream  and  honey, 
and,  after  which,  the  ulcers  may  be  waflied 
with  a foiution  of  muriated  quickfilver,  ten 
grains  to  a pint  of  water.  The  juice  of  wood 

forrcl, 
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foriel,  from  its  effecl  on  fcroplmlous  ulcers, 
may  probably  be  ufeful ; after  winch  the 
charcoal  poultice  will  probably  complete  the 

cure. 

‘ Some  praaitloners  give  hemlock  internally 
with  fuccefs,  beginning  with  fmall  dofes, 
and  gradually  increafing  till  it  produces  ver- 
tigo, then  omitting  it  for  a tew  days,  and 
again  refume  it. 

We  thould  be  cautious  not  to  dry  up 
thefe  ulcers  by  aftrlngent  applications,  before 
they  have  been  properly  digefted,  left  more 
dangerous  dlfeafcs  fliould  be  the  confequence 
^and  thould  that  be  the  cafe,  a'  plafter 
fprinkled  with  cantharides  thould,  at  the 
firft  onfet,  be  immediately  applied  to  the 

head. 


CHAP.  VII. 

OF  THE  SCABIES,  OR  ITCH. 

The  common  Itch  appears  with  fmall  puf- 
tules  having  watery  heads,  firft  on  the  wrifls, 
and  between  the  fingers,  moft  frequently, — 
and  is  probably  owing  to  animalcula  in  the 

^hc  tkin,  and  appears  in  moift  or  dry  itching 

puftulcs, 
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piiflules,  which  fprcad  from  the  joints,  and 
disfigure  the  greateft  part  of  the  body;  the 
difeafe  is  contagious.  Children  are  nioftly 
fubje6t  to  the  moift  ; thin  and  old  people,  to 
the  dry  itch.  The  eruption  appears  chiefly 
between  the  fingers,  underneath  the  arm-pits, 
under  the  hams,  and  round  the  waifi:. 

Where  there  is  an  inflammation,  blecdinsr 
fhould  be  recommended ; and,  next,  purge 
a few  times  with  the  following ;

C H A P. 

OF  THE  GUTTA  SERENA,  AND  LEUCOMA. 

Xhe  Gutta  Serena  is  k fpecies  of  blind- 
ncl's,  wherein  the  eyes  remain  fair,  • and 
feemingly  unaffedted  ; owing  to  fomc  defedl 
in  the  optic  nerves,  which  may  proceed 
from  a palfy  or  a relaxed  hahit ; alfo  from 
an  epilepfy,  or  old  ulcers  too  hadily  dried 
up,  &c.  It  has  for  its  principal  fymptoms 
a fupprefsion  of  light,  and  immobility  of  the 
pupil  xaithout  any  faifible  opacity  of  the  eye. 
If  the  found  eye  is  fliut,  and  the  blind  'one 
oppofed  to  the  light,  the  pupil  is  in  no  wife 
contradled,  fometimes  it  is  dilated,  and  this 
is  the  only  motion  which  remains,  and  indi- 
cates a perfc(!!l  amaurofy,  or  gutta  fcrena. 

This  difeafe  depends  upon  an  affection  of 
the  nerves,  and  is  for  the  moft  part  incurable, 
efpecially  if  it  has  been  of  any  (landing. — 
The  cure  may  however  be  attempted  in  two 
ways,  either  by  Itimulating  the  part  itfelf — 
or  the  fyftcm  in  general. 


o o 
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Tlic  diet  fliould  be  light  and  attenuating ; 
evacuations  in  general,  are  neceflary  ; and 
bliftering  the  back  part  of  the  head — or  fel- 
ting ilRies  there  or  behind  the  ears,  and 
continued  for  a length  of  time ; and  fuch 
things  are  proper  as  have  been  preferibed  in 
the  optbalmia,  particularly  in  a full  pletho- 
ric conllitution  : next,  have  recourfe  to  al- 
teratives ; fuch  as  millepedes,  decoct,  farfa- 
paril.  fmall  dofes  of  calomel,  &c.  conti- 
nued for  fome  time ; though  the  patient 
mufi;  not  be  brought  to  a fpitting,  to  pre- 
^vent  which  gentle  purges  mufi;  intervene. 
Vapour  of  hot  fpirit  of  wine,  or  coffee, 
paffed  through  a tube  two  or  three  times  a 
day,  have  been  fuccefsful.  Some  advife  vo- 
latiles,, chalybeates,  mercurials,  cephalics, 
and  nervous  medicines.  Electricity  has  been 
lingularly  ufeful,  by  carrying  a ftream  of 
elcdtric  fire  through  the  eye,  and  afterwards 
drawing  fparks  from  all  the  parts  which  fur- 
round  it.  In  recent  cafes  it  promifes  to  be 
molt  efficacious,  but  in  thofe  of  two  or  three 
years  ftanding  it  fhould  be  tried,  and  perfe- 
vered  in,  as  we  have  an  inftance  of  one  being 
relieved  by  it,  which  had  remained  for  the 
longeft  term  above  fpecihed.

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Where  a rheiuiicitiftyi  or  relaxation  has  given 
Tife  to  this  complaint,  the  bark  will  be  of 
■life,  as  alfo  fternuatories  and  cephalic  fnuffs ; 
though,  in  general,  this  diftemper  may  be 
regarded  as  not  eafily,  if  at  all,  curable.

this  fpecies  external  remedies  are  of  no  ufe, 
except  in  cafe  of  an  attendant  opthalmy,  a

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gentle  but  long  continued  mercurial  coiirfe, 
with  fmart  purgatives  occafionally  adminif- 
tered,  to  promote  abforption,  and  a feton 
in  the  neck  are  moft  proper.

OF  FRECKLES  AND  SUNBURN. 

Ib  RECKLES  and  Sunburn  are  frequently 
owine  to  tlie  action  of  the  fun,  and  ex- 
Ipofing  th'e  body  too  much  to  the  open  air ; 
nnd  may  fometimes  happen  in  confequence 
»f  the  jaundice.  They  appear  chiefly  on 
Lhe  face,  neck,  and  hands,  and  are  mofl: 
frequent  in  the  fineft  and  fairefl;  eomplex- 
i.ons.  They  may  be  removed,  in  a great

cafes  prcfcribed. 


CHAP.  IV. 

OF  DEAFNESS. 

Deafness  is  generally  an  organic  affec- 
tion, and  admits,  in  that  cafe,  oi  little  al- 
leviationbut  two  fpecies  of  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  require  to  be  diftinguiilied, 
as  frequently  admitting  a cure.  The  firji 
depends  on  the  fecretion  of  the  ear  being 
fuppreffed  by  accidental  caufes,  as  cold, 
and  is  attended  with  a fenfe  of  heat  and 
drynefs  in  the  part. — The  other  is  a ner- 
vous affection,  and  arifes  as  a confequence 
of  the  hyfferia; — however  it  may  be  occa- 
fioned  by  any  injury  to  the  external  car,  or 
by  whatever  caufes  an  obffrudtion  in  it 
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fuch  as  wax,  colds,  falls,  the  venereal  dlf- 
eafe,  &c.  The  worfl  fpecies  of  deahicfs 
arifes  after  acute  inflammatory  difeafes  of 
the  head,  when  the  fmall  veffcls  become 
impervious,  from  the  inflammation  of  the 
g'reater  ones.  It  is  divided  into  two  fpccies; 
organic^  when  it  arifes  from  any  defect  in 
the  organs  tranfmilting  founds  to  the  inter- 
nal ear ; atonic^  when  it  happens  without 
any  evident  defefl  of  the  fame  orsfans. 

Deatnefs  ariflng  from  the  caufes  firfl  fpe- 
cified  may  be  relieved  in  the  former  cafe,  by 

natural  fecretions  by  any  unc- 
tuous fubftance  introduced  into  the  car  in 
cotton  or  wool,  as :

if  it  be  be  hard,  fyringe  with  a decoction  of 
fage  and  rofemary  flowers,  or  a little  loap 
and  water  made  warm  ; afterwards  a little 
wool,  moittened  with  the  follov/ing,  may  be 
worn  in  the  cars :

When  it  arifes  from  relaxation  oj  the  mem- 
brana  tympani,  a little  warm  brandy,  or 
rofemary  water,  may  now  and  then  be  dropt 
into  the  ear;  when  from  a dejltlxion  oj  liumouts.

Wheti  from  an  objiruction  of  the  Eujlachian 
tube,  fometimes  relief  has  been  obtained  by 
chewing  a cruft  of  bread  every  morning  and 
evening;  and  fometimes  by  clolmg  the 
mouth  and  noltrils,  and  making  a forcible 
expiration,  and  often  repeating  it— this  ef- 
fort has  frequently  produced  immediate 
relief.  Sometimes  when  the  caufe  lias  not 
been  known  fternutatorks  have  been  vfeful ; 
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lias  alfo  been  benelicial,  and  the  juice 
of  onions,  or  garlic  dropt  into  the  ear. 


C H A P.  V. 

OF  THE  ANOREXIA,  OR  LOSS  OF  APPETITE. 

An  Anorexia  is  a want  of  appetite,  fre- 
quently joined  with  a loathing  of  food,  and 
is  often  owing  originally  to  a relaxed  ftate 
of  the  llomaeh,  or  to  that  flate  of  the  mu- 
cous glands;  or  thofe  whieh  feparate  the 
gaftric  juices. — Tea  has  a bad  effect  in  this 
difbrder,  and  indeed  any  other  warm  liquors 
habitually  taken.  And  here,  by  the  by,  it 
may  not  be  amifs  to  caution  the  ladies 
asrainft  the  fi;ee  ufe  of  warm  wine  and  water 

O 

at  meals by  which  cuftom  they  relax 
the  fl'omach  and  glands,  and  thus  gradu- 
ally bring  on  terrible  diforders,  as  well  as  con- 
firm bad  habits. — A - fedentary  life  produces 
vifeid  phlegm;  from  whence  proceeds  a 
want  of  appetite.  Indeed,  every  fpecies  of 
this  difeafe  feems  to  be  fymptomatical, 
and  varies  according  to  the  difference  only 
of  the  difeafe  which  accompanies  it.  How- 
ever 
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ever  It  generally  arKcs  frem  vlfcid  phlegm,  , 
bile,  or  faburra,  loading  the  ftomach,

under  a lofs  of  tone;  emetics  and  cathartics 
will  be  of  no  ufe — but  cordial  ftimulants  and 
tonics— as  opium  and  ether,  with  bitters, 
and  aromatics,  will  be  the  beft  remedies  to 
W'hich  we  can  hav(5  recourfe. 

When  the  fault  is  in  the  digeftion,  it  is 
termed  dyfpepfia,  which  difcovers  itfelf,  by 
lots  of  appetite,  vomiting,  flatulence,  eructa- 
tions, heart- burn,  pain  in  the  ftomach  ; a^ 
greater  or  lefs  number  of  thefe  fymptoms  at 
lead:  concurring  at  the  fame  time,  the  body 
being  for  the  jj-ioft  part  coftive,  and  witliout 
4 any 
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any  other  difeafe  of  the  ftomach  itfelf,  or 
of  any  other  parts ; avoid  all  flatulent  food, 
ufe  exercife,  and  after  a vomit,  when  ne- 
ceflary,  take  the  gum  pills,  with  chaly- 
beates,  ftrcngthenlng  bitters,  &c.  as  fol-

CHAP.  VI. 

. OF  THE  FAMES  CANINA. 

X HE  Fames  Canina  may  be  a natural  mif- 
fortune.  In  this  cafe  the  appetite  requires 
a greater  quantity  of  food  than  can  be  di- 
gefted. — There  are  three  fpecics  ; that  of 
gluttons^  where  there  is  a detire  for  a greater 
quantity  of  food  than  is  natural,  without  any 
difeafe  of  the  ttomach  ; fyncopal^  when  this 
detire,  or  fenfc  of  hunger,  brings  on  fuiDon- 
ing : emetic,  when  a large  quantity  of  food 
is  taken,  and  foon  rejected  by  vomiting.  If 
it  be  attended  with  vomiting,  and  a coldnefs 
of  the  extreme  parts,  it  is  dangerous. 

Oils,  fat  meats,  broths,  milk,  and  a fai'i- 
vaccous  diet,  arc  moti  likely  to  be  of  ufe 
hen  the  caufe  is  not  very  manifeft. — . 
Opiates  may,  now  and  then,  be  exhibited 
with  propriety.  If  an  acid  be  in  fault, 
vomits,  and  then  the  tftac cons  powders,  and 

fixed 
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fixed  alkaline  falls,  Ihould  be  given  ; and 
nloetic  purges  are  advifeable,  with  bitteis, 
and  fuch  other  medicines  as  warm  and 
illrengthen  the  ftomach ; or  the  aqua  kali 
filings  of  fieeL  Frequent  frnoaking  tobac-- 
xo  is.faid  to  have  proved  beneficial  to  fome 
ilabouring  under  this  malady.  From  faint- 
iing,  the  patient  is  recovered  by  applying 
tto  his  nofe  a toafl  dipped  in  wine,  or  let- 
tting  him  fmell  of  roafted  meat.  Afterwards 
ifood  Ihould  be  given,  fuch  as  cools  and 
inourifiies,  but  is  not  eafily  digefted ; as  car- 
rrot,  beet,  parfnip,  with  foft,  fat,  and  farinace- 
mis  fuhfiances. 


CHAP.  VII. 

OF  VOMITING. 

V Omiting  is  a difeafe  of  the  fiomach,  fre- 
quently proceeding  from  a relaxation  of  its 
fibres,  by  hard  drinking ; where  that  is  the 
caufe,  there  will  be,  almofl;  always,  a pain 
in  the  foies  of  the  feet  at  the  fame  time.  It 
may  likewife  be  occafioned  by  inflamma- 
tion, worms,  the  colic,  poifons,  (lone  and 
gravel,  failing  on  the  fea,  &c. 
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We  tnuft  refer  our  reader  here  to  what 
has  been  faid  on  dyfpepfia,  p.  574. 

The  regimen  fliould  confifi:  of  mint-tea, 
chicken-water,  fago,  burnt  wine  with  fpice ; 
but  thefe  fliould  be  fparingly  allowed,  if  at 
alh  where  it  arifes  from  inflammation.  If 
hard  drinking  has  brought  it  on,  a gentle 
vomit  and  fome  of  the  following  forms  may 
be  found  of  fomc  efficacy  :

When  vomiting  is  occafioned  by  fea-Jick- 
7iefs^  it  is  fcarce  ever  got  the  better  of,  efpe- 
cially  in  Ihort  voyages,  till  the  fhip  gets 
into  harbour,  and  the  patient  is  put  on 
ihore.  In  long  voyages  indeed,  life  fre- 
quently wears  it  off.  Many  things  are  re- 
commended for  removing  it,  but,  I appre- 
hend, to  very  little  purpofe.  Sea-water 
may  be  drank ; and  the  following  anti-

various  kinds  of  them  have  been  recommen- 
'ded,  but  perhaps  thofe  made  of  ivory,  in 
the  form  of  a fimple  ring,  or  fponge,  are 
preferable  to  all  others.  Thefe  are  to  be 
afsifled  by  the  Peruvian  bark,  chalybeate 
waters,  and  the  cold  bath.  Thofe  pelTaries 
made  of  fponge  are  the  befi: ; for  they  do 
no  harm  from  hardnefs,  are  themfelves  elaftic, 
may  be  eafily  introduced  by  the  patient,  and 
occalionally  removed,  -and  impregnated  with 
any  aflringent  liquid  that  may  be  thought 
moll  proper.  Put  they  Ihould  not  remain 
long  uncleaned,  as  the  rggtter  they-  abforb 
would  by  continuance  of  become  acrid, 
and,  by  flimulating,  excoriate  the  parts,  and 
jDriiig  on  uneafy  fenfations.
